HOW  TO  BE  A  SLICK  DRIVER 


The  number  of  fatal  accidents  usually  drops  during  and 
immediately  after  an  ice  or  snowstorm.  Why?  Probably 
because  people  are  very  aware  of  the  danger  and  alter 
their  driving  accordingly. 

Regardless  of  the  situation,  the  first  rule  for  slick  driv- 
ing is  to  accelerate,  brake,  and  steer  gently. 


If  your  car  goes  into  a  skid,  always  turn  your  front  wheels  into 
the  direction  of  the  skid.  If  the  rear  of  the  car  is  swinging 
into  the  center  of  the  road,  turn  your  front  wheels  toward 
the  center  (see  illustration  above). 

After  applying  the  correction,  expect  a  lesser  secondary 
skid.  It  will  be  in  the  opposite  direction,  so  correct  accord- 
ingly, again  avoiding  sharp  or  sudden  steering. 

A  second  essential  in  skid  control  is  to  avoid  sudden 
changes  in  speed  one  way  or  the  other.  The  natural  in- 
stinct is  to  let  up  on  the  accelerator  rapidly.  Don't.  Rapid 
deceleration  can  result  in  an  even  worse  skid.  In  fact,  a 
well-known  slick  driving  school  recommends  taking  the 
car  out  of  gear  as  a  part  of  skid  control. 
Keep  your  foot  off  the  brake.  This  is  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant things  to  remember— and  perhaps  the  hardest  rule 
to  observe.  Control  of  the  car  is  impossible  unless  all 
wheels  are  turning.  Very  little  brake  pedal  pressure  will 
lock  the  wheels  on  ice,  and  if  this  occurs,  a  skid  becomes 
out  of  control. 


For  a  normal  stop  on  a  slick  surface,  pump  the  brakes 
lightly  and  rapidly— don't  jam  them.  Don't  shift  into  a 
lower  gear  until  the  car  is  almost  stopped.  Downshifting, 
unless  expertly  executed,  causes  skids. 

Probably  the  toughest  situation  of  all  is  a  skid  in  the 
face  of  oncoming  traffic.  Remember  this:  Even  if  you  lose 


all  control,  there's  still  a  chance  that  the  other  driver  w 
retain  control  of  his  car  and  be  able  to  avoid  your  c; 
But  you  won't  lose  control  if  you  know  what  you  shoi 
do.  Remain  calm  and  put  your  knowledge  into  practi« 
The  best  preparation  for  skid  control  is  actual  practi< 
Pick  an  ice-covered,  empty  parking  lot,  say  one  at 
supermarket  which  is  closed  on  Sunday.  At  speeds  of 
more  than  10  mph,  deliberately  skid  the  car  and  pract: 
applying  the  corrections. 
Testing  the  road  surface.  The  best  skid  control  stems  frc 
prevention.  Throughout  the  winter  you  should  test 
road  before  driving  at  any  speed,  and  keep  testing  as  yc 
trip  progresses.  A  wet  surface  by  day  will  quickly  turn 
ice  as  the  sun  sets.  Bridges  ice  over  first  because  of  ti 
cold  air  under  them.  Shadowed  areas  may  hold  ice  wti 
the  rest  of  the  road  is  clear.  Temperatures  in  low  are 
tend  to  be  colder  so  that  water  on  hills  may  become  ice 
valleys.  Be  on  guard  when  the  temperature  is  just  abc. 


freezing.  Wet  ice  at  30°  is  twice  as  slick  as  ice  at  0° 

The  testing  procedure  is  simple.  Wait  until  traffic 
clear  behind  you,  slow  down,  then  accelerate  sharply, 
ice  is  forming,  the  rear  wheels  will  spin  harmlessly.  T 
method  is  less  likely  to  put  you  in  a  skid  than  if  you  j 
the  brakes  to  test.  Also,  you  maintain  split-second  cont 
as  you  eliminate  shifting  your  foot  from  gas  to  bra 
then  back  to  gas. 

Glare  ice,  such  as  created  by  a  freezing  rain,  creates 
impossible  driving  situation.  Find  the  nearest  haven  a 
stay  there  until  the  condition  clears,  or  until  the  roac 
treated  with  salt  or  cinders.  Remember  that  during  a 
immediately  after  a  heavy  storm,  road  crews  usually  tr< 
intersections  and  grades  first.  So  be  especially  cautious 
the  straightaways.

A  spinning  tire  generates  heat  which  causes  surface  meltii 
of  the  slick  area  and  results  in  an  even  slicker  surface.  If  th 
happens,  let  the  tires  cool  completely  before  trying  again. 

To  keep  from  overpowering,  use  the  "drive  range"  wii 
an  automatic  transmission,  or  second  gear  with  a  stick  shif 
If  the  wheels  hold,  then  accelerate  ever  so  lightly.  If  whee 
spin,  immediately  let  up  on  accelerator,  start  over  again 
If  stuck  in  deep  snow,  start  with  your  front  wheels  straight  ahea 
If  you  can't,  give  the  steering  wheel  a  few  turns  back  ar 
forth  to  "snowplow"  a  path.  Rock— don't  spin— your  whee 
Go  slowly.  When  you  travel  as  far  as  you  can,  quickly  shi 
into  reverse.  When  the  wheels  start  to  spin,  shift  quickly  in 
forward  ("drive"  or  second).  Continue  this,  making  all  shif 
rapidly.  If  car  has  automatic  transmission,  don't  shift  wh 
the  engine  is  racing.  Keep  an  eye  on  the  temperature  gau] 
A  car  that  is  not  moving  while  working  heats  up  fast  even 
cold  weather. 

Above  all,  don't  be  a  die-hard  if  you're  hopelessly  stuc 
Leave  the  car  and  go  for  help.  A  few  minutes  of  racing  a 
roaring  can  lead  to  expensive  engine  and  transmission  repai 
Snow  tires  are  helpful  in  deep  snow,  but  the  assistance  is  most' 
in  acceleration.  Chains,  especially  the  reinforced  type,  will 
a  good  job  if  you  absolutely  must  drive  on  ice.  Howevi 
chains  are  difficult  to  install,  and  if  installed  improperly,  th 
can  ruin  a  tire  in  a  few  miles. 

Winter  driving  calls  for  extra  driving  skills— for  even  t! 
most  expert  driver.  However,  it  need  not  have  serious  co 
sequences  if  you  follow  the  rules  outlined  here.  Above  a 
steer,  brake,  decelerate,  and  accelerate  gently— and  rema 
calm.  Be  aware  of  what  you  shotdd  do,  and  avoid  doing  wh: 
you  would  do  instinctively. 


DO  YOU  KNOW  WHAT  YOUR  CAR  INSURANCE 
COVERS? 


Having  a  complete  car  insurance  program  does  not  mean  th£ 
your  insurance  will  cover  all  losses.  All  reputable  insuranc 
companies  meet  their  obligations  to  policyholders  fairly,  bi 
they  will  pay  only  those  claims  that  you  become  legally  obi 
gated  to  pay.  In  addition,  insurance  policies  list  certain  situs 
tions,  called  exclusions,  under  which  you  are  not  covered. 

Companies  also  stipulate  the  conditions  under  which  the 
agree  to  accept  your  insurance.  If  you  violate  them,  you  ma 
render  your  policy  void.  These  are  standard  policy  provisio 
that  apply  in  most  states.  So  read  your  policy  carefully  an 
find  out  exactly  what  you  are— and  are  not— covered  for.  I 
you  are  in  doubt,  consult  your  insurance  agent.  Do  it  befon 
not  after,  you  are  involved  in  an  accident. 

Here  are  some  situations  which  may  make  it  difficult  c 
impossible  to  collect  on  your  insurance: 
Incorrect  garaging  location.  Premiums  are  generally  lower  in  run 
and  suburban  areas  than  in  large  cities.  In  order  to  save  o 
the  premium,  an  applicant  may  state  that  his  car  is  garagel 
at  an  address,  possibly  that  of  a  relative,  where  the  rate  II 
lower  than  in  his  own  locality.  This  is  risking  coverage  to  sav 
a  few  dollars. 

Previous  cancellation  or  revocation.  An  applicant  may  fail  to  revet 
that  another  company  has  cancelled  or  refused  his  insuranc 
or  that  his  driver's  license  was  revoked  at  some  time. 
Driver  under  the  age  specified  in  your  policy.  The  applicant  neglect 
to  state  that  a  person  under  the  specified  age  will  be  one  c

This  is  necessary  for  physical  da 
age  insurance  like  fire,  collision,  etc.,  but  not  for  liability 
Foreign  use.

ACCIDENTS: 

Protecting  the  car.  After  an  accident,  you  must  try  to  preve 
further  damage  to  the  automobile— without  endangeri: 
yourself,  of  course.  Your  insurance  will  reimburse  you 
providing  such  protection.  If  you  leave  the  auto  where  it  a 
be  pilfered,  you  may  not  collect  for  any  resulting  loss.

Actual  cash  value.  If  your  car  is  stolen  or  wrecked,  you  will 
reimbursed  on  the  basis  of  its  present  value,  not  original  co 
And  the  company  has  the  option  of  paying  cash,  repairing, 
replacing  the  insured  car  at  the  appraised  value. 
Failure  to  cooperate.  In  any  claim  or  lawsuit,  you  must  prompi 
turn  over  all  legal  notices,  testify,  and  cooperate  fully  in  a 
other  way.  You  must  not  encourage  or  help  in  any  "friendl 
suits  by  relatives  or  friends. 

Driving  without  permission.  If  someone  drives  your  car  withe 
permission  from  you  or  your  spouse,  your  insurance  does  r 
cover  that  person. 

Other  circumstances  that  might  lead  to  difficulty  with  yc 
insurance  include  allowing  an  unlicensed  driver  to  drive  yc 
car;  using  or  permitting  the  use  of  your  car  for  some  illej 
purpose;  letting  an  intoxicated  person  drive.

WHAT  THE  SCHOOLS  DO 

(AND  DON'T  DO) 

TO  PROTECT  CHILDREN'S  HEALTH 


By  Gordon  G.  Greer 

Safe  transportation,  clean  cafeterias,  class- 
rooms with  adequate  heat,  air,  and  light- 
such  basic  guarantees  of  a  healthful  environ- 
ment are  assumed  to  be  the  school's  obliga- 
tion. But  what  about  other  services— eye.- 
tests  and  immunizations  and  physical  exams 
and  checking  for  tooth  decay?  Are  these  the 
school's  duty  or  the  parents'  or  whose?  Many 
people  simply  don't  know. 

Much  of  this  confusion  can  be  dissipated 
by  applying  a  first  rule-of-thumb:  The  re- 
sponsibility for  all  medical  care,  all  dental 
care,  all  immunizations  rests  primarily  with 
the  parents.  Schools  blessed  with  proper  fa- 
cilities may  occasionally  provide  certain  lim- 
ited assistance,  but  their  obligation  is  mini- 
mal and  their  contribution  is  normally 
confined  to  record-keeping,  counseling,  and 
health  information;  it  rarely  includes  treat- 
ment (except  first  aid,  of  course)  or  shots  or 
diagnosis.  It  does  not  ease  parental  obliga- 
tions. On  the  contrary,  one  aim  of  the  school 
health  program  is  to  impress  on  parents  more 
forcefully  the  extent  of  their  responsibilities. 

Parents  of  a  child  about  to  enter  first 
grade  are  usually  requested  by  the  school 
health  department  to  have  him  thoroughly 
examined  by  a  doctor.  The  need  for  a  small- 
pox vaccination,  in  states  where  the  law  re- 
quires one,  will  also  be  pointed  out,  and  other 
shots  are  often  recommended — usually  polio, 
measles,  and  the  DPT  series  for  diphtheria, 
tetanus,  and  whooping  cough.  The  doctor's 
report  then  goes,  first,  to  the  parents  and, 
second,  to  the  school  health  officials,  who  in 
turn  inform  teachers  when  physical  impair- 
ments call  for  classroom  compensation  —  per- 
haps merely  moving  the  student  to  a  seat 
near  the  front  to  offset  poor  vision  or  hearing, 
perhaps  some  specialized  form  of  instruction 
or  modified  classroom  expectations  because 
of  various  other  afflictions.  Also,  health  rec- 
ords maintained  by  the  schools  are  extremely 
useful  to  the  medical  profession  in  estimating 
the  community's  over-all  health  needs  and 
planning  the  best  ways  to  meet  them. 

This  request  for  a  thorough  examination 
may  be  repeated  in  later  years— typically 
about  fourth  grade,  then  seventh,  then  tenth, 
then  just  before  high  school  graduation.  Each 
time,  the  school  makes  it  vividly  clear  that 
the  man  best  qualified  to  perform  the  exam- 
ination is  the  family's  private  physician.  Yet 
an  average  of  two  sets  of  parents  in  three 
stubbornly  ignore  the  request.  In  that  case, 
their  child,  if  he's  examined  at  all,  must  be 


seen  by  a  doctor  recruited  by  the  school,  oft€ 
on  a  part-time  basis,  to  see  a  long  line  of  sti 
dents  whose  medical  histories  may  not  I 
available  to  him.  No  doctor  under  those  ci 
cumstances  can  perform  as  useful  an  exan 
ination  as  the  family  physician  could  do. 

Screening  tests,  on  the  other  hand,  a 
well  suited  to  administration  in  the  schoc 
but  parents  must  recognize  their  limits 
screening  test  is  only  an  appraisal ;  it  will  n< 
uncover  all  possible  trouble,  and  it  isn't 
diagnosis.  The  customary  screening  tests  f< 
vision,  for  example,  may  determine  only  th; 
something  seems  wrong,  without  pinpointir 
the  nature  of  the  difficulty  or  singling  out  i 
cause.  The  school  informs  the  parents  of  i 
findings,  and  the  parents  must  then  se^ 
exact  diagnosis  and  appropriate  correctn 
treatment.  The  procedure  is  the  same  f< 
dental  inspections  and  for  most  speech  ar 
hearing  tests.  Only  when  the  parents  negle 
to  follow  through  after  a  series  of  pointed  r 
minders  from  the  nurse  might  the  school  as 
permission  to  put  the  student  in  contact  wil 
the  appropriate  community  health  service 

Some  schools,  of  course,  offer  no  screenir 
tests,  others  no  health  education.  Normall 
however,  instruction  is  given  in  hygien 
nutrition,  disease  prevention,  anatomy,  ar 
biology.  Sex  education  is  occasionally  i: 
eluded,  but  rarely  much  more  than  a  smatte 
ing;  parents  still  have  most  of  that  job. 

The  school  health  department  h; 
other  vital  tasks.  One  is  to  counsel  both  st 
dents  and  parents  on  anything  pertaining 
health.  Another  is  to  motivate  young  Amei 
cans  to  take  better  care  of  their  bodies 
right  now,  for  example,  gross  obesity  in  st 
dents,  even  the  very  youngest,  is  an  appt 
lingly  common  phenomenon  which  tl 
schools  are  trying  hard  to  correct.  The  dai 
observation  of  youngsters  away  from  home 
another  of  the  school  health  team's  jot 
Surprisingly  often,  the  first  signs  of  troub 
both  physical  and  emotional  (and  emotion 
turmoil  in  school-age  children  is  a  sharply  i 
creasing  concern),  are  detected  within  t 
classroom,  then  subsequently  brought  to  t! 
parents'  attention  by  a  member  of  the  schc 
health  department. 

Each  of  these  services  performed  by  t 
schools  is  designed  to  supplement— never 
replace— the  duties  of  the  family  and  t 
community's  private  doctors.  When  parer 
do  not  understand  that  fact  clearly,  the  • 
fort  is  largely  wasted.

A  CAMERA  HOBBY  FOR  YOUR  CHIL] 


When  is  a  child  ready  for  a  camera  hobby? 
As  soon  as  he  can  read  directions  and  hold  a 
camera  steady.  A  youngster's  interest  builds 
up  quickly  once  he's  shot  a  few  rolls  and  had 
them  developed  at  the  neighborhood  store. 

He'll  probably  be  ready  for  his  own  dark- 
room between  8  and  10  under  adult  super- 
vision, about  11  or  12  on  his  own.  .Gjrls  can 
often  begin  a  bit  younger  than  boys.  One  ex- 
cellent yardstick  is  this:  when  the  child  has 
the  ability  to  perform  simple  chemical  experi- 
ments, he  can  usually  master  the  rudiments 
of  photographic  darkroom  work. 

Most  4-H  Clubs  offer  instruction  in  picture 
making  and  darkroom  work.  Other  sources  of 
adult  supervision  are  the  Boy  and  Girl 
Scouts,  YMCA,  YWCA,  school  photography 
clubs,  and  church  groups.  By  working  with  a 
group,  the  child  has  the  advantages  of  adult 
knowledge  and  guidance,  complete  darkroom 
facilities,  and  lower  costs. 

But  the  child  can  easily  pursue  the  hobby 
at  home.  Costs  for  the  beginner  are  relatively 
low.  A  simple  camera  runs  as  low  as  $5.95, 
and  flash  attachment  costs  about  $2.50  ex- 
tra. A  camera  with  automatic  (built-in  light 
meter)  exposure  costs  about  $23.  Simple 
camera  kits  containing  camera,  flash  attach- 
ment, film,  and  flash  bulbs  cost  from  $10  to 
$21;  more  advanced  kits  cost  up  to  $60. 

Any  room  that  can  be  completely  dark- 
ened will  serve  as  a  darkroom.  The  kitchen, 
bathroom  or  laundry  room  offers  excellent 
facilities.  Just  add  heavy  black  curtains  to 
windows  and  doorway.  For  developing  nega- 
tives, a  large  closet  will  do  the  trick. 

Basic  darkroom  equipment  can  be  simple 
and  inexpensive.  All  that  is  needed  for  de- 
veloping film  is  a  developing  tank  for  a  single 
roll  of  film  (about  $3),  a  measuring  cup  for 
mixing  chemicals  (about  50c),  a  thermometer 
to  judge  temperature  of  chemicals  (about  $1), 
a  liquid  developer  (about  60c  for  8  ounces),  a 
stopbath  to  halt  the  developing  process 
(about  60c  for  48  ounces) ,  fixer  for  hardening 
the  film  emulsion  (about  75c  a  gallon),  a  soft 
sponge  or  squeegee  for  removing  water  from 
developed  film  (about  50c  to  $1.50),  and  two 
metal  clips  for  hanging  the  film  to  dry  (about 
25c).  A  kit  with  tank,  instant  developer  and 
fixer,  and  two  metal  clips  costs  about  $5  to  $7. 

The  equipment  necessary  for  making  snap- 
shot prints  from  the  negatives  is  only  slightly 
more  expensive.  You  can  buy  items  separate- 
ly or  in  a  kit  (selling  for  about  $14.50)  con- 
taining developing  tank,  chemicals,  contact 
printer,  thermometer,  tongs,  and  step-by- 
step  instruction  manual.  So  you  won't  be 
disappointed,  remember  most  inexpensive 
cameras  sold  today  use  film  that  produces  a 
negative  only  1}4  inches  square.  If  a  young- 
ster wants  a  bigger  print,  he'll  need  an  en- 


larger.  (Commercial  developing  automatical] 
ly  increases  prints  to  the  "jumbo"  size 
which  most  people  are  accustomed.) 

If  the  child's  interest  progresses  to  mak-l 
ing  enlarged  prints,  the  costs  will  be  con] 
siderably  higher.  Enlargers  range  from  aboul| 
$20  all  the  way  to  $500.  They  also 
quire  larger  trays.  Here  again  there  is  a  wide 
variance  of  prices,  but  a  typical  10x12  traj 
of  good  quality  costs  $4.20.  Enlargement  pa-J 
per  is  expensive— 25  sheets  of  normal-weighlf 
8x10  cost  about  $3.80.  Most  photographic 
supply  dealers  carry  used  equipment  whicl 
is  taken  in  on  trade,  and  the  beginner  car 
usually  purchase  a  used  enlarger  to  suit  hid 
needs  at  a  considerable  saving.  As  the  hobby-) 
ist  advances  in  proficiency  and  interest,  he 
can  cut  costs  by  purchasing  chemicals  in  bull 
quantities  of  powder  which  he  mixes  himselfj 
and  photographic  paper  in  boxes  of  25C 
sheets. 

When  your  youngster  becomes  adept  at) 
this  hobby,  he'll  find  it  an  excellent  way  tc 
earn  extra  money — developing  and  enlarging 
for  friends,  taking  group  pictures  at  school 
events  or  other  social  functions. 

Once  you've  developed  one  or  more  "cam-l 
era  buffs"  in  your  family,  you'll  be  faced| 
with  the  problem  of  what  to  do  with  the 
rapidly  growing  collection  of  snapshots. 

Try  these  suggestions  for  effective  dis-l 
play:   Then-and-now   comparisons   are   funl

A  special  adhesive 
cement  found  at  a  majority  of  camera  stores 
is  free  of  such  solvents.  It  should  be  applied 
with  care,  and  according  to  directions.  A  very' 
little  goes  a  long  way.   An   X   of  cement 
marked  lightly  on  the  back,  coming  almost, 
but  not  quite  to  the  corner  edge,  will  hold 
prints.  Do  not  close  the  album  until  the  ad- 
hesive is  dry.  For  best  protection  of  pictures; 
and  a  professional  look,  use  acetate  sheets. 
Otherwise  it's  better  not  to  place  photos  on 
facing  pages.  Always  remember  to  protect  the 
surface  on  which  you  are  working  when  using   i 
adhesives.

To  get  a  "big-as-all-outdoors" 
look  inside  their  home,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Thomas  Hicks  of  Rocky 
Mount,  North  Carolina,  used 
generous  expanses  of  glass  to 
scoop  in  a  wide  view  of  the  sur- 
rounding yard. 

The  floor  plan  (left)  shows 
how  the  living  area  opens  to 
both  the  front  and  back  of  the 
house.  And  across  the  back,  a 
long  screened  area  creates  an 
outdoor  living  center — com- 
plete with  planting  unit. 

In  addition  to  the  feeling  of 
openness,  the  floor  plan  offers 
convenient  zoning,  privacy, 
and  step-saving  efficiency. 

The  spacious  living  room  (top 
photograph)  provides  a  view  of 
the  entry  garden.  The  exten- 
sion of  the  masonry  wall,  the 
roof  overhang,  and  the  floor-to- 
ceiling  glass  all  make  the  gar- 
den seem  a  part  of  the  living 
room  itself. 

The  multi-purpose  family 
room  (middle)  also  gathers  in 
the  outside.  Coupled  with  the 
open  kitchen,  this  room  is  the 
center  of  activity  for  the  whole 
house.  At  the  far  end,  a  conver- 
sational grouping  around  the 
TV  offers  a  spot  to  relax;  a 
wood  folding  door  closes  off  the 
area  for  use  as  a  guest  room. 

From  the  back  (below)  you 
see  how  the  screened  outdoor 
living  area  stretches  nearly  the 
whole  length  of  the  house.  And, 
with  only  one  low  horizontal 
cross  brace  between  the  vertical 
posts,  view  and  breeze  sweep 
right  on  inside. 

The  low  concrete  block  wall 
edges  a  raised  terrace  and 
planting  area.

You  can  set  up  your  family -plan  schedule  wi 
good  deal  of  flexibility.  The  full-fare  ticket  is  good  any 
of  the  week.  The  discount  ticket  generally  must  be  used  c  I 
Monday  through  Thursday  on  major  "trunk"  air  lines;  n 
local-service  air  lines  honor  both  tickets  any  day. 

While  the  family  plan  requires  you  and  your  wife  to  dep 
together,  you  don't  have  to  make  the  entire  trip  togetl 
She  might  want  to  stop  for  a  visit  en  route,  then  join  yc 
day  or  so  later.

Really  good  two-story  houses  are  scarce— but  a  three-story 

that  looks  and  works  like  a  good  two-story  is  a  rare  find.  Simply  by 

adding  a  third  level  to  a  double-level  split-entry,  Architect 

Gardner  Ertman  of  Boston  created  three  floors— and  2,336  square  feet — 

without  the  bulk  or  inconvenience  of  a  conventional  three-story. 

His  family  and  guests  can  enter  midway  between  the  lower  and  middle 

levels,  with  just  six  steps  up  or  six  down  from  the  entry. 

The  exterior  (above)  is  dramatic     and  practical.  Two  concrete  walls 
support  the  house,  forming  a  courtyard  effect  at  each  end ;  the 
wide  roof  overhang  shields  windows  and  channels  rain  neatly  into  gravel 
catch-basins;  cedar  shingles  add  a  simple,  New  England  warmth. 
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One  of  the  best  things  about  the  Ertman  house  is  its  flexibil 
you  can  start  out  modestly  and  work  up  to  three  full  flof 
your  family  grows.  There's  no  need  to  worry  about  surrend 
valuable  lot  space  to  new  additions  or  wings;  this  house  1 
its  compact,  24x40-foot  size  while  delivering  2,336  squan 
of  well-ordered  space. 

When  the  Ertmans  planned  their  new  house,  they  foil 
the  finish-as-you-go  approach.

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Delirate  white  bells  in  arching  sprays  are  splendid  rewards 

for  midwinter  gardeners.  Lilies-of-the-valley  give  much  in  return  for 

the  little  effort  necessary  to  force  them  into  fragrant 

bloom.  Pips  for  forcing  are  available  through  the  mail  if  those 

in  your  garden  are  too  tightly  frozen  in  place  to  remove. 

The  slightly  twisted,  pointed  leaves  are  a  graceful  green  foil  which 

sets  off  the  blossoms  to  greatest  advantage.

If  you've  ever  wondered  about  the  British 
preference  for  tea,  you  might  need  a  brush- 
up  on  your  brewing  technique!  A  cup  of  tea, 
properly  prepared,  is  something  to  get  ex- 
cited about— with  its  beautiful  clear  amber 
color,  delightful  aroma,  refreshing  taste!  All 
these  give  a  lift  to  sagging  spirits  or  lend  a 
warm  feeling  of  hospitality  to  a  gathering  of 
friends.  Tea,  with  its  many  moods,  can  go 
formal  to  celebrate  a  special  event,  or  casual 
to  welcome  home  a  weary  husband  at  the 
day's  end.  Anyone  can  brew  a  perfect  cup  of 
tea,  so  don't  wait  for  a  special  occasion— en- 
joy a  cup  right  now! 

Hot  Spiced  Tea 

Serve  as  pictured  at  right  or  in  big  mugs  with 
cinnamon  stick  stirrers,  sugared  doughnuts —

Start  with  cold  water — bring  to  a  vigorous 
boil.  Don't  use  teakettle  leftovers— run  the  wa- 
ter cold  and  fresh  from  the  tap;  then  heat  to  a 
rolling,  tumbling  boil. 

Brew  3  to  5  minutes— Pour  boiling  water  over 
tea;  cover  and  steep.  Time  brewing  accurately 
to  the  strength  you  prefer— don't  judge  tea  by 
its  color,  for  some  teas  brew  light,  others  dark. 
Serve  tea  piping  hot— Stir  tea  and  remove  tea 
bags,  if  used;  pour  immediately.  If  tea  must  wait, 
keep  very  hot,  straining  into  another  heated  pot 
if  loose  tea  was  used.

Sturgeon  roe  can  ran 
from  very  small  to  pea  size;  from  gray  to  black.  More  ful 
ripe  eggs  are  made  into  pressed  caviar  which  has  a  jam-li 
consistency  and  somewhat  sweeter  flavor— perfect  for  sprea 
ing  on  canapes.  Less  expensive  caviar  is  prepared  from 
roe  of  other  fishes  such  as  salmon,  whitefish,  and  lumpfis 
Although  these  are  quite  tasty,  and  may  be  substituted  f 
the  highly  prized  sturgeon  caviar,  they  are  labeled  with  t 
name  of  the  fish  and  called  "imitation  caviar." 

The  Russians  favor  caviar  spread  on  black  bread.  Anoth 
traditional  delicacy  is  the  "blini"— a  stack  of  buckwhe 
cakes  spread  thinly  with  a  layer  of  caviar,  then  topped  with 
dollop  of  sour  cream.

HOW  TO  CARE  FOR 

CARPETS 

AND  AREA  RUGS 
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Your  wall-to-wall  carpeting  and  area  rugs  can  look  beau 
for  years —but  only  if  you  care  for  them  properly.  In 
this  means  regular  upkeep  and  attention.  You'll  find 
even  the  most  soil-resistant  carpet  needs  frequent  vacui 
a  professional  cleaning  at  least  once  a  year,  and  quick 
on  your  part  in  removing  stains  and  surface  spills. 

How  often  should  you  vacuum?  This  depends  or 
amount  of  dust  and  dirt  that  settles  on  the  carpet.  Bee 
most  dirt  is  carried  into  the  house  on  the  soles  of  shoes, ;t  aC( 
carpeting  in  hallways,  living  rooms,  and  family  rooms  col) ji 
the  most  soil.  This  is  especially  true  in  homes  where  yc1 
children  run  in  and  out  most  of  the  day.  In  these  busy  ai 
you  may  have  to  run  a  vacuum  cleaner  or  carpet  swe 
lightly  over  the  carpet— say  three  or  four  strokes  over 
soiled  area— every  day. 

On  the  other  hand,  carpeting  in  bedrooms  and  guest 
normally  doesn't  get  as  much  traffic.  Here,  a  light  cl 
once  or  twice  a  week  should  do.  However,  it  is  a  good  i 
give  all  carpeting  and  area  rugs  in  your  home  a  thor 
vacuuming — about  seven  slow,  careful  strokes  over 
spot— at  least  once  a  week.  This  kind  of  care  will  pre 
most  dirt  particles  from  digging  deep  down  into  the  ba 
the  tufts  and  cutting  the  fibers. 


Remove  spills  and  stains  immediately.  You  can  av 

great  deal  of  permanent  damage  to  your  carpets  if  yo 
move  all  spills  and  stains  before  they  dry  and  become 
bedded  in  the  fibers.  This  is  why  it's  a  good  idea  to  keer 
household  cleaning  aids— dry-cleaning  fluid  (the  kind  yo 
to  remove  spots  from  clothing)  and  a  detergent-vin 
water  solution — on  hand  at  all  times.  You  can  buy  the 
cleaning  fluid  at  most  stores.  It  comes  ready-to-use 
have  to  prepare  the  detergent  solution.  Simply  add  a 
spoonful  of  mild  detergent  and  a  teaspoonful  of 
vinegar  to  a  quart  of  warm  water. 

When  you  use  either  of  these  cleaning  agents,  be  sup 
don't  pour  the  fluids  directly  on  the  carpet  or  in  such  z 
that  the  carpet  becomes  too  wet.  Instead,  apply  the  sol 
to  a  cloth  or  sponge  and  wipe  the  spot.  Do  this  gently  sc 
you  do  not  distort  the  direction  of  the  pile.  Also,  reme 
to  apply  the  fluids  only  on  the  face  of  the  carpet  and  n 
the  back. 
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How  to  remove  common  stains.  With  the  help  of  c 
both  of  these  household  cleaning  aids,  it's  possible  for  j 
remove  many  types  of  stains  without  seeking  the  servic 
professional  cleaner.  You  can  remove  butter,  grease,  ball 
ink,  and  other  oils  by  first  wiping  off  the  excess  material 
applying  the  dry-cleaning  fluid.  Use  as  much  dry  cleai 
necessary,  then  dry  the  carpet  and  lightly  brush  the  p 
You  need  both  dry-cleaning  fluid  and  a  detergent  so 
to  remove  stains  caused  by  milk,  eggs,  salad  dressing,  a 
cream;  and  special  stains  due  to  blood,  coffee,  vomit,  and 
late.

wool  carpets,  but  check  the  la- 
bels to  be  certain.  If  your  wool 
carpet  isn't  insured  against  in- 
sect damage,  constant  care  is  a 
must.  The  carpet  should  be  ex- 
posed to  enough  air  and  light. 
Daily  vacuuming  and  periodic 
cleaning  in  corners  and  other 
out-of-the-way  places  are  also 
important.  Should  you  discover 
insect  damage,  contact  a  pro- 
fessional cleaner. 

Distribute  carpet  wear.  Car- 
peting over  traffic  lanes  and  in 
front  of  sofas  and  chairs  natur- 
ally wears  fastest  because  it's 
used  most.  You  can  distribute 
some  of  the  wear  on  wall-to- 
wall  carpeting  by  occasionally 
shifting  some  of  your  larger 
pieces  of  furniture.  Or,  place 
small  rugs  or  runners  over  these 
most  used  areas. 

A  room-size  rug— one  that 
fits  or  almost  fits  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  room  and  is  no  more 
than  a  foot  or  a  foot  and  a  half 
from  the  walls— should  be  ro- 
tated about  the  room  from  time 
to  time.  This  will  definitely 
help  to  equalize  wear. 

Professional  cleaning.  Your 
vacuum  cleaner  removes  some, 
not  all,  of  the  dust  and  dirt 
which  become  embedded  in 
your  carpet.  After  a  period  of 


time,  grime  and  dirt  particles 
accumulate  at  the  base  of  the 
tufts  where  they  stick  to  the 
carpet  fibers.  If  you  have  a 
pastel  or  light-colored  carpet, 
it  may  look  dull,  even  discol- 
ored. However,  in  almost  every 
instance,  a  professional  clean- 
ing job  will  restore  the  carpet's 
original  color  and  beauty. 

Because  room-size  carpets  and 
area  rugs  are  easy  to  remove,  a 
professional  cleaning  service 
can  give  them  a  thorough  laun- 
dering at  a  cleaning  plant.  The 
professional  cleaner  is  equipped 
to  perform  dry  dusting,  sham- 
pooing, rinsing,  and  complete 
drying.  Usually  you  don't  have 
to  worry  about  shrinkage, 
either,  because  many  cleaning 
services  use  stretching  frames. 
Check  with  your  service  on  this. 

Major  repair  work  is  also 
done  best  by  a  professional 
cleaner.  The  cleaning  service 
can  skillfully  repair  any  dam- 
age to  your  carpet  such  as 
frayed  bindings,  worn  spots,  or 
hard-to-remove  stains  that  call 
for  special  chemicals.  It's  a 
good  idea  to  keep  your  carpet 
labels,  which  list  the  pattern 
numbers  and  grade  names,  in 
case  your  carpets  ever  need  re- 
weaving  or  rebinding. 

If  you  have  wall-to-wall  car- 
peting, you'll  find  it's  conven- 


ient to  have  the  cleaning  service 
come  to  your  home  for  "on-the- 
spot"  cleaning.  Depending  on 
condition  of  your  carpeting,  the 
service  may  use  either  a  dry 
method  or  a  wet  method.  The 
dry  method  (absorbent  powder 
type  cleaner)  is  used  on  carpet- 
ing that  isn't  too  soiled.  The 
wet  method  (thorough  shampoo 


and  drying)    is  almost    always 
used  on  carpeting  that  i. 
more  complete  cleaning  job. 

You  can  get  the  services  of  a 
reputable  rug  cleaning  com- 
pany either  by  contacting  your 
carpet  dealer  or  by  writing  to 
the  National  Institute  of  Run 
Cleaning,  7355  Wisconsin  Ave- 
nue, Bethesda  14,  Maryland.

fhen  house  plants  get  into  trouble,  nine  times  out  of  ten 
trouble  is  due  to  the  feeding  roots'  being  injured  in  some 
ner.  It  could  be  from  too  high  a  salt  content  in  the  soil, 
much  fertilizer  (which  often  leads  to  brown  foliage),  or 

of  water.  These  are  factors  that  may,  or  may  not  in- 
ice  root  growth  to  the  point  where  effects  are  almost  im- 
iate.  One  additional  thought:  is  the  plant  growing  in  a 
m  enough  spot?  The  schefflera  does  best  in  the  65-  to  70- 
*ee  temperature  range.  Normally,  it  is  one  of  our  more 
ist  house  plants  for  the  West  Coast,  simply  because  it 
ds  so  much  abuse.  It  tolerates  both  sun  and  shade. 

:eived  a  beautiful  poinsettia  plant  for  Christmas  and  would 
reciate  your  telling  me  how  to  keep  it  going  for  years  to  come.

The  poinsettias  that  are  forced  in  greenhouses  for  Christ- 
mas can  be  planted  outdoors  in  regions  where  wintertime 
temperatures  are  up  above  the  55-  to  60-degree  mark.  Even 
the  long  period  of  chilly  winter  nights  in  the  San  Francisco 
area  doesn't  stop  the  good  outdoor  growth  of  poinsettias. 

Give  the  plants  the  warmest  possible  spot  in  the  garden 
where  there  is  good  drainage.  Usually,  a  location  near  a  south 
wall  is  ideal.  Prune  the  plants  back  hard  in  April  to  encourage 
development  of  new  flowering  branches.  Each  year  thereaft- 
er, prune  severely  each  April,  lest  the  plants  become  too  tall 
and  spindly,  as  do  many  of  the  old-timers  in  Southern  Cali-' 
fornia— there  they  will  reach  a  somewhat  gangly  height  of  15 
or  20  feet  with  no  trouble  if  left  unpruned. 

We  recently  moved  from  Oregon  to  Alaska  and  would  appreciate 
any  tips  on  growing  plants.  Will  rhododendrons,  camellias,  or 
roses  grow  here?

Normally,  these  plants  are  reasonably  easy  to  handle.  Here 
are  some  possible  reasons  for  the  bud  drop:  too  much  or  not 
enough  moisture  at  the  roots;  sudden  changes  in  temperature 
(plants  placed  too"close  to  an  outside  door) ;  and  fumes  from  a 
gas  heater.  The  best  thing  to  do  is  to  water  thoroughly,  then 
wait  until  the  soil  surface  is  dry  before  watering  again.  Keep 
temperature  between  55  and  70  degrees. 

Please  advise  me  on  the  hardiness  of  the  Blue  Atlantic  cedar  and 
the  Cedar  of  Lebanon,  east  of  the  Cascades  in  Washington.

I  found  magnificent  specimens  of  both  these  trees  in  the

Indoors,  or  in  a  greenhouse,  the  plants  will  continue  to 
grow  the  year  round  for  you.  Give  them  as  much  light  as  pos- 
sible and  plant  in  large  pots — at  least  the  10-  to  12-inch  size. 
Rich  soil  is  necessary.  Plants  should  easily  reach  a  height  of  6 
feet.  Why  not  try  a  plant  or  two  outdoors?  The  plants  will 
undoubtedly  die  down  in  winter,  but  I  suspect  they  will 
bounce  back  again  each  spring — at  least  that  is  the  case  in 
many  gardens  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area.

HOW  HIGH 

OR  LOW 

DOES  YOUR  AREA 

RATE 

ON  BUILDING  COSTS? 


It  depends  mainly  on  your  local  labor  rates  (the  biggest 
variable),  your  climate  and  building-code  requirements,  and 
the  type  of  building  materials  preferred  by  buyers  in  your 
area.  Keep  in  mind  that  materials  account  for  roughly  two- 
thirds  of  the  average  house  construction  cost,  the  other  third 
going  for  labor. 

The  building  cost  for  a  typical  house  in  the  United 
States  runs  about  $12  a  square  foot,  not  counting  land. 
Thus  $12,000,  on  the  average,  is  required  to  build  a  one- 
story  ranch  house  with  1,000  square  feet  of  living  area 
(25x40  feet).  This  would  be  a  frame  house  of  average-quality 
construction,  with  three  bedrooms,  one-and-a-half  bath- 
rooms, but  no  garage  or  basement. 

However,  such  a  house  could  mean  an  outlay  of  as  little 
as  $9,000  to  $9,500—20  to  25  per  cent  lower  than  average — 
in  the  Carolinas,  Georgia,  and  parts  of  Tennessee.  That 
region  has  the  lowest  building  cost  in  the  nation,  according 
to  both  the  Federal  Housing  Administration  and  the  various 
private  firms  which  maintain  national  cost  figures.  Labor 
costs  are  rock-bottom  there,  climate  requirements  are  moder- 
ate, and  lumber  costs  are  low  because  of  the  nearby  southern- 
pine  forests.  (Lumber,  by  the  way,  accounts  for  the  biggest 
single  materials  cost  in  the  average  house.)  Thus  cities  like 
Charlotte  and  Raleigh,  North  Carolina;  Greenville,  South 
Carolina;  and  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  hold  the  current  record 
for  economical  home  building  in  America. 

Next  lowest  building  costs  are  found  all  through  the 
South  from  northern  Florida  west  to  Mississippi,  and  in  the 
Southwest  from  Texas  and  Oklahoma  to  Arizona.  In  these 
states  building  costs,  less  land,  for  typical  frame  houses  range 
from  10  to  15  per  cent  lower  than  the  national  average.  Costs 
are  particularly  low  in  Oklahoma  City;  Dallas  and  Fort 
Worth,  Texas;  Memphis,  Tennessee;  and  Phoenix,  Arizona. 
Certain  Southern  cities,  however,  run  counter  to  the  trend. 
For  example,  costs  range  from  5  to  10  per  cent  higher  than 
average  in  Miami —which  is  hurt  by  an  excessively  stiff 
building  code — New  Orleans,  and  Jackson,  Mississippi. 

Highest  building  rates  are  found  mainly  in  the  Mid- 
west, particularly  in  the  suburbs  of  Chicago  and  Cleveland 
where  a  1,000-square-foot  house  costs  as  much  as  $15,000  to 
$16,000,  or  20  to  25  per  cent  above  average.  Other  cities  with 
notably  high  building  costs  include  Springfield  and  Peoria, 
Illinois;  Columbus,  Ohio;  Buffalo,  New  York;  and  Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania.  Going  farther  east,  costs  range  about 
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5  to  10  per  cent  above  average  along  the  Atlantic  seal 
from  eastern  Pennsylvania  up  to  New  England.  One  b 
ception  is  New  York  City;  it  is  burdened  with  absolute 
highest  construction  costs  in  the  nation,  if  not  in  the  w 
because  of  an  obsolete  building  code,  sky-high  labor  costa 
make- work  union  practices.  Costs  are  almost  as  high— 
25  to  30  per  cent  above  average— in  New  York  subur 
southern  Westchester  County  and  northern  New  Jersey 
because  of  restrictive  codes  and  high-cost  labor). 

House  costs  tend  to  run  about  5  to  10  per  cent  above 
national  average  in  most  of  the  Western  States.  T 
highest  in  the  cold  Dakotas  and  on  west  to  Montana, 
fall  off  in  the  milder-climate  Pacific  Coast  States  from 
ington  down  to  southern  California.  Though  lumber  ii 
tively  cheap  in  the  Far  West  because  of  abundant  timb 
factor  is  over-balanced  by  higher-than-average  labor 
and  stiff  building  codes  in  such  areas  as  those  aroun 
Francisco  and  Los  Angeles. 

Building  costs  are  roughly  equal  to  the  national  a 
in  some  scattered  cities  where  the  ups  and  downs  of  th 
ous  cost  factors  tend  to  cancel  one  another.  In  such  pi 
Burlington,  Vermont;  the  Washington,  D.C.,  area;  O 
Nebraska;   Denver,   Colorado;  and  Spokane,   Washi 
costs  for  the  average  frame  house  run  very  close  to 
square  foot.  However,  the  exact  breakdown  of  labor  an 
terials  within  that  $12  figure  varies  considerably  from 
city,   depending  on   the   considerations  mentioned   i 
first  paragraph. 

Knowing  how  your  area  rates  on  building  costs 
why— can  help  cut  your  costs  for  remodeling  or  buil 
new  house,  and  can  also  help  when  you  look  for  a  I 
which  to  build.  In  general,  costs  run  lower  in  small  tow 
rural  areas  than  in  big  cities.  For  example,  a  hoqse  that 
$20,000  to  build  in  Pittsburgh  and  some  of  its  hig] 
suburbs  will  require  perhaps  $1,500  less  in  nearby 
where  enlightened  citizens  have  modernized  their  bu; 
codes  in  recent  years.  However,  big  cities  themselves 
times  take  the  lead  in  the  process  of  building-code  ri 
and  thus  permit  lower-cost  home  building  than  in  ad 
suburban  districts. 

Often,  your  decision  on  whether  to  buy,  build,  or  re 
will  hinge  on  the  relative  cost  of  each  possibility 
building  costs  are  low,  new  construction  may  well  b 
best  bet.  In  a  high-cost  city,  you  might  discover  that  r< 
eling  (or  buying  an  existing  older  home  in  good  cond 
is  clearly  the  better  choice. 

The  price  of  land  mustn't  be  overlooked,  either.  In 
cities  (Houston,  the  San  Francisco  area,  and  Phoeni 
good  examples),  land  costs  have  skyrocketed  much 
than  building  costs.  Thus  the  selection  of  a  lot  for  a 
home  in  those  districts  is  a  more  challenging  task  than 
eventual  home  building  itself.  You  could  even  find  youtl 
in  the  position  of  being  able  to  afford  a  new  home  but 
any  reasonably  priced  ground  on  which  to  erect  it! 

You  can  readily  obtain  accurate  cost  estimates  for  bui 
a  new  house  in  your  area,  or  for  determining  the  replace] 
value  of  your  present  house  for  insurance  purposes,

PICTURE  FRAMES

In  many  cases,  the  quick  solu- 
tion to  mounting  a  picture  for 
hanging  is  to  put  the  picture  on 
a  background  instead  of  actual- 
ly making  or  buying  a  frame. 

The  background  material  can 
be  almost  anything,  but  illus- 
tration board,  hardboard,  or 
plywood  work  best. 

You  can  cut  illustration 
board  to  any  size  with  scissors, 
and  you  can  probably  get  your 
lumber  dealer  to  cut  hardboard 
or  plywood  to  the  size  you  spec- 
ify. Stick  the  picture  to  the 
background  with  ordinary  con- 
tact cement,  thinned  about 
half  with  lacquer  thinner.  Brush 
the  thinned  cement  on  the  pic- 
ture and  the  backing  and  let 
them  dry  separately.  When  dry 
to  the  touch,  carefully  line  up 
one  edge  of  the  picture  with  an 
edge  of  the  backing,  then  lay  it 
down  a  little  at  a  time,  smooth- 
ing out  wrinkles  as  you  go. 
Spray  on  a  coat  of  clear  plastic 
to  protect  the  picture. 

1.  This  idea  lets  you  display 
children's  art  in  a  bright  frame 
and  change  pictures  in  seconds. 
Just  spray  a  cooky  sheet  with 
spray  can  enamel.  Fasten  the 
art  work  on  with  small  mag- 
nets. Drill  a  hole  in  the  tray  or 
solder  on  a  small  loop  of  wire 
for  hanging. 

2.  Family  photos  displayed  this 
way  make  a  colorful  and  dis- 
tinctive wall  hanging.  Get  your 
favorite  snapshots  enlarged  to 
5x7  inches.  Buy  inexpensive 
wood  or  metal  frames  and 
spray  them  in  an  assortment  of 
bright  colors  with  spray  can 
enamel.  Paint  a  rectangle  of  }4- 
inch  plywood,  then  mount  the 
framed  snapshots  on  the  ply- 
wood with  brads  or  glue.  Fasten 
a  picture  hanger  to  the  back. 

3.  To  make  this  frame,  outline 
the  print  on  J  £-inch  plywood, 
leaving  a  3-inch  border  all 
around.  Lay  masking  tape  on 
the  inside  of  the  print  outline, 
then  smooth  a  layer  of  thinly 
mixed  water  base  wood  putty 
on  the  border.  Use  a  comb  to 
make  the  textured  effect  in  the 
wood  putty  before  it  dries. 
When  dry,  remove  the  tape  and 
mount  the  print  as  described 
above.  Finish  off  with  painted 
strips  of  wood  nailed  around  the 
outside  edge  of  the  plywood 
and  bordering  the  print.  Leave 
the  putty  unpainted  or  color  it 
with  stain  or  water  colors. 

4.  This  contemporary  poster 
treatment  is  quite  simple.  You 
just  mount  the  poster  on  a 
piece  of  hardboard,  then  glue 
insulation  cork  to  a  plywood 
backing.  Glue  the  mounted 
poster  to  the  cork,  or  "float"  it 
off  the  background  by  gluing 
two  strips  of  wood  to  the  cork 
and  poster  to  the  woodstrips. 

5.  These  are  Christmas  cards! 
Trace  around  them  on  hard- 
board,  then  cut  out  the  hard- 
board  about  J/g-inch  outside 
the  outline.  Round  off  the  edge 
with  sandpaper  and  spray  the 
edges  with  gold  paint.  Glue  the 
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cards  to  the  hardboard  pieces. 
Spray  a  ready-made  frame 
gold  and  cut  a  hardboard  piece 
to  fit  the  frame.  Glue  felt  to 
this  piece  and  fasten  it  in  the 
frame.  Glue  the  mounted  cards 
to  the  felt. 

6. This  easy  frame  adds  just  the 
necessary  finishing  touch  to  a 
travel  poster.  l>egin  by  cutting 
a  backing  piece  of  hardboard 
or  illustration  board  the  size  of 
the  poster.  Nail  a  s,x:!  4  inch 
wood  frame  to  the  back  of  the 
backing  piece,  flush  with  the 
edges.  Now  glue  the  poster  to 
the  front  of  the  backing  piece. 
Stain  pieces  of  ordinary  wood 
lath  and  nail  around  the  edges, 
nailing  into  the  frame  on  the 
backing  piece.  Just  make  plain 
butt  joints  at  the  corners. 
7.  The  look  of  leather  and  brass 
creates  a  perfect  background 
for  this  toreador  print.  Glue 
the  print  to  a  hardboard  back- 
ing, then  cut  a  '  2-inch  piece  of 


plywood  about  6  inches  larger 
than  the  print.  Pad  the  3-inch 
border  with  strips  of  paper  or 
packing  material,  then  put  a 
leather-patterned  vinyl  mate- 
rial over  the  padding  and  tack 
or  staple  to  the  plywood.  Next 
lay  the  print  in  place  and  fasten 
it  to  the  plywood  with  a  row  of 
decorative  upholstery  tacks. 
Drive  the  tacks  into  the  ply- 
wood, letting  the  heads  overlap 
the  edge  of  the  print  backing. 
Put  another  row  of  tacks 
around  the  outside  edge  of  the 
plywood,  and  you're  finished! 
8.  For  any  primitive  or  Early 
American  print,  try  a  back- 
ground of  weathered  boards. 
All  you  have  to  do  is  mount  the 
print  on  a  hardboard  backing, 
then  cut  the  weathered  boards 
to  roughly  the  same  length  and 
fasten  them  together  with  a 
couple  of  wood  strips  nailed 
across  the  back.  Just  glue  the 
mounted  print  to  the  boards. 


9.  To  make  this  frame,  nail 
some  wood  strips  to  a  piece  of 
backing  material  (see  the  in- 
structions for  6),  then  glue  the 
print  to  the  backing.  Next, 
glue  strips  of  wood  edging  tape 
along  the  edges  of  the  picture. 
You  can  cut  the  miters  at  the 
corners  with  scissors  or  a  sharp 
knife.  Put  tape  on  the  edges, 
too,  to  cover  the  strips  on  the 
back  of  the  print.  Stain  or  oil 
the  wood  tape  with  asmall  brush. 

10.  Pictures  from  a  book  gain 
importance  when  grouped  on  a 
fabric  background.  Just  cover 
a  piece  of  hardboard  with  fab- 
ric, glued  on,  then  glue  the 
clipped-out  pictures  to  the  fab- 
ric. We  added  a  border  of  gold 
deckle  to  these  Persian  minia- 
tures. Cover  with  a  matching 
size  piece  of  glass  and  hold  the 
whole  thing  together  with  plas- 
tic hanger-clamps  made  just  for 
this  purpose.  Get  them  at  your 
frame  shop  or  art  supply  store.

OUR  COMPLETE  GUIDE  TO  LIFE  INSURANCE 


American  families  today  own  an 
erage  of  $12,200  in  life  insurance, 
n  increase  of  100  per  cent  over  just 
0  years  ago.  The  outstanding  virtue 
life  insurance,  and  of  course  the 
ason  most  people  buy  it,  is  its  abili- 
to  provide  financial  protection 
inst  two  of  life's  uncertainties: 
ing  too  soon  and  living  too  long. 
Consider  a  35-year-old  man  with 
ree  young  children.  While  his  po- 
ntial  future  earnings  are  high,  his 
pendents  face  tremendous  financial 
ifficulties  if  he  dies  before  he  can  ac- 
mulate  enough  money  to  see  his 
imily  through.  A  savings  account  or 
urchases  of  stocks  may,  over  a  pe- 
od  of  time,  build  up  to  some  prede- 
jrmined  amount.  But  no  one  can  be 
are  of  living  to  complete  such  a  pro- 
m.  Only  life  insurance  guarantees 
at  the  chosen  amount  is  automat- 
ally  available  to  his  survivors. 
At  the  same  time,  if  this  family 
Veadwinner  does  not  die  early  in  life, 
e  is  faced  with  the  prospect  of  living 
t>r  an  indefinite  number  of  retire- 
dent  "years  on  a  strictly  limited 
umber  of  dollars.  What  can  he  spend 
ich  year?  If  he  spends  too  much, 
is  capital  may  run  out;  if  he  spends 
)o  little,  he  may  deprive  himself 
eedlessly.  Again,  life  insurance  can 
elp  to  provide  a  solution.  Annuities 
mailable  from  life  insurance  com- 
.nies  guarantee  income  for  life — no 
latter  how  long. 

Term  insurance  is  the  simplest 
>rm  of  life  insurance.   If  you  own 
tomobile,  fire,  or  homeowners  in- 
anee,  you  already  have  a  term 
licy  that  must  be  renewed  at  reg- 
ar  intervals.  With  term  life  insur- 
ce,  benefits  are  paid  only  if  death 
curs    during    the    policy    period, 
hus,  on  a  5-year  term  policy  issued 
age  30,  the  beneficiary  collects  only 
the  insured  dies  before  age  35. 
Because  term  involves  a  smaller 
;h  outlay  than  any  other  form  of 
e  insurance,  it  can  be  very  attrac- 
e.  It  is  especially  useful  to  supple- 
ent  other  forms  of  insurance  during 
e  years   when   your   children   are 


young  and  your  financial  responsibil- 
ities are  heavy.  But  keep  in  mind  that 
every  time  you  renew  a  term  policy, 
the  rate  per  $1,000  increases— and 
eventually  gets  very  expensive.  For 
example,  while  a  typical  $10,000  10- 
year  term  policy  at  age  35  costs  ap- 
proximately $70  a  year,  by  age  55  it 
has  climbed  to  about  $265.  You  must 
balance  the  apparent  low  initial  cost 
of  term  against  future  high  pre- 
miums, the  absence  of  cash  values, 
and  the  risk  of  your  later  becoming 
uninsurable. 

To  cope  with  a  possible  adverse 
change  of  health  and  resulting  un- 
insurability,  you  can  buy  renewable 
term  policies  which  may  be  renewed 
for  one  or  more  terms  equal  to  the 
original  period,  at  your  option  and 
regardless  of  your  health.  These  pol- 
icies offer  an  extremely  valuable 
right  for  just  a  small  additional 
charge.  However,  the  renewable  fea- 
ture is  usually  available  only  until 
approximately  age  55  on  10-year 
term  and  age  60  on  5-year  term,  leav- 
ing you  in  most  cases  without  any 
insurance  after  age  65. 

To  overcome  the  basic  deficiency 
of  term  (no  guaranteed  protection  for 
your  whole  life),  a  convertible  term 
policy  offers  you  the  right  to  convert 
your  temporary  policy  to  some  per- 
manent form  of  insurance  before  ex- 
piration of  the  term  policy.  If  you 
choose  not  to  convert,  you  still  have 
had  the  benefit  of  insurance  through- 
out the  term  period. 

The  cost  of  term  insurance  is  a 
highly  controversial  subject.  At  ev- 
ery age,  term  insurance  carries  a  low- 
er premium  than  an  equal  amount  of 
any  other  kind  of  life  insurance.  This 
leads  many  persons  to  the  false  con- 
clusion that  term  insurance  must  nec- 
essarily be  the  best  for  them. 

It's  true  that  if  the  insured  person 
dies  within  the  term  period,  then 
term  insurance  will  have  been  the 
cheapest  possible  insurance.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  the  insured  outlives  the 
term  period  of  protection,  then  the 
term  policy  will  always  have  cost  him 


more  than  any  other  kind  of  life  in- 
surance he  might  have  bought. 

Suppose  a  man  figures  he  needs  in- 
surance for  just  a  ten-year  period. 
One  mutual  company  charges  a  man 
of  30  an  annual  premium  of  $8.97  per 
thousand  for  a  10-year  term  policy. 
At  the  end  of  ten  years,  $897  would 
have  been  paid  for  a  $10,000  policy, 
and  if  the  insured  is  living,  the  policy 
expires. 

The  same  company  charges  $22.48 
per  thousand  at  age  30  for  straight 
life.  The  premiums  for  a  $10,000  pol- 
icy for  ten  years  would  be  $2,248, 
and  at  the  end  of  ten  years  the  policy 
would  have  a  guaranteed  cash  value 
of  $1,637.30.  This  policy  can  be  sur- 
rendered for  its  cash  value;  the  in- 
sured therefore  would  have  paid  the 
company  just  $610.70  more  than  he 
received  back. 

Since  the  comparable  cost  for  the 
term  policy  is  $897,  there  is  a  saving 
of  $286.30  in  the  net  outlay  over  ten 
years  by  purchasing  straight  life  in- 
stead of  term.  (The  above  policies 
also  earned  dividends,  and  when 
these  are  considered,  the  saving  in 
cash  outlay  is  increased  to  $461.60.) 

"Buy  term  and  invest  the  differ- 
ence"? Sometimes  it's  suggested  that 
one  should  buy  term  insurance  in- 
stead of  straight  life,  and  then  invest 
(in  stocks,  say)  the  difference  in  pre- 
mium. In  addition  to  the  cost  figures 
above,  two  factors  argue  against  that 
point  of  view.  First,  very  few  com- 
panies will  continue  term  insurance 
beyond  age  65.  If  you  start  a  renew- 
able term-insurance  program  at  age 
20  and  continue  it  to  age  65,  you  may 
well  find  yourself  with  no  insurance 
in  force  beyond  that  time.  Second, 
few  separate  investments  offer  the 
guarantee,  inherent  in  permanent 
life  insurance,  that  your  money  will 
be  readily  available  precisely  at  the 
time  you  may  need  it.  And  perma- 
nent life  insurance  is  also  versatile. 
For  example,  you  have  the  privilege 
of  eventually  taking  the  cash  value 
of  your  policy  in  the  form  of  a  guar- 
anteed fixed  monthly  income  for  life. 
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Whole  life  policies  have  perma- 
nency as  their  outstanding  feature. 
While  all  other  policies  expire  or  the 
protection  element  disappears  after  a 
stated  number  of  years,  whole  life 
policies  can  be  continued  as  long  as 
the  insured  person  lives. 

Whole  life  policies  include  straight 
life,  sometimes  called  "ordinary," 
and  limited  pay,  which  has  many  var- 
iations. To  better  understand  these 
policies,  keep  in  mind  two  things:  the 
premium  paying  period  and  the  pro- 
tection period.  In  the  straight-life 
policy,  the  premiums  are  paid  until 
death;  the  protection  period  is  the 
same.  In  the  limited-pay  policies, 
however,  the  premium  period  is  less 
than  one's  expected  lifetime,  even 
though  the  protection  is  for  life. 
Many  variations  exist,  such  as  15- 
pay,  10-pay,  and  even  payment  of  all 
the  premiums  in  one  lump  sum  in  ad- 
vance. Other  policies  cease  premiums 
at  a  specified  age  of  the  insured— 
such  as  "paid-up-at-65." 

Endowment  insurance  is  one  of 
the  most  attractive  types — at  first 
glance  anyway.  The  insured  receives 
the  face  amount  if  he  lives  to  the  end 
of  a  specified  period  of  years  or  until 
a  certain  age,  as  set  forth  in  the  pol- 
icy, and  the  beneficiary  gets  the  face 
amount  if  the  insured  dies  within  that 
period.  Thus  this  policy  has  an 
"everybody  wins"  appeal.  Since  term 
and  whole  life  policies  guarantee  to 
pay  the  face  amount  only  if  the  in- 
sured dies,  not  if  he  lives,  the  cost  of 
endowment  insurance  is  higher  be- 
cause of  this  additional  feature.  At 
age  35  you  would  pay  approximately 
$450  a  year  for  a  $10,000  20-year  en- 
dowment policy  (non-par  type). 

Endowment  insurance  lets  you  se- 
lect a  variety  of  premium  paying  pe- 
riods, normally  ranging  from  10  to  30 
years  or  until  you  reach  a  certain 
future  age.  For  example,  a  man  35 
years  old  might  select  an  "endow- 
ment at  65,"  which  is  really  a  30- 
year  endowment  insurance  policy. 

In  general,  endowment  policies  are 
designed  to  guarantee  the  accumula- 
tion of  a  specified  amount  by  a  future 
date.  To  make  this  possible,  the  cash 
values  under  endowment  insurance 
must  build  up  more  rapidly  than  un- 
der whole  life  policies,  and  this  na- 
turally means  higher  net  premiums. 

Term,  whole  life,  and  endowment 
— as  we  have  described  them — are 
the  three  basic  types  of  life  insurance. 
Every  life  insurance  policy  is  one  of 
these  types  or  a  combination  of  two 
or  more  of  them. 


The  "family"  policy  is  a  special 
combination  in  which  the  parents 
and  all  children  under  age  18  to  25 
(depending  on  the  company)  are  in- 
sured under  one  policy  with  one  pre- 
mium. Any  additional  children  born 
into  the  family  are  covered  under  the 
same  policy  with  no  increase  in  pre- 
mium. Details  (and  there  are  quite  a 
few)  are  available  from  life  insurance 
agents  without  obligation. 

The  "family  income"  policy 
(some  companies  use  different  names 
for  it)  is  another  very  important  com- 
bination policy  designed  to  provide 
extra  protection  during  the  .  years 
when  the  children  are  growing  up.  A 
typical  20-year,  "one  per  cent"  fam- 
ily income  policy  for  $20,000  prom- 
ises to  pay,  in  addition  to  its  face 
value,  $200  a  month  from  the  date  of 
the  insured's  death  to  the  end  of  the 
20-year  period  which  started  with  the 
issuance  of  the  policy.  (If  the  insured 
outlives  this  20-year  period,  only  the 
face  amount  of  the  policy  is  payable 
when  he  does  die.) 

The  family  income  policy  provides 
a  lot  of  insurance  protection  for  a  rel- 
atively low  outlay.  Suppose  the  in- 
sured dies  a  few  days  after  taking  out 
the  policy.  In  the  above  illustration, 
his  beneficiary  would  receive  $200  a 
month  for  20  years  (for  a  total  of 
$48,000)  and  would  still  have  the 
original  $20,000  available. 

"Retirement  income" — anoth- 
er special  policy— provides  regular  in- 
come not  during  family  growth  years, 
but  instead  during  retirement  years. 
This  policy  offers  less  insurance  per 
dollar  of  premium,  emphasizing  in- 
stead the  accumulation  of  large  cash 
values  for  retirement  purposes.  The 
face  amount  or  the  cash  value,  which- 
ever is  higher  (and  after  some  years 
the  cash  value  does  exceed  the  face), 
is  paid  if  the  insured  dies  before  re- 
tirement. At  the  retirement  age  stip- 
ulated in  a  typical  $10,000  policy,  the 
insured  is  guaranteed  $100  a  month 
for  the  rest  of  his  life,  no  matter  how 
long  he  lives.  Usually  an  additional 
guarantee  provides  that  the  retire- 
ment income  will  be  paid  for  a  mini- 
mum of  ten  years — to  the  policy- 
holder if  he  lives  or  to  his  beneficiary 
if  the  policyholder  dies  before  the  end 
of  the  guarantee  period. 

A  multitude  of  other  special  poli- 
cies is  available  in  the  life  insurance 
industry  today.  There  are  no  trade 
secrets  among  life  insurance  com- 
panies, and  each  company  can  offer 
much  the  same  policy  as  any  other 
company.  So  take  with  a  grain  of  salt 
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any  sales  presentation  which  state* 
that  "Our  company  has  come  out 
with  a  new  policy,"  or  "We  are  the 
only  company  offering  a  policy  ol 
this  sort."  If  the  new  policy  is  a  good 
one,  many  companies  will  soon  be  of 
fering  it.  If  no  other  company  sell* 
the  same  policy,  it  could  be  that  nc 
other  company  cares  to  present  such 
a  policy  to  its  customers. 

The  guaranteed  insurability 
"rider"  is  a  relatively  new  develop- 
ment in  life  insurance.  It  is  a  provi 
sion  that  can  be  added  to  a  policy,  foi 
an  extra  premium,  under  which  the 
insured  person  is  guaranteed  the  right 
to  purchase  additional  insurance  at 
definite  future  dates,  regardless  of  his 
insurability.  This  rider  is  particularly 
valuable  to  young  people.  For  ex- 
ample, say  a  young  man  buys  a 
$10,000  policy  with  this  rider  at  age 
21.  He  then  has  an  option  to  pur- 
chase, at  standard  rates,  up  to  an 
equal  additional  amount  of  insurance 
within  a  limited  period  of  time  follow- 
ing each  of  his  birthdays  at  age  25, 
28,  31,  34,  37,  and  40.  (The  new  in- 
surance would  carry  higher  pre- 
miums, based  on  his  age  at  the  time 
of  purchase.)  Thus,  even  if  he  became 
uninsurable — because  of  a  heart  con- 
dition, say — at  age  22,  he  could  still 
purchase  the  additional  $60,000  of 
life  insurance  on  the  anniversaries 
indicated  and  purchase  all  of  it  at 
standard  rates. 

What  kind  of  policy  (or  policies) 
should  you  buy?  That  question  is  un- 
likely to  have  a  simple  answer  in  your 
case.  No  life  insurance  policy  is  uni- 
versally "best."  Each  represents  a 
different  degree  of  emphasis  on  pro- 
tection and  savings. 

Basically,  term  insurance  offers 
protection  but  no  savings.  Its  great- 
est usefulness  lies  in  filling  a  tempo- 
rary need.  It  is  a  must  when  there 
isn't  enough  money  available  to  buy 
permanent  insurance  in  adequate 
amounts,  and  of  course  it  should  be 
convertible  and  renewable  so  that,  as 
income  increases,  the  policy  can  be 
converted  to  some  form  of  permanent 
insurance. 

Straight  life,  because  it  is  the  low- 
est-premium permanent  policy,  is 
recommended  for  most  general  fami- 
ly needs.  Other  forms  of  whole-life 
insurance  should  be  chosen  over 
straight  life  only  to  solve  particular 
family  problems. 

The  endowment  policy  is  basically 
a  savings  plan  protected  by  life  insur- 
ance. It  promises  to  pay  the  face 
amount  if  the  insured  is  living  at  the 
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end  of  the  endowment  period.  This 
makes  the  endowment  an  excellent 
way  to  save  for  a  certain  goal.  If  you 
want  to  accumulate  $15,000  within 
the  next  15  years,  a  15-year  endow- 
ment policy  for  that  amount  will  do 
the  job.  It  also  guarantees  that  if  you 
die  prematurely,  the  full  amount  you 
intended  to  save  will  still  be  avail- 
able. But  because  the  short-term  en- 
dowment policy  places  such  empha- 
sis on  rapid  savings,  it  may  not  al- 
ways be  the  proper  policy  for  the  fre- 
quently under-insured  young  family. 
Such  a  family  could  pay  the  same 
premium  and  get  much  more— and 
necessary— insurance  protection  in  a 
straight  life  policy. 

The  family  income  policy— com- 
bining term  and  straight  life  insur- 
ance—is hard  to  beat  for  a  young 
family.  Conversely,  the  retirement 
income  policy  is  a  sound  investment 
for  an  older  family  that  needs  now  to 
work  up  a  retirement  reserve. 

Certain  guaranteed  values  in 
every  life  insurance  policy  (term  in- 
surance excepted)  extend  beyond 
simply  insuring  a  life.  A  portion  of 
your  premium  is  always  set  aside  for 
investment,  and  this  is  the  source  of 
the  cash  values  which  are  available  in 
all  policies  other  than  term.  Cash  val- 
ues are  stated  in  your  policy  for  each 
year  the  policy  remains  in  force.  They 
are  guaran teed— you  can  look  at 
your  policy  today  and  find  out  exact- 
ly what  the  cash  value  will  be  any 
given  number  of  years  from  today. 

These  values  are  usually  called  the 
"non-forfeiture  values,"  which  sim- 
ply means  they  are  yours,  even 
though  you  stop  paying  premiums. 
In  that  event,  you  have  three  basic 
options.  First,  the  accumulated  cash 
values  (minus  any  loans  outstanding) 
can  be  returned  to  you  in  cash;  the 
policy  is  then  cancelled  and  all  pro- 
tection ceases. 

However,  you  might  wish  to  have 
your  insurance  protection  continued. 
So  as  your  second  option,  you  may 
choose  to  have  your  cash  value  used 
to  purchase  the  face  amount  in  term 
insurance  for  as  long  a  period  as  the 
cash  value  will  buy.  This  is  known  as 
the  extended  term  insurance  option; 
your  policy  indicates  how  long  this 
protection  would  run  at  any  given 
time,  now  or  in  the  future. 

A  third  option  is  known  as  reduced 
paid-up  insurance.  Here,  the  cash 
value  is  used  to  purchase  a  reduced 
amount  of  insurance  which  will  con- 
tinue in  force  for  life  (or  until  the 
policy   is   surrendered   for   its   cash 
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value).  This  insurance  is  "paid  up" 
no  further  premiums  are  requited 
but  naturally  it  is  in  an  amount 
smaller  than  the  face  value  of  the 
original  policy.  Meanwhile,  the  cash 
value  of  the  reduced  policy  continues 
to  grow  each  year. 

To  illustrate  all  three  options,  as- 
sume you  bought  a  $10,000  straight 
life  policy  at  age  30  and  continued 
paying  premiums  for  the  next  ten 
years.  The  guaranteed  cash  value, 
then,  for  a  typical  policy  would  be 
about  $1,530.  This  amount  could  be 
taken  in  cash  if  the  policy  were  sur- 
rendered in  the  eleventh  year.  Or, 
with  no  more  premium  payments,  the 
policy  could  be  continued  in  force  for 
its  face  amount  for  about  22  years,  at 
which  time  it  would  expire  if  the  in- 
sured were  still  living.  As  a  third  pos- 
sibility, you  could  take  a  paid  up 
straight  life  policy  for  about  $3,280. 

You  can  borrow  from  the  com- 
pany against  the  cash  values  in  any 
permanent  life  insurance  policy. 
These  policy  loans  carry  one  of  the 
lowest  true  interest  rates  available 
anywhere — currently  around  5  per 
cent  in  most  policies.  No  collateral, 
other  than  the  policy  itself,  is  re- 
quired. The  loan  is  automatic  in  the 
sense  that  it  is  available  whenever 
the  policyowner  asks  for  it.  Also, 
there  is  no  due  date,  though  naturally 
such  a  loan  should  be  repaid  as  soon 
as  possible,  because  like  any  other 
loan,  it  reduces  the  amount  available 
for  the  family  if  the  insured  dies  with 
the  loan  unpaid. 

This  borrowing  aspect  of  life  in- 
surance cash  values  has  been  of  enor- 
mous benefit  to  many  thousands  of 
policyowners  in  sending  their  chil- 
dren to  college,  meeting  current  fi- 
nancial emergencies,  and  in  some 
striking  instances  even  helping  them 
obtain  enough  cash  to  launch  inde- 
pendent business  careers. 

Some  special  investment  fea- 
tures should  be  mentioned  in  con- 
nection with  life  insurance  cash  val- 
ues. Since  they  are  guaranteed  in  ad- 
vance for  each  year  your  policies  re- 
main in  force,  you  can  consider  them 
a  completely  safe  kind  of  savings.  No 
supervision  is  necessary,  because  cash 
values  can  never  go  down.  In  most 
states,  these  values  ordinarily  can't 
be  touched  by  creditors  of  the  insured 
if  he  has  financial  difficulties.  Finally, 
the  guaranteed  interest  earned  on 
these  increasing  cash  values  is  not 
reportable  for  income  tax  purposes 
as  long  as  they  continue  to  accumu- 
late within  the  policy. 


The  "true"  cost  of  life  insur- 
ance is  very  difficult  to  calculate. 

One  reason  for  this  is  the  effect  of  pol- 
icy dividends  in  so-called  "partici- 
pating" policies.  These  dividends  re- 
turn to  the  policyholder  the  unused 
portion  of  his  premium.  The  size  of 
each  dividend  depends  largely  upon 
how  efficiently  the  company  operates 
and  how  it  invests  its  funds. 

The  initial  cost  of  a  participating 
policy  is  usually  higher  than  one 
which  is  not  participating  (that  is, 
one  which  does  not  provide  for  divi- 
dends). For  example,  at  age  35  you 
might  expect  to  pay  $235  annually 
for  a  $10,000  straight  life  on  a  par- 
ticipating basis.  A  non-participating 
(non-par)  policy  for  the  same  amount 
might  cost  $190  per  year.  So  initially 
there  is  a  difference  of  approximately 
$45  a  year. 

However,  by  the  end  of  the  first  or 
second  year  of  a  participating  policy, 
you  can  normally  expect  a  dividend 
which  can  be  used  to  offset  part  of 
the  next  premium.  This  would  bring 
the  net  cost  nearer  that  of  the  non- 
par policy;  after  several  years,  the 
participating  policy  may  even  be- 
come the  lower  of  the  two  in  net  out- 
lay. But  dividends  are  not  guaran- 
teed and  may  not  be  paid  at  all,  de- 
pending on  the  experience  of  the 
company.  With  a  non-par  policy,  of 
course,  the  costs  never  vary. 

Several  dividend  options  are  of- 
fered in  participating  policies.  Many 
persons  choose  to  use  the  dividend  to 
offset  part  of  the  next  premium.  Thus 
if  your  premium  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  $200  and  your  dividend  was 
$25,  you  would  remit  $175  to  the 
company  as  your  net  premium.  (You 
could  even  take  the  dividend  in  cash.) 

Another  popular  option  is  to  let 
the  company  hold  the  dividends  and 
pay  you  interest  on  them.  This  is  sim- 
ilar to  a  savings  account,  since  you 
can  readily  withdraw  both  dividends 
and  interest. 

A  less-known  but  valuable  way  of 
taking  dividends  is  to  use  them  to 
buy  "paid-up  additions"— that  is, 
single-premium  policies  of  the  same 
kind  as  your  original  policy.  Be- 
cause each  dividend  is  relatively 
small,  the  paid-up  additions  may 
seem  insignificant,  but  they  can 
mount  up  over  the  years. 

For  example,  dividends  on  a 
$10,000  participating  straight-life 
policy  bought  at  age  30  can  purchase, 
every  year,  a  small  paid-up  policy  on 
which  you  never  again  have  to  pay 
premiums.   Over   a   20-year   period,

you  could  expect  (no  guarantee, 
though)  to  accumulate  about  $2,500 
of  paid-up  straight  life  insurance  over 
and  above  the  original  policy. 

The  paid-up  additions  are  them- 
selves usually  eligible  for  proportion- 
ate future  dividends,  and  they  also 
have  their  own  cash  values.  The  total 
of  these  cash  values  (which  are  al- 
ways available  to  you)  is  nearly 
equivalent  to  the  amount  of  money 
you  would  have  accumulated  if  you 
had  left  the  dividends  with  the  com- 
pany under  the  on-deposit-at-inter- 
est  option.  So  by  electing  the  paid-up 
additions  option,  you  receive  divi- 
dends plus  interest  plus  additional 
insurance  protection. 

Life  insurance  proceeds  (death 
benefits)  are  usually  payable  in  cash 
as  soon  as  the  company  receives 
proof  of  the  death  of  the  insured.  But 
consider  the  situation  cf  a  young  wi- 
dow who  receives,   say,   $20,000  in 


cash  just  a  few  days  after  the  burial 
of  her  husband.  She  is  going  through 
the  greatest  emotional  upset  of  her 
life.  Regardless  of  her  previous 
money  management  experience,  this 
is  no  time  for  her  to  have  to  handle 
such  a  sum. 

Therefore,  practically  every  policy 
provides  for  settlement  options.  These 
permit  either  the  insured,  while  liv- 
ing, or  the  beneficiary,  following  the 
death  of  the  insured,  to  elect  to  re- 
ceive the  insurance  proceeds  in  in- 
stallment payments. 

One  such  settlement  option  per- 
mits the  proceeds  to  be  retained  by 
the  company,  with  interest  paid  at  a 
stipulated  rate,  currently  around 
3-}4  per  cent.  The  beneficiary  can 
draw  on  this  money  under  a  variety 
of  possible  arrangements. 

Another  settlement  option  can  pro- 
vide for  the  proceeds  to  be  paid  out 
in  monthly  sums  of  a  predetermined

amount,  such  as  $300  a  month  for 
as  long  as  the  original  amount,  plus 
interest,  will  last. 

The  most  significant  option  of  all 
is  the  life  income  option,  which  is  like 
an  annuity.  Here  the  proceeds,  plus 
interest,  are  applied  to  give  the  ben- 
eficiary a  guaranteed  income  every 
month  for  life.  This  is  one  of  the 
unique  features  of  life  insurance,  the 
value  of  which  cannot  be  overesti- 
mated. Your  policy  will  probably 
show  several  variations  of  this  life- 
insurance  option. 

How  much  life  insurance  do 
you  need?  The  entire  procedure  of 
estimating  family  needs,  and  then 
determining  how  life  insurance  can 
be  used  to  provide  for  them,  is  known 
as  programming.  Only  this  careful 
planning — aided  by  the  services  of  a 
life  insurance  agent— can  show  you 
exactly  where  your  family  stands 
financially.  Here's  how  it  works:

Caladium  tubers  are  easy  to 
force.  To  prevent  disease,  dust 
tubers  with  a  fungicide.  Plant 
in  a  shallow  container  filled 
with  vermiculite  or  sand,  cover- 
ing tuber  1  inch  deep.  High 
temperatures  (80  degrees)  en- 
courage faster  rooting.  Within 
4  to  5  weeks,  tubers  are  ready 
to  shift  into  3-inch  pots,  in  a 
very  porous  soil  mix.  Set  in 
bright,  indirect  light  of  a  sun- 
ny window.  When  several  good- 
size  leaves  form,  move  plant 
into  a  5-  or  6-inch  pot  or  set 
outside  in  shaded  garden  bed. 

Gladiolus  do  best  in  a  well- 
drained,  friable  soil  in  full  sun. 
Plant  corms  4  inches  deep  in 
groupings  of  6  to  12  in  the 
flower  border.  Feed  at  planting 
time  and  again  just  before  flow- 
ering. For  prolonged  blooming, 
plant  a  bulb  grouping  every 
two  weeks  until  July. 

Petunias,  zinnias,  celosia, 
and  snapdragons  are  an- 
nuals and  seed  must  be  planted 
each  year.  To  get  earlier  blooms 
and  sturdier  plants,  start  seed 
indoors  in  flats  of  moist,  sterile 
soil  8  weeks  before  time  to 
plant  outside  (4  weeks  for  zin- 
nias). Transplant  seedlings  to 
small  pots  when  two  true  leaves 
appear.  Keep  plants  in  sunny 
windows  until  time  to  plant 
outside.  All  like  medium-rich, 
well-drained  soil  and  full  sun. 
Zinnias  can  be  planted  directly 
in  garden  when  soil  warms  in 
late  spring.  It's  important  to 
buy  fresh  seed  each  year,  par- 
ticularly of  the  new  hybrid  in- 
troductions. Seed  you  save,  or 
volunteer  plants  that  appear  in 
spring,  will  not  provide  blos- 
soms identical  to  parent  plant 
or  have  its  hybrid  vigor. 

Water  lilies  must  be  grown 
with  6  to  12  inches  of  water 
above  their  crowns  in  either 
pools  or  deep  containers.  They 
like  a  very  rich  soil— three 
parts  good  garden  soil  with  one 
part  compost  or  peat  moss  and 
a  half  cup  of  complete  plant 
food  per  cubic  foot  of  soil.

With  the  196k  Revenue  Act  now  in  effect,  you'll  want  to  know  all  legitimate  tax  benefits  to  which  you  are  entitled— they  could 
mean  substantial  savings  when  you  file  your  '6k  return.  This  article  guides  you  through  the  revised  10W  and  10U0A  forms. 
To  help  you  spot  what's  new,  all  tax  changes  for  this  year  are  printed  in  this  typeface. 

YOUR  1965  GUIDE  TO  FEDERAL  INCOME  TAXES 


t| 


Congress  reduced  income  tax  rates 
for  1964,  and  has  scheduled  a  further 
reduction  for  1965.  The  actual  tax 
rate  for  1964  runs  from  16  per  cent 
for  the  lowest  bracket  to  77  per  cent 
for  the  top  bracket;  compare  this 
with  the  old  20  per  cent  to  91  per 
cent  scale.  For  1965  tax  returns  (due 
April,  1966),  tax  rates  will  sink  even 
lower— to  a  14-to-70  per  cent  scale. 

The  1964  Revenue  Act  contains 
many  other  changes,  'too.  Most  of 
them  save  you  immediate  tax  dollars 
but  in  a  few  instances,  you'll  have  to 
come  up  with  extra  money. 

Who  has  to  file  a  return?  As  in 
past  years,  anyone — adult  or  minor — 
who  earns  $600  or  more  in  a  year 
must  file.  But  even  if  you  earned  less 
than  $600  and  your  employer  with- 
held tax,  be  sure  to  file  a  return  to  re- 
ceive your  refund.  If  you  are  65  or 
older,  you  needn't  file  a  tax  return 
unless  your  income  is  over  $1,200. 

The  Internal  Revenue  Service  of- 
fers two  kinds  of  tax  returns:  the 
"long  form"  1040  (now  just  a  single 
sheet)  and  the  "short  form"  1040 A. 
If  you  wish  to  itemize  deductions,  or 
if  your  gross  income  was  more  than 
$10,000,  or  if  more  than  $200  of  your 
income  wasn't  subject  to  withhold- 
ing, you  must  use  form  1040. 

What's  the  best  way  to  figure 
your  tax?  If  you  are  married,  you'll 
usually  save  tax  dollars  by  filing  a 
joint  return.  Your  joint  income  is 
divided  in  half,  and  the  tax  is  com- 
puted on  only  one-half;  this  figure  is 
then  multiplied  by  two  to  arrive  at 
your  total  tax.  Splitting  income  in 
this  manner  permits  use  of  a  lower 
tax  rate,  and  thus  saves  you  money. 

To  file  a  joint  return,  it's  not 
necessary  that  both  spouses  have  tax- 
able income.  A  joint  return  can  be 
filed  even  if  you  were  married  late  in 
the  year,  or  if  your  spouse  died  dur- 
ing the  year.  In  addition,  a  surviving 


husband  or  wife  may  use  joint-return 
rates  for  two  years  after  the  spouse's 
death  if  dependent  children  live  in 
the  household. 

Many  eligible  persons  overlook  us- 
ing the  special  "head  of  household" 
tax  table,  which  is  about  halfway 
between  the  rates  for  separate  and 
joint  returns.  This  table  can  be  used 
by  unmarried  or  divorced  individuals 
who  support  dependent  children  or 
parents  in  the  household,  or  parents 
living  in  another  household. 

New  for  1 96  U  is  a  ivay  of  computing 
tax  known  as  "income  averaging," 
which  will  ease  the  tax  bite  in  peak 
years  if  your  income  fluctuates  widely 
from  year  to  year.  First,  average  your 
income  for  the  past  four  years  and  mul- 
tiply by  13Sx/i  per  cent  to  come  up  with 
your  "average  base  period  income."  If 
your  income  for  the  present  year  is 
$3,000  more  than  your  "average  base 
period  income,"  you  may  be  entitled  to 
the  tax  benefit  of  income  averaging.  If 
you  believe  you  qualify  for  this  provi- 
sion, ask  your  local  IRS  office  for  the 
the  special  tax  form  required. 

What  is  taxable?  All  income  is 
taxable,  unless  specifically  exempt. 
Salaries,  wages,  and  commissions  are 
clearly  taxable;  so  are  dividends,  in- 
terest, rents,  and  gains  from  selling 
property.  (Banks,  corporations,  and 
other  businesses  paying  you  $10  or 
more  in  dividends  or  interest  are  now 
required  to  report  those  amounts 
both  to  you  and  the  IRS.) 

Under  the  new  tax  law,  you  may  ex- 
clude the  first  $100  of  dividends  re- 
ceived; formerly,  only  the  first  $50  was 
tax-free.  If  married,  you  get  a  $200 
maximum  exclusion  if  you  and  your 
spouse  each  has  dividends  of  $100  or 
more.  However,  so-called  "dividends" 
paid  by  savings  and  loan  associations 
are  really  interest  and  therefore  don't 
qualify  for  exclusion. 

Casualty   insurance   proceeds  are 


tax  exempt,  as  are  damage  awards  for 
personal  injury.  Also  non-taxable  is 
any  "sick  pay"  (up  to  a  maximum  of 
$100  per  week)  received  from  your 
employer.  Under  the  new  law,  this 
benefit  won't  be  available  until  after  3Q 
days  continuous  absence  due  to  the  ill- 
ness or  injury.  However,  if  your  weekly 
"sick  pay"  is  less  than  75  per  cent  of 
your  normal  weekly  pay  and  if  you  are 
hospitalized  at  least  one  day  or  are  ab- 
sent more  than  seven  days,  you  can  ex- 
clude a  maximum  of  $75  per  week  for 
the  first  30  days  and  a  maximum  of 
$100  per  week  after  that. 

Gifts,  inheritances,  and  life  insur- 
ance death-benefits  are  not  subject  to 
income  tax.  Social  Security  benefits, 
life  insurance  dividends,  and  interest 
on  state  and  municipal  bonds  are  also 
exempt.  Interest  on  United  States 
savings  bonds  is  taxable;  but  if  you 
hold  Series  E  bonds,  the  interest  need 
not  be  reported  until  they  are  cashed. 

Generally,  any  gain  on  the  sale  of 
your  residence  is  tax-free  if  you  soon 
buy  or  build  another  home.  Before 
this  year,  that  benefit  didn't  help 
older  people  selling  their  homes  with- 
out replacement;  any  gains  were 
completely  taxable.  But  beginning  in 
196 It,  if  you  are  65  or  older,  any  gain 
from  the  sale  of  your  residence  that 
formerly  would  have  been  taxed  is  now 
tax-free  if  the  sales  price  is  $20,000  or 
less.  If  the  sales  price  is  higher,  that 
part  of  your  gain  attributable  to 
$20,000  of  the  sales  price  is  still  non- 
taxable. Check  the  local  IRS  office  for 
further  details. 

Do  you  qualify  for  any  tax 
credits?  Some  people  confuse  a  tax 
credit  with  a  tax  deduction.  Dollars 
withheld  by  your  employer  are  a 
credit,  since  they  represent  taxes  you 
have  paid  ahead  of  time.  A  tax  de- 
duction, on  the  other  hand,  merely 
reduces  the  total  amount  of  your  in- 
come that  is  subject  to  tax.

Two  tax  credits  you  might  not 
know  about  affect  dividends  and  any 
retirement  income  you  received.  For 
details,  see  Part  V,  page  2,  form  1040. 

If  you  changed  jobs  or  for  some 
other  reason  had  more  than  one  em- 
ployer, chances  are  too  much  Social 
Security  tax  was  withheld  from  your 
paychecks.  If  more  than  $174  was 
withheld  for  Social  Security  (FICA), 
you  can  claim  the  excess  as  a  tax 
credit.  Merely  label  the  amount  as 
"excess  FICA"  and  enter  it  on  line 
17a  as  additional  tax  withheld. 

How  about  exemptions?  Each 
taxpayer  is  entitled  to  a  basic  $600 
exemption.  If  you  are  married,  both 
you  and  your  spouse  are  entitled  to 
it;  even  if  your  spouse  died  during 
the  year,  you  can  still  use  both  ex- 
emptions. If  you  are  65  or  older,  your 
exemption  is  doubled  to  $1,200. 

You  can  also  claim  an  exemption 
for  each  dependent  if  you  furnish 
over  50  per  cent  of  his  support.  If 
the  dependent  earns  more  than  $600, 
you  may  not  claim  an  exemption  un- 
less the  dependent  is  under  age  19  or 
a  full-time  student.  A  child  earning 
$600  or  more  can  claim  a  $600  exemp- 
tion for  himself  on  his  own  return, 
even  though  you  also  claim  him  as  a 
dependent  on  your  return. 

Should  you  itemize  deduc- 
tions? As  in  past  years,  you  can 
either  itemize  your  deductions  or 
claim  the  standard  deduction  of  10 
per  cent  of  your  income.  (But  the 
maximum  you  can  deduct  under  the 
"standard"  method  is  $1,000,  and 
only  $500  if  you  are  married  and  fil- 
ing a  separate  return.) 

As  an  aid  to  low-income  taxpayers 
who  got  little  benefit  from  the  old  stand- 
ard deduction,  the  new  tax  latv  has 
added  a  third  choice:  the  il  minimum 
standard  deduction."  Now  $<200  may 
be  deducted  plus  $1 00  for  each  exemp- 
tion claimed  on  the  return,  (Married 
couples  filing  separately  may  deduct 
only  $100  plus  the  $100  for  each  ex- 
emption.) This  means  a  child  can  now 
earn  up  to  $900  completely  tax-free,  be- 
cause of  his  $300  minimum  standard 
deduction  plus  his  $600  exemption. 
However,  the  new  minimum  standard 
deduction  cannot  exceed  $1,000  for 
joint  returns  or  returns  of  single  indi- 
viduals, or  $500  for  separate  returns  of 
married  persons. 

What  is  deductible?  Nearly  all 
charitable  contributions  can  be  de- 


ducted—including even  your  travel 
expenses  to  and  from  charitable  ac- 
tivities. You  can  also  deduct  the  fair 
market  value  of  property  you  give  to 
charity.  For  instance,  if  you  want  to 
contribute  $500  to  your  church,  why 
not  give  shares  of  stock  now  worth 
that  amount?  Even  if  you  paid  only 
$200  for  the  stock,  you  will  get  a  de- 
duction of  $500  without  having  to 
pay  any  tax  on  your  $300  gain. 

Under  the  new  law,  nearly  all  con- 
tributions are  deductible  up  to  30  pet- 
cent  of  your  income.  If  your  charitable 
gifts  go  higher  in  any  year,  you  can 
carry  over  and  deduct  the  excess  during 
the  next  five  years. 

All  interest  you  pay  is  deductible, 
including  those  hidden  interest 
charges  in  installment  loans  and  re- 
volving credit  accounts.  (You  can  de- 
duct 6  per  cent  of  the  average  unpaid 
balance  owed  during  the  year.) 

If  you  use  your  car  for  business,  you 
can  now  deduct  1 0  cents  a  mile  for  the 
first  15,000  miles  of  business  use  each 
year,  and  7  cents  a  mile  after  that. 
This  amount  can  be  claimed  instead  of 
itemizing  expenses  for  gas,  oil,  depre- 
ciation, insurance,  and  so  on.  (How- 
ever, you  don't  get  the  deduction  if  you 
are  reimbursed  for  expenses  by  your 
employer.) 

As  in  past  years,  you  can  deduct 
state  and  local  income  taxes,  along 
with  property,  gasoline,  and  general 
sales  taxes.  But  you  can  no  longer  de- 
duct fees  paid  on  license  plates  or  driv- 
ers' licenses,  or  taxes  paid  on  cigarettes, 
tobacco,  or  alcoholic  beverages. 

You  are  still  permitted  to  deduct 
medical  expenses  in  excess  of  3  per 
cent  of  your  income.  Also,  drug  costs 
in  excess  of  1  per  cent  of  your  income 
can  be  added  to  your  medical  deduc- 
tion. If  you  are  65  or  over— or  if  you 
pay  medical  expense  for  a  dependent 
parent  who  is  over  65— that  3  per 
cent  limit  doesn't  apply.  Beginning 
with  196k,  the  1  per  cent  limit  on  drugs 
for  taxpayers  65  and  over  has  also  been 
eliminated,  so  they  can  deduct  all  drug 
and  medical  expenses. 

Remember  to  deduct  medical  in- 
surance premiums.  (Sometimes  these 
are  forgotten  because  the  employer 
withholds  the  premiums  from  your 
paycheck.)  Another  medical  deduc- 
tion often  overlooked  is  your  travel 
cost  in  going  to  and  from  the  doctor's 
office.  In  fact,  transportation  ex- 
penses to  Arizona  or  Florida  can  be 


deducted  if  the  trip  is  primarily  for 

the  purpose  of  easing  a  specific  ail- 
ment. Meals  and  lodging  on  the  trip 
won't  qualify,  however. 

Under  miscellaneous  deductions 
come  union  and  professional  dues, 
and  the  cost  of  special  uniforms.  Also 
deductible  are  any  casualty  losses  not 
covered  by  insurance,  such  as  col- 
lision damage  to  your  car  (whether  or 
not  you  were  negligent),  and  damage 
to  your  property  by  fire,  hurricane, 
storm,  flood,  or  drought.  You  claim 
a  casualty  loss  by  deducting  the  dif- 
ference in  fair  market  value  of  the 
property  before  and  after  the  casual- 
ty. Beginning  in  196k,  you  will  be  per- 
mitted to  deduct  only  the  amount  of  a 
casualty  loss  over  $100. 

Working  women:  You  may  be  en- 
titled to  a  tax  deduction  for  child 
care,  regardless  of  your  marital  sta- 
tus. Under  the  new  lair,  if  you  have  de- 
pendent children  under  age  13,  you 
may  rate  a  deduction  of  up  to  $900  for 
child  care  expenses  paid  to  enable  you 
to  work.  (But  if  combined  family  in- 
come is  in  the  $6,000  range  or  higher, 
you  probably  don't  qualify.  Check  your 
IRS  office  for  details.) 

Did  you  have  moving  expenses  re- 
sulting from  a  job  change  in  1961,.?  The 
new  tax  law  permits  you  to  deduct  rea- 
sonable expenses  of  moving  to  a  new 
job  in  another  area,  including  cost  of 
transporting  your  household  goods  as 
well  as  meals  and  lodging  for  you  and 
your  family  en  route.  To  qualify,  you 
must  be  employed  in  the  new  area  at 
least  9  of  the  following  12  months.  Al- 
so, to  make  sure  the  job  change  itself 
forced  you  to  move,  your  new  job  and 
your  former  residence  must  be  at  least 
20  miles  farther  apart  than  the  distance 
from  your  old  job  to  your  former  resi- 
dence. Of  course,  if  your  employer  fully 
reimbursed  you  for  moving  expenses, 
no  deduction  is  allowed.  But  if  costs  ex- 
ceeded your  reimbursement,  you  can 
report  the  reimbursement  as  income 
and  then  deduct  all  moving  expenses. 

You  must  be  able  to  prove  you  are 
entitled  to  all  deductions  claimed.  If 
your  tax  return  should  be  audited  by 
IRS,  you  must  have  records  showing 
you  actually  paid  each  item  in  ques- 
tion, and  that  the  payment  is  indeed 
deductible.  But  give  yourself  the  ben- 
efit of  any  doubt.  The  IRS  expects 
you  to  pay  no  more  than  your  just 
due.

An  investigator  might  well  be  sent  to  his  house.  He'll  o

While  the  rate  of  turnover  among  people  selling  life  i 
ance  is  relatively  high — as  it  is  among  all  types  of  sales 
sonnel — most  of  the  turnover  occurs  in  the  first  year.

If  it  looks  as  if  profits  are  hel 
upward,  people  will  usually  be  eager  to  buy.  Converse^ 
earnings  are  going  down,  or  a  company  runs  into  revers 
cause  of  poor  management,  stockholders  are  inclined  tol 

Among  the  long  range  factors  affecting  stock  prices  if 
business  cycle  the  particular  company  and  its  industry 
be  in.  For  example,  the  coal,  railroad,  and  textile  induaj 
were  depressed  for  several  years,  and  stocks  of  companil 
these  industries  were  unpopular  because  it  looked  as  if  pa] 
would  never  increase.  Recently,  however,  these  indusl 
have  had  an  upturn,  and  many  people  now  feel  their  gr{ 
potential  has  been  overlooked. 

Long  term  business  trends  also  affect  stock  prices.  In 
pression,  like  the  1930s,  few  people  wanted  to  buy  stocl 
any  price  because  they  were  pessimistic  over  the  outlool 
the  economy.  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  bull  market  ol 
1950s,  the  people  were  so  enthusiastic  about  the  econl 
outlook  that  they  bid  up  prices  on  the  majority  of  std 

Fear  of  inflation  also  creates  additional  demand  for  st\ 
thus  helping  increase  prices.  Many  investors  feel  stocks 
good  hedge  against  inflation,  so  whenever  inflationary 
sures  become  widespread  there  is  increased  stock  buyinl 

Important  national  events  influence  stock  prices.  \t 
President  Eisenhower  had  his  heart  attack  and  when  II 
dent  Kennedy  was  assassinated,  stock  prices  dropped  sll 
ly.  This  was  caused  by  panic  selling,  a  result  of  fear  ancl 
certainty  on  the  part  of  investors.  When  stockholder:| 
frightened,  they  tend  to  want  to  hold  liquid  assets, 
cash,  in  preference  to  stocks.

WHEN  A  FRIEND  IS  HOSPITALIZED 

By  Gordon  G.  Greer 


When  a  patient  was  admitted  to  an  American 
hospital  25  years  ago,  he  could  anticipate  a 
long  confinement— frequently  more  than  a 
month.  Doctors  at  that  time,  without  the 
knowledge  and  confidence  that  were  later  to 
be  instilled  in  them  by  the  growth  of  modern 
medicine,  thought  it  wise  to  keep  patients 
hospitalized  until  their  recovery  was  almost 
complete.  Hospitals,  in  effect,  were  both 
medical  centers  and  hotels  for  convalescents. 
Daily  routines  were  leisurely.  Patients  had 
little  to  do.  As  a  means  of  alleviating  rest- 
lessness and  boredom,  which  at  that  time 
were  constant  and  serious  problems,  visitors 
were  urged  to  stay  long  and  come  often. 

Today  the  situation  is  different.  Hos- 
pitals no  longer  serve  a  secondary  function  as 
hotels  for  the  convalescent.  When  a  patient  is 
headed  toward  a  safe  recuperation,  he  is  quick- 
ly released  and  sent  home.  He  can  usually 
heal  there  just  as  rapidly  as  anywhere  else — 
and,  of  course,  at  less  cost  than  in  a  hospital 
room.  The  length  of  the  average  hospital  con- 
finement has  thus  been  reduced  to  barely  a 
week.  But  during  that  week,  today's  average 
patient  is  genuinely  sick — too  sick  to  appre- 
ciate an  abundance  of  callers,  and  when  not 
too  sick,  too  busy.  The  complex  procedures 
of  present-day  medicine— which  visitors  can 
easily  upset,  by  the  way— leave  little  oppor- 
tunity for  boredom. 

Therefore,  many  doctors  now  encourage  the 
public  to  delay  any  visits  until  their  sick 
friends  go  home,  where  they  can  meet  in  re- 
laxed surroundings.  While  the  patient  is  still 
in  a  hospital  bed,  greeting  cards,  gifts,  or 
short  telephone  calls  are  more  appropriate 
than  personal  visits. 

Nor  are  doctors  alone  in  these  views. 
Most  patients  themselves,  when  not  encum- 
bered by  tact,  show  similar  preferences.  They 
would  rather  endure  their  discomfort  in 
private— especially  if  it  lasts  no  longer  than  a 
week— than  be  forced  to  play  host  to  a  long 
string  of  callers  when  they  neither  feel  nor 
look  their  best.  Playing  host  can  be  exhaust- 
ing, particularly  in  a  hospital..? Doctors  often 
notice  on  their  Monday  morning  rounds  that 
a  patient's  condition  has  deteriorated  after  a 
weekend  crammed  with  visitors. 

If  hospital  visits  are  no  longer  encour- 
aged, how  can  people  show  their  concern  for 
sick  friends?  In  addition  to  cards  and  tele- 
phone calls,  there  are  dozens  of  practical 
ways.  When  the  man  of  the  family  is  hos- 
pitalized, for  instance,  he  leaves  sidewalks  to 
shovel  or  a  garden  to  weed  or  handyman 
chores  to  perform.  Washing  a  car  or  mowing 
a  lawn  are  other  ways  friends  can  help  out. 

A  mother  taken  ill  may  leave  a  house  with- 
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out  a  cook.  If  so,  her  family  would 
a  dinner  invitation,  or  even  a  hot 
livered  to  the  door.  There  may  also 
dren  who  need  someone  to  watch  the 
their  father  is  at  work  or  out  shoppi 

Small  favors,  and  their  number  is  li 
may  take  even  less  time  and  less  inc 
ence  than  would  otherwise  be  spent  o 
to  the  hospital.  But  the  patient,  w 
learns  of  your  helpfulness,  will  ap 
your  effort  substantially  more  than  i 
physically  come  to  his  sickbed.  And 
his  doctors  and  nurses. 

On  occasions  when  you  do  mak 
pital  visit— if  the  patient  should  as, 
you,  for  example,  without  being  pr 
to  do  so— carefully  abide  by  the  rule 
phone  beforehand   to  check   visitin 
and  to  make  sure  that  your  friend  c 
callers.  Sometimes,  of  course,  his  p 
has  reasons  for  ruling  out  visitors  ej 
or  limiting  them  to  members  of  the 
If  you  want  to  take  a  gift,  make  it  so: 
he  can  use  in  the  hospital— books  o: 
zines  or  newspapers,  perhaps,  or  a  bo 
tionery  and  some  stamps. 

Come  alone  and  wait  quietly 
the    sickroom    until    any    previous 
leaves;  one  caller  at  a  time  is  plenty 
smoke  and  don't  sit  on  the  bed. 
friend  looks  healthy,  he'll  be  cheered 
you  say  so,  but  otherwise  stay  away  fij 
subject — well-intentioned  lies  have  a 
cy  to  backfire,  leaving  the  patient 
worse,  not  better.  When  you  talk  ab 
illness — and  you  can  hardly  hope  t< 
it — don't  dwell  on  its  dismal  aspects 
be  optimistic.  And  remember  that  a 
son  in  a  hospital  bed  has  troubles  en 
ready;  keep  your  personal  problems 
self.  Likewise  bad  news  from  outsi* 
the  patient  choose  the  course  the  e 
tion  is  to  take,  and  keep  your  own  o 
tions  pleasant.

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HOW  TO  KNOW  WHEN 
A  CHILD  IS  HAPPY 


By  Joan  Scott 

First,  ask  yourself  this  question:  "Who 

makes  a  happy  child?"  And  having  asked  the 
question,  you  probably  realize  at  once  the 
answer:  "I  do!"  For  parents  do  indeed  have  a 
decisive  effect  on  the  happiness  of  their  chil- 
dren. Just  about  the  number  one  goal  for  par- 
ents should  be  to  create  the  kind  of  home 
where  happiness  can  flourish. 

Next  question:  "How?" 

At  first  glance,  there's  plenty  of  help.  Any 
library  has  hundreds  of  books  and  pam- 
phlets dealing  with  children.  Many  big-circu- 
lation magazines  today  discuss  every  aspect 
of  the  life  of  a  child,  from  infant  thumb- 
sucking  to  menus  for  teen-age  parties. 
Speeches  and  panel  discussions  on  child  de- 
velopment are  standard  fare  at  club  meet- 
ings. Even  periodic  White  House  conferences 
bring  forth  advice. 

There  may  actually  be  too  much  advice. 
These  millions  of  words  add  up  to  a  great 
deal  of  contradictory  information— and  much 
that  cannot  be  applied  to  your  specific  prob- 
lem. Finally,  let's  face  it,  much  of  this  mate- 
rial is  so  psychologically  misdirected  that  it 
succeeds  only  in  adding  to  the  guilt  parents 
may  already  feel  regarding  their  children. 

Remember  this  one  basic  fact:  all  these 
words,  written  and  spoken,  reduce  to  a  few 
guidelines  each  parent  must  interpret  for 
himself.  No  one  can  take  over  the  job  of 
parenthood  for  you.  You  are  Boss.  You  must 
make  the  really  important  decisions  affect- 
ing your  children. 

Not  that  you  should  throw  out  everything 
except  your  own  "common  sense."  You  need 
facts  and  ideas  supplied  by  others  who  have 
worked  with,  observed,  and  raised  other 
children  in  the  past. 

First,  you  must  enjoy  parenthood.  If 
you  can't  do  this,  you're  beaten  before  you 
start.  You  must  look  for— and  really  see- 
the joy  on  your  little  girl's  face  as  she  helps 
decorate  the  Christmas  tree,  and  the  pride 
on  your  boy's  when  he  beats  you  at  checkers. 
You  must  never  be  too  busy  to  give,  or  re- 
ceive, a  spontaneous  hug  of  pure  affection. 

Do  your  honest  best  to  include  your  child 
in  activities  you  both  enjoy.  Your  daily  rou- 
tine is  chock-full  of  opportunities,  if  only 
you  pay  them  heed.  There's  no  reason,  of 
course,  to  spend  all  your  free  time  with  your 
child.  That's  not  only  unnatural  and  unneces- 
sary—it will  soon  get  tiresome  for  both  of 
you.  But  give  him  a  lot  of  your  time. 

Next,  share  your  sense  of  humor  with  your 
youngster.  Children  all  have  great  funny 
bones;  they  just  need  developing.  Think  back 
to  the  riddles  and  stories  that  delighted  you. 
They'll  probably  break  up  your  small  fry, 


too.  And  listen  to  their  jokes— you'll  g 
genuine  laugh  more  of; en  than  you  thinl 

Show  your  child   you   love   him 
matter  what.   Love  is  something  you 
tend  to  take  for  granted,  but  your  child 
built  the  same  way.  He  needs  to  see  and 
and  feel  love  every  single  day. 

Love  him  when  he  fails  as  well  as  whe 
succeeds.  If  he  breaks  a  dish,  forgets  to 
the  dog,  doesn't  make  the  basketball  u 
or  gets  a  low  grade,  give  him  the  right  a 
ure  of  encouragement  and  appreciat 
Above  all,  don't  tell  him  how  you  (or 
best  friend)  would  have  succeeded  wher 
failed.  If  he's  sure  of  how  you  feel  about 
he'll  try  again— and  it  takes  a  happy  yo 
ster  to  give  life  that  extra  second  effort. 

Love  him  by  letting  him  make  decii: 
appropriate  to  his  age  and  ability,  wh€ 
it's  choosing  between  an  apple  or  a  bai 
for  dessert,  planning  his  own  birthday  p< 
or  choosing  some  of  his  clothes. 

Make  him  feel  worthwhile.   Respect 
conclusions,  as  long  as  they  are  consid( 
of  others.  In  this  way,  he'll  develop  a 
confidence  that  will  see  him  through 
inevitable  ups  and  downs. 

Don't  be  afraid  of  discipline.  Toi 
ten,  parents  come  to  feel  that  discipline  i 
opposite  of  love.  Yet  control  and  guid 
of  your  child  are  necessarily  an  expressk 
your  love  for  him. 

Let  this  simple,  age-old  truth  guide  1 
your  child  wants  to  please  you.  He  ma 
strong-willed  and   even  rebel  against 
authority — particularly  as  a  teen-ager.  T\ 
part  of  growing  up.  But  that's  no  reaso 
you  to  relax  discipline  you  know  is  rigl 
child — whether  he  is  15  months  old  c 
years  old— wants  and  unquestionably  r 
an  outside  authority,  even  though  he 
fight  it  and  use  every  ingenious  device  i 
repertoire  to  get  around  it. 

Don't  let  "all  the  other  kids'  part 
sway  your  sound  judgments.  If  the  1 
were  admitted,  you  may  be  the  only  on« 
ing  the  right  thing — certainly  for  your 
youngster,  in  any  case. 

Be  both  reasonable  and  realistic  in 
standards  you  set  for  your  child.  R« 
that  a  three-year-old  can  learn  to  stop  tb) 
ing  sand  out  of  the  sandbox,  but  it  tal 
grade-schooler  to  understand  the  reasons 
he  can't  turn  on  the  television  until  h« 
finished  picking  up  in  his  room. 

Don't  confuse  "loving"  with  spoi 
It  isn't  so  much  what  you  own  in  the  w 
worldly    goods — many    or    few — that 
spoil  your  child.  It's  your  attitude  to 
those  goods.

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How  to  know  when 
a  child  is  happy  cc„w 

Adults  know  full  well  they  can't  have  everything  they 
want.  Yet  that  simple  fact  is  precisely  what  you  do  not  teach 
a  child  when  you  give  him  everything  he  wants.  In  fact,  one 
of  the  best  ways  to  make  a  youngster  unhappy  is  to  give  him 
everything.  He'll  end  up  bored  stiff.  He'll  miss  the  challenge 
of  wanting  things  and  the  pleasure  of  working  to  get  them. 

You're  short-changing  him,  too,  when  you  don't  open  his 
eyes  to  the  wonders  of  giving.  Even  if  his  birthday  gift  to  his 
parents  turns  out  to  be  an  asbestos  pot-holder  or  a  plastic 
tobacco  pouch,  the  weighing  and  choosing  and  sacrificing 
are  his  own— and  nothing  you  can  provide  will  substitute 
for  that  experience. 

Remember,  you're  teaching.  Every  moment  your 
youngster  is  with  you,  you're  his  first  and  best  teacher.  And 
you  are  wise  to  remember  that  your  most  important  lessons 
are  made  up  not  of  what  you  say,  but  rather  what  you  do. 

To  your  child,  you're  a  hero— and  everything  you  do  must 
be  right.  By  the  time  he's  old  enough  to  realize  parents 
are  only  human  too,  he's  already  picked  up  permanent  atti- 
tudes and  behavior.  These  are  his  "learning  years"  when  your 
attitudes  toward  speed  limits,  income  tax  laws,  and  game 
regulations  become  especially  significant. 

On  the  other  hand,  today's  pressures  to  conform  are 
tremendous.  If  you  as  a  parent  can  show  that  it's  possible 
to  differ  from  the  majority  on  occasion  without  losing  self- 
respect  or  the  respect  of  others,  you'll  help  your  child  dis- 
cover that  he,  too,  has  an  individual  conscience. 


You  must  recognize  that  while  your  child  wants  to  bt  I 
you,  he  must  inevitably  form  tastes  of  his  own.  He  proba 
will  need  the  approval  of  his  friends,  perhaps  by  wear 
the  same  strange  (to  you)  outfits  or  hair-dos.  At  such  tin 
it  may  be  worth  recalling  your  own  youthful  fads;  w 
lasting  effect  on  you  did  they  have? 

Don't  push  a  child  through  childhood.  As  b- 
parent  and  teacher,  you're  bound  to  be  tempted  to  pi 
your  child  in  physical  and  mental  achievements.  But  Nat 
provides  its  own  timetable,  and  with  all  the  knowledge 
child  development  available  to  you,  there's  no  ex< 
forcing  him  beyond  his  capabilities. 

You  face  even  bigger  problems  if  you  force  your  cl 
into  social  situations  beyond  his  age  or  maturity.  For 
ample,  dating  is  the  first  step  leading  toward  marria 
What  can  you  expect  if  you  start  your  child  down  that  p 
two  or  three  years  too  early?  Your  answer  lies  in  statis 
dealing  with  illegitimacy,  early  marriages,  and  divorce  co' 
records.  The  child  is  simply  not  able  to  cope. 

If  your  daughter  still  is  happiest  playing  touch  foot 
leave  her  in  peace.  If  your  son  prefers  hockey  to  girls,  fj 
There  is  a  lifetime  of  adulthood  ahead,  but  only  a  f 
never-to-return  years  of  youth. 

Each  child  is  an  individual.  If  you  have  more  than 
child,  respect  each  child's  right  to  be  himself  within 
framework  of  your  family  rules.  Don't  expect  every  one 
show  the  same  skill  or  interest  in  sports,  hobbies,  vacat 
or  anything  else.  And  when  it  comes  to  scholastic  abi 
ask  only  that  your  children  do  the  best  they  know  how

You'd  be  shocked  if  a  neij 
greeted  you  warmly  today  and  turned  his  back  tomol 
Think  how  nightmarish  it  must  be  for  your  inexperi^ 
child  never  to  be  sure  how  you're  going  to  behave  tc 
him— whether  you'll  be  patient  or  short,  calm  or  excite 

By  the  same  token,  you  can't  escape  being  a  human 
in  front  of  your  child.  You're  bound  to  get  upset  or  c\ 
on  occasion.  You  won't  shatter  him  and  destroy  all 
training  if  you  show  your  feelings  under  the  same  kii 
self-control  you'd  use  in  front  of  anyone  you  admire| 
respect. 

You  have  your  own  life,  too.  Certainly  you  lovej 
child  and  want  to  spend  time  with  him.  But  you  also] 
the  stimulation  of  adult  activities  and  friends— just  as  i 
as  he  needs  his  own  pals  and  projects.

WHAT  RECOURSE  DO  YOU  HAVE  IF  YOUR  NEW  CAR  HAS  BUGS? 


No  matter  what  the  problem  is,  the  man  from  whom  you 
bought  the  new  car  is  your  first  recourse.  It's  your  local 
dealer  who's  supposed  to  handle  your  complaints.  If  you 
have  moved  since  buying  the  car  or  have  trouble  while  on 
a  trip,  any  authorized  factory  dealership  for  your  make 
car  can  honor  your  new  car  warranty. 

Almost  always,  the  local  dealer  will  set  things  straight 
to  your  complete  satisfaction.  You're  his  customer.  He 
wants  you  to  stay  friendly  with  him  and  tell  your  friends 
how  well  he  treats  you. 

If  you  have  trouble,  complain  quickly  and  intelligently 
to  the  service  manager  or  other  responsible  dealership 
representative,  and  if  necessary  to  the  dealer  himself. 

If  the  dealer  must  contact  the  manufacturer  or  local 
factory  service  representative  for  authorization  on  parts 
and  labor  to  perform  warranty  work,  ask  him  to  use  the 
phone,  a  telegram,  or  at  least  a  special-delivery  letter. 
Keep  checking  with  the  dealer,  daily  if  necessary,  to  see 
what  progress  is  being  made  in  the  diagnosis  and  correc- 
tion of  your  problem. 

But  what  if  you  and  the  dealer  don't  see  eye  to  eye? 
What  if  he  feels  you've  abused  the  car  and  caused  it  to 
fail?  If  you,  on  the  other  hand,  believe  that  the  car  (or 
the  dealer's  service-preparation  of  it)  is  at  fault  .  .  .  what 
then?  Who  takes  the  next  step? 

You  do.  Present  your  case  to  the  manufacturer's  local 
service  office.  It  is  their  job  to  bring  you  and  the  dealer 
together  in  a  mutually  satisfactory  agreement  on  how  the 
problem  is  to  be  handled. 

Suppose  even  this  doesn't  work.  Can  you  take  the 
matter  further  with  any  hope  of  getting  results? 

Yes,  your  next  step  would  be  to  make  direct  contact 
with  the  car  manufacturer's  customer  relations  manager 
at  the  home  office.  If  you're  in  a  hurry,  you  can  telephone. 


The  customer  relations  department  will  see  to  it  that  the 
zone  representative  takes  appropriate  action  with  your 
dealer  to  work  out  a  solution. 

Quality  in  modern  cars  has  come  a  long  way,  but  the 
manufacturers  would  be  the  first  to  admit  that  not  all 
cars  are  perfect.  The  prime  purpose  of  the  customer  rela- 
tions department  is  to  prevent  customer  complaints.  But 
when  they  occur,  as  they  inevitably  do,  the  department 
has  machinery  designed  to  process  reports  of  faulty  prod- 
ucts or  services.  Each  zone  or  district  has  a  group  of  serv- 
ice personnel  whose  job  it  is  to  take  up  each  case  with  the 
local  dealer— and,  where  necessary,  the  customer — to  ef- 
fect corrections  as  speedily  as  possible. 

If,  for  example,  an  engine  part  fails  due  to  a  manufac- 
turing defect  while  the  car  is  still  under  warranty,  and 
that  failure  causes  the  destruction  of  or  damage  to  other 
parts,  you  can  expect  all  damaged  parts  to  be  replaced  or 
repaired  to  like-new  condition  in  the  shortest  time  pos- 
sible. This  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  new  parts  will 
be  used— repairing  old  parts  or  installing  factory  rebuilt 
parts  is  allowable. 

Notice  that,  in  almost  every  case,  it's  your  local  dealer 
who  ultimately  has  the  task  of  satisfying  you.  For  this 
reason,  you're  advised  to  select  your  dealer  with  care.  He 
should  be  a  man  in  whom  you  can  place  your  trust.  He 
should  have  a  shop  capable  of  making  all  repairs.  His 
parts  department  should  be  reasonably  well  stocked 
(though  most  parts  are  obtainable  within  a  day  or  two 
from  the  nearest  warehouse),  and  he  should  be  a  person 
with  whom  you  can  discuss  your  needs  and  problems. 

If  you  do  have  trouble,  you  are  the  one  who  is  most  in- 
convenienced, and  you  may  have  to  ride  herd  on  the  situ- 
ation. But  you  can  definitely  get  satisfaction — good 
work,  done  right  and  on  time. 


IS  THERE  A  BEST  WAY  TO  FINANCE  A  NEW  CAR?" 


That  depends  on  your  own  indi- 
vidual situation— your  credit  stand- 
ing and  your  sources  of  credit.  Also 
where  you  live  can  be  a  factor  since 
bank  rates,  finance  charges,  and  other 
conditions  related  to  borrowing  are 
not  the  same  in  all  communities.  In 
all  cases,  it's  advisable  to  shop  around. 
Don't  be  misled  by  quoted  interest 
rates — find  out  what  the  total  cost  of 
the  loan  will  be.  Generally,  your  pos- 
sibilities are: 

Commercial  banks.  Say  you 
need  $2,000  for  a  new  car,  to  be  paid 
off  in  36  equal  monthly  installments. 
If  your  credit  standing  makes  you 
eligible  for  sUch  a  loan,  you'll  find 
that  the  usual  bank  procedure  is  to 
"discount"  the  note.  This  simply 
means  that  the  bank  subtracts  its 


charge  in  advance.  In  order  to  get  the 
full  $2,000,  you  must  borrow  a  some- 
what larger  amount  to  cover  the  sub- 
tracted discount,  which  will  vary 
from  about  $4.25  to  $5.50  per  $100 
per  year.  For  example:  at  a  typical 
charge  of  $5  per  $100  per  year,  you 
would  sign  a  note  for  about  $2,350  to 
get  the  needed  $2,000.  Occasionally, 
some  banks  may  also  add  nominal 
charges  for  credit  investigation  serv- 
ice or  bookkeeping. 

Some  commercial  banks  use  the 
"add-on"  method  for  computing 
loans.  Here  the  bank  starts  with  the 
amount  you  want  to  borrow,  adds 
the  charge,  and  divides  the  total  into 
36  payments.  Your  costs  in  that  case 
will  be  somewhat  lower  than  under 
the  discount  method.  At  $5  per  $100 
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per  year,  this  loan  would  cost  you 
about  $300. 

Auto  Dealer  Financing.  This  is 
often  the  most  convenient  method  of 
financing  a  car.  You  handle  the 
whole  loan  deal  right  in  the  show- 
room. However,  since  the  dealer  usu- 
ally can't  afford  to  carry  all  his  credit 
customers  himself,  he  will  sell  your 
purchase  contract  to  a  sales  finance 
company  or  a  bank. 

Competition  holds  the  finance 
charges  you  must  pay  well  below  rate 
ceilings  authorized  by  the  various 
states,  and  you'll  often  find  that  they 
vary  from  dealer  to  dealer — so  you're 
well-advised  to  find  out  just  exactly 
what  you'll  have  to  pay.  On  the  aver- 
age, the  terms  are  slightly  higher 
than  rates  charged  for  direct  bank

COLOR  SCHEMES 

WE'VE  EVER  PUBLISHED! 

Here  are  12  pages  of  color  as  it  should  be  used !  In  creating  these  set- 
tings, we  worked  with  two  very  gifted  people,  Designer  Emily  Malino 
and  Artist  Helen  Frederico.  These  exciting  schemes,  each  with  its  own 
important  color  lesson,  are. reproduced  in  their  full  brilliance  by  our 
special  printing  process.  For  your  help  in  matching  the  colors,  gener- 
ous swatches  appear  beneath  every  picture. 


Choose  colors  for  the  outside  of  your 
home  with  care.  Remember,  they  must 
live  harmoniously  with  Nature's  con- 
stantly changing  palette. 

This  gold  and  grape  combination  was 
chosen  because  it  goes  well  with  the 
greens  of  spring  and  summer,  as  well 
as  the  russets,  browns,  and  oranges  of 
autumn.  The  contrasting  flagstone 
extends  inside  the  house   (next  page) 
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where  it  is  a  subdued  and  textured  background  for  a  frankly  bold  color  scheme. 
If  you  like  bright  and  daring  colors,  don't  be  afraid  to  use  them.  But  be  careful. 
Propei-  use  demands  a  color  distribution  from  one  area  of  the  room  to  an- 
other, and  from  one  room  to  another  if  the  rooms  open  into  each  other. 

The  room  above  illustrates  this.  Both  the  vibrant  colors— blue  and  scarlet — 
used  in  a  big  way  in  the  living  room,  carry  over  just  enough  in  the  dining  room 
to  create  the  same  color  scheme  there.  Another  color,  the  deep  wood  tone  of  the 
wall  paneling,  also  unites  the  scheme  in  both  rooms. 

Though  the  painting  inspired  this  color  scheme,  don't  try  to  match  a  painting 
exactly.  Instead,  bring  out  a  basic  color  or  two  from  it. 
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It's  true  that  dark  colors  have  a  tendency  to  make  space  seem  smaller, 
dark,  lush  green  carpet  here  is  an  exception.  It's  so  rich,  like  a  dense  grel 
underfoot,  that  it  makes  all  the  other  colors  around  it  brighter  and  g| 
flowers  are  contrasted  against  grass. 

The  strong  interplay  of  this  green  and  the  electric  fuchsia  is  relieved 
white  divider  wall  between  the  living  and  dining  areas,  and  the  pale  yj 
the  wall  and  at  the  long  expanse  of  windows. 

You  can  see  color  repeated  here  too.  The  softer  tints  of  the  dining  til 
chairs  echo  the  deep  green  of  the  rug,  while  a  neatly  patterned  light  pinl 
living  room  chairs  carries  a  lightened  version  of  fuchsia  across  the  rool 
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In  this  kitchen,  rich  copper  appliances  stimulate  a  strong,  vibrant  color  scheme. 
The  dark  finish  on  the  wood  cabinets  is  a  deliberate,  well-chosen  contrast  for  the 
gleaming  white  and  the  splashes  of  bold  colors. 

The  color  combination  of  wood,  copper,  and  white  makes  a  wonderful  back- 
ground for  many  different  color  schemes.  In  this  kitchen,  deep  glowing  colors — 
red  and  green  chair  covers  and  patterned  fabric  stretched  across  the  window — 
create  a  lively  setting  for  cooking  and  eating. 

Since  the  brightest  colors  are  used  sparingly,  you  could  change  these  accents 
easily  and  inexpensively.  But  be  sure  the  colors  you  choose  are  strong  enough 
to  hold  their  own  against  the  dominating  wood,  copper,  and  white. 
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One  color,  used  predominantly  in  a  simple  way,  makes  a  small  room  seem 
larger  than  it  would  if  many  colors  were  used— solely  because  the  visual  ii| 
of  a  single  color  is  not  distracting  to  the  eyes. 

In  this  small  but  open  bedroom,  a  good  bright  yellow  is  used  on  all  the 
horizontal  surfaces  to  unify  them  and  make  them  blend  into  one  anj 
Wood-paneled  walls,  broken  by  strips  of  white  siding,  act  as  a  scenic  bacj 
for  the  play  of  sharp  yellow  upon  golden  yellow. 

The  consistent  and  balanced  use  of  gleaming  white  accents  ties  the  woodl 
and  the  yellows  together.  One  bright  spot  of  green— the  chair— accen[ 
scheme  and  picks  up  the  foliage  of  an  evergreen  showing  through  the  glass 
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Hallways  that  open  on  many  other  rooms  always  look  longer  than  they  really 
are.  Color  can  do  away  with  that  tunnel  appearance,  by  making  a  hallway  ap- 
pear wider  than  it  really  is,  and  by  strengthening  its  vertical  look. 

Each  of  the  colors  here — gold,  mustard,  and  white— works  with  the  other  to 
make  the  hallway  appear  shorter.  White  vertical  framing  outlines  the  doorways, 
and  contrasts  with  the  deep  mustard  walls,  to  provide  a  visual  break  as  you  look 
down  the  hallway.  The  tile  floor,  a  companion  color  of  bamboo  tan,  is  laid  in  a 
brick  pattern  with  white  spacers  at  the  beams  to  help  reduce  the  tunnel  effect.  A 
pale  yellow  on  the  ceiling  and  on  the  walls  adds  to  the  feeling  of  spaciousness, 
proving  that  color  can  visually  enlarge  any  small  area. 
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Children's  rooms  should  be  bright,  but  the  colors  should  be  organized  anj 
anced  to  make  one  large,  cheerful  picture.  A  basic  red,  white,  and  bluel 
scheme  in  this  boys'  bedroom  starts  with  a  geometric  pattern  and  is  c| 
through  with  blocks  of  these  colors  arranged  in  large  areas. 

A  broad  blue  dado  band  joins  two  white  walls  in  a  firm  color  union  a.l 
which  the  red  rug  appears  to  be  framed.  This  picture-frame  look  is  repeatfj 
smaller  way  with  wall-hung  storage  pieces. 

Window  shades  that  match  the  bedspreads  are  important  in  the  scherl 
cause  they  bring  all  the  main  colors  to  one  wall.  The  softening  hue  for  thi[ 
scheme  is  a  light  oak  used  throughout  the  room. 
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You  should  not  feel  tied  to  the  tradition  of  exactly  matching  colors  in  a  kitchen. 
Here,  a  deliberate  use  of  cerulean  blue  and  violet  blue  together,  create  "a  blue- 
sky"  kitchen.  Both  of  these  colors  are  reflected  in  the  floor,  which  has  specks  of 
each,  along  with  neutrals.  The  pale  blue  ceiling  completes  the  sky-blue  look. 

Because  the  counter  top  and  floor  are  both  functional  surfaces  that  you  look 
at  a  lot,  they  should  be  subdued  color.  Here,  they're  a  quiet  cucumber  gray 
that's  easy  on  the  eyes.  Both  of  the  surfaces  are  marked  with  sharp  white  lines 
to  point  up  the  broad  horizontal  bands  of  blue  and  violet. 

Clear  green,  used  sparingly,  is  the  necessary  sharp  accent  color,  while  an  oak 
table  and  chairs  are  a  warm  contrast  to  the  cool,  dominant  blues. 
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Color  can  create  a  really  special  room,  even  in  an  attic.  In  this  odd- 
room,  all  the  essentials  of  a  girl's  bedroom  are  tucked  in  their  proper  plac 
only  two  colors  defining  and  unifying  the  room. 

Rather  than  attempting  to  hide  the  gables,  a  bright  pink  accentuates! 
and  the  way  they're  used  for  storage  and  seating.  Lavish  use  of  a  sprightj 
tern  for  the  spread,  window  seat,  and  wall  covering  blends  the  pink  v 
other  major  color— a  soft  orange  that  dances  across  the  floor. 

A  mossy  green,  drawn  from  the  pattern,  is  used  in  paint  on  the  wicker 
It  combines  with  turquoise  to  create  two  cool  accents  against  the  basic| 
pink  and  orange  of  the  room. 
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Closely  related  colors  make  a  sumptuous  room.  Golds  and  oranges  are  warm 
sunshine  colors.  And  in  this  small  room,  they  bring  a  unity  to  rather  ordinary 
space  with  an  intricately  patterned  rug  flowing  into  an  all-gold  alcove. 

Cane  panels  on  each  side  of  the  sofa,  the  parquet  floor,  and  a  chaise  are  all 
stained  walnut  brown  to  frame  the  major  color  areas  and  to  contrast  with  the 
bright,  warm  look  of  the  golds  and  oranges. 

The  thin  panel  between  the  white  draperies  is  an  important  part  of  the  color 
scheme  because  it  brings  out  and  accentuates  the  burnt  orange  in  the  Oriental 
rug.

Rich  cream-cus- 
tard filling  was  spread  between  layers  of 
golden  sponge  or  butter  cake;  then  the 
cake  was  topped  with  a  scrumptious  choc- 
olate glaze.  Or  Grandmother  might  use 
raspberry  jam  filling  and  sprinkle  confec- 
tioners' sugar  on  top,  transforming  the 
cake  into  Washington  Pie. 

APPLE  DUMPLINGS 

A  bow  to  the  Pilgrims  for  bringing  apple 
seeds  with  them.  For  eventually,  apple 
trees  provided  the  fruit  for  many  desserts 
and  other  cooking  as  well.  Best  of  all  were 
Apple  Dumplings— sweet,  juicy  whole  ap- 
ples, cored,  pared,  then  dotted  with  but- 
ter, sprinkled  with  nutmeg,  cinnamon  and 
sugar,  and  enfolded  in  jackets  of  tender 
pastry.

We've  had  poor  luck  with  our  sweet  peas.  Twice  we've  planted 
them  and  each  time  they  died  soon  after  pushing  through  the 
ground.  What  advice  can  you  offer? 

B.H.,  Temple  City,  California 
This  sounds  like  damping-off — a  trouble  that  occurs  when 
soil  is  kept  too  moist.  It  is  difficult  to  prevent  during  the  win- 
ter months,  but  try  to  keep  the  soil  as  dry  as  possible,  short 
of  complete  dryness,  until  the  plants  are  well  started.  Treat- 
ing the  seeds  with  a  fungicide  at  planting  time  also  helps. 
And,  if  I  had  my  heart  set  on  sweet  peas,  I'd  start  the  plants 
off  first  in  flats  or  other  containers  and  get  them  growing 
strongly  before  setting  them  in  the  open  ground. 

Do  gladiolus  bulbs  always  have  to  be  lifted?  Why  can't  they  be 
left  in  the  ground  over  the  winter? 

M.C.,  Sherman  Oaks,  California 
In  most  of  the  mild-winter  areas  of  California,  they  can  be 
left  in  the  ground,  but  it  is  not  the  best  idea  for  several  rea- 
sons. First,  those  little  cormels  that  don't  normally  produce 
flowers  for  two  or  three  years  would  get  a  chance  to  grow  and 
you'd  soon  have  a  jungle  of  foliage,  instead  of  a  clean  harvest 
of  top-flight  blooms.  Lifting  also  reduces  losses  from  soil  in- 
sects and  diseases — especially  in  heavy  soils  that  drain 
poorly.  Lifting  gives  you  a  chance  to  cull  the  corms  and  get 
rid  of  those  not  up  to  par. 

What  causes  flower  buds  on  my  carnations  to  split? 

G.D.,  Stockton,  California 
The  splitting  of  carnation  buds  is  a  fairly  general  com- 
plaint that  can  be  caused  by  several  different  factors.  This 
happens  most  commonly  when  there's  a  sudden  change  in  the 
weather,  from  a  cool  condition  to  a  hot  one.  In  some  instanc- 
es, calyx  splitting  (as  the  professional  carnation  growers 
call  it)  is  due  to  a  hereditary  weakness  of  a  variety.  In  such 
cases,  it  is  best  to  discard  the  plants  and  start  out  with  new 
ones.  Sometimes,  an  excess  of  nitrogen  in  the  soil  will  cause 
the  buds  to  split  open.  Still  another  cause  of  trouble  is  the 
irregular  application  of  water. 

/  have  a  large  dieffenbachia  that  is  ailing.  The  leaves  at  the  top 
of  the  plant  die  before  they  get  a  chance  to  open  properly.  Can 
you  help?  -  A.H.,  Portland,  Oregon 

Keep  in  mind  that  these  plants  were  originally  natives  from 
tropical  America.  That  indicates  that  they  want  moist  ''green- 
house" conditions.  And,  too  often  we  fail  to  have  the  air 
moist  enough,  particularly  during  winter  months.  Increase 
humidity  with  an  electric  humidifier  or  set  plants  on  trays  of 
pebbles  with  water  below  top  pebbles.  Since  the  plant  is  large, 
I  suspect  it  has  been  growing  in  the  same  container  for  quite 
a  long  time.  Transplant  to  a  larger  pot,  using  a  porous  soil 
mix  of  equal  parts  of  leaf  mold,  good  soil,  and  coarse  sand. 
Light  monthly  feedings  with  liquid  fish  emulsion  help  toward 
getting  the  sturdy,  luxuriant  growth.

fresh  sawdust  or  shavings  from  any  kind  of  wood.  How 
for  every  cubic  foot  of  wood  fiber  added  to  the  soil,  wo 
about  an  ounce  of  ammonium  sulfate  to  compensate  for  n 
gen  loss.  State  highway  engineers  are  increasingly  turnii 
the  use  of  wood  shavings  and  sawdust  in  working  up 
huge  planting  areas.

I  see  them  in  florists'  shops.  How  come?

From  the  technical  standpoint,  there  are  no  true-blu^ 
drangeas.  What  the  wholesale  growers  do  is  change 
flowered  varieties  to  blue  ones  by  using  iron  sulfate,  or| 
minum  sulfate.  So,  the  blue  hydrangea  blossoms  you 
seen  are  the  result  of  the  action  of  these  chemicals  in  the  I 
For  some  reason,  white  hydrangeas  do  not  change  color  si 
factorily.  The  pinks  are  better  for  this  work.  Just  for  fun| 
one  of  these  chemicals  on  your  hydrangeas  in  the  gar 
Iron  sulfate,  available  at  garden  centers,  can  be  apjj 
monthly  during  the  growing  season  at  the  rate  of  3  to  4  tJ 
spoonfuls  around  the  drip  area  of  3-  to  4-foot-tall  phi 
This  material  is  available  in  both  dry  and  liquid  forms.  [

You  live  in  an  ideal  rhododendron-growing  climate — as 
well  know  from  the  magnificent  plantings  in  nearby  Go' 
Gate  Park  and  the  University  of  California  collectioil 
Berkeley's  Strawberry  Canyon.  The  varieties  are  good  o| 
so  the  problem  must  be  cultural  in  nature.  Check  these 
important  points:  heavy  soil  and  consequent  poor  drairl 
resulting  in  soggy  soil  around  roots;  and  too-deep  plant) 

The  plants  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  which  thrive  so  wellj 
grown  in  a  soil  that  is  light  and  loose  in  structure,  and 
reasonable  depth  is  composed  largely  of  decayed  vegetatiol 
mainly  pine  needles  and  oak  leaf  mold.  They  receive  at) 
the  same  amount  of  sunlight  as  yours.  The  plants — even 
big  ones — are  always  set  a  little  bit  higher  than  the  surroij 
ing  soil  level  to  insure  proper  drainage.  If  yours  have  as  li 
as  2  to  3  inches  of  soil  build-up  around  the  crowns,  this  cc 
be  the  source  of  the  whole  trouble.  Should  this  be  the  c 
with  a  spade  on  each  side  of  the  plant,  gently  lift  it  to  a  i 
height  in  May.  Then  mulch  generously  with  leaf  mold 
give  three  feedings  of  an  acid  plant  food  at  intervals  of  ab 
six  weeks  during  the  summer.

The  simple  grace  of  this  screen  lends  itself  to  many 
uses — and  you  can  build  it  in  a  couple  of  hours 

First,  make  the  frames  from  l^xl1  2-inch  strips  of  pine  (up- 
per left) .  Join  them  at  the  corners  with  }  ^-inch  dowels  and 
white  wood  glue.  Clamp  until  dry;  strips  of  rubber  cut  from 
an  inner  tube  work  well  as  clamps.  An  over-all  size  of  14x72 
inches  for  each  of  the  panels  is  most  convenient,  although 
you  can  vary  the  dimensions  to  fit  your  needs.  When  the 
glue  is  dry,  sand  the  frames  and  paint. 

Then  cut  the  fabric  screen  panels  (not  shown)  about  twice 
as  wide  as  the  screen  frames  and  sew  a  narrow  hem  along 
each  side.  Make  about  a  3-inch-deep  hem  at  each  end  and 
then  run  another  row  of  stitches  across  to  form  a  rod  pocket. 
Use  a  }  2-inch  dowel  for  the  rod,  making  sure  the  rod  pocket 
fits  snugly  so  the  fabric  will  ruffle. 

Drill  '  L)-inch  holes  through  both  sides  of  the  frame  near 
the  top  (upper  right),  slide  dowel  rod  through  frame  and 
fabric.  Find  the  proper  position  for  the  lower  holes  by  insert- 
ing lower  dowel  in  material.  Insert  lower  rod. 

Finally,  use  regular  folding-screen  hinges  to  attach  panels.

wonders  with  a  few  sticks  of  wood  and  some  odds  and  ends,  as  shown.

From  top  down,  a  handsome  column  vase  with  a  humble 
birthright— it  started  life  as  a  meat  container!  Black  stripes 
are  made  with  plastic  tape,  and  it's  glued  to  a  square  piece  of 
plywood  painted  black.  It's  just  right  for  a  big  foliage  ar- 
rangement. 

Just  like  the  handsome  oriental  imports,  three  mats  are 
made  from  ready-made  black  enameled  chopsticks  laced  to- 
gether with  gold  cord.  Plain  wooden  sticks  or  lengths  of  dowel 
rod  painted  with  black  spray-can  enamel  are  effective,  too. 
At  bottom,  stair-step  stands  are  cut  from  half-inch  plywood 
or  solid  wood  in  varying'  lengths  and  painted  with  several 
coats  of  spray-can  enamel.  Try  a  combination  of  Chinese  red 
and  black  with  gold  edges.  If  you  use  plywood,  sand  the  edges 
well  and  fill  with  wood  putty  before  painting. 

A  flower  arranger  will  make  good  use  of  the  three  rec- 
tangular look-alike  stands  made  from  plain  pieces  of  Douglas 
fir.

IS  ENOUGH  ? 


Whatever  it  takes  for  your  listening  pleas- 
ure! The  greater  your  demand  for  perfec- 
tion in  the  high-low  ranges  of  music,  the 
greater  your  need  for  good  stereo. 

If  your  taste  runs  to  classical  music  or 
opera  (which  should  be  played  in  a  robust 
manner  to  do  justice  to  the  original),  and 
your  listening  room  is  large;  and  you're 
accustomed  to  listening  continuously  for 
several  hours,  you  will  need  high-quality 
equipment. 

If  your  taste  runs  to  popular  tunes, 
Broadway  shows,  and  dance  bands,  and  if 
you  usually  play  your  set  at  moderate-to- 
low  volume  to  set  a  mood  or  provide  back- 
ground, you'll  probably  be  satisfied  with 
the  system  that  has  a  frequency  response 
of  60  to  12,000  cycles  per  second.  This  is 
generally  regarded  as  the  minimum  fre- 
quency to  rate  the  designation  of  "high 
fidelity."

Except  in  unusual  cases, 
an  inexpensive  console  will 
have  only  marginal  sound  equip- 
ment and  will  distort  in  the 
extremes  of  the  frequency 
ranges  or  at  high  volumes. 
Usually  the  cabinet  will  be  a 
good  tip-off  Co  the  performance 
of  the  system  because  manu- 
facturers try  to  keep  the  cabi- 
net and  the  electronics  in  rea- 
sonable balance.  Don't  forget 
that  console  models  have  many 
parts— all  of  which  have  been 
engineered  to  go  together. 
From  a  dollar  standpoint,  they 
represent  an  optimum  combi- 
nation—and they  will  give  you 
high  value  for  your  investment. 

Portable  stereo  units  gener- 
ally consist  of  a  record  player, 
amplifier  and  two  speakers. 
These  range  in  price  from  $50 
to  $225.  If  you  are  going  to  use 
a  portable  in  the  living  room 
because  you  do  not  have  floor 
space  available  for  a  console, 
you'll  get  best  performance 
from  a  model  that  has  separate 
speaker  wings. 

Components  are  generally 
higher  in  price  than  a  packaged 
phonograph.  However  they  do 
provide  the  audiophile  with  the 
satisfaction  of  making  a  per- 
sonal contribution  to  his  music 
system.  Some  components  are 
available  in  kit  form.  If  you  are 
skillful  and  have  some  tech- 
nical knowledge  of  music  sys- 
tems, then  kits  are  down  your 
alley. 

The  final  decision  of  which 
stereo  to  buy  depends  on  your 
ear.  Take  along  a  stereo  record 
that  is  familiar  to  you  and 
have  the  dealer  play  it  on  a 
variety  of  systems  within  your 
price  range. 

Try  these  listening  tips. 
Check  for  distortion  and  bass 
response  when  you  shop  for 
stereo.  Everyone  has  his  own 
preference.  If  you,  for  example, 
happen  to  enjoy  a  strong,  driv- 
ing bass,  listen  attentively  be- 
fore you  buy  to  make  sure  the 
console  cabinet  doesn't  rattle 
or  buzz.  The  bass  response 
from  a  good  stereo  system  will 
have  a  definite  solidity. 

Don't  confuse  loudness  with 
distortion.  In  some  instances, 
low-priced  sets  distort  when 
the  volume  control  is  turned  up 
full  blast.  This  shattering  of 
the  sound  is  often  confused  for 
stereo  fullness  of  sound.  The 
two  are  definitely  not  the  same. 
A  good  system  will  have  plenty 
of  punch  but  will  not  distort 
when  the  volume  is  turned  up 
—try  it.

loans — that's  because  such  loans  usually  pose  a  greater  risk 
for  the  lender— but  in  many  cases  the  difference  will  be  offset, 
at  least  in  part,  by  the  lower  cost  of  credit  life  insurance:  a 
term  policy  that  covers  the  declining  outstanding  balance  of 
your  loan  so  that  if  anything  happens  to  you,  the  car  is  paid 
off  automatically.  Some  dealers  can  offer  this  insurance  for  as 
little  as  37 ]  2c  per  year  for  each  $100  financed. 

Life  insurance — If  you  have  a  large  enough  life  insurance 
policy,  you  can  borrow  on  it  for  an  auto  purchase,  with  no 
questions  asked.  Usually,  you  can  get  about  95%  of  the 
policy's  current  cash  value. 

Rate  is  5%  simple  interest  on  declining  balance— that  is, 
you  pay  interest  only  on  money  you  still  are  using. 

Generally,  you  are  presented  with  a  bill  for  interest  due, 
once  a  year  (on  the  anniversary  of  your  policy).  But  note: 
Life  insurance  loans  provide  no  discipline  as  to  paying  regular 
loan  installments.  No  one  duns  you  for  payment,  so  you 
could  be  saddled  with  an  unpaid  loan  long  after  the  car  you 
bought  had  worn  out.  And,  of  course,  your  family's  insurance 
protection  is  reduced  by  the  amount  of  the  outstanding  loan. 

Passbook  loans— Say  you  have  the  $2,000  needed  for  car 
purchase  in  your  savings  account,  but  you  don't  want  to  use 
it.  You  work  a  deal  like  a  commercial  bank  loan — but  at  a 
cheaper  rate.  Because  you  have  a  cash  bank  balance  to  put 
up  as  collateral,  you  get  an  advantage.  (You  can  usually  get 
the  same  kind  of  loan  from  a  commercial  bank,  if  you  have  a 
savings  account  in  the  bank's  savings  department.) 


A  typical  plan  gives  you  a  quoted  interest  rate  of  2.88' 
year.  You  sign  a  note  for  the  2,000  plus  interest,  and  actu 
pay  a  true  rate  of  5.5%. 

Credit  Unions.  More  and  more  private  companies  to 
have  employee-operated  "credit  unions"  that  lend  mone] 
company  workers  for  buying  new  cars.  Some  make  unsecui 
or  signature,  loans — and  these  usually  will  charge  aroi 
12%  a  year,  which  is  fairly  steep  for  auto  debt.  But  tr 
days,  many  credit  unions  will  take  the  new  car  as  loan 
lateral — assuming  the  car  is  insured — and  charge  about 
true  interest. 
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SHOULD  YOU  BUY  A  SIX  OR  A  V-8?

Incidentally,  an  overworked  six  can  use  as  much  gasoline  as 
a  loafing  V-8  and  the  V-8,  the  records  show,  will  return  a  high 
percentage  of  its  initially  higher  cost  at  trade-in  time. 

Many  people  still  prefer  the  less  complex — and  somewhat 
less  costly  to  operate— six-cylinder  engine.  To  satisfy  them, 
several  manufacturers  have  introduced  larger  six-cylinder 
engines  for  1965.  These  engines  have  narrowed  the  perform- 
ance gap  between  the  six  and  V-8— in  fact,  some  of  them  are 
claimed  to  out-perform  the  small  eights. 

In  the  final  analysis,  pick  the  engine  that  best  fits  your 
needs  and  remember  that  the  number  of  cylinders  doesn't 
necessarily  denote  relative  performance.  The  power-to- 
weight  ratio  is  what  really  counts.

THE  MOST  POPULAR 
HOUSE  PLANTS  AND 
HOW  TO  GROW  THEM 


One  of  the  most  frequent  questions  we  receive  from  our  read- 
ers is,  "Why  don't  my  house  plants  look  like  those  you  picture 
in  Better  Homes  and  Gardens?"  To 'help  you  get  peak  per- 
formance from  your  house  plants,  here  are  cultural  direc- 
tions of  basic  importance  to  the  growing  of  all  house  plants, 
with  specific  information  on  the  most  popular  ones. 

Potting  Soil 

Start  your  plants  off  right  by  giving  them  a  good  growing 
medium— one  in  which  roots  can  thrive  to  support  the  lush 
top  growth  you  are  striving  for.  Packaged  potting  mixtures 
(there's  a  special  blend  for  African  violets)  are  generally 
available  now  and  answer  the  needs  of  indoor  gardeners  with 
small  collections  of  potted  plants. 

If  you  use  a  lot  of  potting  soil,  or  if  you  would  just  like 
to  mix  it  yourself,  here  is  a  good,  basic  formula  that  will 
do  for  most  house  plants.  Thoroughly  mix  3  parts  good  garden 
soil  (sterilized  if  possible),  1  part  well-rotted  manure,  2  parts 
leaf  mold  or  peat  moss,  1  part  perlite,  sharp  sand,  or  fired 
clay  granules,  )  4  part  wood  charcoal  flakes.  Double  the  sand 
for  cactus  and  succulents  to  insure  good  drainage. 

An  easy  way  to  sterilize  soil  is  to  moisten  it  lightly  and 
bake  in  small  pans  for  45  minutes  in  a  180-degree  oven. 
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Potting 

Plants  grow  well  in  either  clay  or  plastic  pots.  The  clay 
ones  are  porous  and  allow  excess  moisture  to  escape  easily— 
but  they  are  heavy  to  move.  Plastic  pots  hold  moisture  and 
you  must  take  care  not  to  overwater  and  rot  your  plants — 
but  the  plastic  is  lightweight  and  no  effort  to  handle.  Which- 
ever you  use,  cover  drainage  hole(s)  with  a  piece  of  broken 
pot  before  setting  plant.  Use  premoistened  soil  and  firm 
lightly  about  the  roots— never  press  tight. 

Light 

Most  house  plants,  particularly  those  grown  for  their  foli- 
age, prefer  bright  light,  but  no  direct  sun.  Cactus,  amaryllis, 
and  geraniums  do  well  in  sunny  windows.  Philodendron, 
scheffiera,  and  rubber  plants  thrive  in  low  light  intensities. 
South  and  west  windows  give  the  strongest  light  during  win- 
ter months;  east  windows  are  the  best  during  summer  months. 

If  foliage  turns  light  green  to  yellowish,  give  less  light; 
and,  if  flowering  plants  bloom  poorly  and  have  deep  green 
foliage,  move  gradually  into  stronger  light.  Draw  thin  cur- 
tains across  windows  that  admit  too  much  light.  To  keep 
growth  even,  give  pots  a  quarter  turn  each  time  they  are 
watered. 

Feeding 

Established  plants  should  be  fed  with  liquid  or  soluble  plant 
food  once  each  month  during  the  bright  days  of  spring,  sum- 
mer, and  fall.  Feed  little  if  any  during  the  dark  days  of  winter. 
Follow  directions  on  container  labels  for  quantity  to  be  added 
to  water.  To  avoid  possible  damage  to  roots,  feed  plants  when 
the  soil  is  still  moist  from  the  last  watering.  Remember,  you 
must  feed  to  get  top-quality  plants.

Hants  and  humans  like  the  same  environment— fresh, 
ler  moist  air  with  no  sudden  temperature  changes.  Main- 


taining proper  humidity  is  one  of  the  biggest  problems  to 
solve  in  order  to  achieve  that  ideal  environment.  During 
winter  months,  heating  systems  dry  air  to  an  unhealthful 
level  for  both  you  and  plants  other  than  cacti. 

To  raise  humidity  around  your  plants,  set  the  pots  on  trays 
or  pans  filled  with  gravel  and  water.  Keep  water  level  below 
the  top  layer  of  gravel.  To  keep  humidity  at  a  healthful  40 
or  60  per  cent,  use  a  humidifier.  Attractive  models  are  avail- 
able for  use  about  the  house,  or  you  can  attach  a  unit  to  the 
furnace.  During  winter  months,  keep  daytime  temperatures 
in  the  comfortable,  lower  70-degree  range— a  drop  to  the 
mid-60s  during  the  night  is  beneficial. 

African  Violets 

These  beautiful  plants  like  a  soil  high  in  organic  matter, 
so  use  a  commercial  African  violet  potting  soil  or  add  one 
extra  part  of  peat  moss  to  the  basic  soil  recipe  given  under 
cultural  directions.  Do  not  overpot— these  violets  like  to 
have  their  roots  somewhat  restricted. 

Flower  failure.  Lack  of  blooms  and  overly  long  leaf  stems 
are  often  the  result  of  inadequate  light.  Move  plant  into 
stronger  light,  but  not  full  sun.  To  test  for  right  light,  hold 
a  white  paper  upright  between  plant  and  window.  If  the 
fingers  of  your  other  hand,  held  6  inches  from  the  paper  on 
the  window  side,  cast  a  faint  shadow  on  the  paper,  you 
should  have  proper  light  conditions.  You  may  have  to  try 
different  locations  in  the  house  for  proper  light.  Once  you 
find  that  plants  respond  properly  in  a  certain  spot,  keep 
them  there  and  don't  try  to  "redecorate"  with  them.

Rotting  leaves.  When  older  fo- 
liage becomes  watery  and  limp, 
it  is  the  result  of  leaf  stems  com- 
ing in  touch  with  salts  that  ac- 
cumulate on  the  pot  rim.  Dip 
rim  in  paraffin  before  potting, 
or  cover  with  aluminum  foil. 

Dwarfed  new  growth.  When 
new  growth  in  the  crown  of  the 
plant  appears  excessively  hairy 
with  leaves  cupped  upward,  it  is 
commonly  caused  by  cyclamen 
mites.  Isolate  infested  plant 
and  spray  twice  weekly  for  3 
weeks  with  a  good  miticide. 

General  stunting.  Undersized 
growth  'with  yellowish  leaves 
could  be  the  result  of  nematode 
damage— examine  roots  for 
swollen  areas  to  confirm  diag- 
nosis. If  plant  is  badly  dam- 
aged, discard  it.  If  trouble  is 
caught  in  time,  the  plant  can 
be  saved  by  drenching  the  soil 
with  a  nematocide— follow  the 
directions  on  the  label. 

Spotting  of  leaves.  This  is  the 
result  of  something  overly  cold 
—usually  water— touching  the 
leaves.  Avoid  these  disfigure- 
ments by  applying  only  luke- 
warm water. 

Begonias 

The  fibrous-  and  the  rhizoma- 
tous-rooted  begonias  will  adapt 
readily  to  window-sill  culture. 
Begonias  prefer  bright,  indirect 
light  during  the  day,  and  cool 
night  temperatures— 60  degrees 
if  possible. 

Visible  insect  pests.  Fluffy 
white  mealy  bugs  may  appear 
at  leaf  axils,  or  aphids  on  ten- 
der new  growth — syringe  with 
needle  spray  of  water  and  apply 
a  house-plant  insecticide. 

Black,  stunted  growing  tips. 
Hard-to-see  mites  or  thrips  are 
the  cause  of  this,  as  well  as  dis- 
tortion of  flowers  and  older 
foliage.  Wash  foliage  in  a  mild 
soap-and-water  solution,  rinse, 
dry,  and  spray  with  a  miticide. 

Russet  discoloration  on  foliage. 
The  leaf  curls  up  and  dies  soon 
after  this  symptom  appears. 
This  indicates  that  a  leaf  ne- 
matode is  at  work.  Burn  leaves 
that  show  such  a  discoloration. 
Water  on  leaves  spreads  this 
pest,  so  keep  the  foliage  dry. 
Isolate  infested  plants  and 
treat  with  systemic  poison. 

Translucent-edged  dead  spots. 
These  are  caused  by  bacteria. 
Burn  infected  leaves,  keep  fo- 
liage dry,  and  increase  circula- 
tion of  air. 

Leaf  drop.  If  older,  healthy 
leaves  fall  off,  it  is  probably 
because  of  overwatering. 

Cacti 

Porous,  well-drained  soil  is  a 
must  with  cactus.  Grow  on  the 
dry  side,  watering  only  once  a 
month  during  dark  days  of  win- 
ter when  the  plants  are  dormant. 
During  spring,  summer,  and 
fall,  when  plants  are  in  active 
growth,  allow  soil  to  become 
moderately  dry  before  water- 
ing thoroughly.

The 
peperomia  also  survives  neglect 
-  plant  is  not  damaged  if  soil 
is  dry  for  several  days. 

Water-soaked  bumps  and  a 
browning  on  undersides  of  leaves. 
Thrips  and  mites  are  the  cause 
of  these  troubles.  Use  a  house 
plant  spray  or  a  systemic. 

Zonal  markings  on  disfigured 
leaves.  These  are  ring  spots 
caused  by  a  virus.  There  is  no 
control  for  this,  so  it  is  best  to 
destroy  the  plant  by  burning  it. 

Philodendron 

This  popular  house  plant 
withstands  adverse  growing 
conditions  found  in  most  homes 
better  than  many  other  plants. 
It  is  not  overly  particular  as  to 
soil,  but  likes  to  be  kept  slightly 
on  the  moist  side.  It  will  toler- 
ate heavy  shade.  Feed  once  each 
month  for  best  growth. 

Undersized  leaves.  Usually  this 
is  a  signal  from  the  plant  that 
it  is  unhappy  with  the  small 
volume  of  soil  in  which  it  is 
growing.  Move  it  into  a  larger 
pot  for  more  root  space. 

Cupping  of  leaves.  Thrips  can 
cause  this  damage.  Malathion 
will  control  these  pests. 

Yellowing  of  leaves  one  at  a 
time.  This  can  be  the  result  of 
either  too  much  or  too  little 
water.  Be  sure  to  allow  soil  to 
dry  slightly  between  waterings. 

Rubber  plant 

Here  is  a  great  house  plant 
that  will  tolerate  poor  light — 
it  will  do  better  in  bright  light, 
however.  Keep  soil  on  the  moist 
side  for  best  growth. 

Dropping  of  lower  leaves.  Usu- 
ally, this  is  the  result  of  an  in- 
adequate water  supply  or  over- 
feeding. Often,  only  the  margins 
of  leaves  will  brown. 

Burning  of  new  growth.  This 
is  the  result  of  an  attack  by  an- 
thracnose  disease.  Remove  and 
burn  affected  growth  and  spray 
with  captan. 

Insect  damage.  Spray  with 
malathion  or  use  a  systemic.  A 
good  way  to  keep  leaves  insect- 
free  is  to  wash  them  regularly 
with  soap  and  water. 

Schefflera 

Its  large,  compound  leaves 
plus  ease  of  culture  make  this  a 
highly  desirable  house  plant.  It 
can  survive  adverse  growing 
conditions  and  is  bothered  by 
few  insects  or  diseases. 

Loss  of  leaves.  Usually  this  is 
the  result  of  improper  growing 
conditions — not  enough  water, 
or  overfeeding. 

Small  new  growth.  Scheffleras 
do  not  like  to  be  pot-bound.  So, 
as  plants  grow,  shift  them  to 
bigger  pots.

all  rises  the  deep-blue,  mysterious  mist  that  long 
ago  gave  the  Smokies  their  name. 

For  lovers  of  true  wilderness,  this  800-square- 
mile  park  has  more  than  650  miles  of  trails,  to 
be  enjoyed  on  horseback  or  on  foot.  Camp- 
grounds, both  primitive  and  developed,  dot  the 
area.  For  fishermen,  600  miles  of  streams  hold 
brook  and  rainbow  (season  May  16- August  31; 
state  licenses,  but  no  trout  stamps,  required). 

Visitors  who  want  to  take  it  just  plain  easy  can 
follow  a  fine  highway,  US-441,  across  the  park. 
Near  the  state  line,  a  7-mile  spur  road  leads  to 
6,643-foot  Clingmans  Dome,  where  a  short  hike 
then  takes  you  to  an  observation  tower  at  the 
park's  highest  point.  Another  road  from  the  Ten- 
nessee side  loops  into  Cades  Cove,  a  delightful 
valley  bowl  where  early  settlers  used  to  live. 
Black  bears  are  plentiful,  but  you  needn't  worry 
aboutthem  on  the  trails.  You  are  much  more  like- 
ly to  see  them  from  your  car.  But  don't  feed 
them:  it's  both  illegal  and  dangerous. 

Asheville  is  the  gateway  to  the  Smokies  on  the 
North  Carolina  side.

State-280,  and  US-276,  a  routing  that  takes  you 
through  Pisgah  National  Forest,  where  the  road, 
flanked  by  idyllic  campsites,  parallels  a  roaring 
mountain  stream.  US-276  feeds  into  the  south- 
ernmost and  possibly  most  impressive  stretch  of 
the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway,  which  then  joins  US- 
441  in  the  park  itself.  (Note:  high-altitude  sec- 
tions of  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  west  of  Ashe- 
ville are  closed  mid-November  to  mid-April.)

Visit  the  Oconaluftee  Indian  Village  (da/7y 
9-5,  mid-May-Labor  Day;  $1.50,  50c);  the 
Indian  Museum  (daily  8-6,  March-Nov.;  50c, 
25c);  and  Pioneer  Village  and  Museum  (free). 

Gatlinburg  on  the  Tennessee  side  also  offers 
excellent  accommodations  and  restaurants, 
among  them  the  Hays  House  and  the  dining  room 
at  the  Ski  Lodge  at  the  foot  of  a  panoramic  chair 
lift  that  runs  all  year  ($1 .25,  75c).

Spanning  43  bridges  (one  of  them  seven  miles  long),  it  strings 
er  that  dazzling  necklace  of  subtropical  islands,  the  Florida  Keys, 
u're  almost  always  in  sight  of  water— the  Atlantic  on  your  left,  the 
your  right— and  most  of  the  time  you  can  see  both  without  turning 
ur|ead.  The  waters  are  alive  with  sport-fishing  craft  of  all  sizes.  Bridges

Halfway  between  Islamorada  and  Key  West,  the  resort  communities 
of  Key  Colony  Beach  and  Marathon  offer  a  wide  variety  of  accommodations 
and  the  choice  of  two  18-hole  golf  courses:  a  regulation  and  a  par-3.  Then 
on  Big  Pine  Key,  leave  the  highway  on  S-940  for  a  two-mile  side  trip  to  the 
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National  Key  Deer  Refugo,  hone  of  an  elfin  deer  named  "Bucky' 
stands  less  than  two  feet  hijh  and  has  a  pair  of  spike  horns. 

Kay  West  is  where  the  road  stops  at  the  southernmost  tip  of  the 
nental  U.S.  The  best  w.iy  to  see  this  fascinating  community— parts  of 
date  back  to  pirate  days— is  to  board  the  Conch  Tour  Train  for  a  14-mi 
around  the  island,  then  return  at  your  leisure  to  places  you  liked  best, 
tour  includes  the  Naval  Base,  otherwise  closed  to  the  public  (severe 
hour  trips  daily,  9-3:30;  $1,  50c).  And  by  all  means  enjoy  lunch  at  the 
Lobster  House,  overlooking  the  colorful  harbor. 

Don't  leave  the  Keys  without  tasting  key  lime  pie;  it's  sold  every* 
Make  sure  it's  yellow— if  the  filling  is  green,  it's  not  key  lime. 
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Three  miles  farther  out  on  State  61  are  Middleton  Gardens,  said  to  I 
oldest  landscaped  gardens  in  America.  Begun  in  1741,  these  rollir 
races  and  butterfly  pools  required  the  labor  of  a  hundred  men  for  ten 
Exotic  gingko  trees  and  spice  trees  mingle  with  native  azaleas,  magr 
and  mountain  laurel.  Among  the  many  live  oaks  is  the  magnificent  900 
old  Middleton  Oak.  A  tea  room  serves  during  blooming  season.  (Mid 
Gardens  are  open  year  round;  $2,  $1  when  azaleas  not  in  bloom,  under  12 

Romantic  and  mysterious  are  Cypress  Gardens,  24  miles  north  of  tr 
off  US-52.  These  250  acres  may  be  explored  by  boat  or  on  foot.  The  b. 
hues  of  the  blooms  seem  redoubled  by  their  reflections  in  the  still, 
waters;  the  entire  area  is  also  a  bird-watcher's  paradise.  From  Feb. 
April  15,  an  open-air  restaurant  serves  lunch  and  tea,  and  spiritua 
sung  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  (Cypress  Gardens  grounds  are  open  Fe 
May  5;  $2,  under  12  free.) 

Boone  Hall  Plantation,  eight  miles  north  of  Charleston  on  US-17 
back  to  1681.  The  mansion  has  been  restored;  in  addition,  there  are  or 
slave  cabins  and  a  gin-house,  and  an  impressive  half-mile  avenue  < 
oaks.  The  formal  gardens  display  azaleas  and  camellias.  (Open  wet 
9-5  Sundays  1-5;  $1.25,  under  2  free.) 

Sixty  miles  north  of  Charleston  on  US-17,  the  old  city  of  Georgetc 
surrounded  by  great  plantation  houses  dating  from  the  rice  and  indigo 
ing  days.  This  year,  on  April  8  through  10,  many  will  be  on  display  witr 
fabulous  gardens.  (Tours  $4  per  day;  $10  for  three  days.) 

Belle  Isle,  5  miles  south  of  Georgetown  off  US-17,  has  many  azalee 
camellias,  and  14  live  oaks  clustered  to  form  the  British  royal  ( 
There's  also  an  interesting  Confederate  fort  (all  year;  $1,  children 
Brookgreen  Plantation  lies  17  miles  north  of  Georgetown,  on  US- 
features  a  spectacular  collection  of  sculpture  displayed  in  varied  g 
settings  (daily  except  Mon.;  free). 

In  Orangeburg,  on  US-301,  are  the  Edisto  Gardens,  where  the  gl 
azalea  display  of  late  March  and  early  April  is  followed  by  later-bl 
iris  and  over  2,000  rose  bushes.  Here  hundreds  of  new  varieties  of 
are  tested  by  the  American  Rose  Society.  The  Chinese  water  wheel 
rounded  by  blooms,  is  a  feature  of  the  garden.

And  don't  miss  Swan  Lake  Gardens,  in  Sumter,  where  black  Aust 
and  white  English  swans  glide  over  a  mirror-smooth  lake  that's  surroi 
by  azaleas,  camellias,  and  other  blooming  shrubs.  Japanese  iris  are 
tacular  between  about  May  25  and  June  10.  The  garden,  most  years 
its  peak  all  through  May  and  June.

Sixty  years  ago,  a  guidebook  published  in  Europe  gave  two  stars— for  out- 
standing excellence — to  just  three  tourist  attractions  in  America :  the  Grand 
Canyon,  Niagara  Falls,  and  Charleston's  Magnolia  Gardens.  Today  you  can 
visit  many  other  Carolina  gardens  that  rival  Magnolia's  magnificence:  each 
one  a  brilliant  display  of  light  and  color,  brought  forth  unfailingly  by  the 
warmth  of  the  South's  early  spring. 

Four  of  these  gardens  are  in  the  immediate  Charleston  area.  At  the  height 
of  their  blooming  season  (which  varies  some  what  from  year  to  year),  this  de- 
lightful Dixie  city  is  usually  crowded,  and  it  pays  you  to  book  hotel  or  motel 
accommodations  in  advance. 

Magnolia  Gardens  are,  of  course,  as  delightful  as  ever;  they've  been  in 
the  hands  of  the  same  family,  the  Draytons,  since  1671.  Follow  State-61 
about  12  miles  northwest  of  Charleston,  and  there  you'll  see  the  famed 
azaleas  blaze  under  great  live  oaks,  while  the  vivid  wisteria  cascades  from 
gnarled  cypress  trees.  Here,  too,  are  more  than  500  varieties  of  camellias, 
with  some  of  the  more  luxuriant  bushes  more  than  25  feet  high.  (Gardens 
are  open  Feb.  15-May  5;  $2,  under  12  free.) 


RELAX  IN  TEXAS'  SUN  COAST 
CITY,  CORPUS  CHRISTI 


Padre  Island 


Texans  call  Corpus  Christi  their  miniature  Mi- 
ami, for  here  is  a  fun  country  of  sun,  sand,  sea, 
and  sky.  The  town  (a  lovely  beach-front  commun- 
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ity  of  almost  200,000)  is  really  booming,  yet  it's 
still  thoroughly  relaxed.  Ranch  and  sea  meet: 
cattle  graze  on  grassy  dunes  in  sight  of  shrimp- 
ers plying  offshore.  Informality  reigns  supreme. 
You  could  arrive  in  a  pickup  truck,  dressed  in 
blue  jeans  and  T-shirt.  Nobody  would  care— or 
even  notice  in  all  likelihood. 

Visitors  approach  via  State  35  from  Houston, 
US-181  from  Austin  and  San  Antonio,  or  US-281 
and  State  9  from  San  Antonio.  The  road  from  the 
north  arcs  into  the  sky  over  one  of  Texas'  highest 
bridges.  As  you  cross  this  bridge,  you  overlook, 
to  the  right,  an  immaculate  industrial  harbor, 
and  to  the  left,  a  vast  sweep  of  blue  water 
stretching  away  from  a  truly  stunning,  paim- 
lined  waterfront— Shoreline  Boulevard. 

The  huge  Corpus  Christi  Marina  is  right  down- 
town. Here  you'll  find  charter  fishing  boats  ($25 
to  $40),  party  boats  for  bay  fishing  ($3  per  person, 
including  tackle  and  bait),  and  excursion  boats 
(four  1-hour  trips  daily;  $1,  children  50c).  Numer- 
ous excellent  lodgings  overlook  the  waterfront. 
They  tend  to  be  crowded  in  summer  when  many 
Texans  vacation  here.  Out  of  season  (Labor  Day 
to  mid-May),  you'll  find  rooms  are  easier  to  get, 
and  many  resorts  offer  slightly  lower  rates.  But

,  marinas  with  charter  boats,  and  a  Coast 
Station.   Here,   too,  there  are   plenty  of 


shrimp  boats  to  watch  and  dunes  to  explore. 
Have  dinner  at  the  Tarpon  Club:  stuffed  shrimp 
with  hush  puppies,  perhaps,  or  a  broiled  pom- 
pano  or  flounder. 

From  Port  Aransas,  you  can  take  the  24-hour 
ferry  and  another  causeway  (your  Padre  toll 
ticket  is  valid)  to  Aransas  P  ss,  another  fine  re- 
sort and  fishing/shrimping  town,  and  from  there 
circle  back  to  Corpus  Christi. 
>  A  different  tour  might  take  you  first  to  Aransas 
Pass — the  wind-blown  "sculptured"  oaks  along 
this  route  are  strange  and  fascinating — and  then 
north  to  Rockport,  which  has  an  excellent  Wi- 
mile-long  beach.  Rockport  is  also  a  sport-fishing 
center,  not  only  for  Aransas  Bay  but  also  for  the 
Gulf  where  tarpon  abound.  Be  sure  to  visit  the 
Marine  Laboratory  and  Aquarium  while  you're 
in  Rockport  (daily  8-5,  free). 

Drive  on  down  to  Goose  Island  State  Park  (turn 
right  at  the  Sea  Gun  Inn)  where  you  may  camp, 
picnic,  and  marvel  at  a  magnificent  live  oak  that 
may  have  been  growing  here  as  long  as  3,000 
years.  Nearby,  Aransas  National  Wildlife  Refuge, 
with  headquarters  near  the  village  of  Austwell,  is 
a  wonderland  for  bird  watchers  (8-5  in  winter,  to 
6  spring  and  summer).  This  is  where  the  last  sur- 
viving flock  of  the  famed  whooping  cranes 
spends  the  winters,  and  even  the  rare  roseate 


spoonbills  and  curlews  are  fairly  easy  to  spot. 

There  is,  truly,  something  for  everyone  in  the 
Corpus  Christi  area.  It's  a  year-round  angler's 
paradise,  a  boatman's  delight,  a  beachcomber's 
and  swimmer's  bonanza.  Even  history  buffs  are 
intrigued.  Cannibals  once  lived  here,  and  Indians 
hunted  all  through  the  area.  Pirates  and  bandits 
buried  gold  on  Padre  Island— legend  has  it  that 
Jean  Laffite  and  Pancho  Villa  were  among  them 
— and,  in  fact,  a  number  of  old  coins  has  been 
found  in  the  sand  by  treasure  hunters.  And  in 
1845,  young  American  officers  named  Zack  Tay- 
lor, Jefferson  Davis,  Robert  E.  Lee,  and  U.  S. 
Grant  all  gathered  at  Corpus  Christi  to  confer 
about  the  war  with  Mexico. 

The  city's  olden  times  get  a  rousing  revival 
every  year  in  early  May  when  the  town  puts  on 
its  festival  finery  and  everyone  dresses  in  pirate 
costumes  for  the  Buccaneer  Days  pageant. 
There's  a  big  parade,  a  beauty  pageant,  a  carni- 
val, a  water  pageant,  a  square  dance,  and  an 
unusual  historical  drama. 

Other  special  annual  events  in  the  area,  worth 
planning  your  trip  to  coincide  with,  include  the 
Navy  Relief  Festival  in  Corpus  Christi,  also  in 
May;  the  Deep-Sea  Roundup  in  Port  Aransas  in 
July;  and  the  Shrimp  Festival  in  Aransas  Pass, 
in  late  August  and  early  September. 


JOY  CAMPING  AND  FISHING 
BNG  GREAT  KENTUCKY  LAKE 


n'sseans  say  Kentucky  Lake  is  really  in  Ten- 
lie.  And  they're  about  two-thirds  right,  for 
Ireat  lake  stretches  184  miles  among  the 
k  hills  and  magnificent  woodlands  of  both 
■rn  Kentucky  and  Tennessee. 
f  ere's  any  disagreement  between  the  neigh- 
Bates,  it  concerns  only  which  part  of  the 
irs  largest  man-made  lake  offers  the  best 
■g.  But  no  one  has  decided,  for  all  sections 
•{thousands  of  pounds  annually. 
Iri  states  share,  too,  in  the  recreational  ad- 
figes  offered  by  2,380  miles  of  shoreline. 
■re  are  various  accommodations  for  fam- 
Mat  reasonable  rates.  If  your  family  camps, 
er/ou're  fortunate  indeed — for  nothing  com- 
hj  with  camping  along  Kentucky  Lake,  with 
■idep-wooded  shores,  its  waters,  its  beaches. 
Wee  large  recreational  areas  on  the  lake  cen- 
"  round  three  well-planned  and  excellent 
ibarks— two  in  Kentucky,  one  in  Tennessee. 
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Kentucky  Dam  Village  State  Park  is  just  above 
the  dam  on  U.S.  highway  62  near  Gilbertsville. 
There  are  250  tent  sites  and  30  trailer  sites,  each 
with  a  table  and  a  fireplace  (April  through  Octo- 
ber $2  a  day).  The  campground  is  equipped 
with  drinking  water,  sanitary  facilities,  and 
laundry.  A  grocery,  playground,  and  dining 
room  are  nearby. 

Whatever  your  favorite  activities,  you  can  prob- 
ably find  park  accommodations  for  them — fish- 
ing, boating,  swimming,  hiking,  horseback  rid- 
ing, badminton,  tennis,  golfing,  and  more. 

Kentucky  Lake  State  Park  (now  officially  called 
Kenlake)  is  located  near  Hardin  on  US-68.  Facil- 
ities and  activities  are  much  the  same  as  at 
Kentucky  Dam  Village.  Rates  are  the  same,  too. 

The  camping  area  offers  85  tent  and  35  trailer 
sites  in  a  beautiful  setting  overlooking  the  lake 
(April  through  October).  All  are  individually  laid 
out— no  crowding.  Complete  facilities,  plus  auto- 
matic washers  and  dryers  are  available.  Plan  to 
arrive  early  in  the  day,  and  preferably  on  Sunday, 
for  the  best  chance  of  getting  a  site. 

If  you  don't  camp,  excellent  accommodations 
are  available  at  hotels  and  completely  furnished 
cottages  in  the  parks  and  in  private  motels. 

For  inn  or  cottage  accommodations  at  Ken- 
tucky Dam  Village  or  Kenlake,  write  now  to:  Cen- 
tral Reservation  Service,  Department  of  Parks, 
Frankfort,  Kentucky.  This  office  serves  as  a  cen- 
tral agency  for  ail  of  the  state's  parks,  and  will 
furnish  you  with  further  information. 

While  in  this  area,  visit  the  impressive  Ken- 
tucky Dam  power  plant  and  locks  (Monday 
through  Friday,  10  till  6;  free).  The  courteous  Ten- 
nessee Valley  Authority  personnel  welcome 
questions  about  the  dam  or  the  TVA. 

Paris  Landing  State  Park,  Tennessee,  on  US- 
79,  18  miles  east  of  Paris,  compares  favorably  in 
every  way  with  the  Kentucky  parks.  The  camping 
area  is  right  at  the  lakeshore,  very  convenient  to 
to  the  boat  dock.  (Rate:  $1.50  a  day  for  4  persons; 
25c  each  additional  person.) 

During  your  visit  to  Paris  Landing,  drive  just 
13  miles  east  to  600-acre  Fort  Donelson  National 
Military  Park  (open  daily,  free).  This  fort  is  said  to 
have  the  best  preserved  earthworks  of  any  Civil 
War  battleground. 

Your  tour  should  include  a  walk  along  the  his- 
torical trails  through  the  beautiful  deep  Tennes- 
see forest,  to  the  Cumberland  River  where  Con- 


federate water  batteries  once  blazed  away  at 
Federal  gunboats.  Children  will  enjoy  the  muse- 
um's collection  of  war  paraphernalia.  Be  sure 
also  to  see  a  15-minute  movie  depicting  the  bat- 
tle of  Fort  Donelson. 

While  the  states  have  done  much  to  develop 
the  western  shore  of  Kentucky  Lake,  the  TVA  is 
working  on  a  special  project  across  the  lake. 

Called  the  "Land  Between  the  Lakes,"  it 
eventually  will  provide  170,000  acres  of  field 
and  forest  surrounded  by  300  miles  of  shoreline 
between  Kentucky  Lake  and  the  new  Barkley 
Lake.  There  is  now  one  well-developed  spot 
called  "Rushing  Creek,"  a  wild,  heavily  wooded 
camping  area  located  on  the  eastern  shore  of 
Kentucky  Lake  just  off  Kentucky  highway  453 
(or  Tennessee  49). 

By  spring,  there  will  be  200  virtually  secluded 
camping  sites,  averaging  a  half  acre  apiece,  each 
with  its  own  table,  barbecue  grill,  tent  or  trailer 
pad,  and  car-parking  pad.  All  facilities  are  quite 
modern,  and  there  are  wonderful  foot  trails, 
beaches,  playgrounds  (supervised  after  the  first 
Monday  in  June),   and   other  facilities. 

Kentucky  Lake  fishing  is  excellent.  If  you  are 
an  ardent  fisherman,  you  should  try  to  make 
your  visit  in  April  and  May  for  the  annual  crap- 
pie  run.  It  provides  one  of  the  largest  harvests 
of  pan  fish  in  the  country,  with  the  big  slab- 
sized  crappie  averaging  from  one  to  three 
pounds.  Black  and  white  bass  and  bluegill  bite 
big  in  April  through  June  and  again  in  the  fall. 

The  annual  Kentucky  Lake  Fall  Fishing  Derby 
(August  15-November  1)  offers  $5,000  in  cash 
awards.  If  the  fishing  is  good  during  your  trip, 
the  children  will  enjoy  a  visit  to  the  docks  to  see 
boats  returning  with  spectacular  strings  of  fish. 

Boating  enthusiasts  can  rent  boats  for  fishing 
or  water  skiing  at  park  docks  or  at  the  lake's  115 
private  docks.  Prices,  fairly  standard  every- 
where, usually  run  $6  to  $8  a  day  for  a  fishing 
boat  with  5-horse  motor,  plus  gas.  Skiboats  go 
for  $5  an  hour  or  $25  a  day,  including  skis. 

For  a  slow,  easy  day  on  the  water,  take  the  fam- 
ily on  a  safe  and  stable  pontoon  boat— $12. 

Kentucky  Lake  food  is  superb.  The  state  parks 
have  among  the  best  dining  rooms  in  the  area. 
They  specialize  in  country  ham  and  redeye  gravy, 
fried  chicken,  and  fresh  catfish,  served  with 
hush  puppies,  hot  biscuits,  and  onion  rings.  All 
a  family  can  eat  costs  less  than  $5! 
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STEP  INTO  THE  PAST  AT 
VIRGINIA'S  COLONIAL 
WILLIAMSBURG 


To  Riclwiond 


Sooner  or  later,  a  trip  to  Williamsburg  is  a  must 
for  every  American  family.  This  restored  Colo- 
nial city  is  anything  but  a  dreary  old  museum — it 
brings  our  early  history  to  life  so  vividly  that  you 
are  instantly  involved. 

You'll  soon  discover  the  reasons  for  this  magic 
transporttothe  past.  One  isthatthetown  doesn't 
just  sit  there:  many  of  its  500  historic  buildings 
are  in  actual  use  today  as  residences,  shops,  and 
restaurants.  Then  there  are  the  gardens— 75 
acres  of  them.  Here,  amid  brilliant  colors  and 
softly  shaded  lanes,  time  is  measured  in  sea- 
sons, not  in  years.  Just  as  if  to  prove  that  yester- 
day and  today  are  really  one,  fifers  and  drum- 
mers in  tri-cornered  hats  perform  on  the  streets, 
burghers  in  18th  century  costumes  stroll  among 
the  20th  century  crowds,  and  the  evening  enter- 
tainment of  song  and  dance  is  strictly  in  the 
Colonial  tradition.  Anywhere  else,  all  this  might 
be   a  frivolous   masquerade,    but   here   in   this 


charming,  tranquil  community  it  seems  unques- 
tionably fitting  and  proper. 

You'd  best  start  your  visit  with  a  call  at  the  In- 
formation Center,  where  a  half-hour  movie  (first 
showing  8:45  a.m.)  depicts  the  exciting  history 
of  Williamsburg  when  it  was  the  capital  of  Vir- 
ginia. This  film  puts  you  right  in  the  picture.  Its 
dramatic  scenes  were  staged  in  Williamsburg; 
later,  on  your  walks,  you  and  your  children  can 
easily  relate  the  events  to  their  locations. 

The  seven  most  significant  and  beautiful  build- 
ings of  the  town  have  been  authentically  fur- 
nished throughout,  and  there  are  twelve  craft 
shops  (free)  where  artisans  in  period  costumes 
work  with  tools  of  the  Colonial  times  to  create 
goods  of  silver,  leather,  wood,  and  iron,  the  ma- 
terials of  that  day.  (Open  daily  9-5;  combination 
tickets  for  the  seven  exhibition  buildings,  $3,  stu- 
dents $1.50,  7-11  50c). 

You'll  certainly  want  to  tour  the  Governor's 
Palace,  as  well  as  the  historic  Capitol,  where  our 
country's  liberty  was  nurtured,  and  where  the 
Virginia  Resolution  for  Independence  and  the 
Declaration  of  Rights  were  issued  amid  a  torrent 
of  fiery  speeches.  Stop  at  the  Public  Gaol  and 
try  out  the  pillory  and  stocks — they'll  make  for 
some  unusual  snapshots  of  your  family.  You  can 
also  ride  through  the  town  on  a  horse-drawn 
Colonial  carriage  with  a  costumed  coachman 
perched  atop  the  driver's  seat.  (Daily  9:30-3:30 
by  reservation  on  day  of  ride,  $1.25.  Tickets  at 
Courthouse  Museum.

For  just  plain  relaxed  vacationing,- it's  hard  to 
beat  that  trio  of  lush,  tropical  islands  just  off  the 
Georgia  coast  at  Brunswick:  Sea  Island,  St. 
Simon's,  and  Jekyll  Island.  The  "Golden  Isles," 
as  they  were  called  on  ancient  maps,  offer  the 
whole  range  of  accommodations  from  camp- 
grounds and  family  housekeeping  units  to  luxur- 
ious beach  houses,  plus  an  equally  wide  choice 
of  activities  from  beachcombing  and  fishing  to 
golf  and  tennis.  There's  also  just  enough  his- 
torical sight-seeing  thrown  in  to  lend  a  romantic 
flavor  to  the  lazy,  sunny  beauty  of  the  land. 

Jekyll  Island,  once  the  private  playground  of 
some  of  the  country's  richest  families  (among 
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them  the  Rockefellers,  Morgans,  and  Vander- 
bilts),  is  today  the  most  popular  of  the  three 
major  islands.  With  its  1 1  miles  of  ocean  beach, 
Jekyll  is  a  marvelous  retreat  for  families,  honey- 
mooners,  or  anyone  who  craves  solitude  amid 
inspiring  surroundings.  You  reach  the  island  via 
a  5-mile,  toll-free  causeway  that  branches  off 
US-17  just  south  of  Brunswick. 

You  might  choose  to  stay  at  one  of  the  big, 
modern  motels  that  line  Jekyll's  ocean  front — 
they  offer  terrific  bargains,  especially  in  spring 
(about  $15  a  day  for  2-room  suites  with  kitchen- 
ettes, for  a  family  of  4;  slightly  higher  in  summer). 
Or  you  can  camp  under  the  pines  in  the  interior 
($2  per  night).  If  you  don't  choose  to  cook,  there 
are  a  good  cafeteria  and  several  restaurants,  in- 
cluding the  excellent  dining  rooms  of  the  Wan- 
derer Motel  and  Stuckey's  Carriage  Inn. 

Jekyll's  superb  beaches  are  up  to  300  feet 
wide.  The  waters  here  have  the  warm,  gentle 
touch  of  southern  seas;  the  surf  is  usually  be- 
nign, and  already  by  late  February  the  sun  burns 
hot  enough  to  give  you  a  good  tan.  If  the  weather 
does  happen  to  betray  you,  there  is  a  magnifi- 
cent, Olympic-sized  indoor  swimming  pool  read- 
ily available  ($1,  50c).  In  addition,  virtually  all  of 
the  motels  have  their  own  pools. 

You  can  surf-castforflounder  and  speckled  sea 
trout,  or  board  a  party  boat  for  fishing  at  the  near- 
by snapper  banks  ($10),  or  even  go  out  for  the 
big  ones  in  the  Gulf  Stream  ($25  a  person).  On 
these  boats — which  leave  from  the  Jekyll  Island 
Marina  on  the  quiet,  intra-costal  waterway — rods, 
reels,  and  bait  are  furnished  ;  you  can  bring  along 
your  own  food — or,  for  only  $2  per  person,  you 
can  eat  and  soft-drink  your  fill  during  the  trip. 

For  golfers,  there  is  a  27-hole  course  (fAie  9- 
hole  circuit  costs  $1  weekdays,  $1.50  Sat. -Sun.; 
18-hole  championship  course  $2  weekdays,  $2.50 
weekends;  no  locker  or  shower  charges).

The  state  has  almost  200 
jrses,  and  most  are  open  to  visitors.  Accommodations  range  from 
very  inexpensive.  Greens  fees  vary  from  a  stiff  six  to  eight  dollars  on 
i-private  courses  to  a  dollar  or  two  on  well-tended  municipal  cours- 
:tric  or  gasoline  carts  generally  are  available,  but  call  or  write  ahead 
rm  if  a  cart  is  essential. 

of  the  best-known  golf  in  North  Carolina  is  found  in  the  gently  roll- 
dhills  area.  Here,  in  the  land  of  long-leaf  pines  and  holly,  only  five 
days  are  lost  in  the  average  year.

$6  winter);  Whispering  Pines  Country  Club  (27  holes,  $4-$6  seasonally);  the 
Mid-Pines  Club  (Sept.  15-May  15,  18  holes,  $5  for  house  guests,  $6-$7  for 
non-guests).  The  last  named  club  can  accommodate  187  people  American 
plan,  $20-$37  single,  $24-$50  double. 

In  the  upper  Piedmont,  neighboring  Winston-Salem  and  Greensboro  are 
the  golfing  centers.  Outside  Winston-Salem  lies  the  magnificent  1,117-acre 
Tanglewood  Park,  with  27  holes  (open  daily,  $2  weekdays,  $3  weekends)  de- 
signed by  Robert  Trent  Jones.  Greens  here  average  a  luxurious  12,000 
square  feet.  Within  Winston-Salem  are  Hillcrest  Golf  Course  (daily,  18  holes, 
$1.50  daily,  $2.50  weekends)  and  the  municipally  owned  Reynolds  Park 
Golf  Club  (daily,  18  holes,  $1  weekdays,  $1.50  weekends).  Twenty  miles  to 
the  south  is  the  municipal  Lexington  Golf  and  Country  Club  (daily,  18  holes, 
$1.75  weekdays,  $2.50  weekends). 

Between  Winston-Salem  and  Greensboro  is  Deep  River  Country  Club 
(daily,  1 8  holes,  $2  daily,  $2.50  weekends).  Greensboro's  Sedgefield  Inn,  open 
year  around,  offers  Old  English  atmosphere  and  outstanding  food.  (Euro- 
pean plan  rates  are  $12  single,  $14-$16  twin  and  $20-$22  de  luxe;  greens  fees 
at  adjacent  Sedgefield  Country  Club:  $6.)  Greensboro  also  has  Green  Valley 
Country  Club  (da/7y,  18  holes,  $1.50  weekdays,  $2.50  weekends)  and  Sumner 
Hills  Golf  Course  (daily,  18  holes,  $1  weekdays,  $2  weekends). 

Asheville,  a  city  of  60,000,  sits  in  beauty  on  a  2,400-foot  plateau  ringed  by 
mountain  peaks.  Accommodations  are  plentiful  and  reasonable;  courses 
are  open  daily.  Beaver  Lake  (18  holes,  $5),  with  an  unforgettable  639-yard 
13th  hole,  is  a  scenic  delight.  Black  Mountain  Golf  Club  (18  holes,  $3) 
boasts  that  its  745-yard,  par  six  17th  hole  is  the  world's  longest.  Municipal 
Golf  Course  (18  holes,  $1.50  weekdays,  $2  weekends)  has  a  flat  front  nine,  an 
Alpine  back  nine.  Brookwood  Golf  Club  ($3)  has  nine  sporty  holes.  Twenty 
miles  south  is  the  excellent  Hendersonville  Country  Club  (18  holes,  $4-$6 
seasonally).  The  Country  Club  of  Asheville  is  open  to  guests  of  famous  Grove 
Park  Inn  (April  15-Oct.  15),  where  American  plan  rates  are  $14-$20  single, 
$32-$40  double,  and  greens  fees  are  $7. 

The  courses  described  above  offer  more  golf  than  even  a  North  Carolinian 
could  handle  in  a  month  or  two.  But  there  is  plenty  more  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  state.  To  assist  in  working  out  your  vacation  rout-

if'Tahitisof  America,"  asthese  island  twins 
I  temselves  with  considerable  justification, 
eje  Gulf  of  Mexico  just  south  of  Fort  Myers. 
it*67  takes  you  to  Punta  Rassa ;  from  there, 

q  bridge  and  causeway  cross  San  Carlos 
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Bay  to  Sanibel  Island  three  miles  from  the  main- 
land (toll  $3  round  trip  for  car  and  passengers). 
Sanibel,  in  turn,  is  linked  to  Captiva  Island  by 
bridge  and  highway. 

Both  Sanibel  and  Captiva  have  for  years  been 
noted  for  their  shells.  Sanibel 's  beach  is  the  only 
extensive  one  on  the  west  coast  of  Florida  that 
faces  south;  consequently  it  bears  the  brunt  of 
the  she  1 1- bearing  tides  and  the  storms  that  sweep 
along  the  Gulf.  Some  400  varieties  of  shells  may 
be  collected — and  in  greater  numbers,  according 
to  experts,  than  on  any  other  beach  in  the  West- 
ern Hemisphere. 

You'll  find  the  low  tide  best  for  shelling,  espe- 
cially after  rough  weather  when  such  rare  and 
beautiful  species  as  lion's  paws,  angel's  wings, 
junonias,  and  alphabet-cones  may  be  picked  up. 
A  major  local  event  is  the  annual  Sanibel  Shell 
Fair  (this  year  March  5-7),  which  attracts  collec- 
tors from  all  parts  of  the  country. 

Of  course,  life  on  the  islands  revolves  around 
the  beaches.  There's  superb  swimming  in  the 
normally  placidGulf,  whichisas  safe  here  as  any 
motel  pool.  Fishing  is  equally  rewarding.  You  can 
surf-cast — standing  or  even  sitting  on  a  beach 
chair — for  a  variety  of  edible  gamefish,  such  as 
mangrove  snapper,  redfish  (channel  bass), 
snook,  sheepshead,  and  spotted  weakfish, 
known  locally  as  "trout."  The  400-foot  bridge  at 
Blind  Pass,  a  meandering  inlet  which  divides 
the  two  islands,  is  one  of  the  very  best  fishing 
spots  in  this  area. 

At  the  inlet  is  Mitchell's  Castaways,  an  unusual 
and  attractive  resort  with  a  good  restaurant.  Ad- 
jacent are  a  houseboat  on  pilings  (alongside  of 
which  porpoises  play  nearly  every  morning  and 
wake  up  the  guests),  and  a  marina  where  boats 
and  fishing  tackle  may  be  rented.  A  skiff  with 
outboard  is  $8  a  day;  your  stout  rod  and  reel 
come  to  $1  a  day;  and  live  shrimp,  the  standard 


bait,  sell  for  50c  a  dozen.  Fishing  guides  charge 
$25  a  day,  including  motorboat,  bait,  and  tackle 
fortwo  anglers.  Cruisers  for  deep-water  Gulf  fish- 
ing—grouper,  kingfish,  yellowtail,  mackerel, 
bluefish— run  $60  a  day,  for  a  party  of  six.  Simi- 
lar rates  prevail  at  the  three  other  marinas  on  the 
islands.  But  the  Castaways  offers  one  unusual 
service:  for  a  boat  rental  of  $3  a  day,  a  guide 
tows  you  to  a  likely  fishing  spot,  where  you  drop 
anchor.  He  chums  the  water,  tells  you  what  to  do, 
and  then  leaves  you.  Later,  he  tows  you  home 
with  your  catch  and  even,  if  you  want  him  to, 
cleans  the  fish;  you  can  then  enjoy  your  own  fil- 
lets at  the  resort  restaurant  without  charge  ex- 
cept for  side  dishes  and  dessert. 

Captiva  Island,  across  Blind  Pass,  is  smaller 
than  Sanibel  and  just  a  bit  more  elegant.  At  its 
northern  tip  is  the  largest  resort  in  the  islands, 
South  Seas  Plantation,  with  a  marina,  a  fishing 
pier,  and  an  excellent  restaurant.  Try  their  spe- 
cialty: baked  red  snapper  fillet  almondine. 

Next  to  shelling,  fishing— and  just  plain  loaf- 
ing—bird watching  is  perhaps  the  most  popular 
pastime  on  the  islands.  Some  200  species  have 
been  identified  in  the  area.  From  a  special  ob- 
servation tower  overlooking  Sanibel's  marshes, 
you  may  even  spot  the  rare  wood  ibis,  roseate 
spoonbill,  and  Everglades  stilt. 

Golfers  who  visit  the  islands  must  go  to  the 
mainland  to  play.  The  nearest  18-hole  course  is 
at  Cypress  Lake  Country  Club,  7  miles  northeast 
of  Punta  Rassa,  off  State  867  (greens  fee  $5  a 
day).  You'll  also  enjoy  a  side  trip  to  Cape  Coral, 
the  real-estate  wonder  that  grew  from  wasteland 
and  swamp  in  just  six  years.  Don't  miss  the  mag- 
nificent new  Cape  Coral  Gardens  that  promises 
to  become  one  of  Florida's  leading  attractions 
(8  a.m.- 10  p.m.;  free  this  opening  season).  Then 
go  on  to  drive  around  lonely,  remote  Pine  Island, 
a  part  of  Florida  that  tourists  rarely  see.

HAVE  A  REAL  BALL  IN  NEW  ORLEANS 

February  is  a  particularly  good  time  to  visit  New  Orleans.  That's  when  this 
romantic  Louisiana  city  of  French-Spanish  heritage  takes  its  month-long 
pre-Lenten  Mardi  Gras  fling.  The  carnival  air  pulsates  with  excitement: 
marching  jazz  bands,  impromptu  parades,  and  sidewalk  shows  pop  up 
everywhere  all  month  long,  building  up  to  the  rousing  events  of  Shrove 
Tuesday — the  famous  Mardi  Gras  Day. 

At  noon  of  that  big  day  (this  year  March  2),  the  lavish  Parade  of  Rex 
swings  off  on  its  three-hour  trek  down  jammed  Canal  Street  and  past  the 
reviewing  stand  at  Grolier  Hall  on  Lafayette  Square.  The  Parade  of  Comus 
follows  that  same  night,  equally  brilliant  and  yet  more  electrifying,  with  its 
crush  of  crowds,  its  flashing  lights  and  the  surrounding  mystery  of  dark- 
ness. At  the  same  time,  along  Rampart  Street,  the  Negro  community  puts 
on  its  dazzling  Parade  of  King  Zulu.  Tens  of  thousands  of  costumed  and 
masked  celebrants  let  off  steam  up  and 
down  the  nearby  streets  around  the  clock. 

It  only  stands  to  reason  that  the  city  is 
packed  for  its  famous  carnival,  and  espe- 
cially Mardi  Gras  Day.  Advance  reserva- 
tions are  imperative,  and  even  as  you  read 
this  piece,  the  time  is  none  too  soon.  Cer- 
tainly the  first  week  in  February  is  absolute 
deadline  for  Mardi  Gras  bookings.  Write  or 
call  the  New  Orleans  Tourist  and  Conven- 
tion Commission,  400  Royal  Street,  for  help 
with  accommodations. 

Even  without  the  excitement  of  the  carni- 
val, New  Orleans  is  well  worth  a  visit.  The 
100  blocks  of  the  246-year-old  Vieux  Carre 
— the  French  Quarter  (3  on  map)— never  lose 
their  exotic  flavor  and  are  fascinating  the 
year  around.  Be  sure  to  explore  the  Quar- 
ter on  foot.  Stop  first  at  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce (315  Camp  Street)  for  maps,  walking- 
tour  suggestions,  and  general  tourist  infor- 
mation. To  do  the  colorful  Quarter  justice, 
you'd  need  at  least  four  days.  If  you  lack 
time,  concentrate  on  the  Cathedral-Jack- 
son Square  area  for  historical  sight-seeing, 
Royal  Street  for  shopping,  and  famous 
Bourbon  Street  for  night  life. 

Near  St.  Louis  Cathedral,  one  of  Amer- 
ica's oldest  churches  {appropriate  dress  re- 
quired; free  guides),  you'll  find:  the  restored 
Presbytere    Museum    exhibit   of   historical 

costumes  (Tuesday-Sunday,  10-4:40;  50c,  children  free);  the  Upper  and 
Lower  Pontalba,  oldest  apartments  in  North  America  and  marvels  of  iron 
lacework  decoration;  and  the  opulent  Old  French  Market.  The  Cabildo  Mu- 
seum, completed  in  1795,  is  closed  right  now  for  repairs,  but  enjoy  its  hand- 
some exterior— Spanish  below  the  mansard  roofline,  French  above  it. 

Jackson  Square  was  the  parade  ground  of  French  and  Spanish  soldiers; 
on  this  colorful  spot  the  United  States  took  possession  of  the  vast  Louisiana 
Purchase  in  1803.  The  air  here  is  perfumed  by  malt,  roasting  coffee,  Creole 
cooking,  and  the  thousand  spicy  odors  of  the  waterfront.  Royal  Street,  with 
its  long  rows  of  galleries,  antique  and  curio  shops,  is  just  one  block  away. 

Like  their  French  ancestors,  the  Creoles  take  eating  very  seriously.  Some 


of  the  Quarter's  restaurants  are  world-famous.  The  Big  Three  are :  An 
on  St.  Louis  Street  (J2-9,  closed  Sunday),  Arnaud's  on  Bienville  StrJ 
a.m. -midnight),  and  Galatoire's  on  Bourbon  Street  (J  J  :30-9,  closed  i 
and  Mardi  Gras).  Despite  their  relatively  low  prices  and  old-fashionec 
these  three  restaurants  are  as  chic  as  the  most  expensive  dining  re 
Paris  and  New  York.  Too-casually  dressed  diners  are  turned  away.  El 
lines  at  the  door  may  be  long,  but  the  wait  is  worth  it!

HOW  MUCH  CAN  YOUR  CHILDREN  EARN  AND  STILL  BE  EXEMPTIONS 


It  is  no  longer  necessary  to  limit  your 
children's  earnings  to  $600  each  in  or- 
der to  retain  them  as  exemptions.  If  a 
child  is  under  19 — or  is  a  full-time 
student  of  any  age— and  you  contribute 
over  half  of  his  support,  you  can  claim 
him  as  an  exemption. 

He  can  now  make  $1,000,  $1,500— 
in  fact,  any  amount— and  still  be  con- 
sidered your  dependent,  provided  you 
meet  the  support  requirement.  Say  he 
works  during  a  summer  vacation  and 
makes  $900,  which  he  uses  toward  his 
upkeep.  You  contribute  $1,000  for  the 
year.  Your  portion  is  still  more  than 
half,  so  you  list  him  as  a  dependent  and 
take  a  $600  exemption  on  your  return. 

In  some  cases,  his  gross  income  can 
even  be  greater  than  the  amount  you  con- 
tribute for  his  support,  without  affect- 
ing his  status  as  an  exemption.  For 
example,  say  you  contribute  the  $1,000 
for  his  support,  but  he  earns  $1,800  and 
receives  $200  in  dividends  and  interest 
for  the  year— thus  doubling  the  amount 
of  your  contribution.  If  he  banks 
enough  of  it  so  as  to  spend  less  than 
$1,000  on  his  upkeep,  he  still  qualifies 
as  a  dependent.  The  deciding  factor  is 
not  his  total  income,  but  what  he  actually 


spends  on  his  support  in  relation  to  the 
amount  of  your  contribution. 

A  scholarship  does  not  affect  your 
child's  status  as  an  exemption,  even 
though  it  may  pay  for  a  major  portion 
of  his  support.  Suppose  "he  receives  one 
worth  $1,500.  You  pay  $1,200  for  the 
rest  of  his  upkeep.  Under  U.S.  tax  laws, 
the  value  of  the  scholarship  is  disre- 
garded and  your  contribution  is  con- 
sidered the  main  one.  Your  daughter 
attending  an  accredited  school  of  nurs- 
ing would  get  similar  consideration.  The 
value  of  the  room  and  board  furnished 
her  is  not  counted,  and  if  you  provide 
for  more  than  half  of  her  other  expenses, 
no  matter  how  little,  you  can  claim  her 
as  your  dependent. 

Also  qualifying  as  scholarships  are 
certain  stipends  paid  under  the  Nation- 
al Defense  Education  Act;  payments 
by  the  Navy  for  tuition,  books,  retainer 
pay,  meals,  and  lodging  to  college  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  a  special  Naval  Re- 
serve Officers  Training  Corps  program; 
and  state  aid  given  to  handicapped  chil- 
dren. However,  appointments  to  West 
Point  and  other  service  academies  are 
not  considered  scholarships. 

To  qualify  as  a  student,  your  child 


must  attend  full-time,  for  at  least  fi\ 
calendar  months  of  the  year,  an  educ 
tional    institution   which    maintains 
regular  faculty  and  curriculum  and  ha 
a  body  of  students  in  attendance.  A 
June  graduate  who  does  not  attend  an; 
other  school  for  the  rest  of  the  yea| 
would    meet   the   five-month    require 
ment.  Courses  taken  at  a  correspond! 
ence  school  do  not  count,  nor  does  at 
tendance  at  night  school  if  the  studenj 
is  employed  full-time  during  the  day 

If  your  child  makes  over  $600,  1 
must,  of  course,  file  his  own  income 
return.  However,  like  any  other 
payer,  he  can  claim  a  $600  personal 
emption  for  himself— on  top  of  the  ex 
emption  claimed  for  him  on  your 
turn.  This  is  the  only  income  tax  situaj 
tion  where  a  full  exemption  for 
same  person  may  be  taken  on  two  dif 
ferent  tax  returns. 

Under  the  new  Revenue  Act  of  19641 
he  can,  as  an  unmarried  taxpayer,  tak<| 
a  minimum  standard  deduction  of  $20(| 
(in  lieu  of  itemized  deductions),  plus  ail 
additional  $100  for  each  personal  exj 
emption  listed  on  his  return.  In  effect! 
he  does  not  have  to  pay  any  tax  at  a 
until  his  total  income  exceeds  $900. 


WHEN  CAN  PROFESSIONAL  HELP 

Over  the  years,  as  your  annual  Federal  tax  return  grows 
ever  more  complicated,  you  may  begin  to  suspect  that  an 
outside  tax  expert  can  save  you  money.  He  may,  for  exam- 
ple, find  tax  benefits  in  your  financial  picture  which  you  had 
no  idea  even  existed.  Such  savings— and  they  often  turn 
up  quite  unexpectedly— may  well  return  far  more  to  you 
than  the  amount  of  his  fee. 

In  any  case,  preparing  your  tax  return  may  be  tougher 
this  year  than  ever  before,  because  Congress  has  made 
changes  in  the  tax  laws  that  affect  nearly  every  line  of  Form 
1040.  It  takes  time  to  figure  out  these  new  tax  rules,  and 
then  brush  up  on  all  the  old  ones  which  still  apply.  Right 
now,  you  may  just  be  too  busy  to  tackle  your  1964  return. 

Or  maybe  you  face  an  unusual  tax  problem.  For 
example,  say  your  property  was  damaged  by  a  hurricane  and 
you  suffered  a  tax-deductible  casualty  loss;  or  you  sold  an 
income-producing  property;  or  your  income  was  unusually 
large  compared  to  previous  years.  Or  perhaps  you  now  have 
the  complications  of  substantial  travel  and  entertainment 
expense,  either  as  an  employee  or  as  a  self-employed  person 
— or  you  used  your  car  extensively  for  business  purposes. 
Possibly  you  had  considerable  income  and  expenses  from 
your  business  or  investments.  In  any  of  these  cases,  you 
probably  need  help  in  preparing  your  tax  return. 

And  if  you  still  can't  decide  whether  you  need  help,  con- 
sider  this  statistic:  Last  year,   Internal  Revenue  Service

checked  approximately  58  million  tax  returns  for  accuracy 
and  discovered  mathematical  errors  on  2y2  million  of  them ; 
On  about  1  million  returns,  the  tax  owed  was  overstated.  II 
made  refunds  to  all  those  taxpayers— but  if  an  error  on  youj 
return  this  year  costs  you  money,  you'll  be  out  of  luck  (ancl 
cash!)  unless  your  return  happens  to  be  one  of  those  checkecj 
by  Internal  Revenue  Service. 

Who  can  help  you?  If  your  over-all  tax  problems  an 
very  complicated  or  if  you  have  some  really  unusual  situa  [ 
tion,  you  should  definitely  see  an  attorney  or  accountam 
who  has  had  broad  experience  in  tax  matters. 

However,  suppose  your  return  is  not  that  involved.  Youil 
income  is  from  salary  or  wages  plus  some  interest  or  divij 
dends,  and  you  itemize  your  personal  deductions  such  ail 
contributions,  other  taxes,  medical  expenses,  and  so  on.  Therl 
you  might  want  to  use  one  of  the  large  agencies  specializing 
in  "assembly  line"  preparation  of  tax  returns.  Some  of  thes(J 
are  national  organizations  having  offices  in  major  cities  J 
Members  of  their  staffs  must  attend  an  income  tax  school } 
They  guarantee  accurate  preparation  of  your  return,  ancl 
will  pay  any  penalty  and  interest  caused  by  their  mistak(| 
(but  you  are  liable  for  any  tax  owed). 

In  many  cities,  you  can  find  dozens  of  private  individual*! 
who  advertise  help  in  tax  preparation  for  only  a  few  dollars  | 
You're  wise  to  avoid  such  services  because  of  the  risk  in-J 
volved:  seldom  do  these  persons  have  adequate  training  ancl

The  IRS,  through  its  Taxpayer  Assistance  Service, 
other  source  of  help.

If  your  tax  problems  are  complex,  you'll  pay  extr 
help,  because  the  return  will  need  to  be  "tailor-made 
your  situation.  Also,  your  tax  expert  may  have  to  do 
legal  research  on  any  unusual  problems  you  have.  It'sal 
wise  to  ask  in  advance  about  his  charges— he  should  g 
furnish  you  this  information.  Attorneys,  for  example,  us 
bill  on  an  hourly  basis  for  their  time— $15  to  $30  an  h 
typical  in  many  American  cities. 

Most  of  the  big  tax  services  work  on  a  volume  bas 
established  rates,  which  may  well  mean  a  lower  cost  to 
Fees  of  $5  to  $20  per  return  are  common;  but  check  \n 
hand  to  get  a  more  exact  idea  of  what  you'll  be  paying. 

What  about  your  tax  records?  By  carefully  organ 
your  necessary  tax  data,  you  can  speed  up  and  simplif; 
work  of  your  tax  man  (and  maybe  reduce  his  charge  to . 
Before  you  see  him,  list  all  your  itemized  deductions  : 
orderly  fashion,  and  assemble  all  needed  information  on 
salary,  withholding  tax,  interest,  dividends,  and  so  on. 
when  you  lay  your  records  out  for  him,  don't  waste  his 
with  elaborate  explanations  or  arguments.  Just  point  ou 
basic  facts  of  your  case,  and  then  rely  on  his  experience 
the  rest.  After  all,  that's  why  you  are  paying  him. 

If  your  return  is  audited  by  IRS,  don't  expect  to  pas 
buck  completely  to  your  tax  man.  It's  true  he's  respor 
for  the  accuracy  of  the  return  itself.  But  it  was  your  j< 
furnish  him  with  correct  and  complete  information  on 
income  and  deductible  expenses.  If  you  failed  to  do 
then  it's  your  problem,  not  his.

HOW  MUCH  CAN  YOU  DEDUCT 
FOR  MERCHANDISE  OR  STOCK 
GIVEN  TO  CHARITY? 

You  can  list  on  your  income  tax  return  as  a  charitah 
duction  the  fair  market  value  of  any  item  of  value  yo 
to  your  local  charity,  church,  or  school.  The  items  m 
elude  old  clothes,  books,  furniture,  appliances,  and 
chandise.  Don't  overlook  taking  a  deduction  for  such  £ 
they  might  well  add  up  to  a  sizable  tax  savings. 

To  substantiate  the  deduction  (in  case  Internal  Re 
Service  asks),  do  two  things.  First,  itemize  and  descril 
merchandise,  and  have  a  representative  of  the  charity 
receipt.  Second,  estimate  fair  market  value  of  each  i 
that  is,  the  price  you  could  get  if  you  tried  to  sell  it. 

If  you  give  something  really  valuable  to  a  c 
(such  as  a  painting  or  expensive  furniture),  have  th( 
professionally  appraised  and  keep  the  appraisal  han, 
case  the  tax  men  ask  you  to  prove  the  dollar  value. 

You  might  often  find  it  advantageous  to  give  stock— 
than  cash — to  a  charity.  Giving  stock  permits  you  to  i 
tax  deduction  equal  to  the  market  value  of  the  securit 
the  date  of  the  gift. 

If  you  have  a  stock  which  has  grown  in  value  sine 
bought  it,  you  can  make  good  on  a  charitable  pledge  an 
enjoy  a  tax  advantage.  That's  because  giving  the  stock 
means  you  don't  have  to  pay  tax  on  the  capital  gain: 
example,  suppose  you  bought  10  shares  of  stock  for  $40* 
the  shares  are  now  worth  $800.  If  you  sell  the  stocl 
must  pay  taxes  on  the  $400  profit.

Above,  the  covered  carport,  attached  to  the  rear  of  the 
house,  protects  two  cars  from  bad  weather — and  provides  a 
sheltered  patio  for  summer  enjoyment.

Vines 


The  way  a  vine  climbs  determines  how  you 
should  use  it.  Vines  that  cling  with  adhesive 
disks  and  rootlike  holdfasts  are  for  masonry 
walls  only.  If  you  have  a  frame  building,  use 
twining  vines  and  those  that  cling  by  ten- 
drils on  trellises  set  1  to  2  feet  from  the  house 
wall.  Hinge  the  trellis  at  its  base  so  it  can  be 
detached  from  the  top  and  laid,  complete 
with  vine,  on  the  ground  when  you  paint  the 
house— then  replaced  when  you're  finished. 

Dig  deeply  the  area  in  which  the  vine  is  to 
be  planted  and  add  organic  matter  to  loosen 
the  soil.  Wall-clinging  vines  should  be  set 
close  to  the  brick  or  stone  wall  they  are  to 
climb.  Plant  twining  vines  at  the  base  of 
trellis  upon  which  they  are  to  grow.  Water 
newly  set  vines  thoroughly  and  keep  soil 
moist  during  first  two  summers.  Feed  lightly 
soon  after  first  growth  appears,  and  again  in 
early  July  and  late  fall. 

Some  plants  twine  left  to  right,  others 
right  to  left.  You  can  best  help  them  on  their 
way  up  if  you  first  tie  shoots  of  the  young 
vines  to  their  supports  and  observe  which 
direction  they  want  to  twist.  Various  kinds 
of  mortar  screws,  hooks,  and  adhesive  disks 
are  available  for  starting  clinging  vines  up  a 
masonry  wall.  Once  started,  these  vines  sel- 
dom need  additional  support.  Mount  a  woven 
wire  trellis  against  a  brick  or  stone  wall  for 
twining  vines  or  make  one  by  stretching 
wire  between  mortar  hooks.

You  know  you're  supposed  to 
pump  your  brakes  when  try- 
ing to  stop  on  a  slick  surface. 
You  know  that  slamming 
your  foot  down  on  the  pedal 
—and  holding  it  there— will  make  your  car  skid  hopelessly 
out  of  control.  You  know  it,  but  in  an  emergency  you'll  prob- 
ably slam  down  hard  anyway.  No  matter  what  you  think,  no 
matter  how  good  you  are,  the  natural  and  first  impulse  in 
an  emergency  is  to  stop. 

And  locked  wheels  mean  no  control.  You  can  no  longer  steer 
the  front  wheels,  and  the  rear  wheels  track  badly,  tending  to 
break  away  into  a  skid.  But  what  if  you  could  do  the  almost 
impossible  and  remember  to  pump  the  brake?  A  wheel  rotat- 
ing on  the  road,  while  being  retarded  by  brake  action  just 
short  of  lock-up  (impending  skid),  can  stop  faster  than  a 
wheel  that  is  locked  and  sliding.  So  you'd  stop  faster, 
straighter,  safer,  and  with  full  steering  control. 

Now  there's  an  anti-skid  device  that  remembers  for  you.

The  unit  does  what  the  vet- 
eran driver  realizes  he  is  un- 
able to  do  in  a  panic  situa- 
tion—it takes  over  for  him, 
pumping  the  brakes  auto- 
matically and  much  more 
rapidly  than  is  humanly  pos- 
sible. This  pumping,  or  pul- 
sating, action  allows  the

These  pictures  were  taken  from 
an  actual  movie  showing  two 
identical  cars  traveling  at  the 
same  speed  on  a  slick  highway. 
Both  drivers  applied  their  brakes 
at  the  same  time.  The  car  on  the 
right  was  equipped  with  the  anti- 
skid device  and,  as  you  can  see, 
came  to  a  straight,  controlled, 
non-skid  stop.  The  car  on  the  left 
not  only  skidded  out  of  control, 
but  also  took  a  much  greater  dis- 
tance to  stop.

Good  steer- 
ing control  lets  the  driver  maneuver  away  from  a  potential 
collision,  reducing  the  hazard  of  occupants  being  hurled  into 
the  dashboard  or  windshield.  The  device  also  improves  the 
friction  of  the  tires  by  constantly  exposing  new  tread  surface 
that  is  cool  (tires  skidding  on  a  dry  surface  often  reach  melt- 
ing temperature  which  actually  results  in  a  lubricating  action 
by  the  molten  rubber). 

We  drive-tested  the  unit  ourselves,  and  probably  the 
most  impressive  thing  was  that  in  a  panic  stop — with  the 
right  or  left  wheels  on  dry  pavement  and  the  other  two  wheels 
on  a  slick  surface— we  got  a  straight,  controlled,  no-swerve 
stop.  The  system  also  senses  unbalanced  braking  action  and 
compensates  by  reducing  the  braking  force  on  any  wheel 
that  locks  up. 

Should  any  part  of  it  fail,  you  still  have  the  normal  braking 
pressure  to  stop  but,  of  course,  you'd  have  to  do  your  own 
pumping  for  a  safer  stop  if  your  car  started  to  skid. 

The  anti-skid  idea  is  not  new.  A  system  similar  in  prin- 
ciple has  been  used  on  jet  aircraft  for  several  years,  but  is 
very  expensive  to  produce— more  than  the  cost  of  most  auto- 
mobiles. This  automotive  anti-skid  device  has  been  field-  and 
laboratory-tested  for  over  five  years.  The  major  breakthrough 
occurred  when  many  of  the  metal  parts  that  experienced  re- 
peated failures  were  replaced  with  DuPont  Delrin  and  Zytel. 
With  the  adoption  of  these  new  materials,  the  unit— after- 
extensive  testing— has  been  given  a  life  expectancy  of  up  to 
250,000  miles.  Further  tests  are  being  conducted  by  most 
automobile  manufacturers,  independent  research  labora- 
tories, and  the  research  departments  of  several  large  petro- 
leum companies. 

The  unit  sells  for  about  $130  plus  installation,  which  takes 
about  an  hour  and  usually  costs  about  $10.  Or  you  can  in- 
stall it  easily  yourself  if  you  have  any  mechanical  aptitude 
and  a  few  tools.  The  unit  is  adaptable  to  most  American- 
produced  cars  made  since  1955 — with  or  without  power 
brakes.  It  also  can  be  transferred  from  one  car  to  another  at 
trade-in  time.

YOU  BUILD 
A  BOX . . . 

This  desk  and  storage  unit  is 
so  handsome,  it's  hard  to  be- 
lieve how  simple  it  is  to  build. 
We  found  it  in  the  home  of 
Architect  J.  Donald  Bowman  of 
Seattle.  The  Bowmans  needed 
a  place  for  all  the  family's  pa- 
per work — so  they  built  this 
floor-to-ceiling  unit. 

The  unit  is  about  eight  feet 
long,  and  the  desk  top  is  two 
feet  deep.  This  size  will  fit  neat- 
ly in  many  family  rooms  or  you 
could  adapt  the  measurements 
to  fit  a  certain  spot  you  have 
available. 

First  build  the  box.  You'll 
need  one  4x8-foot  sheet  of  %- 
inch  thick  walnut  plywood. 
Choose  the  "good-one-side" 
type  to  cut  costs.  Use  mitered 
joints  on  the  storage  unit  for 
best  results  and  cut  saw  kerfs 
for   the   sliding    doors.    These 


doors  are  plexiglass;  you  could 
also  use  plywood  or  hardboard. 

Then  cut  the  three  vertical 
members  to  fit  snugly  between 
your  floor  and  ceiling.  The  dado 
on  the  front  surface  is  decora- 
tive. On  the  back,  the  dado 
should  be  big  enough  for  you  to 
recess  the  shelf  standards  into 
it.  Screw  the  corner  angles  to 
the  top  and  bottom  of  the  up- 
rights now,  too.  The  drawing 
(at  right)  shows  how  the  stand- 
ards and  angles  fit  on  the  "back" 
of  the  2x2s. 

Next,  attach  storage  unit  to 
two  of  the  uprights.  Use  wood 
screws  from  the  inside  of  the 
cabinet.  Put  uprights  into  posi- 
tion and  fasten  corner  angles  to 
floor  and  ceiling. 

Cut  desk  top  to  fit  around  the 
uprights.  To  support  the  top, 
use  angle  brackets,  fastened  to 
the  underside  with  wood  screws. 

For  the  shelves,  you  can  use 
solid  walnut  or  do  as  the  Bow- 
mans  did.  They  used  lower- 
priced  fir  plywood,  stained  it 
walnut  color,  and  applied  wal- 
nut veneer  tape  to  the  edges.

A  GUIDE  TO  SPECIALISTS 
AND  WHAT  THEY  DO

There  was  once  a  time  when  a  doctor  was  a  doctor,  with 
no  further  definition  needed;  so  little  was  known  about  medi- 
cine that  one  man  could  cover  it  all.  Then  came  the  explosion 
of  scientific  knowledge  and  the  realization  that  never  again 
could  one  person  span  the  whole  field.  Specialization  was 
born.  Today  more  than  50  per  cent  of  our  doctors  are  listed 
as  specialists:  physicians  who  devote  a  large  part  of  their 
practice,  sometimes  virtually  all  of  it,  to  a  limited  medical 
interest— a  particular  part  of  the  be  iy,  for  example,  or  one 
family  of  ailments,  or  a  certain  type  of  treatment,  or  patients 
of  a  restricted  age  group.  For  the  public,  one  result  of  this 
continuing  trend  is  the  possibility  of  confusion.  Which  medi- 
cal expert  does  what? 

The  largest  group  of  specialists  consists  of  so-called 
"area  men,"  authorities  on  particular  parts  of  the 
body.  Among  them  are  the  cardiologist,  whose  foremost  con- 
cern is  the  heart  and  blood  vessels;  the  orthopedist,  who  treats 
muscles,  bones,  and  joints;  the  urologist,  who  concentrates  on 
the  urinary  tract  and  the  reproductive  organs;  the  gastro- 
enterologist,  whose  field  is  the  digestive  system;  the  derma- 
tologist, whose  specialty  is  the  skin;  the  proctologist,  who 
treats  the  colon  and  rectum;  the  neurologist,  an  expert  on  the 
brain  and  nervous  system;  and  the  endocrinologist,  whose

throughout  the  body. 

Other  doctors,  too,  have  sub-specialties,  of  course,  whose 
names  can  be  imposingly  long.  But  usually  these  names  are 
a  blend  of  two  terms  you  can  easily  translate  and  combine. 
Thus  a  pediatric  cardiologist ,  for  example,  is  obviously  a 
specialist  in  children's  heart  conditions. 

A  number  of  specialists  direct  their  attention  not 
solely  to  the  human  body  itself  but  to  various  aspects 
of  the  environment  that  have  a  definite  bearing  on 
health.  These  doctors  are  deeply  involved  in  such  fields  as 
automotive  medicine,  tropical  medicine,  aviation  medicine, 
industrial  medicine,  military  medicine,  nuclear  medicine,  and 
—a  recent  addition— space  medicine.  Preventive  medicine, 
school  health,  and  public  health  are  similar  specialties. 

Most  of  the  doctors  enumerated  in  this  article  are  primarily 
clinicians,  the  front  line  troops  of  medical  care  who  spend 
most  of  their  time  with  patients.  Supporting  their  efforts 
with  behind-the-lines  research  is  another  large  group  of 
specialists  who,  whether  or  not  they  have  M.D.  degrees, 
work  as  scientists  rather  than  physicians.  Physicists,  chem- 
ists, geneticists,  microbiologists,  biostatisticians— the  list 
goes  on  and  on.  But  rarely  do  these  researchers  deal  directly 
with  the  public;  the  benefits  of  their  work  usually  reach  us 
through  clinicians. 

You  can,  if  you  wish,  engage  a  specialist  on  your  own. 
But  it's  wiser  to  rely  on  your  family  physician  to  confirm 
which  medical  expert  you  need  and  to  offer  you  the  names  of 
three  or  four  doctors  he  can  personally  recommend.

Quality  is  the  most  important  factor  when  you  buy  a 
power  tool.  This  does  not  necessarily  mean  you  shoulc 
the  most  expensive  model  offered,  but  you  should  seriJ 
consider  a  top-of-the-line  tool  in  the  size  or  type  thatf 
best  suit  your  needs. 

If  you  shop  carefully  and  compare  prices,  you'll  be| 
.prised  to  find  you  can  buy  a  really  top-quality  machine  i 
by  a  well-known  manufacturer  for  only  a  few  dollars 
than  you'd  pay  for  a  so-so  tool. 

Bench  Saw— usually  one  of  the  first  stationary  power 
purchased  by  the  handyman— is  very  versatile,  capal 
doing  many  jobs  quickly  and  accurately.  But  bench  sa 
available  in  a  confusing  number  of  models  and  types.  P 
to  look  for  include  a  ball-bearing  mounted  arbor  shaft; 
accessible  and  operable  controls;  and  a  tilting  arbor 
makes  possible  greater  accuracy,  is  much  safer  to  use,  a 
easier  to  set  than  a  tilting  table  type. 

The  ripping  fence  should  lock  on  both  ends,  move  easily 
bind,  and  always  lock  accurately  in  place.

Placing  a  piano  requires  careful  thought.  A  piano 
.never  be  located  near  a  heat  outlet.  Direct  heat  on  tb 
strument  can  dry  the  wood  and  cause  it  to  crack.  Foi 
same  reason,  avoid  exposing  your  piano  to  very  col 
fluctuating  temperatures.  A  steady,  moderate  tempera 
and  a  humidity  of  38  to  40  per  cent  is  ideal  for  a  pia 
and  for  you  and  your  family.  Wherever  you  place  your  pi 
always  keep  it  at  least  3  inches  from  the  wall. 

Furniture  arrangements  with  a  piano  are  only  as  1 
ed  as  your  imagination.  So  why  not  try  something  newer 
simply  placing  your  instrument  flat  against  the  wall? 

Consider  placing  your  piano  perpendicular  to  a  wa 
form  a  room  divider.  The  back  of  it  will  have  to  be  covi 
with  a  finishing  material,  but  something  like  speaker  I 
cloth  used  for  stereo  speakers  can  be  used  without  i 
fering  with  the  sound  of  the  instrument.  Some  manufacti 
offer  decorative  panels  that  enable  you  to  co-ordina 
piano  with  draperies  or  wallpaper. 

In  a  family  room  or  recreation  room,  you  might  like 
your  piano  out  into  the  center  of  things  with  the  back  co\ 
and  a  friendly  "group"  seating  arrangement  around  it, 

Placing  a  piano  on  a  long  wall  with  an  L-shaped  grot1 
of  two  chairs  and  a  corner  table  beside  it  will  also  mi

If  a  piano  faces  a  blank  wall,  the  pianist  can  feel  un| 
fortably  aware  of  turning  his  back  on  the  audience.  A 
mirror  on  the  wall  makes  him  one  of  the  group. 

A  piano,  even  a  new  one,  can  develop  minor  difficij 
that  may  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  construction  o 
instrument,  but  are  related  to  climate  or  environment 
derstanding  this  can  prevent  your  calling  a  tuner  unnj 
sarily.  However,  if  the  symptoms  do  point  to  the  instil 
rather  than  surroundings,  always  call  a  reliable  tuner 
ommended  by  the  dealer  from  whom  you  bought  your  ] 
.  .  .  never  try  to  repair  your  piano  yourself! 

Vibrations  in  or  around  a  piano,  while  annoying,  us 
are  not  serious.  If  your  piano  vibrates  when  it's  being  pi: 
check  to  see  if  the  instrument  is  level  and  solid.  Also  < 
for  loose  casters,  a  lamp  or  accessories  on  the  piano  that 
be  rattling— or  a  window  or  even  a  floor  lamp  nearby 
be  the  source.  Something  might  be  leaning  on  the  si 
board  or  a  small  object  may  have  dropped  inside  the  ir 
ment.  Check  all  these  things  before  you  call  a  tuner. 

Sluggish  action  or  sticking  keys  may  occur  if  you  h; 
brand-new  piano  and  live  in  a  very  humid  climate.  This 
not  mean  your  instrument  is  bad.  Simply  have  your  | 
tuner  make  the  proper  adjustment  to  the  keys. 

If  your  piano  is  too  loud,  try  placing  it  on  a  heav 
to  absorb  some  of  the  sound,  or  hang  a  rug  or  blanket  c 
back  of  the  piano.  Consider  draperies  of  heavy,  deepl 
tured  fabric  that  will  add  more  acoustical  control  to 
room.  If  you  live  in  an  apartment  or  have  a  family  si 
where  your  playing  might  be  bothersome  to  listeners,  in 
gate  an  electric  piano  with  an  earphone  that  makes  pi 
the  piano  strictly  private.

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TREES  AND  VINES  FOR 
EVERY  SETTING 

By  Hamilton  Mason  and  Garden  Staff 

Ornamental  trees  and  vines  are  the  final  touches  of  beauty  that  make  the  big 
difference  in  the  appearance  of  your  home.  These  often-neglected  features 
are  comparatively  inexpensive  tor  the  job  they  do  of  softening  corners,  break- 
ing long  roof  lines,  and  adding  a  variety  of  seasonal  color.  Followingare  some 
of  the  best  selections.  See  page  22  for  planting  and  training  information. 
Above.  The  white  dogwood  is  one  of  the  most  versatile  ornamental  trees.  Al- 
though planted  primarily  for  its  showy  white  blossoms  in  spring,  this  tree 
keeps  giving  right  on  through  fall  when  the  foliage  turns  a  bright  scarlet.  Tight 
clusters  of  berries  add  more  red  color  to  the  fall  show.  In  regions  where  sun 
is  excessively  hot  in  summer,  plant  the  dogwood  where  it's  protected  from 
the  west  by  either  a  structure  or  large  trees.  The  ground  cover  is  Vinca  major. 
Left.  The  double-flowered  peach  puts  on  a  spectacular  spring  showing  of 
bright  blossoms  which  cover  each  branch  right  out  to  the  tip.  Varieties  are 
available  in  white  and  various  shades  of  pink  and  red — their  graceful  branches 
work  beautifully  into  flower  arrangements.  Prune  heavily  after  blooms  fade 
to  induce  new  flowering  growth  for  the  best  floral  display  next  spring. 


How  long  must  you  wait  before  the 
tree  you  plant  makes  a  noticeable 
contribution  to  your  landscape?  That 
depends  on  several  factors:  the  size 
of  the  plant  you  start  with  (large  ones 
are  instantly  effective,  small  ones 
take  longer  to  mature);  the  tree's 
natural  growth  rate,  together  with  lo- 
cal soil  and  climate  conditions;  and 
the  cultural  care  you  provide. 
Left.  The  fringe  tree  covers  itself  in 
late  spring  with  profuse  panicles  of 
white  blossoms  which  give  it  a  soft, 
feathery  appearance.  Its  late-flower- 
ing habit  makes  it  a  valuable  addition 
to  the  garden  for  extending  blooming 
season  of  early  spring-f  lowering  trees. 

Usually  it  grows  to  about  20  feet  tall 
making  it  ideal  for  specimen  planting 
and  for  backing  up  a  shrub  border. 
Below.  The  pink  dogwood  has  all  the 
desirable  characteristics  of  the  white 
variety,  and  there  are  several  select 
kinds,  even  red,  available.  Since  dog- 
woods prefer  a  slightly  acid  soil,  they 
benefit  greatly  from  an  early  spring 
application  of  an  acid  fertilizer — the 
type  sold  specifically  for  the  culture 
of  azaleas  and  camellias. 

Other  acid-loving  plants  that  grow 
well  with  dogwoods  are  cleyera,  hoily, 
ligustrum,  and  rhododendron. 
Right.  The  mimosa,  or  silk-tree,  has 
a  wide  spread  that  makes  it  suitable 
for  shading  patio,  lawn,  or  house.  It 
grows  rapidly,  so  you  will  get  results 
in  only  a  few  years.  Actually,  it  is 
a  living  air  conditioner.  Fernlike  fo- 
liage does  a  remarkable  job  of  cutting 
down  heat  and  glare  during  the  day— 
at  night,  leaves  fold  up  and  allow 
more  air  circulation  for  increased 
comfort  outdoors.  Pink,  fragrant  flow- 
ers are  a  great  bonus.

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Left.  Clematis  Nellie  Moser  covers  it- 
self with  large  white-edged,  pink  blos- 
soms in  late  spring.  Clematis  needs 
an  alkaline  soil  and  does  best  if  its 
roots  are  shaded  by  other  plants, 
such  as  shallow-rooted  annuals  or  a 
ground  cover.  It  prefers  its  foliage  ex- 
posed to  full  sun.

Above.  The  sky-vine,  a  magnificent 
fast-growing  plant,  presents  its  celes- 
tial blue  flowers  to  Deep  South  gar- 
deners from  late  summer  through 
winter.  This  vine  is  a  natural  for  a  pri- 
vacy curtain  because  of  the  way  its 
leaves  tend  to  overlap.  It  will  create 
this  effect  in  short  order,  if  you  give  it 
high  supports.  But  you'll  enjoy  it 
more  if  you  keep  the  vines  trained 
at  eye  level.  Against  a  blue  sky,  the 
beauty  of  the  flowers  is  lost. 
Left.  The  trumpet  vine  is  as  useful  to- 
day as  it  was  a  hundred  years  ago  for 
the  big  shade  jobs  we  sometimes  ask 
of  vines.  In  just  a  few  years,  the  sturdy 
canes  can  climb  straight  up  a  30-foot 
wall,  or  cover  a  large  arbor,  like  the 
one  shown.  Or  they  can  be  easily 
trained  to  an  average-size  trellis.  The 
bright  orange  blossoms  appear  in 
generous  masses  from  June  through 
August.  Selected  varieties  of  this 
hardy,  disease-resistant  vine  give  gar- 
deners a  color  choice.  Mme.  Galen 
offers  large  apricot-orange  blossoms 
and  Yellow  Trumpet  produces  cheer- 
ful blooms  of  a  pastel  tone.

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Right.  The  pyramidal  arbor- 
vitae  is  one  of  the  most  hand- 
some evergreens.  It  lends  it- 
self to  use  in  tall  hedges  or  as 
a  specimen  plant  in  creating 
a  garden  focal  point — and  it's 
excellent  as  a  year-round 
screen  for  utility  poles.  Here 
it  forms  a  sentinel  among  the

boulders.  At  its  base,  the 
pfitzer  juniper  and  rock  coto- 
neaster  add  contrast  of  texture 
and  color,  as  does  the  laven- 
der mantle  of  creeping  phlox. 
Above.  The  Japanese  maple 
has  no  equal  for  grace  of  form 
and  delicacy  of  foliage.  Among 
the  selections  available,  you 
can  choose  a  wide  variety  of 
leaf  forms  with  gradations  of 
color  from  deep  red,  through 
bronze,  to  green.  The  one 
shown  is  -Acer  palmatum  'dis- 
sectum'  which  has  lacy,  deeply 
lobed  leaves  that  hold  their 
bronze  tint  throughout  the 
growing  season.  Light  prun- 
ing each  year  keeps  tree  at 
desired  height  and  shape.

Left.  The  Russian  olive  owes  its  popularity 
to  its  distinctive  gray-green  foliage  that 
offers  welcome  contrast  to  the  more  prev- 
alent greens  of  the  landscape.  The  twisted 
trunk  and  unusual  branching  habit  are 
bonus  features.  Plant  to  the  rear  of  the 
shrub  border  or  use  as  a  specimen  on  the 
lawn  or  near  the  patio  as  shown.  Hedging- 
size  plants  of  the  Russian  olive  are  avail- 
able at  most  nurseries  and,  when  planted 
2  feet  apart,  form  a  neat,  tight,  easy-to- 
maintain,  5-  to  10-foot-high  hedge. 
Below.  The  corkscrew  willow,  a  fascinat- 
ing tree,  has  many  winning  features.  The 
leaves  twist,  often  taking  the  shape  of  a 
corkscrew,  and  the  branches  are  gnarled 
and  turned  for  year-round  interest.  The 
bare  branches  are  excellent  for  use  in 
dried  and  Oriental  arrangements.  This  is 
an  ideal  tree  for  patio  use  since  the  fine 
root  system  will  not  push  up  the  concrete, 
and  the  water-greedy  roots  keep  the  soil 
moisture  under  the  slab  at  a  low  level.  The 
trimmed  shrubs  beneath  the  tree  are 
winged  euonymus. 

Right.  The  Washington  hawthorn  offers 
something  of  beauty  for  every  season  of 
the  year,  a  trait  few  ornamental  trees  can 
claim.  In  late  spring,  the  twiggy  branches 
are  heavily  decorated  with  clusters  of 
white  blossoms.  During  the  summer,  good 
foliage  and  groupings  of  green  berries 
take  over  until  fall  when  the  foliage  turns 
from  scarlet  to  orange  and  the  fruit  be- 
comes bright  red.  The  fruit  remains  intact 
through  the  winter.  This  tree  takes  a  lot  of 
neglect  and  summer  heat,  so  can  be  plant- 
ed near  large  paved  areas.

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Food   preparation-cleanup  center 

-  since  it  involves  the  beginning  and 
end  of  kitchen  activities— should  be 
located  where  it's  most  convenient. 
Here  you  clean  fruits  and  vegetables, 
chop  and  preseason  meat,  and — in- 
evitably—clean up  after  every  meal 
and  snack  many  times  a  day! 

For'  maximum  efficiency,  this  vital 
area  should  be  close  to  the  range— 4 
to  6  feet  preferably;  5  to  7  feet  from 
the  refrigerator;  and  just  a  few  steps 
from  the  mix-bake,  serving,  and  eat- 
ing areas.  And  light  it  well— 150 
watts  above  and  in  front  of  you. 

You'll  need  at  least  30  inches  of 
counter  space  on  both  sides  of  the 
sink.  Don't  forget  a  cutting  board  — 
this  sink  has  a  removable  one  that 
fits  over  one  compartment. 

We  think  a  drainboard  is  a  "must" 
for  every  kitchen!  Add  built-in  lotion 
and  detergent  dispensers  by  the 
faucets— a  drain  release  button  helps 
keep  your  hands  out  of  hot  water. 

A  dishwasher  fits  most  any  plan. 
Built-ins  need  only  24-inch  width.  A 
mobile  slides  into  a  24-inch-wide  area; 
you  can  use  its  top  for  work  space. 
Some  mobiles  convert  to  built-ins. 


1.  This  simple  sliding-door  box  keeps 
detergents,  scouring  pads,  brushes, 
paper  towels  where  they're  quickly 
reached— by  you— and  not  by  tod- 
dlers who  love  to  explore  under-sink 
area.  Measure  your  favorite  deter- 
gent and  cleanser  containers  so  cabi- 
net will  be  tall  enough.  If  your  sink 
is  against  a  wall,  attach  a  similar 
unit  below  a  nearby  upper  cabinet, 
or  recess  it  in  the  wall  behind  sink. 

2.  Sliding  rack  holds  several  towels. 
Some  have  electric  drying  units. 

3.  Many  new  disposers  are  so  quiet 
you  hardly  hear  them!  Some  models 
are  sized  to  fit  in  limited  space. 
A  container  for  waste  bottles  and 


cans  is  a  must.  This  one  hangs  on 
the  door.  Handy  paper  towel  holder 
saves  time  and  dishwashing.  For 
strainers,  and  paper  supplies,  this 
slide-out  vinyl  drawer,  below,  screws 
to  a  wood  base  cabinet.  Or,  stack-on 
vinyl  containers  keep  potatoes,  on- 
ions, nonrefrigerated  fruits. 

4.  Save  storage  with  a  tall  space  for 
vegetable  strainer  and  chop  board. 

5.  Do  mountains  of  burnable  papers 
accumulate  each  day  in  your  kitchen? 
Slide  a  wastebasket  out  of  sight.  If 
there's  room  to  spare,  wire  stack- 
shelves  will  hold  coffee  maker,  sauce- 
pans, or  paper  supplies  so  they're 
close  to  the  water  supply.

KITCHENS 

A  cooking  center  today  must  be  as 
flexible  as  a  rubber  band — and  much 
more  durable.  Three  meals  a  day  is 
just  the  start.  Here's  where  you  pre- 
pare for  parties  .  .  .  where  family 
gathers  for  do-it-yourself  dinners 
.  .  .  where  Junior  gravitates  for 
after-school  snacks  (or  teen-agers 
gather  most  any  time).  Since  it's  a 
center  of  family  life,  that's  where 
we  put  it  in  our  ideal  kitchen. 

The  octagon  island  is  perfect  for 
surface  or  small  appliance  cooking, 
baking,  broiling,  serving,  mixing, 
too.  Each  of  the  8  sections  is  30 
inches  wide,  including  the  4  triangu- 
lar cabinets.  Taller  center  section 
contains  storage  shelves  you  reach 
when  serving  cart  is  out.  Hood-fan 
whisks  away  greasy  smoke  and 
odors  from  both  range  and  small 
appliance  cooking. 
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1  &  2.  Saucepans,  skillets  fit 
snugly  on  triangular-shaped 
shelves.  Keep  cooling  racks, 
broiler  pans,  here.  Extra 
shelves  hold  soups,  dried 
foods,  canisters. 

3.  Wastebasket  pulls  out 
on  metal  ring  or  rests  in  deep 
tray  on  a  door.  File  baking 
pans  and  molds  in  deep- 
drawer  dividers. 

4.  Pull  cart  from  island  and 
behold  the  deep  shelves  in 
center  section.  Perfect  for 
big  roasters,  holiday  dishes, 
and  bulky  servers.  Recessed 
above  the  counter  are  spice 
shelves,  paper-foil  dispenser, 
electrical  outlets,  and  every- 
day table  condiments. 

5.  Serving  cart— counter  top 
is  really  storage  on  wheels.  A 
two-inch  edge  on  shelves 
keeps  dishes  from  sliding  off. 

6.  Pull-out  trays  make  small 
electrics,  table  linens,  and 
platters  easy  to  find. 

7  &  8.  Dishes  and  mixing 
gear  fit  in  triangular  units. 

For  minimum  work  space, 
you  need  a  24-inch  heatproof 
counter  (stainless  steel  or 
ceramic  tile)  right  or  left  side 
of  the  range— whichever  suits 
you  best;  12  inches  on  both 
sides  is  not  as  useful. 

If  you're  shorter  than  aver- 
age, a  cook-top  or  drop-in 
range  with  oven  below  can  be 
set  at  best  height  for  you  (32 
to  34  inches).  Make  sure  the 
middle  rack  of  wall  oven  is 
about  level  with  your  waist- 
line or  elbow  (when  you  wear 
low-heeled  work  shoes),  and 
by  a  heatproof  counter. 

To  combine  cook  and  serve 
centers  (minimum  space)  plan 
for  a  36x24-inch  continuous 
counter  with  storage  above 
and  below.  Include  an  over- 
head light;  wooden  chopping 
block  or  removable  cutting 
board;  outlets  and  a  large 
counter  for  putting  small  ap- 
pliances to  work. 
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TODAY'S  WONDERFUL  KITCHENS 


An  eating  center  is  almost  a  must  in 
the  family  kitchen!  Instead  of  making 
do  with  a  skimpy  corner,  allot  enough 
space  for  this  vital  center  before  you 
plan  the  rest  of  your  kitchen.  Allow  a 
minimum  of  2)  ■>  feet  around  all  sides 
of  your  table— plus  an  extra  2  feet 
beside  a  doorway. 

There's  no  rule  of  thumb  to  tell  you 
how  much  storage  space  you'll  need. 
The  best  guide  is  your  present  kitchen. 
If  the  storage  is  cramped  or  hard  to 
reach,  list  what  you  have  to  store— 
and  the  dimensions  of  your  present 
dish,  linen,  and  silverware  cabinets. 
Then  add  another  24-inch  base  and 
wall  cabinet  to  house  future  tableware. 

Forethought  on  lighting  pays  divi- 
dends in  comfort  and  glamour.  Tune  a 
simple  light  overhead  to  your  mood 
with  a  dimmer  control. 


1.  A  handsome  buffet  like  this  will 
hold  much  of  your  table-setting  needs. 
We  placed  it  close  to  the  cooking  cen- 
ter for  every-meal  use.  Or,  a  deep 
pantry  cabinet  would  store  these  items 
plus  extra  party  gear,  picnic  supplies, 
bulk  food  stuffs,  or  small  appliances. 
Serving  trays,  turkey  platters,  lazy 
susans  take  less  space  if  filed  vertical- 
ly. Adjustable  shelves  and  dividers  as- 
sure flexible  storage  as  your  needs 
change  in  the  future.  Glass  front  units 
display  antiques  and  fine  china. 

2.  These  wide,  shallow  trays  slide 
out  easily,  and  let  you  store  linens 
separately  to  keep  them  wrinkle-free. 
Select  a  wide  unit  for  fewer  folds  in 
linens.  Line  and  cover  silverware  draw- 
ers with  tarnish-retardant  cloth  to 
reduce  those  polishing  chores. 


3.  Remember,  coffee  urns,  streamlined 
pitchers,  bud  vases,  figurines  may  need 
tall  storage.  Keep  carving  set,  spatu- 
las, cake  servers,  tongs  above.  Counter 
has  marble  insert.  Ceramic  tile  or 
stainless  steel  is  heatproof,  too. 

4.  Hot  pads,  mats,  and  trivets  in  top 
drawer  aid  barbecue  chef.  A  new  non- 
spatter  broiler-rotisserie  hung  on  wall 
quick-cooks  with  quartz  element. 
Hood  above  with  high-volume  blower 
(important  for  indoor  barbecuing)  as- 
sures a  smokeless  room.  Cradles  and 
racks  are  for  casseroles;  tea  trays,  flat 
serving  dishes  are  filed  between  di- 
viders in  deep  drawers. 

5.  This  is  for  future  storage— gifts  and 
accessories  you  will  add  to  your  collec- 
tion. Candles  and  paper  supplies  are 
in  the  drawer.

KITCHENS 

A  refrigeration-freezing  center,  we  confidently  pre- 
dict, might  well  become  the  most  important  area  in 
your  kitchen— if  it's  not  already.  More  prepackaged, 
ready-to-use  foods  will  undoubtedly  show  up  in  your 
menus.  So  plan  accordingly. 

To  expedite  storing  and  removing  food,  place  a 
counter  where  you  can  use  it  for  both  appliances  (as 
shown  here),  without  having  to  walk  around  the  re- 
frigerator or  freezer  door. 

You'll  need  various  shelves  and  drawers  for  multi- 
sized  containers,  freezer  wraps,  and  bags. 

Where  to  locate  this  area?  You  be  the  judge.  If 
mealtime  means  frequent  trips  to  the  refrigerator, 
place  this  center  near  your  eating  area.  Or,  if  you 
dream  of  an  "unloading  place"  to  deposit  groceries  as 
they  arrive,  plan  the  refrigeration-freezing  center  close 
to  entry.  Pull-out  shelf  shown  here  doubles  for  desk. 

If  you  sort  and  clean  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  or 
freezer-wrap  meats  as  you  unpack  them,  combine  re- 
frigeration-preparation-cleanup  centers.  You'll  need 
a  minimum  42-inch  continuous  counter  between  re- 
frigerator and  sink  with  storage  above  and  below. 
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1.  Use  storage  above  the  refrigerator  for  item 
use  infrequently:  extra  dishes,  off-season  ] 
and  holiday  gear,  containers  for  seasonal  fro 
Install  cabinet  flush  with  face  of  refrigerate 
easier  reach.  Or,  select  a  deeper  cabinet  \ 
viders  for  filing  extra  baking  dishes. 
2  &  3.  Tall  spaces  (these  are  20  inches  higl 
perfect  for  juice  containers,  stackable  freeze 
tainers,  pitchers,  and  ice  bucket. 

4.  False  drawer  front  is  attached  to  this 
door.  Inside  there's  full-high  space  to  stand 
and  sandwich  board  on  edge  for  easy  selecti' 

5.  For  efficient  storage,  add  trays  or  shelves 
out)  to  hold  salad  bowls,  refrigerator  conta 
foil  freezer  pans,  plastic  glasses,  and  dessert  < 
(low  enough  that  children  can  reach  them  f< 
serve  snacks).  A  deeper  drawer  divides 
ice  cream   scoop,    tongs,   salad   utensils, 
plastic  bags,  freezer  tape. 

6.  Even  narrow  slots  can  be  put  to  work 
folded  paper  bags,  sandwich  holders  or  bags| 
extra  paper  toweling. 

Note:   A  wall-hung  dispenser  for  foil, 
freezer-wrap  would  be  ever  so  convenient  LI 
center.  A  wastepaper  basket  saves  steps,  toil 
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The  ideal  serving  center  in 

your  wonderful,  workable  kitch- 
en is  really  a  "plus  factor"  for 
you.  It  helps  you  ready  foods 
just  prior  to  serving— buffet, 
family  style,  or  individual  por- 
tions. Use  it  for  salad,  dessert, 
party  food  preparation;  small 
appliance  cookery ;  family  break- 
fast menus.  If  Dad  likes  to  cook, 
he  will  welcome  elbowroom 
away  from  kitchen  traffic. 

Not  only  is  a  center  like  this 
functional— it  also  provides  a 
decorative  and  comfortable  set- 
ting for  conversation  while  you 
finish  last-minute  details. 

While  this  center  is  ideal  for 
serving,  a  very  workable  area 
can  be  compressed  into  a  24x24- 
inch  counter  space  with  stor- 
age above  and  below. 

Wherever  the  serving  center 
is  located  in  your  kitchen,  you 
will  want  to  have  4  to  6  elec- 
trical outlets  above  the  counter 
for  small  appliance  use.

Do  take  a  ruler  with  you  when 
shopping  for  cabinets.  Check 
"inside"  depth  and  height.  Will 
tall  containers,  broad-based  sal- 
ad bowls,  platters,  and  dinner- 
size  plates  fit  on  shelves?  Are 
drawer  dividers  long  enough  for 
your  spatulas  and  knives?  Will 
large  trays  and  servers  fit?

Backpacking.  If  your  family  is 
sold  on  the  physical  fitness  pro- 
gram, you'll  probably  prefer 
backpacking,  the  more  rugged 
kind  of  camping.  Here  you  hike 
mountain  or  forest  trails  into 
the  wilderness,  with  every 
member  of  the  family  carrying 
a  share  of  the  equipment  and 
food.  Within  the  154  National 
Forests  in  39  states,  there  are 
over  100,000  miles  of  trails. 
The  Appalachian  Trail  winds 
from  Maine  to  Georgia.  In  the 
West,  the  Pacific  Crest  Trail 
twists  and  turns  through  the 
Cascades  and  the  Sierra  from 
Canada  to  Mexico.  Short  trails 
lead  into  the  piney  woods  of 
the  South,  the  mixed  forests 
of  the  Lake  States,  and  on  to 
the  treeless  Western  States. 


Make  a  trial  run.  For  a  starter  on

You  may  not 
be  able  to  drive  all  the  way  to 
your  camp  site,  so  watch  the 
weight  of  your  gear.  New  plas- 
tic tents  with  fiberglass  ribs, 
sewn-in  floor  covering,  and 
zippered  mosquito  netting  on 
door  and  window,  can  be  set  up 
in  a  few  minutes — and  are  snug 
and  comfortable!  A  9-foot  size 
sleeps  four  people  and  costs 
about  $100.  It  weighs  only  27 
lbs.

What  is  the  difference  between  packaged  water  softener  and  a 
fabric  softener? 

These  softeners  are  for  widely  different  purposes.  When  using 
soap,  water  softeners  should  be  added  if  water  contains  hard- 
ness minerals.  Put  them  in  wash  water  and  first  rinse.  Fabric 
softeners  make  clothes  and  linens  fluffy,  reduce  static  in 
man-made  fibers.  Add  them  to  the  final  rinse. 

Pillowcases  sometimes  yellow  in  the  center  while  hems  remain 
white.  Can  they  be  made  white  again? 

Yellowing  is  probably  due  to  incomplete  removal  of  hair, 
body  oil  or  cosmetics.  Wash  cases  several  times  with  maxi- 
mum amount  of  detergent  recommended  for1  washer,  using 
hot  water  (140  to  160  degrees)  and  diluted  chlorine  bleach. 

White  clothes  washed  in  rusty  water  are  dingy  yellow.  Bleach 
doesn't  help.  Can  they  be  made  white  again? 
Do  not  use  chlorine  bleach  in  water  containing  iron.  It  in- 
tensifies the  yellow  color  and  often  causes  spots.  Thoroughly 
dissolve  one  tablespoon  oxalic  crystals  (from  drugstore)  per 
one  cup  warm  water  in  a  plastic  or  enamel  ware  pan.  Allow  the 
clothes  to  soak  10  to  15  minutes.  Rinse  thoroughly.  Caution: 
oxalic  acid  is  a  poison.  Store  safely  out  of  children's  reach. 
To  prevent  yellowness,  have  your  water  conditioning  dealer 
test  water  supply,  then  install  the  type  of  equipment  that  re- 
moves the  iron  from  the  water.  In  the  meantime,  use  a  pack- 
aged water  softener  in  wash  and  rinse  water. 

What  causes  starch  to  stick  to  an  iron? 

If  the  fabric  is  too  wet  or  the  iron  not  hot  enough,  a  starch 
film  forms  on  iron  instead  of  on  the  fabric.  To  clean,  cool  it, 
rub  with  fine  steel  wool.  Wipe  with  damp  cloth  and  dry.

I  recently  moved  to  California  and  am  trying  to  rejuvenate  our 
run-down  lawn.  What  is  the  best  way  to  do  this? 

S.S.,  San  Jose,  California 

In  the  warm,  fertile  Santa  Clara  Valley  where  you  live, 
there's  no  reason  why  your  turf  shouldn't  be  nice  and  green 
12  months  of  the  year.  The  problem  of  rejuvenation  calls  for 
a  close  look  at  the  soil.  If  it  is  hard  and  packed,  have  a  local 
nurseryman  come  in  with  an  aerifier  to  cut  small,  evenly 
spaced  cores  of  soil  from  the  lawn.  Then,  brush  coarse  sand 
or  peat  moss  into  these  holes.  By  "opening  up"  compacted 
soils  in  this  manner,  both  the  water  and  the  fertilizer  can 
more  easily  penetrate  deep  into  the  ground  where  it  is  needed. 

Here  in  the  West,  we  use  fertilizers  that  are  high  in  nitro- 
gen. There  are  many  fine  trade-named  products  on  the  mar- 
ket that  will  do  a  beautiful  job  for  you.  Ammonium  sulfate 
does  well  too.  Dr.  H.  M.  Butterfield  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia says  that  Northern  California  grass  thrives  on  one 
pound  of  actual  nitrogen  per  month  for  each  thousand 
square  feet  of  turf.  This  is  applied  only  during  the  active 
growing  season — roughly  late  March  to  November. 

/  recently  planted  several  bougainvillea  vines,  but  the  foliage 
has  dropped  off.  What  must  I  do  to  restore  vigor? 

H.T.C.,  Fullerton,  California 
Bougainvilleas,  being  subtropicals,  are  much  easier  to 
plant  after  the  soil  has  warmed  in  late  spring  or  in  early 
summer.  That  is  probably  part  of  your  trouble.  Also,  try 
to  recall  whether  the  root  balls  were  injured  when  the  plants 
were  removed  from  the  gallon  cans.  The  main  thing  is  to 
make  sure  the  soil  is  firm  around  the  roots  now  and  that  each 
vine  has  plenty  of  moisture.  New  growth  should  start  appear- 
ing with  the  arrival  of  warm  weather. 

Having  recently  returned  from  a  trip  to  England  where  garden- 
ers save  rain  water  for  their  plants,  I  wondered  if  this  would  be 
a  good  practice  in  Arizona.  N.G.C.,  Prescott,  Arizona 

Down  through  the  years,  gardeners  in  the  British  Isles 
have  carefully  saved  rain  water  for  use  on  special  plants— 
especially  those  grown  under  glass.  This  is  a  lot  of  extra 
work,  but  the  English  seem  to  think  it  is  worth  it.  Generally, 
rain  is  acid  in  reaction.  In  your  area,  where  the  waters  are 
alkaline,  it  could  be  of  special  help  to  your  plants. 

How  successfully  do  peanuts  grow  in  a  back  yard  plot? 

S.N.T.,  North  Hollywood,  California 
If  you  have  a  rich,  fairly  loose  soil,  they  can  be  grown 
with  no  trouble.  Use  the  same  cultural  technique  as  you 
would  for  beans,  allowing  room  for  vining.  In  other  words, 
plant  them  2  or  3  inches  deep  in  hills— either  in,  or  out  of  the 
shell.  Both  the  large  Virginia  types  and  the  small  Spanish 
peanut  have  been  grown  successfully  throughout  Southern 
California.  Incidentally,  don't  try  to  plant  peanuts  that 
have  already  been  roasted !

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FAMILY  MONEY  MANAGEMENT 


DO  YOU  STILL  SAVE  MONEY  BY 
OWNING  A  HOUSE?  By,M.w^ 


In  most  cases,  decidedly  yes.  The  heart  of  the  matter  is 
the  equity  you  build  up  in  a  house.  To  be  sure,  little  equity 
is  built  up  during  the  first  few  years  of  your  mortgage;  much 
of  your  fixed  monthly  payments  goes  for  interest.  The  in- 
terest portion,  however,  gradually  decreases  each  month, 
with  a  proportionate  rise  in  the  portion  that  goes  to  pay  off 
the  loan  principal,  which  (like  money  in  the  bank)  is  your 
equity  in  the  property  you've  purchased. 

You  also  pay  for  closing  costs,  financing  fees,  and  other 
charges  when  you  buy  a  house— then  probably  a  broker's 
commission  when  you  sell  it.  This  last  amount  may  run  from 
5  to  8  per  cent  of  the  house  price.  All  these  expenses  cut  into 
the  small  equity  you  build  up  in  the  first  years  of  ownership. 
The  net  result  is  that  you  probably  will  not  come  out  ahead 
financially  (but  there  are  obviously  other  considerations,  too) 
by  owning  a  house  less  than  three  or  four  years.  After  about 
four  years  or  more,  owning  is,  in  general,  far  and  away  a 
better  financial  deal  than  renting. 

We  say  this  despite  the  fact  that  many  a  homeowner 
now  finds  he  no  longer  can  sell  his  house  for  more  than  he  paid 
for  it.  In  the  boom  years  following  World  War  II,  and  during 
an  unprecedented  housing  shortage,  people  generally  sold 
houses  at  hefty  profits.  But  remember  that  the  building  in- 
flation was  a  two-way  street.  The  profit  on  the  sale  of  one 
house  often  was  swallowed  up  in  the  inflated  price  of  the 
next  house  the  family  bought. 

In  any  case,  the  housing  shortage  is  over  now;  obsoles- 
cence and  depreciation  are  taking  their  toll.  House  prices 
have  leveled  off  in  most  parts  of  the  U.S.,  and  many  families 
have  come  to  the  erroneous  conclusion  that  a  house  is  no 
longer  a  good  buy.  This  mistake  could  lull  you  into  making 
a  choice  that  would  cost  you  a  lot  of  money. 

Take,  for  example,  the  purchase  today  of  a  $20,000  house 
near  Chicago.  Your  not-so-easy  alternative— renting  a  com- 
parable house  in  the  same  area — would  cost  you  a  minimum 
of  $200  a  month.  Over  a  20-year  period,  you'd  pay  a  total  of 
$48,000  ($2,400  a  year  times  20  years)  for  rent,  and  have 
nothing  to  show  but  a  box  full  of  rent  receipts. 

On  the  other  hand,  say  you  buy  that  $20,000  house  with  a 
$4,000  down  payment,  and  take  a  6-per-cent,  20-year  mort- 
gage for  the  balance.  Ownership  would  then  mean  a  total 
outlay  of  $49,120  based  on  an  average  of  $188  a  month: 
Mortgage  payments  (averaging  $67  a  month 
principal  and  $48  interest)  $115 

Taxes  and  insurance  ($550  a  year)  46 

Maintenance  and  repairs  27 

Monthly  Total  $188 

Items  like  the  cost  of  utilities  are  omitted  because  they  tend 
to  run  about  the  same  whether  you  own  or  rent. 

After  20  years  of  ownership  you  would  have  an  equity 
of  $20,000  in  the  house— the  $16,000  mortgage  paid  off  plus 
your  $4,000  down  payment.  Subtract  this  from  your  outlay 
of  $49,120,  and  your  net  ownership  cost  falls  to  $29,120— 
about  $121  a  month.  Contrasted  with  $200  a  month  rent, 
owning  the  house  therefore  saved  you  $79  a  month!  After  20 
years,  you  own  the  house  outright;  taxes,  upkeep,  and  re- 
pairs are  your  only  ownership  costs. 
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But  suppose  you  sell  the  house  before  20  years, 
years  your  equity  in  it  will  amount  to  $6,422,  after  ten 
more  than  $9,690;  and  after  15  years  $14,098.  These  fif 
'  include  the  amount  paid  off  on  your  mortgage  plus 
$4,000  down  payment. 

Our  examples  assume  that  your  house  will  neither  g 
nor  down'in  value,  a  conservative  long-term  assumptio 
is  actually  more  likely  to  increase  in  value,  as  long  as 
keep  it  in  good  shape  through  wise  use  of  the  monthly  n 
tenance  and  repair  allotment  we  indicated  above 

Most  economists  predict  that  the  nation  faces  a  si 
steady  inflation  in  future  decades.  Home  ownership  is 
the  best  hedges  against  that  trend,  because  our  soaring  r. 
lation  will  increase  the  demand  for  housing,  particular 
the  late  1960's  when  a  huge  wave  of  World  War  II  b 
get  married  and  enter  the  market  for  houses. 

Though  many  a  homeowner  sold  his  house  at  a  loss 
last  two  to  three  years,  still  others  have  continued  to  sel 
profit.  Houses  suffered  the  greatest  loss  in  resale  val 
areas  hurt  by  high  unemployment.  But  many  such  f 
are  now  snapping  back,  including  most  of  the  West  ( 
from  Seattle  to  San  Diego,  as  well  as  attractive  neig 
hoods  in  desirable  suburbs  of  many  other  cities.  In 
places,  houses  still  find  buyers  at  premium  prices. 

At  worst,  even  if  your  house  does  depreciate  in 
(at  2  per  cent  a  year,  say),  you  will  still  be  ahead  finan 
by  owning.  For  example,  if  the  Chicago  house  noted  i 
was  sold  after  20  years  for  only  $12,000  (a  40-per  cer 
preciation  in  value),  an  owner  would  still  be  nearly  $1 
ahead  compared  with  renting. 

We  have  deliberately  omitted  an  important  (but  ha 
estimate)  financial  credit  in  favor  of  home  ownership 
tax  deductible  savings  on  your  annual  mortgage  in 
charges.  Such  extra  savings  can  amount  to  hundreds  or 
thousands  of  dollars  over  the  years.  Then  too,  in 
places  mortgages  can  be  had  today  at  interest  rates  a 
as  5J  •?  per  cent.  This  means  more  of  your  monthly  pa> 
goes  to  build  up  equity,  and  less  of  it  for  interest. 

What  about  the  cost  of  renting  an  apartment  \ 
the  cost  of  homeowning?  A  national  survey  by  the  Ins 
of  Real  Estate  Management  shows  that  apartment  r 
average  $39  a  room  per  month  in  buildings  built  prior  to 
up  to  $43  a  month  in  post-war  apartments.  These  f 
are  weighted  down  by  rents  as  low  as  $10  to  $20  a  roc 
rundown  places,  often  in  slum  areas.  Rents  for  the  n 
luxury  apartments,  at  the  other  extreme,  range  fror 
to  $70  a  room. 

Thus  you  must  spend  today  about  $160  for  a  four 
apartment,  up  to  about  $240  to  $250  a  month,  on  the 
age,  for  a  good-size  three-bedroom  apartment  with 
comparable  (but  not  equal)  to  a  three-bedroom  house 
will  have  no  upkeep  or  repair  bills,  no  grounds  to  ten< 
no  snow  to  shovel.

(Left)  Wood  columns  can  add 
distinctive  contrast  to  a  plain, 
no-woodwork  wall.  The  col- 
umns shown  here  serve  two 
purposes:  they're  a  handsome 
architectural  addition,  and 
they  artfully  conceal  the 
seams  of  the  striped  fabric. 
(Above)  A  mirror  is  not  always 
just  a  mirror.

Three  kinds  of  Indians  lived — or  still  live — 
within  the  area  shown  on  our  map  at  left: 

The  Anasazi  (a  Navajo  word  meaning  "ancient 
ones")  developed  primitive  agriculture  and 
built  cliff  dwellings  and  pueblos  long  before 
Europeans  arrived  in  North  America.  Warfare 
and  drought  apparently  caused  them  to  aban- 
don their  homes  and  move  southward  between 
1100  and  1400  A.D.  Archaeologists  recently 
have  excavated  or  restored  many  Anasazi  com- 
munities. The  most  famous  one — and  best  for 
your  family  to  start  "Indian  exploring" — is 
Mesa  Verde  National  Park  in  extreme  south- 
west Colorado,  near  the  New  Mexico  line.  Two 
others  are  Aztec  Ruins  National  Monument 
(misnamed,  since  no  Aztecs  ever  lived  here) 
and  Chaco  Canyon  National  Monument,  both 
in  New  Mexico. 

Pueblo  Indian  tribes  descended  from  the 
Anasazi;  today  they  live  on  19  small  pueblo 
reservations  in  New  Mexico.  Since  these  reser- 
vations are  their  homes,  visitors  should  respect 
rules  and  be  courteous.  Most  pueblos  charge 
$1  admission,  plus  a  fee  for  photography. 
You'll  especially  enjoy  Taos  (it's  the  largest 
one — five  stories  tall);  Acoma  (built  atop  a 
fortresslike  mesa);  and  Zuni  (the  only  remain- 
ing pueblo  of  the  "seven  cities  of  Cibola,"  for 
which  the  Spaniard  Coronado  was  searching 
on  his  quest  for  gold  in  1540). 


Plains  Indians  later  arrived  as  nomads  and 
warriors,  and  even  today  their  tribal  names— 
Navajo,  Apache,  Ute — recall  fierce  conflicts 
with  other  Indians  and  with  advancing  white 
settlers.  Now  they  live  on  large  reservations, 
and  visitors  generally  find  little  to  see.  How- 
ever, tribal  dances  are  still  performed  almost 
nightly  in  summer  at  several  New  Mexico  towns 
— notably  Taos  and  Gallup,  also  famed  for  its 
Intertribal  Ceremonial  Dances,  a  four-day  event 
beginning  the  second  Thursday  in  August. 

If  you  have  time  for  only  a  day  or  two  of  ex- 
ploring, take  one  of  the  "Indian  detour"  bus 
trips  out  of  Santa  Fe.  Or  try  our  recommended 
circle  drive,  as  follows: 

Start  with  the  Indian  exhibits — including 
splendid  arts  and  crafts — at  the  Museum  of 
New  Mexico  in  Santa  Fe.  Then  head  southwest 
on  US-85  to  Bernalillo  and  Route  44.  Turn 
northwest  to  Coronado  state  monument,  site  of 
interesting  pueblo  ruins;  then  take  Route  4  to 
Jemez  Springs,  where  you'll  find  another  mon- 
ument area  in  scenic  forested  mountains.  Con- 
tinue to  Frijoles  Canyon  in  Bandelier  National 
Monument,  where  an  excellent  lodge  and  mu- 
seum add  to  your  enjoyment  of  the  cliff  dwell- 
ings. Then  drive  to  San  lldefonso  pueblo,  noted 
for  its  pottery.  Finally,  near  Espanola,  you'll  see 
both  ancient  and  modern  pueblos  almost  side- 
by-side  at  Puye  and  Santa  Clara. 
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3  )VER  GRAND  CANYON'S 
\  JIFICENT  NORTH  RIM 
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Many  tourists  aren't  aware  that  the  Grand  Can- 
yon is  actually  two  distinct  slices  of  National 
Park,  separated  by  a  highway  distance  of  215 
miles  (as  far  as  from  New  York  to  Boston). 
Standingon  the  North  Rim,  you're  just  10  miles 
from  the  opposite  side— but  what  extraordinary 
10  miles  they  are!  Only  mules,  hikers  with  blis- 
tered feet,  or  airplanes  can  cross  this  greatest 
of  all  the  chasms  cut  by  the  Colorado  River. 

Although  the  South  Rim  is  by  far  more  popu- 
lar (overcrowded  and  commercial,  some  say), 
the  North  Rim  offers  real  advantages  to  a  vaca- 
tioning family.  It's  1,000  to  2,000  feet  higher 
in  elevation,  and  that  helps  make  the  tempera- 
ture noticeably  cooler.  The  pines  and  Douglas 
fir  are  more  luxuriant  here,  and  the  wildlife 
more  numerous.  The  North  Rim  canyon  view- 
points— though  not  as  closely  spaced  as  on  the 
other  side — burst  upon  you  from  a  forest  drive, 
and  are  all  the  more  breathtaking  because  of 
the  lush  greenery.  And  if  you're  lucky  enough 
to  be  here  early  in  October,  you'll  see  a  glori- 
ous blaze  of  gold  from  the  aspens  (absent  from 
the  South  Rim)  that  you  will  never  forget. 


Good  accommodations  are  available  on  this 
"high"  side  of  the  park  at  Grand  Canyon  Lodge 
(mule  trips  into  the  gorge  leave  from  here)  and 
the  North  Rim  Inn.  For  reservations,  write  to 
the  Utah  Parks  Company  at  Cedar  City,  Utah. 
This  firm,  a  subsidiary  of  the  Union  Pacific 
railroad,  also  offers  bus  tours  of  the  North 
Rim  and  nearby  Zion  and  Bryce  Canyon  Na- 
tional Parks  in  Utah;  travel  agents  or  any  U.P. 
railroad  office  can  supply  details. 

You  can  also  stay  at  Kaibab  Lodge,  or  the 
town  of  Jacob  Lake  (see  map).  Because  of 
heavy  winter  snows,  however,  the  North  Rim  is 
closed  mid-October  to  mid-May,  the  exact 
dates  depending  on  the  weather. 

While  at  the  national  park,  don't  overlook 
the  adjacent  Kaibab  National  Forest.  This  vast 
highland  is  one  of  the  truly  magnificent  wild- 
life preserves  in  America.  Most  notable  here 
is  the  rare  Kaibab  squirrel,  with  his  plume- 
like tail  and  big  tufted  ears;  he's  found  no- 
where else  in  the  world.  Wild  turkeys  are  often 
seen,  and  the  Rocky  Mountain  mule  deer  are  so 
plentiful  that  the  forest  is  opened  to  hunting 
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each  fall  to  keep  the  deer  population  from  ruin- 
ing its  own  range.  Separate  archery  and  rifle 
seasons  have  been  established ;  in  1964,  3,750 
deer  permits  were  issued  to  shooters  alone.  Yet 
the  deer  continue  to  flourish.  (For  hunting  in- 
formation, write  Arizona  Game  and  Fish  Dept., 
State  Office  Bldg.,  Phoenix,  Arizona.) 


On  your  way  to  or  from  the  North  Rim,  be 
sure  to  schedule  a  stop  at  the  huge  new  Glen 
Canyon  dam  and  recreational  area,  at  Page, 
Arizona.  The  visitors'  center  has  a  model  of 
the  project  and  step-by-step  photos  showing 
the  planning,  engineering,  and  construction 
stages.  Lake  Powell,  formed  in  this  red-rock 


canyon  by  the  dam,  is  the  largest  lake  i 
Southwest,  and  is  already  producing  I 
trout  and  bass  from  more  than  eight  m 
finny  youngsters  planted  by  the  National 
Service.  Nearby  Wahweap  National  Rec 
Area  has  boat  ramps,  picnic  grounds, andc 
sites,  and  more  facilities  under  developn 


CONQUER  OREGON'S  RUGGED 
PACIFIC  COASTLINE 
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No  state  in  the  land  has  more  unspoiled  coast- 
line—accessible by  a  fine  highway— than  does 
Oregon.  The  variety  is  simply  astonishing: 
broad  sandy  beaches  give  way  to  rocky  head- 
lands, and  many-colored  wild  ffowers  crowd 
down  into  the  spray  zone  near  the  relentlessly 
pounding  surf.  Rustic  resort  villages  are  set 
like  jewels  amid  the  magnificent  fir  and  spruce 
forests  so  typical  of  the 'Pacific  Northwest. 

A  fine  chain  of  state  parks  has  been  estab- 
lished along  coast  route  US-101.  Fort  Stevens, 
for  example — near  Astoria,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Columbia  River — has  old  concrete  gun  em- 
placements (shelled  by  a  Japanese  submarine 
in  World  War  II !)  as  well  as  the  scenic  wreck  of 
a  sailing  ship  that  went  aground  in  1906.  Ecola 
park,  at  Cannon  Beach,  is  ringed  by  huge  off- 
shore rockswhich  providean  unforgettablesun- 
setspectacle.  Cape  Lookout,  south  of  Tillamook, 
has  a  splendid  hiking  trail  along  a  "pillow  lava" 
promontory  formed  when  molten  rock  spilled 
into  the  icy  Pacific.  Honeyman  park  near 
Reedsport  has  huge  sand  dunes  which  are 
inching  inland  year  by  year  (be  sure  to  ride 
the  exciting  "beach  buggies"  here).  Three 
parks  adjacent  to  Coos  Bay  offer  superb  views 
atop  the  bluffs;  there's  also  a  protected  swim- 
ming beach  at  Sunset  Bay.  One  of  the  finest 
wild-flower  parks  in  the  state  is  Harris  Beach, 
near  Brookings. 

Oregon's  salmon  fishing  is  world  renowned, 
and  it  is  easy  to  try  your  luck  aboard  rented 
or  party  boats.  Spring  runs  are  often  good,  from 
about  mid-March  to  mid-May;  but  the  fall 
(August  and  September,  especially)  offers  the 
best  sport  in  most  areas.  Astoria,  Tillamook, 
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Depoe  Bay,  Reedsport,  and  Coos  Bay  ar 
good  fishing  communities.  (Write  for  a  sp 
free  salmon  guide  from  the  Travel  Inform

Fork  Canyon 


Mormon  leader  Brigham  Young  looked  out  over 
the  vast  valley  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake  in  the 
summer  of  1847  and  told  his  hundred-odd 
weary  followers,  "This  is  the  place."  And  so 


here,  after  an  overland  journey  of  incredible 
hardship,  these  Mormons  set  to  building  their 
dreamed-of  city  of  the  future. 

Today,  their  foresight  is  evident  in  the  hand- 
some grid  work  of  broad  avenues  (many  of  them 
132  feet  wide),  in  the  inspiring  panorama  of 
water  and  mountains,  and  in  magnificent  Tem- 
ple Square  in  the  heart  of  Salt  Lake  City.  Within 
this  square  are  the  unique  buildings  which 
symbolize  to  the  world  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  The  Temple  itself, 
with  its  six  soaring  spires,  is  closed  to  non- 
Mormons,  but  the  great  domed  Tabernacle  may 
be  visited  every  day  of  the  year.  The  acoustics 
of  this  Tabernacle  must  be  heard  to  be  be- 
lieved: a  whisper  from  a  choir  position  may  be 
understood  in  the  rear  pews  200  feet  away. 
Organ  recitals  are  given  year-round  at  noon 
(except  Sunday,  when  it's  4  p.m.),  and  also  at 
7:30  p.m.  (except  Sunday  and  Thursday)  during 
the  summer  season.  Rehearsals  of  the  famed 
Tabernacle  Choir  are  open  to  visitors  at  7:30 
Thursday  night;  you  may  also  attend  the 
broadcast  performance  Sunday  morning. 

Also  within  Salt  Lake  City — and  well  worth 
your  stopping— are  the  state  capitol  overlook- 
ing the  entire  valley,  and  two  special  displays 
of  early  Western  life.  One  of  them,  the  Pioneer 
Memorial  museum,  is  just  across  from  the  cap- 
itol; the  other,  Utah  Pioneer  Village  in  the 
southeastern  part  of  the  city,  re-creates  a  fron- 
tier community  complete  with  a  pony  express 
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station,  carriage  house,  train  depot,  t 
smith  shop,  and  much  more.  Not  far  frorr 
neer  Village  along  Highland  Drive  are  ' 
very  good  smorgasbord-style  family  re; 
rants:  Andy's,  the  Beau  Brummel,  anO| 
economical  Nohlgren's.

Salt  Lake  is  no  longer  very  feasible;  bi  * 
shoreline  drive  westward  on  US-40  is  still  ,1 
orable  and  well  worth  your  time. 
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Along  Southern  California's  coast  line,  there 
are  beaches  where  you  can  catch  dozens  of 
spawning  grunion  barehanded  in  the  surf  on 
moonlit  nights.  Not  far  away,  you  can  pry  aba- 
lone  from  their  rocky  hideaways,  and  if  you're 
really  venturesome,  you  can  dive  with  goggles 
and  fins  for  the  clawless  spiny  lobster. 

From  party  boats,  you  can  land  your  limit  of 
bluefin  tuna,  fighting  yellowtail,  or  silvery  sea 
bass— each  weighing  20  to  35  pounds.  Come 
midsummer,  you  can  troll  for  the  mighty 
striped  marlin  and  rare  broadbill  swordfish  as 
they  migrate  northward— or  stalk  tailing  bill- 
fish,  from  Los  Coronados  Islands  (in  Mexican 
waters  out  of  San  Diego)  all  the  way  up  to 
Santa  Catalina  Island. 

Into  these  same  southern  waters  each  Fourth 
of  July  or  so  move  vast  schools  of  albacore 
tuna.  Fast  sport-fishing  boats  range  as  far  as 
65  miles  offshore  to  meet  them.  Huge  tanks  of 
live  bait— the  secret  of  Southern  California's 
deep-sea  success — lure  the  tuna  up  from  the 
depths  and  hold  them  topside  for  hours.  Hun- 
dreds may  be  taken  from  a  single  school. 

There  are  500  open-party  boats  between 
Morro  Bay  and  San  Diego,  all  providing  live 
bait,  and  most  offering  berths  and  galleys  as 
well.  When  surface-feeding  fish  depart  in  mid- 
winter, the  boats  head  for  deep  water  where 
it's  possible  to  haul  up  several  rockfish  at  a 


time  from  100  fathoms  down.  And  you'll  al- 
ways find  ravenous  bonito  and  barracuda  (the 
California  kind  is  relatively  harmless,  and  fine 
eating),  plus  kelp,  sand,  and  rock  bass.  Black 
sea  bass  up  to  500  pounds  are  an  occasional 
bonus — and  backache! 

Fares  range  from  $5  for  a  half-day  trip  to 
$18  for  a  midnight-to-sunset  adventure  along 
"albacore  alley."  Barges  anchored  offshore 
cost  only  $3  to  $4  for  a  full  day,  including  bait. 
Seagoing  skiffs  with  outboard  motors,  suitable 
for  fishing  the  breakwaters  or  coastal  kelp 
beds,  rent  for  $8  to  $15  a  day. 

North  of  Morro  Bay,  the  Pacific  chills  as 
much  as  ten  degrees;  the  accent  here  is  on  king 
salmon,  and  silver  salmon  still  farther  north. 
Party  boats  troll  slowly  with  huge  drop-off 
weights  near  the  Golden  Gate,  where  it  takes 
sea  legs  and  stamina  to  ride  out  a  blow.  Striped 
bass  run  strongly  in  San  Francisco  Bay,  with 
thousands  taken  in  brackish  backwaters.  More 
are  hooked  in  the  surf  near  Cliff  House  and 
other  tourist  landmarks.  In  far  Northern  Cali- 
fornia, several  ports  (shown  on  our  map)  have 
skiffs  and  party  boats  for  salmon,  steelhead, 
stripers,  rockfish,  and  hefty  halibut. 

To  fish  California's  salt  water,  you  need  a 
nonresident  license:  $10  a  year,  $3  for  10 
days,  or  just  $1  for  3  days.  Children  under  15 
are  exempt  from  license  requirements. 
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tion;  $15  for  advanced;  and  $40  a  person  for 
the  two-day  guided  expeditions.  During  the 
climbing  season,  June  27  to  Labor  Day,  you 
can  get  details  from  the  Exum  Guide  Service, 
Grand  Teton  National  Park,  Moose,  Wyoming. 
Off-season,  write  Glenn  Exum,  113  Woodland, 
Pinehurst,  Idaho. 

There  are  also  half-day  nature  walks  and  all- 
day  hikes  for  less  adventurous  climbers.  Check 
with  National  Park  Visitors  Centers  at  Moose 
Village,  Colter  Bay,  or  Jenny  Museum. 

When  you're  not  scaling  the  Tetons,  you  can 
be  photographing  them — and  surely  this  range 
was  designed  for  the  camera.  One  fine  vantage 
point  is  the  Snake  River;  daily  float  trips  in 
safe  rubber  rafts  descend  this  fast-moving 
stream  past  a  long  line  of  superb  mountains. 
Rates  start  at  $10  a  person,  depending  upon 
the  length  of  your  "voyage,"  and  you  can  sign 
aboard  with  several  outfitters  in  the  park  or  at 
the  nearby  town  of  Jackson.  You  can  alsocruise 
tranquil  Jackson  Lake  at  the  very  foot  of  the 
range.  Ask  about  the  outstanding  trout  fishing, 
too — you  may  want  to  try  to  tie  into  a  lunker 
cutthroat  or  rainbow. 

The  broad-meadowed  basin  of  the  park, 
dwarfing  the  Snake  River  as  it  rushes  through, 
is  called  Jackson  Hole  after  an  early  trapper 
who  "holed  up"  here.  The  Tetons  along  the 
west  rim  are  such  perfect  picture-book  moun- 
tains because  their  sheer  sides  jut  7,000  or 
more  feet  above  the  magnificent  arena  of  Jack- 
son Hole.  The  park  service  recently  provided 
new  viewing  points  along  relocated  US-89, 
now  probably  America's  most  scenic  30  miles. 
Drive  this  route  north  from  the  town  of  Jackson 
for  a  general  orientation;  then  return  directly 
beneath  the  peaks  along  Teton  Park  road.  Be 
sure  to  drive  up  the  winding  Signal  Mountain 
road  for  a  stunning  panorama  of  the  valley. 

Lodge  and  motel  accommodations  are  avail- 
able both  in  the  park  and  at  Jackson,  or  you 
can  camp  in  Grand  Teton  National  Park  and  in 
adjacent  national  forests.  Many  guest  ranches, 
most  of  them  with  excellent  riding  horses,  also 
operate  in  the  area  (write  the  Jackson  Hole,  Wy- 
oming, Chamber  of  Commerce  for  details). 

Jackson  is  a  popular  vacation  center  in  its 


own  right.  For  one  thing,  it  is  an  authentic  West- 
ern frontier  town,  complete  with  boardwalks 
to  stomp  your  heels  on,  a  stagecoach  to  ride, 
and  a  public  "hanging"  of  the  town  desper- 
ado every  summer  evening  at  seven  sharp.  Af- 
ter the  Cache  Creek  Posse  finishes  that  last 
dirty  business,  there's  a  melodrama  at  the 
Pink  Garter  theater.  Excellent  Wild-West  ro- 
deos also  are  scheduled  once  or  twice  a  week. 

Jackson  Hole's  summer  Fine  Arts  Festival 
attracts  serious  art  students  and  musicians 
from  all  over  the  USA.  Several  outstanding 
schools  offer  instruction  in  landscape  sketch- 
ing and  painting— and  there  could  be  no  more 
inspiring  surroundings.  (Write  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  for  tuition  fees  and  class  dates.) 

This  year  the  festival  will  be  held  from  July 
5  through  August  16.  Among  its  attractions  will 
be  concerts  by  the  Festival  Symphony  Orches- 
tra (Mondays  at  8:30  at  Jackson  Lake  Lodge,  and 
Fridays  at  8:30  at  Festival  Hall;  Jackson);  the 
famous  Laubin  Indian  Dancers  (Wednesdays  at 
8:15  at  Festival  Hall,  and  Fridays  at  8:15  at  Jack- 
son Lake  Lodge);  and  a  series  of  film  festivals 
(Tuesdays  at  8:15  at  Festival  Hall,  and  Thursdays 
at  8:15  at  Jackson  Lake  Lodge). 

Jackson  Hole  is  also  well  known  as  a  winter 
recreation  area.  Snow  King  Mountain,  served 
by  a  double  chair-lift,  towers  above  the  town  of 
Jackson  and  provides  excellent  skiingfrom  De- 
cember through  March.  Twelve  miles  north- 
west, just  outside  the  boundary  of  Grand  Teton 
National  Park,  the  Jackson  Hole  Ski  corpora- 
tion is  constructing  one  of  the  biggest  and 
(eventually)  best  ski  areas  in  the  country.  The 
development  is  scheduled  to  open  this  year, 
and  will  feature  a  tramway  plus  several  gondo- 
las and  double  chair-lifts. 

Other  winter  activities  in  Jackson  Hole  coun- 
try include  cutter  racing,  snow-planing,  ice- 
fishing,  ice-skating,  and  ski-touring.  Possibly 
most  fun  of  all  is  a  visit  to  the  National  Elk 
Refuge,  where  exciting  free  rides  are  given  on 
big  sleighs  that  distribute  feed  to  the  10,000 
or  more  elk  that  winter  in  this  area. 

Highways  in  and  out  of  Jackson  Hole  are  well 
maintained  year-around,  and  the  area  also  has 
daily  airline  service  (but  no  railroad). 
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TRY  EXCITING  DUDE 
RANCHING  IN  ARIZONA 
OR  COLORADO 

Put  aside  any  idea  you  may  have  of  a  dude 
ranch  as  a  place  where  boy  meets  girl  in  the 
Wild  West.  Today,  more  than  three  out  of  four 
"dudes"  turn  out  to  be  family  people  with 
children — many  of  whom  return  to  this  splen- 
did family-style  vacationing  year  after  year. 
The  West  they  discover  seems  wilder  than  it 
really  is:  along  with  the  rustic  corrals,  drawling 
wranglers,  and  rugged  mountain  or  desert 
scenery  come  evening  square  dances,  chuck- 
wagon  barbecues,  and  plumbing  that  works 
every  bit  as  well  as  at  home. 

Dude  ranches  offer  a  great  deal  more  than 
just  horseback  riding — though  you  can  do  all 
you  want  of  that.  You  may  also  fish,  hike,  and 
take  jeep  or  pack  trips  into  the  back  country. 
You  may  sit  around  a  campfire  at  night  singing 
"Empty  Saddles  in  the  Old  Corral,"  or  go  big- 
game  hunting  (for  deer  or  elk  in  the  fall  sea- 
son), or  just  breathe  in  your  share  of  the  clear, 
dry  air.  In  addition,  desert  dude  ranches  usual- 
ly offer  swimming  and  golf.  Most  ranches  have 
set  up  excellent  children's  programs— includ- 
ing all  manner  of  sports,  games,  and  horse- 
manship events — underthe  direction  of  trained 
recreational  counselors. 

Dude  ranching  is  by  no  means  a  new  busi- 
ness; it  reached  its  first  real  popularity  in  the 
early  1900s.  Around  that  time,  several  operat- 
ing cattle  ranches  began  accommodating  East- 
ern guests  who  enjoyed  going  out  West  on 
vacation.  At  first  the  guests  were  simply  lodged 


in  the  main  ranch  house;  the  ranch  entertain- 
ment consisted  of  following  the  cowboys 
around  in  their  daily  work.  But  soon  many  of 
the  owners  realized  that  welcoming  dudes 
could  be  a  paying — and  entirely  pleasurable — 
proposition  on  its  own. 

Today,  many  dude  ranches  still  remain  work- 
ing cattle  or  horse  ranches,  but  during  the  vaca- 
tion seasons  the  care  and  feeding  of  dudes  def- 
initely come  first.  Ranch  chow,  especially,  has 
been  upgraded  a  long  way  from  the  old  cow- 
poke  days:  guests  now  eat  hearty,  family-style 
meals  that  may  well  have  been  prepared  by  a 
leading  chef.  In  fact,  much  of  the  dude-ranch 
repeat  business  is  based  on  the  superb  quality 
of  their  "three-squares-and-then-some." 

Dude  (sometimes  called  "guest")  ranches 
vary  considerably  in  their  schedules  and  social 
activities.  The  most  elaborate  places,  complete 
with  big  swimming  pools  and  well-upholstered 
guest  lounges,  verge  on  being  all-out  resorts. 
(These  ranches  tend  to  be  toward  the  high  side 
in  their  rates.)  All  of  them,  however,  stress  in- 
formality and  complete  relaxation  while  on  the 
ranch.  Jeans  and  Western  shirts  are  the  rule 
for  daytime  attire. 

To  qualify  as  a  dude,  you  need  not  have  had 
previous  experience  on  a  ranch — nor  even  be 
able  to  recognize  a  horse  on  sight.  If  you're  in 
reasonably  good  health  and  feel  drawn  to  the 
outdoor  life,  a  dude  ranch  will  take  care  of  the 
rest.  Many  ranches  are  operated  by  families 
who  consider  their  guests  to  be  good  friends, 
and  are  willing  to  instruct  them  in  Western 
ways  as  little  or  much  as  is  desired. 

Ranches  range  in  capacity  from  10  to  100  or 


so  guests,  with  rates  from  about  $60 
weekly  per  person,  American  plan  (all 
included).

The  Continental  Divide — that  ultimate  high 
ridge  of  the  Rockies— twists  through  western 
Montana,  sending  its  rivers  and  streams  rush- 
ing down  one  slope  toward  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
and  down  the  other  along  a  much  longer  jour- 
ney eastward  to  the  Atlantic.  Here,  at  6,000  or 
more  feet  above  sea  level,  the  "Big  Sky"  coun- 
try of  Montana  deserves  its  name  and  fame. 
Glacier  National  Park — straddling  the  Divide 
—preserves  some  of  the  most  magnificent 
mountain  spectacles  of  all.  You  drive  along 
what  surely  is  the  roof  of  the  world  on  the 


Going-to-the-Sun  Highway,  which  bisects  the 
park  from  east  to  west.  It's  so  high,  and  the 
winter  snows  so  deep,  the  snowplows  often 
can't  get  through  till  June  15th;  some  years, 
jet  fighter  planes  are  brought  in  to  create 
sonic  booms  and  trigger  avalanches  before  the 
plows  dare  go  in.  Moose,  deer,  and  black  bear 
abound  in  this  unspoiled  high  country,  and  the 
July  wild-flower  displays  are  out  of  this  world. 

During  Glacier's  normal  season  (mid-June  to 
mid-September),  you  can  stay  at  excellent  ho- 
tels within  the  park,  or  at  nearby  motels.  For 
reservations,  write  Glacier  Park,  Inc.  at  East 
Glacier  Park,  Montana  (summer  only),  or  at 
2522  North  Campbell,  Tucson,  Arizona. 

Montana  is  an  outdoorsman's  paradise.  Near 
the  Continental  Divide,  for  example,  there  are 
dozens  of  state  park  and  national  forest  camp- 
grounds, some  as  uncrowded  and  isolated  as 
you  could  wish.  One  outstanding  camping  and 
tourist  area,  the  Gates  of  the  Mountains  near 
Helena,  is  located  at  the  edge  of  a  rugged  road- 
less area;  you  can  take  a  memorable  launch 
trip  from  here  up  a  gorge  of  the  Missouri  River. 
At  Missoula  you  can  visit  a  unique  training  cen- 
ter for  forest  firefighting  crews,  and  on  many 
days  watch  the  men  practice  parachute  jumps. 

Fishing  is  first-rate  in  rivers — such  as  the 
Madison  near  Virginia  City,  sometimes  called 
the  best  trout  stream  in  America— and  lakes, 
including  sprawling  Flathead  Lake  and  George- 
town Lake,  near  Anaconda.  If  you're  good 
enough  to  find  and  stalk  your  quarry,  hunting 
can  bring  you  antelope,  moose,  mountain  goat, 
bighorn  sheep,  and  other  big  game.  (Write  Mon- 
tana Fish  and  Game  Dept.,  Helena,  for  details.) 

American  buffalo,  along  with  deer,  elk,  and 
antelope,  may  easily  be  seen  roaming  their 
preserve  at  the  National  Bison  Range,  between 
Flathead  Lake  and  Missoula.  If  you  enjoy  un- 
derground exploration,  Lewis  and  Clark  Cav- 
ern has  an  outstanding  90-minute  tour  of  a 
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colorfully  lighted  labyrinth  exceeded  i| 
only  by  Carlsbad  Caverns,  New  Mexictj 
Mammoth  Cave,  Kentucky.  Not  far  aw;l 
the  headwaters  of  the  Missouri  River, 
three  smaller  rivers  join  to  form  the  1(1 
single  stretch  of  water  in  North  America| 
here  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico).

kustrian  alpine  expert  chose  this  spot 
crisscrossing    the    American    West    in 


search  of  the  ideal  winter  sports  center.  At  the 
time,  nothing  remotely  similar  existed  in  the 
USA,  and  even  Europe  could  not  match  the  am- 
bitious plans  which  were  to  unfold  at  Sun  Val- 
ley. The  Union  Pacific  railroad,  which  under- 
wrote the  project,  erected  on  the  valley  floor  a 
cluster  of  charming  chalet-style  buildings  in 
which,  as  one  of  the  sponsors  put  it,  "roughing 
it  must  be  a  luxury."  Railroad  engineers  de- 
signed the  world's  first  ski  chair-lifts,  and  soon 
Sun  Valley  welcomed  the  first  of  many  Ameri- 
can and  European  skiers  who  had  heard  about 
the  fabulous  powder  snow  and  the  brilliant 
Idaho  sunshine  that  unexpectedly  went  with  it. 

But  there  was  one  thing  wrong  with  Sun  Val- 
ley as  a  winter  sports  center— the  summers 
proved  much  too  good  to  waste.  An  excellent 
golf  course  (now  18  holes)  was  built;  riding 
stables,  tennis  courts,  swimming  pools,  and  a 
trap-  and  skeet-shooting  range  were  all  added. 
An  Olympic-size  ice  rink,  shaded  from  the  sum- 
mer sun,  attracted  hundreds  of  expert  and 
amateur  skaters  in  July  and  August.  Fishing, 
bicycling,  hiking,  bowling,  shuffleboard,  cro- 
quet, movie-going— all  were  made  available  to 
summer  vacationers. 

Today  Sun  Valley,  under  the  new  ownership 
of  a  California  development  company,  is  still 
pioneering.  Its  ski  school  of  80  instructors  is 
the  world's  largest,  and  special  learn-to-ski- 
week  programs  offer  reduced  room  and  tow 
rates,  plus  lessons  geared  to  the  skiing  talents 
even  of  beginners.  Winter  sleigh  rides  and 
summer  barbecue  feasts  at  Trail  Creek  Cabin 
are  now  Sun  Valley  traditions,  along  with  any- 
season  dance  partiesatthe  ratherdressy  Lodge 


or  the  more  casual  Challenger  Inn.  Children 
have  their  own  ski  school  and  skating  instruc- 
tion, as  well  as  a  nursery  and  playground. 

The  beginners'  ski  slopes  are  on  6,780-foot 
Dollar  Mountain,  right  near  the  Lodge  and  Inn. 
There  are  no  trees  here,  and  few  moguls 
(treacherous  bumps)  to  bother  skiers  practic- 
ing their  turns.  Intermediate  and  advanced 
skiers  use  Mount  Baldy,  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  town  of  Ketchum  (Sun  Valley  shuttle 
buses  make  this  trip  regularly).  Strangely 
enough,  when  Sun  Valley  was  built,  no  thought 
was  given  to  skiing  on  9,200-foot  Baldy  be- 
cause it  was  then  considered  too  high  for  such 
a  strenuous  sport!  Now  this  mountain  is  zig- 
zagged by  ski  trails,  and  a  series  of  superb  ski 
"bowls"  has  been  opened  up  near  the  top,  in 
an  area  largeiy  protected  from  the  wind.  As  a 
result,  Sun  Valley  skiing  lives  up  to  its  name, 
and  there  are  spring  days  when  the  daytime 
temperature  can  go  to  60  or  higher  without 
melting  the  snow  base. 

For  winter  or  summer  reservations,  write  Mr. 
Winston  McCrea,  Manager,  Sun  Valley,  Idaho, 
or  see  any  travel  agent.  Space  is  tightest  during 
the  Christmas  season  and  in  February,  and 
from  mid-June  to  Labor  Day;  spring  and  fall 
offer  generally  fine  weather  and  uncrowded  va- 
cationing. (But  Sun  Valley  is  closed  each  year  dur- 
ing the  month  of  April  and  from  early  November  to 
mid-December.) 

In  season,  the  European-plan  room  charges 
(meals  not  included)  range  from  $11  to  $16  a 
day  for  two  persons  in  Challenger  Inn,  and 
$20-and-up  per  day  for  two  in  the  Lodge.

Midwinter  golf 
has  become  so  popular  around  Palm  Springs 
in  recent  years  that  reservations  at  hotels  and 
motels  (and  obtaining  starting  times  at  public 
links)  may  be  a  problem  then.  But  golf's  popu- 
larity has  also  brought  a  small  blessing;  one 
airline  serving  Palm  Springs  will  now  fly  in  your 
complete  golf  gear  with  you  for  a  maximum  of 
only  $4  in  excess  baggage  charges. 

One  especially  famous  Palm  Springs  course 
— but  a  private  one— is  the  Eldorado  Country 
Club,  where  former  President  Eisenhower  of- 
ten has  played.  Another  fine  one  built  on  roll- 
ing sand  dunes  is  the  27-hole  Bermuda  Dunes 
Country  Club;  it  too  is  private.  The  leading  pub- 
lic facility  is  18-hole  Palm  Springs  Municipal, 
originally  built  as  a  private  course  but  pur- 
chased by  the  city  and  opened  for  play  in  1959. 

Not  all  of  Palm  Springs'  water  goes  on  the 
golf  courses;  there's  always  enough  left  over 
to  fill  the  pool— or  pools— where  you're  stay- 
ing. And  if  that  water  isn't  hot  enough,  you  can 
try  the  local  mineral  spa,  which  long  ago  gave 
the  city  its  name.  Other  non-golfing  activities 
include  riding  (and  a  desert  chuckwagon 
breakfast,  of  course),  bicycling,  and  shopping 
the  many  nationally  known  stores  which  stock 
summer  wearing  apparel  year  round.  In  spring 
you  can  also  watch  the  Los  Angeles  Angels  of 
the  American  League  play  exhibition  baseball. 

Although  many  business  people  and  Holly- 
woodites  have  winter  homes  here,  Palm 
Springs  remains  informal  in  manner  and  dress. 
Strict  ordinances  against  garish  signs  and  un- 
sightly buildings  are  responsible  for  keeping 
out  the  tourist  excesses  of  some  Western 
towns,  but  the  nearly  universal  friendliness 
can  be  explained  only  by  the  heaven-sent  cli- 
mate. You'll  sense  the  difference  in  Palm 
Springs  immediately  in  the  long  main  avenue 
lined  with  palm  trees,  their  fronds  illuminated 
at  night  for  subdued  street  lighting.  The  city's 


night  life  doesn't  usually  go  in  for  big-name 
entertainers,  but  you'll  discover  excellent  res- 
taurants offering  music  and  dancing. 

You  can  really  learn  to  love  the  desert  in  and 
around  Palm  Springs.  Lush  green  Andreas  and 
Palm  Canyons— oases  often  used  by  movie- 
makers in  "Sahara  desert"  films — will  amaze 
you.  You'll  doubtless  be  intrigued  by  the  weird 
cactus  and  other  spiky  plants  of  the  "high  des- 
ert" country  at  nearby  Joshua  Tree  National 
Monument.  The  vast  date  gardens  (another 
palm  species)  at  Indio  are  a  must,  also. 

The  most  spectacular  recent  addition  to  life 
in  Palm  Springs  is  the  aerial  tramway  up  two- 
mile-high  Mount  San  Jacinto,  immediately 
back  of  the  city.  Comfortable  Swiss-engineered 
tram  cars  whisk  you  to  the  8,500-foot  level  in 
an  exciting  quarter  of  an  hour;  snowdrifts 
usually  surround  the  splendid  mountain  chalet 
at  the  top  from  November  until  May.  By  all 
means  linger  on  high  to  enjoy  an  excellent 
lunch  or  dinner.  (Round-trip  $2.50,  children  $1 ; 
half  price  before  9  a.m.  or  after  5  p.m.) 

You  can  also  obtain  some  memorable  views 
and  photographs  from  your  car  along  the  fa- 
mous "Palms  to  Pines"  route  up  to  the  San 
Jacinto  mountain  range.  This  highway  begins 
between  Palm  Springs  and  Indio  as  Route  74, 
then  makes  innumerable  switchbacks  above 
the  desert  floor  on  its  way  to  the  artists'  retreat 
of  Idyllwild.  The  road  continues  through  tower- 
ing evergreen  forests  before  descending  to  the 
desert  once  more  at  the  city  of  Banning. 

Try  to  save  time  for  a  side  trip  over  to  the 
Salton  Sea,  beyond  Indio.  This  huge  inland 
"ocean,"  highly  salty,  was  formed  in  1905 
when  flood  waters  spilled  into  this  basin  from 
the  Colorado  River,  far  to  the  east.  Now  the  fine 
beaches — 220  feet  or  more  below  sea  level — 
are  becoming  popular  with  vacationers.  Salton 
Sea  state  park  offers  regattas  and  races,  plus 
boat  rentals  and  unusual  saltwater  fishing.

From  a  hundred  Seattle  vantage  points,  you 
can  see  it  all :  the  snow-capped  mountains,  the 
blue  waters,  the  communities  nestled  against 
wooded  hillsides— all  combined  to  lend  Puget 
Sound  its  unique  beauty  and  charm.  In  this 
great  protected  land  and  water  basin,  you  can 
fish  for  salmon,  cruise  quiet  channels  between 
unspoiled  islands,  climb  glaciated  peaks, 
camp  on  the  banks  of  hidden  rivers,  browse 
through  exotic  waterfront  stores,  dine  on  some 
of  the  world's  best  sea  food — just  about  any- 
thing you'd  wish  for  on  a  family  vacation. 

Seattle,  serviced  by  a  fine  airport,  dominates 
this  splendid  region.  To  tour  the  city,  you'd 
best  drive  along  its  well-marked  tourist  routes 
that  touch  all  the  popular  places  (get  a  map  at 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  215  Columbia  Street). 
Be  sure  to  visit  Seattle  Center,  which  the  com- 
munity built  for  its  recent  World's  Fair:  the 
Monorail  that  takes  you  to  the  Center  from 
downtown,  the  fascinating  Science  Center, 
Craft  Center,  Puppet  Theater,  Decoration  and 
Design  Show,  and  of  course  the  600-foot  Space 
Needle,  open  daily  from  9  a.m.  to  midnight 
(admission  $1;  children  under  12,  50c). 

Stroll  along  the  busy  waterfront  and  browse 
through     Trident    Imports    on     Pier    60    (daily 


10-9).  Explore  the  Public  Market,  at  First  and 
Pike  Street,  where  you  can  buy  everything  from 
octopus  and  peaches  to  used  clothing  and 
teakwood  carvings.  For  salmon  fishing,  you  can 
get  a  real  bargain  at  the  Shilshole  Marina, 
where  a  boat  with  guide,  gear,  and  bait,  costs 
only  $15  (no  special  license  required). 

Seattle  offers  lots  of  good  eating,  including 
the  previously  mentioned  sea  food  along  the 
waterfront,  and  many  fine  Japanese  and  Chi- 
nese restaurants  in  the  International  Settle- 
ment. For  specially  festive  dining,  try  the  Space 
Needle  Restaurant,  whose  glassed-in  dining 
deck  slowly  revolves;  Bush  Gardens  (Japanese); 
and  the  elegant  Rosellini's  Four-Ten  and  Canlis' 
Charcoal  Broiler. 

Ferry  cruises  leave  Seattle  or  nearby  cities 
for  all  parts  of  Puget  Sound.  Take  a  trip  right 
from  downtown" over  to  Bremerton  (65  minutes 
each  way;  round  trip  $1.95  for  car  and  driver,  pas- 
sengers 85c,  children  about  half  price)  for  a  tour 
of  the  Navy  Yards.  You'll  especially  enjoy  a 
visit  to  the  moth-balled  battleship'  Missouri, 
on  whose  deck  the  Japanese  surrendered  fsev- 
eral  tours  daily;  $1,  50c). 

One  of  the  best  water  trips  is  to  the  San  Juan 
Islands  at  the  north  end  of  Puget  Sound  in  the 
Strait  of  Juan  de  Fuca.  You  can  reach  these 
enchanted  isles  by  following  US-99  and  Route 
525  north  of  Seattle  and  taking  a  short  ferry 
ride  to  Whidbey  Island.  Then  drive  north,  stop- 
ping at  Deception  Pass,  one  of  Washington's 
many  beautiful  and  well-kept  state  parks  (good 
camping,  too),  and  continue  to  Anacortes, 
home  port  of  one  of  the  world's  great  boat  rides. 

The  ferry's  route  meanders  through  the 
green  maze  of  the  many  San  Juan  Islands, 
docking  four  times  before  reaching  its  termi- 
nus in  Sidney,  British  Columbia.  You  can  get 
off  at  any  one  of  these  stops  and  then  return  to 
Anacortes  on  another  ferry.  If  you  take  your  car 
with  you,  interrupt  the  trip  at  Orcas  Island  (1 
hour  and  15  minutes;  auto,  each  way,  including 
driver,  $2.50,  passengers  $1.10). 

To  reach  the  Olympic  Peninsula — with  its  al- 
most unbelievably  beautiful  Olympic  National 
Park,  one  of  the  last  great  wilderness  areas  in 
the  country— take  the  ferry  across  the  Sound  to 
Winslow  and  then  drive  north  on  Routes  305 
and  3  to  the  Hood  Canal  Floating  Bridge  (toll 


$1.30,  passengers  30c  each),  or  drive  stn 
up  to  the  bridge  from  Bremerton.  Anothj 
miles  and  you  are  in  Port  Angeles  on  Jut 
Fuca  Strait.

Aluminum  that  rubs  against 
aluminum,  will  scuff  unless  lu- 
bricated.

Nylon  and  rigid  plastic  should 
have  dry  lubricants.  Parts  like 
this  bolt  guide  need  only  a  dab 
of  paste  wax.  On  large  surfaces, 
buff  the  wax. 


A  sticking  door  or  drawer  can 
often  be  freed  with  paraffin. 
Just  rub  it  on  the  drawer  and 
guide.  No  paraffin?  — a  bar  of 
soap  will  also  do  the  job. 


If  paraffin  won't  do  it,  you  may 
have  to  use  a  disk  sander  and 
coarse  paper.

GOING  TO  BE  LATE  ON  YOUR  INCOME  TAX? 


If,  like  most  taxpayers,  you  file  on  a 
calendar-year  basis,  you  know  the 
deadline  for  your  Federal  return  is 
April  15th.  (You're  supposed  to  mail 
it  in  time  to  reach  the  District  Direc- 
tor of  Internal  Revenue  by  that  date; 
however,  many  IRS  offices  will  ac- 
cept a  return  as  on  time  if  it  is  post- 
marked before  midnight  on  the  of- 
ficial due  date.) 

But  let's  say  that  for  some  reason 
— no  matter  what — you  can't  file  on 
time  this  year.  What  should  you  do? 

To  avoid  penalty,  you  should 
seek  an  extension  of  time  to  file  your 
return;  your  application  can  be  filed 
on  Form  2688.  To  get  such  an  exten- 
sion, you  must  establish  reasonable 
grounds  for  the  delay.  Generally,  an 
initial  extension  of  time  to  file  is  lim- 
ited to  not  more  than  60  days.  If  fur- 


ther reasonable  grounds  can  be 
shown,  additional  extensions  may  be 
obtained.  However,  filing  time  can- 
not be  extended  more  than  six  months 
beyond  the  original  due  date. 

If  you  get  an  extension,  be  sure 
to  attach  the  approved  extension 
form  to  your  return  when  you  file. 
Even  so,  you  must  pay  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent  a  year  on  any  tax 
owed  when  you  finally  do  file. 

What  if  you  owe  tax  but  are  un- 
able to  make  payment  in  full  when 
the  return  is  due?  By  all  means  file 
your  return  on  time  anyway.  You'll 
be  billed  by  IRS  later  for  the  unpaid 
amount,  plus  interest.  Remember, 
too,  that  an  unsigned  income  tax  re- 
turn is  not  acceptable. 

But  if  you  don't  file  on  time — and 
if  you  didn't  get  an  extension — a 


penalty  of  five  per  cent  of  the  amou 
of  tax  owed  with  your  final  retui| 
will  be  assessed  for  each 
fraction  thereof,  that  your  return 
late.  This  penalty  reaches  a  ma 
mum  of  25  per  cent  if  your  return 
five  or  more  months  late.  (But  it  < 
still  be  avoided  if  you  are  abl 
prove  the  delay  was  due  to 
able  cause.)  The  IRS  will  also  c< 
its  six  per  cent  (per  year)  interest. 
If  a  taxpayer  willfully  fails  to  fik-, 
tax   return,   criminal   penalties,  i 
eluding  fines  and  imprisonment,  m; 
be  imposed,  in  addition  to  all  oth 
penalties  and  interest.  And  if  a /ray 
ulent  return  is  filed,  a  fraud  penal 
equal  to  50  per  cent  of  the  tax  ow  • 
can  be  imposed,  along  with  seve 
criminal  penalties  consisting  of  he; 
fines  and  imprisonment. 


HOW  MUCH  DOES  IT  COST  TO  BUY  AND  SELL  STOCKS? 


Very  little,  considering  the  money  at  stake.  Brokers' 
commissions  on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  and  the 
other  national  exchanges  range  from  a  minimum  of  less 
than  one  per  cent  to  a  maximum  of  six  per  cent  of  the 
dollar  amount  involved  in  the  transaction.  The  exact 
figure  depends  upon  the  number  of  shares  traded,  and 
their  price.  For  100  shares  of  an  average-price  stock,  it 
works  out  to  about  one  per  cent — and  that's  probably 
about  the  lowest  commission  charged  anywhere  for  the 
transfer  of  valuable  property. 

Before  you  buy  or  sell  a  stock,  you  can  figure  out 
the  commission  according  to  this  simple  schedule  (the 
percentages  are  of  total  purchase  or  sale  price) : 


Total  dollars  involved 

Less  than  $100 

$100  to  $400 
$400  to  $2,400 
$2,400  to  $5,000

100  shares  or  more 

always  $6 

$3  plus  2%  (minimum  $6)

Thus,  if  you  buy  (or  sell)  10  shares  of  $40  stock  for 
$400,  you  pay  $9  commission.  A  graduation  gift  of  two 
shares  of  $50  stock  costs  you  $6,  and  a  $2,000  investment 
in  100  shares  of  a  $20  stock  carries  a  $27  charge. 

In  addition,  if  you  buy  fewer  than  100  shares,  you  pay 
a  small  premium  which  is  added  to  the  sales  price  of  the 
last  100-share  (or  multiple  100-share)  stock  exchange 
transaction  before  yours.  This  premium  is  }/%  of  a  point

share,  and  )i  of  a  point  (25  cents)  per  share  if  it  sells) 
$40  or  more.  The  reason  for  the  extra  cost  is  that  stoc 
are  customarily  traded  in  "round"  lots  of  100  shares,  a1 
if  you  buy  or  sell  fewer  shares  your  broker  must  go  t< 
wholesaler  who  specializes  in  breaking  up  the  round  1< 
into  "odd"  lots  of  less  than  100  shares.  The  j  $  or  '  i  o  « 
point  represents  the  payment  that  wholesaler  gets  for  I 
part  in  the  transaction. 

But  even  with  the  odd -lot  premium,  rememl 
that  the  cost  of  buying  and  selling  stock  is  a  relativ* 
small  consideration.  Within  just  a  few  trading  minu 
on  the  stock  exchange,  minor  ups  and  downs  in  a  stoc 
price  can  make  more  difference  to  your  cost  than 
amount  of  the  broker's  commission.  What  you  shoi 
think  about  instead  is  the  long  pull— your  investn 
prospects  for  many  years  in  the  future. 

Note:  the  cost  picture  changes  somewhat  on  the  ' 
gional"  stock  exchanges.  On  the  San  Francisco  J 
Exchange,  which  lists  stocks  selling  for  even  1 
one  cent  a  share,  the  commission  is  10  cents 
shares,  with  a  transaction  minimum  of  $1.  On 
Lake  Exchange,  stocks  selling  for  under  five  cents  a  si 
carry  a  $2.50-per-l,000-share  commission  charge, 
called  "unlisted"  or  "over-the-counter"  stocks  not  s 
on  any  exchange  usually  carry  the  same  commiss 
charges  as  do  the  "listed"  securities  available  through 
New  York  Stock  Exchange.

WHAT  AX  EKG  DOES-AND 
DOESNT-TELL  YOUR  DOCTOR 


By  Gordon  G.  Greer 

Millions  of  Americans,  including  many  who 
have  electrocardiograms  taken  annually  as 
part  of  their  physical  checkups,  have  only 
the  sketchiest  understanding  of  what  these 
tests  are  all  about.  Yet  this  lack  of  knowledge 
is  unnecessary,  for  the  basic  idea  is  simple. 

High  in  the  upper  right  chamber  of  the 
heart  lies  a  bundle  of  specialized  muscle  and 
nerve  cells  called  the  sinus  node  or  pace- 
maker. From  this  spot,  a  tiny  electrical  im- 
pulse darts  forth  at  the  beginning  of  every 
heart  beat.  It  travels  through  the  heart's  two 
upper  chambers— the  auricles  or  atria — 
where,  ignition-like,  it  sparks  the  contrac- 
tion of  muscles  that  force  blood  down  into 
the  ventricles,  the  pair  of  larger  chambers  be- 
low. The  impulse  then  passes  to  the  ventri- 
cles, where  a  second  contraction  occurs.  This 
one,  much  stronger,  pumps  blood  out  of  the 
heart  to  the  lungs  and  other  parts  of  the  body. 
After  rest  and  recharging,  the  cycle  repeats. 

An  electrocardiogram,  or  EKG  (an  ab- 
breviation of  the  original  German  spelling, 
the  English  abbreviation  being  ECG),  is 
simply  a  record  of  these  electrical  journeys 
over  and  through  the  heart.  It  is  made  by  an 
electrocardiograph,  a  machine  that  monitors 
the  heart's  electrical  activity  through  elec- 
trodes attached  to  the  patient's  skin,  then 
transcribes  its  findings  on  a  moving  strip  of 
graph  paper.  In  essence,  this  record  of  blips 
and  squiggles  is  coded  information  about 
heart  rate  and  rhythm,  the  path  the  elec- 
trical impulse  pursues,  and  its  speed  on  each 
leg  of  the  trip. 

Just  as  a  similar  constant  monitoring  of  an 
automobile  traveling  from  one  place  to  an- 
other might  suggest  the  condition  of  the 
roads  in  between,  so  the  EKG,  when  properly 
analyzed,  may  reveal  the  condition  of  those 
sections  of  the  heart  over  which  electricity  is 
tracked.  It  may  allow  the  doctor  to  deter- 
mine, for  example,  whether  a  chest  pain 
means  a  heart  attack  or  something  quite  dif- 
ferent. It  may  tell  him  whether  murmurs  or 
irregular  rhythms  are  harmless  or  potentially 
risky.  It  detects  certain  abnormalities  that 
may  predispose  a  patient  to  heart  trouble.  It 
gauges  the  rate  of  the  heart's  recuperation 
after  a  coronary  episode  or  disease. 

In  the  operating  room,  electrocardiogra- 
phic findings  are  usually  transferred  to  an 
oscilloscope  screen  to  allow  surgeons  and 
anesthetists  to  stay  constantly  alert  to  the 
response  of  their  patient's  heart.  Sometimes 
a  baby  has  his  EKG  taken  before  or  during 
his  birth — a  means  of  guiding  the  obstetri- 
cian through  a  complicated  delivery. 
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Another  of  the  EKG's  many  vital 
tions  is  the  discovery  of  "silent"  he 
tacks,  which  strike  roughly  one  person  j 
These  small   but  significant  coror 
dents  pass  completely  unrecognized 
victim  himself,  but  like  other  att 
scar  portions  of  the  heart.

Fred  MacMurray,  a  native  Mid- 
westerner,  is  one  of  Hollywood's 
most  likable  adopted  sons.  A  ver- 
satile star  of  films,  Broadway, 
and  TV,  he  also  plays  classical 
violin  icell  enough  to  qualify  as  a 
concert  musician.  He  and  Mrs. 
MacMurray,  former  screen  star 
June  Haver,  have  adopted  twin 
girls,  Katie  and  Laurie,  now  5 
years  of  age.  They  live  in  Brent- 
wood just  outside  Beverly  Hills, 
and  have  a  cattle  and  sheep  ranch 
in  Sonoma,  above  San  Francisco.

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A  GUIDE  TO  LAWN 

PROBLEMS  AND 

HOW  TO  SOLVE  THEM 

By  Hamilton  Mason  and  Larry  Grove 

Finding  your  way  among  the  hundreds  of  chemicals  developed 
for  lawn  care  isn't  easy.  To  help  you  select  the  right  one 
for  your  particular  problem,  we've  compiled  the  chart  shown 
on  the  next  page.  It  provides  a  breakdown  on  the  types  of 
problems  you  are  most  likely  to  run  into,  their  symptoms, 
and  their  control.  We  suggest  you  keep  this  chart  handy  so 
you  can  quickly  diagnose  your  lawn's  ailments  and  adminis- 
ter the  correct  control  measures  at  the  proper  time.  Bear  in 
in  mind  that  there  is  no  single  cure-all.  You  must  use  a  vari- 
ety of  chemicals  during  different  periods  of  the  growing  sea- 
son to  get  the  beautiful  turf  you  want. 

Disease  Versus  Insect  Problems.  It  is  important  that  you 
learn  to  distinguish  between  a  disease  problem  and  an  insect 
problem.  For  a  disease,  you  need  a  fungicide;  for  an  insect, 
you  need  an  insecticide.  They  are  not  interchangeable.  It 
doesn't  make  sense  to  use  malathion,  an  insecticide,  to  con- 
trol snow  mold;  nor  will  you  get  anywhere  using  captan,  a 
fungicide,  on  ants.  Fungicides  and  insecticides  are  combined 
in  multipurpose  products,  but  you  can  buy  each  of  the  chem- 
icals separately  if  that  is  how  you  want  to  apply  them— or 
if  you  have  only  one  or  the  other  to  combat. 

Equipment  To  Use.  Use  a  mechanical  spreader  to  apply  dry 
chemicals  over  your  lawn.  For  liquid  chemicals,  use  a  tank 
pressure  sprayer  if  treating  a  large  area.  Or  a  hose-end  at- 


tachment is  easy  to  use.  For  small  areas,  a  pressure 
bomb  will  serve  your  purpose.  You'll  get  maximum  efl 
from  liquid  garden  chemicals  if  you  combine  them  u| 
spreader-sticker   so    the   spray   adheres    to    the   foliage 
stems,  forming  a  rain-resistant  film  over  the  plant. 

When  And  Hair  To  Treat.  Say  you  have  chosen  the  p 
chemicals— also  the  best  equipment  for  application.

Weeds,  diseases,  and  insects  reproduce  at  a  i 
rate,  so  you  usually  have  to  combat  several  generations 
ing  any  given  growing  season.

Timing.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  give  any  hard-ami 
timing  schedule  for  applying  pesticides.  Timing  varie 
cording  to  weather,  where  you  live,  and  when  pes 
damage  they  do,  become  visible  to  you.  Once  you  know 
local  conditions  and  what  to  anticipate,  you  can  spr 
dust  preventively  and  save  yourself  a  lot  of  headaches, 
venting  garden  problems  is  always  easier  than  curing  tl 

Follow  Directions.  Always  read  manufacturer's  direct 
on  the  package  and  follow  them  exactly  for  best  results, 
out  where  your  county  agricultural  agent  is  located 
consult  him  if  you  have  specific,  individual  problems, 
all  areas  have  their  own  local  problems,  so  you  can  noi 
to  get  all  the  answers  from  any  general  advice.

Larvae  of  moths  feed  on  new  grass 
blades  at  night,  hide  during  day. 


Chlordane  dusted  on  individual 
nests.

Chlordane,  as  directed  on  con- 
tainer. Dieldrin  also  good  and 
long-lasting  but  handle  with  care. 
Apply  new  granular  specific  con- 
trols, or  use  a  spray,  as  diel- 
drin-lindane,  when  first  brood  ap- 
pears, usually  June,  then  again  in 
August.  Keep  lawns  fed,  mowed.

Follow  directions  on  container.

Preventive  control  best.  Apply 
multispectrum  lawn  fungicid.e  in 
fall  to  prevent  fungus  from  get- 
ting a  head  start  beneath  snow. 
Apply  chlordane  or  other  specific 
products  at  first  sight  of  moths.

HOW  TO  PUT  ON  A  SLIDE  SHO 
WITHOUT  BORING  YOUR  FRIEN] 


All  too  often,  a  home  slide  show  is  something 
only  the  family  involved  can  love.  But  it 
needn't  be  that  way.  Here's  how  to  knit  a 
hodgepodge  of  slides  into  an  engrossing  story 
everyone  will  thoroughly  enjoy. 

Think  in  terms  of  the  television  docu- 
mentary that  tells  an  historical  story  with 
still  photographs.  You  can  do  the  same  thing 
with  slides,  maintaining  interest  and.  con- 
tinuity by  careful  editing. 

First  make  an  appraisal  of  your  slides,  di- 
viding them  into  categories.  Here  a  sorter  for 
holding  and  illuminating  several  slides  at  one 
time  will  be  helpful — and  the  cost  is  nominal 
(about  $4.95  to  $7.95). 

Then  go  through  all  the  slides.  When  you 
have  selected  the  good  ones,  make  a  list  of 
each  shot  with  notations  for  long  shots, 
medium,  and  close-ups. 

At  the  top  of  your  list,  put  your  working 
title.  Now  go  through  your  list  and  select  an 
opening  shot.  This  might  be  a  picture  of  a 
sign  showing  the  name  of  your  vacation  spot. 
(Most  photo  supply  dealers  can  order  title 
slides  for  almost  all  major  points  of  interest 
in  the  U.  S.  for  about  $1.)  Your  next  slide 
should  be  an  over-all  scenic  shot,  which  sets 
the  stage  for  the  story.  Next,  introduce  the 
stars  of  your  story— your  family.  Applying 
the  same  dramatic  technique  used  in  movies, 
select  a  long  shot  of  the  family  with  the 
scenery  as  a  background.  Your  next  slide 
should  be  a  medium  shot  of  the  family.  Save 
the  close-ups  for  later.  By  interweaving 
scenics  with  personalities,  you  will  maintain 
a  high  level  of  interest  and  prevent  "trav- 
elogue trauma"  from  afflicting  your  audi- 
ence. A  close-up  of  an  expressive  face  is  al- 
ways effective— especially  to  relieve  a  long 
succession  of  scenic  shots. 

When  you  have  edited  your  slides  for  con- 
tinuity, go  through  them  again  and  see  which 
ones  you  can  eliminate.  Be  ruthless!  Brevity 
is  the  soul  of  wit  in  producing  a  slide  show. 

In  the  process  of  planning  and  editing  a 
show  from  your  existing  slides,  you  get  a 
blueprint  of  what  you  need  to  shoot  in  the  fu- 
ture. You  can  also  supplement  your  slides 
with  excellent  scenic  slides  available  at  al- 
most all  resort  areas  (four  for  about  $1). 

Your  edited  slide  story  should  be  stored 
in  trays  ready  for  viewing.  Slide  trays  vary 
from  manufacturer  to  manufacturer,  both 
in  features  and  in  price.  And  in  most  cases, 
a  projector  will  accept  only  a  tray  which 
has  been  especially  built  for  it. 

A  smoothly  edited  slide  presentation  de- 
serves a  smooth-working  projector!  You  can 
choose  from  a  wide  variety  of  types  and 
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prices.  For  about  $50,  you  can  bu 
projector  that  shows  36  slides.

And  dramatic  they  are,  thanks  to  clever 
combinations  of  bold  materials  and  solid 
ideas.  In  each  of  these  areas— entryway, 
living  room,  dining  area— a  wall  is  more 
than  just  a  span  of  space  with  an  acces- 
sory or  two  for  relief.  Each  wall  domi- 
nates the  entire  decor.  Use  these  ideas  as 
shown,  or  adapt  them  to  your  home. 

Antiqued  walls  enhanced  by  handsome  posts  for 
architectural  interest  make  an  imposing  entry- 
way  in  any  home.  You  can  buy  the  antiquing 
kits  at  a  hardware  or  paint  store;  search  for 
posts  in  old  houses  or  at  wrecking  firms. 

You  get  complete  antiquing  instructions  in 
the  kit,  but  briefly,  here's  what  you  do.  First, 
remove  any  dirt  and  wax  from  the  walls  with 
liquid  surface  preparer.  Then  apply  an  even 
base  coat  (dark  surfaces  may  need  two);  sand 
lightly.  After  you  stir  the  antique  shade  (over- 
glaze),  apply  a  thin,  even  coat  over  the  base 
coat.  Wipe  off  as  much  overglaze  as  you  need 
to  achieve  the  effect  you  want.  If  your  first 
attempt  doesn't  please  you,  wipe  off  with  clean 
cheesecloth  dampened  with  paint  thinner,  and 
apply  again.  For  deeper  tones,  apply  additional 
coats  of  overglaze. 

After  the  walls  are  dry,  attach  the  posts. 
Here,  each  post  was  split  vertically,  then  for 
easier  handling,  cut  into  five  pieces:  upper  capi- 
tal, lower  capital,  shaft,  upper  part  of  base 
(turned  section  below  shaft)  and  base.  Starting 
at  the  top,  the  pieces  were  nailed  in  place  adja- 
cent to  each  other.  Shaft  or  capitals  can  be  cut 
to  fit  to  the  height  of  the  ceiling.

(Right)  Six-foot-high  windows  across  the 
rear  of  the  living  room  brighten  this  wing 
of  the  L.  The  two  center  units  slide  open 
wide  during  fair  weather  so  that  this  room 
is  almost  as  airy  as  the  terrace  itself. 

All  the  floors  on  this  level  are  quarry 
tile;  they  can  take  traffic  with  only  a  mini- 
mum of  care.  The  narrow  ledge  in  front  of 
the  windows  is  tiled,  too,  so  it  can  be  used 
for  accessories,  for  potted  plants  in  winter, 
or  even  as  a  step  for  a  quick  way  outside. 

(Middle)  The  small,  high  windows  on 
the  right  let  in  enough  light  to  balance  that 
from  the  tall  ones  on  the  terrace  side.

MORE  THAN  A 
MUD  ROOM! 


This  little  room,  designed  to  fit  beautifully  on  the  back  entry  of 
almost  any  house,  packs  the  convenience  of  a  laundry  area,  mud 
room,  and  extra  bath  all  into  a  very  small  space.  Careful  planning, 
both  in  space  use  and  materials,  makes  a  cleanup  center  that  al- 
most runs  itself.  Plastic-finished  hardboard  on  all  exposed  wall  and 
cabinet  surfaces  defies  dirt.  There's  ample  storage  space,  but  also 
a  large  open  area  of  floor  space  for  plenty  of  elbowroom. 

The  plan  at  upper  right  shows  how  simple  it  is  to  add  all  the 
conveniences  of  a  true  utility  room  to  the  back  of  your  house.  All 
the  components  of  an  extra  bath  are  here,  plus  a  pleasant  little 
entry  porch  and  even  a  place  to  keep  the  garbage  cans  out  of 
sight.  Since  the  toilet  and  washer  drains  are  near  the  house,  you'll 
probably  be  able  to  tie  into  existing  drains  and  vents  to  help  cut 
down  your'plumbing  bill. 

For  a  more  economical  model  of  this  room  (lower  right),  you 
can  leave  out  the  toilet  and  a  little  of  the  storage  space,  turn  the 
whole  thing  sideways,  and  attach  it  to  your  house  as  shown.  You've 
still  got  plenty  of  floor  space,  plus  most  of  the  conveniences  of  the 
larger  addition.  You  can  probably  heat  either  of  these  additions 
with  a  duct  from  your  present  system.

Since  a  kitchen  is  the  hub  of  a  household,  a  major  kitchen 
remodeling,  while  in  process,  can  have  a  shattering  effect  on 
the  family's  routine.  Some  inconvenience  is  unavoidable— 
but,  with  careful  planning  beforehand,  you  can  keep  the 
household  wheels  turning  with  surprising  smoothness.

Remember,  a  kitchen  is  more  than 
just  a  place  where  everyday  cooking  is  done.  It's  a  training 
ground  for  young  cooks  ...  a  growing  room  for  teen-agers 
...  a  favorite  meeting  place  for  all  the  family. 

When  you  all  agree,  "This  is  it!,"  talk  over  changes, 
materials,  and  schedules  with  the  contractor.  Be  sure  you 
both  understand  exactly  what  is  to  be  done.  Actual  draw- 
ings and  material  lists  are  most  helpful. 
Final  family  briefing  comes  before  C  (for  construction) 
Day.  Review  the  estimated  time  the  project  will  take.  But, 
allow  for  mishaps  that  can  cause  delay— late  delivery,  strikes, 
illness,"  bad  weather,  or  unforeseen  construction  problems. 
Establish  rules  that  everyone  must  live  by! 
1.  No  one  in  the  construction  area  during  the  work  day. 
This  is  important  for  safety  and  for  construction  schedules. 
To  help  satisfy  family  curiosity,  you  might  tack  up  a  bulletin 
board  with  samples  of  materials  selected  for  floor  coverings, 
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counter,  paint  chips;  notes  on  daily  progress;  or  even  a 
countdown  calendar.  This  is  a  good  place  to  tack  not 
discuss  with  the  contractor,  too. 

2.  Establish  a  link  to  the  contractor.  Make  it  just  one  pe 
please,  to  avoid  confusion. 

3.  Make  each  family  member  feel  partly  respom 
for  the  future  room  you'll  all  enjoy.  Even  the  smallest 
can  keep  toys  out  of  the  workmen's  path;  and  swallow  I 
endless  "Whys"  that  slow  production  to  a  snail's  pace, 

4.  Clamp  down  on  kibitzing  sidewalk  superin 
dents.  Most  workmen  are  following  someone  else's  or 
They  aren't  the  ones  to  discuss  construction  changes 

5.  Send  out  the  word  to  relatives  and  friends  tha 
"love  them  dearly"  but,  the  welcome  mat  is  upside  ( 
until  the  great  unveiling.  If  they're  good  friends,  they'll ; 
by  the  rules  and  even  invite  you  for  dinner. 

6.  Carefully  pack  up  your  kitchen  belongings  in  lal 
boxes.  Keep  most-used  utensils,  condiments,  and  other  i 
together.  During  remodeling,  these  are  your  cabinets 
drawers.  Leave  your  kitchen  as  bare  as  Dame  Hubb; 

7.  Keep  the  home  meals  coming!  No  family  can  eai 
every  day,  and  happy  tummies  can  see  any  family  thr 
trying  situations.  Solving  the  dilemma  calls  for  adv 
menu  planning  and  meal  preparation  ...  in  a  substitute 
area.  So  let's  briefly  explore  this  important  step. 

The  well-chosen,  sympathetic  contractor  will  try  t( 
that  gas,  electricity,  and  water  are  available  for  use  a' 
end  of  each  day.  He'll  warn  you  in  advance  when  uti 
must  be  shut  off.

Do  as  much  advance  preparation  as  you  can  each  even- 
ing when  workmen  are  gone  and  the  chaos  of  your  kitchen 
is  all  yours.  If  possible,  you  might  even  prepare  your  next 
day's  meals.  Encourage  your  children  to  participate  in  the 
school  lunch  program,  or  send  them  off  with  a  personalized 
packed  lunch.  (If  you  gather  from  this,  that  construction 
should  be  scheduled  during  the  school  year,  you're  right. 
Second  choice  would  be  summer-camp  time.) 
When  dishwashing  becomes  a  chore,  change  the  pace 
with  gay  throwaway  paperware.  (One  word  of  warning:  after 
the  fun  and  novelty  of  "camping  out,"  your  family  may  be 
reluctant  to  return  to  the  set  table— and  set  routine— of  the 
"better  old  days.") 

If  your  laundry  is  in  the  way  of  the  remodeling,  relocate 
equipment  in  garage,  carport,  porch — even  a  bathroom  will 
do  temporarily.  Besides,  things  will  never  be  too  grim,  with 
today's  abundance  of  coin-operated  laundries. 

Throughout  the  remodeling  project,  the  high  spot  of  the 
day  comes  when  the  work  crew  has  departed,  and  you  lead 
the  family  on  a  tour  of  the  construction  area.  (Caution  the 
children  to  wear  shoes  since  the  work  area  might  not  be 
"broom  clean"  at  the  end  of  the  day.)  Guided  touring  gives 
everyone  a  chance  to  satisfy  his  curiosity  and  to  feel  he's  an 
active  participant  in  the  remodeling. 

If  you  plan  ahead,  arbitrate,  and  keep  your  family  to- 
gether (without  losing  a  workman) — that's  a  record  many 
industries  can't  rival!  You  won't  often  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  remodel  your  kitchen — so  resolve  that  the  job  will 
be  done  right,  and  that  you  are  going  to  enjoy  it!

OF  SEWING 


The  more  you  know,  the  better 
you'll  sew— and  think  how  your 
vocabulary  will  impress  your 
sewing  circle! 

Applique.  The  application  of 
cutout  designs  to  another  fab- 
ric or  surface  either  by  hand 
sewing,  machine  stitching,  glu- 
ing, or  iron-on  methods. 
Apron  band.  The  straight 
piece  of  fabric  to  which  skirt 
portion  of  an  apron  is  attached. 
Back  stitching.  A  short  back- 
ward stitch  on  the  top  and  a 
long  stitch  on  the  underside 
that  is  brought  out  one  stitch 
ahead  on  the  top.  Resembles 
machine  stitching. 
Beading.  A  narrow  openwork 
trimming  through  which  ribbon 
may  be  drawn. 


Bias  cut.  A  cut  on  the  diagonal 
line  of  a  square  of  fabric  that  is 
folded  into  a  triangle  so  length- 
wise threads  are  parallel  to 
crosswise  threads. 
Binding.  Narrow  fabric  or  rib- 
bon strips,  cut  straight  or  on 
the  bias.  Used  folded  to  cover 
both  sides  of  raw  edges  for 
ornamentation  or  flat  as  for 
covering  raw  edges  of  hems. 
Blanket  stitch.  An  edging 
stitch,  worked  from  left  to  right 
in  several  variations,  most  often 
used  to  form  a  finish  on  raw 
edges  or  narrow  hems. 
Bodice.  The  upper  portion  of  a 
garment  that  is  closely  fitted. 
May  or  may  not  be  attached 
to  a  skirt. 
Bodkin.  A  thick,  blunt  needle 


w  ith  an  eye  on  the  end  used  for 
drawing     clastic     or     ribbon 
through  heading  or  casing. 
Boning.   A  stiffening  inserted 
to  supply  extra  support,  shap- 
ing, and  molding. 
Box     pleats.     Two     straighl 
pleats    with    the    folds   turned 
away   from  each  other  on  the 
outside  of  fabric. 
Chain  stitch.  A  type  of  em- 
broidery stitch  formed  by  loops 
that    resemble    a    chain    when 
worked  in  a  series. 
Couching.  Straight  or  slanting 
stitches    cast    over    a    heavier 
thread  or  yarn  to  anchor  it  in 
place  on  fabric. 

Darning.  The  repair  and 
strengthening  of  worn  spots 
with  tiny  running  stitches  done 
in  a  manner  to  resemble  weav- 
ing, with  in-and-out  stitches 
and  irregular  'edging  outlines 
for  concealment.  Done  by  hand 
or  machine. 
Dart.  A  fold  of  fabric  that  is

layers  of  heavy  or  bulky  fabrics 
are  stitched  together. 
Lazy  daisy  stitch.  An  em- 
broidery stitch  made  with  a 
loop  of  thread;  the  end  of  each 
loop  is  fastened  to  the  fabric 
with  a  small  stitch.  These  are 
grouped  in  a  circle  to  form  daisy 
petals. 

Mitered  corners.   The  junc- 
tion of  corners  finished  with  a 
seam  that  forms  a  diagonal  line 
to  the  point  of  the  corner. 
Notch.  A  pattern  symbol  which 
shows  where  various  parts  of  a 
pattern  are  to  be  joined. 
Overcasting.  Finishing  of  raw 
edges  to  prevent  raveling  using 
evenly  spaced  stitches  cast  over 
edges  in  a  slanting  manner. 
Outline  stitch.  An  embroid- 
ery stitch  used  where  a  definite 
line   is   required,   such   as   for 


stems,  leaves,  etc.  Made  with 
short,  slanting  stitches  worked 
from  left  to  right  on  line  of  a 
design,  each  stitch  slightly  over- 
lapping the  previous  one. 
Picot.  Small  ornamental  loops 
made  with  embroidery  thread 
to  decorate  edges.  The  effect  of 
picot  edges  is  achieved  by  cut- 
ting through  a  line  of  machine 
hemstitching. 

Pinch  pleats.  Large  pleats 
that  are  divided  evenly  into 
three  small  pleats  and  stitched 
in  place  in  drapery  headings. 
Pinked  seam.  A  seam  with 
small  pointed  pieces  snipped 
from  edges  with  pinking  shears. 
Piping.  A  narrow  band  of  fab- 
ric sometimes  enclosing  cord, 
placed  between  seams  for  trim. 
Plackets.  The  openings  of  gar- 
ments, slip  covers,  etc.,  which 


facilitate  t  heir  removal  or  place- 
ment. Finished  with  slide  or 
snap  fastenings  for  a  close  lit. 
Pleating.  The  folding  of  fabric 
over  on  itself  in  marked  widths 
with  folds  fastened  in  place  by 
stitching  or  pressing. 
Quilting.  The  application  of 
close  running  stitches  in  an  all- 
over  pattern  of  simple  or  intri- 
cate designs  when  joining  layers 
of  fabric  together. 
Ruffles.  Hands  of  cloth  that 
are  gathered,  pleated,  or  cut  on 
the  bias.  Can  be  inserted  in  a 
seam  or  applied  to  the  top  of 
another  fabric. 

Running  stitch.  A  basic  sew- 
ing, stitch  made  by  hand  by 
passing  the  needle  in  and  out  of 
fabric  in  small,  even  stitches. 
Saddle  stitching.  A  series  of 
running  stitches  used  along  the 
front  edges  of  jackets,  cuffs,  and 
yokes  in  matching  or  contrast- 
ing color  for  a  tailored  effect. 
Satin  stitch.  An  embroidery

Correct  spacing  is  of  primary  impor- 
tance if  you  want  beautiful  and  healthy 
landscape  plants.  Consider  their  ulti- 
mate size  and  function  at  planting  time 
-  large  plants  will  be  difficult  to  move 
later.  Spacings  given  are  minimums,  so 
plants  can  be  set  farther  apart. 


Where  you  plant  major  shade  trees  deter- 
mines the  over-all  character  of  your  property, 
types  of  plants  to  grow  there,  and  comfort  of 
your  home  and  garden.  Sketch  shows  best 
tree  placement  for  protection  from  sun.  For 
afternoon  shade,  plant  tree  10  feet  south  and 
20  feet  west  of  target  area. 


Plant  trees  that  reach  a  height  of  20  feet  or 
more  at  least  15  feet  from  any  structure. 
This  spacing  is  needed  to  keep  major  roots 
away  from  foundation  and  to  permit  light 
and  air  circulation  to  plantings.

10  feet  away  from  sidewalks  and  driveways.

I  have  tried  several  kinds  of  insecticides  to  rid  my  lawn  of  red 
spider  mites,  sometimes  spraying  three  times  a  week,  but  the 
mites  are  still  with  me.  What  do  you  advise  me  to  do? 

G.W.P.,  Hawthorne,  Nevada 
Your  letter  leads  me  to  believe  that  the  pests  are  not  red 
spider  mites,  but  clover  mites.  In  recent  years,  these  mites 
have  become  increasingly  annoying  in  many  Western  states. 
Toward  the  end  of  the  summer  season,  they  actually  infil- 
trate homes  by  coming  in  through  window  and  door  casings. 
Spraying  grass,  shrubs,  house  foundation,  and  around  doors 
with  a  1  per  cent  emulsion  of  malathion  should  help  keep 
clover  mites  out.  Normally,  one  spraying  lasts  2  weeks. 

I'd  like  some  information  on  the  culture  of  phlox. 

G.L.F.,  Prescott,  Arizona 

This  is  a  pretty  big  order— for  the  phlox  family  comes  in 
both  perennial  and  annual  types  in  about  50  different  species. 
Most  of  these  are  from  North  America,  although  a  few  do 
come  from  Asia.  They'll  range  in  height  from  just  a  few  inches 
to  4  feet.  Some  are  tall  and  erect,  others  trailing. 

I'm  inclined  to  think  you're  interested  mainly  in  the  popu- 
lar form  of  perennial  phlox  that  is  used  so  much  in  the  East 
in  borders  for  late  summer  color.  In  your  area,  perennial 
phlox  will  want  lots  of  water  during  the  hot-weather  months, 
and  a  rich  soil.  Clumps  should  be  taken  up  and  divided  every 
three  years  in  late  October  or  November.  Discard  the  old 
woody  centers.  Some  people  make  cuttings  rather  than  divi- 
sions, but  the  latter  are  a  lot  easier.  The  color  range  in  mod- 
ern perennial  phlox  is  exciting— just  about  every  color  of 
the  rainbow  except  true  blue. 

What  can  I  do  to  keep  rust  off  my  boysenberries? 

P.O.G.,  Portland,  Oregon 
There  is  practically  no  remedy  for  leaf  rust  on  cane  berries. 
To  keep  this  under  control,  thoroughly  clean  the  bed  of 
leaves  in  the  winter  and  cut  out  diseased  canes  in  February 
or  March.  When  buds  begin  to  break  in  early  spring,  spray 
the  branches  and  soil  under  them  with  a  lime-sulfur  solution 
—this  treatment  also  helps  control  the  Himalayan  black- 
berry mite  that  causes  the  so-called  redberry  disease. 

A  poplar  we  cut  down  sends  suckers  up  from  the  stump.  How  do 
we  make  it  "stay  dead"?  D.L.,  Baker sfield,  California 

Bore  holes  in  the  stump  and  fill  them  with  a  chemical 
brush  killer  diluted  at  the  rate  of  1  part  spray  to  4  parts  of 
fuel  oil  or  kerosene.  Hit  the  suckers  with  this,  too. 

Which'roses  have  the  most  "hips"  or  shoicy  seed  pods? 

A.T.D.,  Seattle,  Washington 
In  my  experience,  I've  found  that  most  of  the  species  roses 
yield  the  best  hips.  The  old-fashioned  rugosa  and  the  sweet- 
brier  are  excellent.  Some  of  the  modern  hybrid  teas  such  as 
Dainty  Bess  and  Mrs.  Sam  McGredy  give  a  good  show.

■Sufacturers  have  endeavored  to  make 
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disposers  as  service-free  as  possible.  For  ex- 
ample, the  disposer  cleans  itself  (so  never  use 
cleaners,  and  especially  avoid  using  drain 
cleaners) .  Most  disposers  will  not  jam ;  some 
have  specially  designed  cutting  teeth,  and 
others  avoid  jams  by  going  into  reverse  ac- 
tion. If  the  disposer  has  become  overloaded 
and  is  not  working  properly,  it  will  turn  off 
automatically.  Make  certain  the  switch  is  in 
the  "off"  position  and  remove  the  object  that 
caused  the  jam.  A  button  touch  manual  de- 
vice resets  the  motor — and  your  disposer  is 
ready  to  work  again.  Other  special  features 
are  available,  such  as  a  special  capacitator  to 
supply  more  power  to  the  motor  for  big  loads. 
After  compensating  for  the  overload,  the 
motor  returns  to  its  proper  speed.  When  se- 
lecting a  disposer,  check  to  make  sure  the 
model  you  buy  operates  quietly.  Some  models 
have  a  thick  rubber  cushion  separating  the 
metal  sink  and  the  metal  rim  of  the  disposer, 
plus  rubber  gaskets.  Others  have  either  fiber- 
glass or  silicone  sound  sponge  around  the 
shell  to  help  deaden  the  noise. 

Give  your  food  waste  disposer  the  proper 
care,  and  it  should  give  you  years  of  service. 
Some  manufacturers  even  give  five-year  war- 
ranty on  parts. 

The  incinerator  is  another  weapon  in 
your  war  against  waste.  This  appliance  has 
an  inner  combustion  chamber  which  holds  the 
papers  or  food  waste,  and  an  outer  air-cooled 
casing,  with  fiberglass  insulation  between. 
With  the  new  automatic  models,  you  just 
drop  in  the  trash,  close  the  lid,  and  turn  the 
dial  to  the  desired  setting.  The  incinerator- 
shuts  off  automatically  when  the  burning 
cycle  is  completed.  In  some  of  the  newest 
models,  a  special  device  assures  complete 
combustion  of  all  refuse— and  does  the  job 
with  no  smoke  or  odor. 

Your  incinerator  should  be  installed  ac- 
cording to  the  local  regulations.  It  could  be 
placed  in  the  utility  room,  basement,  or  even 
in  the  garage.  Gas  incinerators  must  be  at- 
tached to  a  Type  A  chimney  (masonry  or 
brick  shaft  or  prefabricated  form  enclosing 
one  or  more  flues).  They  are  built  to  last  a 
lifetime;  completely  insulated  to  stay  cool  to 
the  touch.  The  capacity  accommodates  the 
average  family's  collection  of  trash.  Cost  of  a 
new  appliance  may  range  from  $150  to  $200. 
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Who  needs  Jet  Dry? 

Everyone  who  owns  a  dishwasher  and 

wants  it  to  dry  her  dishes  spot-free 
and  shiny,  needs  jet  dry.

If  your  dishwasher  does  not  have  an 
automatic  dispenser  for  liquid  jet 
dry  you  can  now  get  spot-free  drying 
by  placing  a  handy  bar  of  solid  jet 
dry  in  your  machine.

traveling  year  ever.  Over  33 
million  campers  hit  the  road  in  1964,  and  conservative  es- 
timates indicate  that  this  number  will  reach  over  34  million 
in  1965.  These  figures  represent  a  total  over  twice  that  of 
1956.  Some  campers  will  use  tents,  some  station  wagons,  but 
most  of  them  will  use  some  type  of  camper1  vehicle  (over 
750,000  are  now  in  use). 

For  our  readers  who  are  considering  the  purchase  of  a 
camper— and  for  those  who  may  do  so— Better  Homes  and 
Gardens  has  rounded  up  the  latest  information  on  the  camper 
vehicles  available,  to  help  you  decide  which  type  best  suits 
your  family.  The  illustrations  used  do  not  refer  to  specific 
brands.  And  you'll  find  a  wide  variation  of  prices  because  of 
the  almost  unlimited  number  of  options  available. 

Most  camper  units  fall  into  one  of  six  general  classifica- 
tions. Within  these  general  categories,  you'll  find  various 
vehicles  and  equipment.  Before  making  the  final  decision, 
you  should  consider  the  number  and  ages  of  persons  using 
the  unit;  where  the  vehicle  will  be  used;  the  kind  of  recreation 
planned;  and  how  you  intend  to  camp.

The  larger  self-contained  units 
sleep  4  to  8  people  in  enclosed  comfort  and  have  cooking  fa- 
cilities, refrigeration,  heat,  lights,  water,  flush  toilets,  even 
showers.  The  travel  trailer  offers  complete  freedom  from  the 
towing  vehicle.  Once  at  campsite,  it  can  be  parked,  leaving 
your  car  or  truck  free  for  other  uses.  However,  you  must  cope 
with  slower  speed  limits  in  most  states;  increased  gas  con- 
sumption by  the  towing  vehicle;  special  driving  techniques;

Liability  insurance  should  never  be  considered  an  "ex- 
tra." In  fact  it  could  be  considered  a  necessity  when  you  con- 
sider the  financial  responsibility  laws  of  most  states.  Too 
many  families  carry  only  a  "10/20"  policy,  meaning  the  in- 
surance company  will  pay  up  to  $10,000  to  any  one  injured 
person,  up  to  $20,000  for  a  single  accident.  A  married  man 
over  25,  with  a  home  or  other  property  that  could  be  at- 
tached for  claims,  should  move  up  to  $100,000/$300,000. 
(Even  a  younger  driver  probably  needs  25/50.)  Big  as  those 
face  amounts  sound,  the  cost  for  the  additional  protection 
is  low.  In  many  states,  the  difference  in  cost  between  the 
10/20  and  the  100/300  coverage  may  be  less  than  $25  a  year-. 
And  juries  today  think  big.  The  average  injury  award  last 
year  was  over  3  times  as  large  as  in  1941. 

Property  damage  insurance  is  available  in  amounts  up  to 
$100,000,  but  $10,000  should  be  plenty.  This  pays  for  damage 
to  another's  property  by  your  car  and  includes  everything 
from  another  automobile  to  telephone  poles  and  ornamental 
hedges.  The  odds  against  doing  more  than  $10,000  worth  of 
this  kind  of  damage  are  heavily  in  your  favor. 

The  final  answer  to  the  question  of  car  insurance  "extras," 
of  course,  has  to  be  a  personal  judgment— one  man's  extra 
can  easily  be  another  man's  must.

Make  it  a  point  to  see  the  American  Architects  Window  (lower 
right  at  south  entrance  of  Cathedral),  and  trace  the  950-foot  floor 
pattern,  France's  only  remaining  "labyrinth"  mosaic,  which  pil- 
grims used  to  follow  on  their  knees.  Arrange  a  crypt  visit  at  Maison 
des  Clercs  (right-hand  corner  of  cathedral  square)  and  view  the 
famous  Nativity  Scene  fragment  you  have  seen  in  many  art  books.

Cathe- 
dral tower  is  open  10-12  except  Sun.  and  holidays,  and  2-6  daily. 

A  Part  of  France  That  Will  Be  Forever  Ours— Reims  has  served  as 
battle  headquarters  for  generals  from  Caesar  to  Eisenhower,  and, 
on  your  way  there,  you  can  see  the  land  fought  over,  and  won,  by 
the  Gl's  of  two  wars.  From  Paris,  take  N.3  to  Montreuil,  then  D.82 
to  Belleau  Wood  American  Cemetery.  Return  by  D.9  to  N.3  and  take 
the  cutoff  to  Chateau-Thierry's  Hill  204,  overlooking  the  Marne. 

In  Reims  (95  miles),  see  the  schoolroom  where  the  World  War  II 
armistice  was  signed  (9-12,  2-6,  except  Tu.),  and  the  Cathedral 
where  French  kings  were  crowned  (40-minute  tours  9-11,  2-5).  Visit 
the  city's  famed  champagne  cellars. 

Return  by  N.31  through  Soissons.  Look  in  the  refectory  of  the 
medieval  St.  Jean-des-Vignes  abbey.  At  Compiegne,  see  the  replica 
of  the  railway  car  in  which  the  World  War  I  armistice  was  signed  and 
in  which  Hitler  took  the  French  surrender  in  1940.

To  get  the  best  over-all  view  of  Mont  Blanc, 
ride  to  the  top  of  Le  Brevent  ($9.40),  which 
is  on  the  other  side  of  Chamonix  Valley. 

The  French  Wine  Country— For  an  entirely 
different  side  trip,  rent  a  car  and  drive  west 
into  France.  You'll  pass  through  rugged 
hills  that  once  harbored  the  French  resis- 
tance during  Nazi  occupation.  Just  beyond 
is  the  wide,  sunny  Saone  Valley;  here,  rich 


hillsides  produce  some  of  France's  most 
fragrant  grapes— and  some  of  its  finest 
wine,  the  Beaujolais. 

This  is  one  of  the  simplest  ways  to  go: 
from  Geneva,  take  French  Rt.  N.84,  follow- 
ing the  Lyon  signs.  At  Amberieu,  turn  right 
to  Villefranche  (115  miles).  From  there 
north  to  Macon,  you'll  find  well-marked 
roads  winding  through  the  vineyards;  these 
Routes  du  Beaujolais  are  color-keyed  to  a 
pamphlet  available  at  the  French  tourist 
office  in  Geneva. 

Along  this  route  are  dozens  of  wineries 
open  to  visitors — and  wine-tasters.  From 
Macon,  start  back  to  Geneva  via  Bourg, 
Pont-d'Ain  (98  miles),  and  N.84.

The  Lush  Beauty  of  the  Swiss-Italian  South — There  is  a  peculiar 
exhilaration  and  excitement  about  a  rapid,  drastic  change  of  cli- 
mate, landscape,  and  local  atmosphere,  something  you  don't  usu- 
ally experience  when  you  travel  by  train.  Switzerland,  however,  of- 
fers one  exception.  In  less  than  three  hours  by  luxurious,  all  re- 
served-seat Trans-European  Express  (TEE)  from  Zurich— departure 
8:50  a.m. — you  can  take  in  the  wide,  neat  valleys  of  northern  Switz- 
erland, the  high  mountains  around  St.  Gotthard  Pass,  and  then  dip 
into  the  verdant  opulence  of  Italian  Switzerland,  the  Ticino,  with 
tropical  palms,  oranges,  Italian  poplars,  Mediterranean  tile  roofs, 
and  a  profusion  of  flowers:  magnolias,  mimosas,  oleander. 

You  leave  the  train  at  Lugano,  on  the  shores  of  a  delightful  lake, 
the  "Riviera  of  Switzerland."  Don't  miss  San  Lorenzo  Cathedral, 
Santa  Maria  church,  and  the  old  part  of  the  city.  And  be  sure  to  take 
a  motorboat  cruise  on  the  mountain-rimmed  lake  ($1.50).  Dine 
elegantly  at  your  own  seat  on  the  TEE  train,  which  leaves  Lugano 
at  6:17,  arriving  in  Zurich  at  9:11  p.m.  (round-trip  $14). 

A  Trip  Almost  Everyone  Takes  in  Switzerland— It's  to  the  world's 
highest  railroad  station  (11,340  ft.),  set  into  snow  and  ice  on  the 
enormous  glacier  of  the  Jungfrau  mountain,  amidst  several  of  the 
most  majestic  peaks  of  the  Swiss  Alps.  The  most  convenient  way  to 


get  up  there  and  back  in  one  day  is  by  guided  railroad  excursion 
special  coaches  ($16.70  first  class,  $14  second;  reserve  ahea 
which  leaves  Zurich  at  7  a.m.  every  summer  Wednesday  fn 
Platform  4,  central  station. 

The  excellent  Swiss  train  clicks  smoothly  past  the  lakes  of 
cerne  and  Brienz  to  the  famous  resort  city  of  Interlaken,  wh 
you  change  to  another  train  that  takes  you  through  the  ski  vill 
of  Wengen  to  the  base  of  the  Jungfrau  range.  From  here  it's  a 
hour  trip  by  electric  cog  railway  to  the  glacier.  Most  of  the  rou 
which  took   16  years  to  build,  is  blasted  into  the  vertical  noi 
face  of  the  Eiger  (the  "Ogre"),  but  big  windows  have  been  cut  ir 
this  amazing  tunnel  at  one  point  so  you  can  see  the  scenery  tl 
spreads  beneath  you.  You  detrain  in  the  saddle  of  the  Jungfrau  g 
cier— the  Jungfraujoch— lor  a  three-hour  stopover  in  the  glarir 
blue-white  realm  of  towering  ice  peaks.  There  is  a  hotel  with  r 
taurant  and  terrace.  Sunglasses  and  skin  cream  are  a  must  at 
altitude.  Explore  adjoining  ice  caves  that  have  been  cut  under  t 
glacier.  On  your  return  trip,  there  is  a  one-hour  stopover  below  t 
Eiger  face;  the  train  gets  back  to  Zurich  at  10:13  p.m. 

On  other  days,  you  can  take  the  same  trains  as  on  the  Wednes< 
tour,  but  you  have  no  guide  and  it  costs  a  little  more  ($1 7.80  fi 
class,  $15.30  second  class). 


The  "Niagara  Falls"  of  Europe— At  Schaffhausen,  ontheGermj 
border  north  of  Zurich,  the  Rhine  squeezes  between  jutting  clif 
increasing  in  roaring  turbulence  until  just  west  of  town  the  who 
stream,  already  almost  500  feet  wide,  tumbles  into  a  seething  bo| 
from  which  the  mighty  river  spills  onward  in  waves  over  60  feet  hig 

It  is  a  sight  well  worth  a  side  trip,  and  especially  so  since  it  < 
be  combined  with  a  visit  to  a  charming  medieval  town,  Stein  on  1 
Rhine.  A  daily  summer  bus  tour  leaves  the  Zurich  Opera  Horn 
(Opernhaus)  at  2  p.m.,  returning  about  7:15  ($4).  The  trip  includ 
a  tour  of  Schaffhausen,  with  its  old  fortress,  and  a  teatime  stopov 
at  pleasant  Schloss  tauten,  overlooking  the  falls. 

Berne:  Ancient  City  and  New  Capital— By  leaving  Zurich  on  t 
9:28  a.m.  train,  you  will  arrive  in  perhaps  the  loveliest  of  Switz 
land's  large  cities,  Berne,  about  two  hours  later,  at  11 :12.  As  y 
lazily  explore  the  beauties  of  the  town,  you'll  find  yourself  admiri 
arcaded  streets  and  decorative  medieval  fountains;  the  "Bear  Pi 
with  live  bears,  maintained  by  the  city  ever  since  the  16th  centu 
the  animated  figures  of  the  celebrated  clock  tower  at  the  end 
Kramgasse  street;  and,  in  Berne's  Old  City,  the  gothic  Cathedr 
Town  Hall,  and  fragrant  rose  gardens.  If  you  stroll  past  the  Fedei 
Capitol  to  the  Kleine  Schanze,  you  can  also  enjoy  a  magnifice 
panorama  of  the  Bernese  Alps'  snow-covered  peaks.  For  lunch,  y 
could  hardly  do  better  than  to  stop  at  the  Movenpick  or  Du  Theat 

At  3  p.m.,  the  train  leaves  Berne  for  Interlaken,  where  you  c 
have  tea  while  listening  to  a  concert  at  the  Kursaal.  The  7:13  p. 
train  for  Lucerne  makes  the  last  connection  back  to  Zurich  (circ 
trip  first  class  $9.90,  second  class  $6.80). 


TOURING  EUROPE  BY  CAR 

Don't  be  afraid  of  driving  in  Europe.  It 
may  seem  a  little  confusing  at  first,  but 
you'll  soon  discover  that  it's  just  as  easy 
as  at  home.  Even  driving  on  the  left  side 
of  the  road— as  they  do  in  Britain  and 
Sweden — presents  no  special  problems. 
On  most  English  and  some  Swedish  cars, 
the  steering  wheel  is  on  the  right,  which 
puts  you  in  the  same  relation  to  traffic. 

Nor  is  finding  your  way  any  more  diffi- 
cult than  at  home.  True,  you  can't  count 
on  the  highway  numbers  in  most  places, 
but  practically  all  roads  have  sign  posts 
spelling  out  destination  towns.  You 
should  carry  a  map,  of  course,  and  be 
sure  to  bone  up  on  European  traffic 
signs.  Everything  is  expressed  in  logical, 
easy-to-remember  symbols,  such  as  a 
crossed-out  "P"  for  "no  parking." 

Except  in  Britain,  distances  are  meas- 
ured in  kilometers.  If  you  want  to  know 
the  miles,  multiply  the  number  of  kilo- 
meters by  .62,  or  take  %  of  the  kilome- 
ter distance  for  a  close  estimate. 


Don't counton  makingtimethe  wayyou 
probably  do  at  home.  Except  for  the  new 
superhighways  and  a  few  other  roads, 
European  routes  tend  to  be  twisty  and 
narrow;  and  while  there's  often  no  speed 
limit,  there  are  lots  of  little  villages 
where  you  must  slow  down. 

By  American  standards,  European 
drivers  are  crazy.  In  most  countries- 
England  is  a  notable  exception— they 
step  on  the  gas  as  hard  as  possible  and 
often  race  each  other  for  openings  in 
traffic.  But  they  are  not  nearly  so  reck- 
less as  they  seem.  To  them,  driving  is 
still  a  sport,  and,  unlike  us,  they  concen- 
trate on  it  every  second.  For  this  reason, 
you'll  find  traffic  cops  generally  lenient, 
but  in  an  increasing  number  of  countries 
they  are  beginning  to  crack  down. 

Rental  cars,  including  American  mod- 
els (advisable  if  you're  not  used  to  a  stick 
shift),  are  available  just  about  every- 
where. You  can  pick  them  up  and  leave 
them  at  the  airports  just  like  at  home,  or 
drop  them  at  other  rental  outlets  within 
the  same  country  without  extra  charge — 


or  even  leave  them  in  other  countries, 
usually  at  a  small  extra  charge. 

You  can  make  car-rental  reservations 
through  the  major  rental  companies, 
your  travel  agent,  or  your  airline  before 
departure.  With  smaller  cars,  the  cost 
averages  about  the  same  as  in  renting  a 
car  in  the  States.  The  basic  daily  charges 
are  often  lower  in  Europe,  but  you  pay 
per  kilometer  driven  and  buy  your  own 
gas — and  gas  is  generally  much  more 
expensive  in  Europe  than  in  the  U.S. 

In  most  Western  European  countries, 
your  own  state's  drivers  license  is  all 
you  need.  Two  notable  exceptions  are 
Austria  and  Spain.  But  just  to  be  on  the 
safe  side,  get  an  international  drivers 
license,  good  for  the  year  of  issue  ($3). 
For  applications,  write  to  the  World  Wide 
Travel  Department  of  the  American  Auto- 
mobile Association,  750  Third  Avenue, 
New  York,  N.Y.  10017.  You  must  have  a 
current  American  license  and  be  over 
18.  Two  small  passport-type  pictures  are 
required  with  the  application— dime- 
store  booth  photos  will  do.

At 
lamlet's  castle  (29  mi.),  see  the  chapel, 
Inights'  Hall,  and  the  maritime  museum, 
'fowl  through  the  old,  picturesque  town, 
hd  feast  on  smorgasbord  at  Marienlyst. 
Take  Rt.  6  to  Fredensborg  Palace,  the 
Ing's  spring  and  fall  residence,  about 
alfway  between  Elsinore  and  Hillerod.  The 
rounds — but  not  the  palace — are  open  to 
ie  public.  Stroll  through  the  park  and  rent 
rowboat  on  the  romantic  lake  if  you  have 
me.  Then  continue  to  Frederiksborg  Cas- 
e,  a  national  history  museum  in  Hillerod. 
Da/7y  bus  tour  of  North  Sealand  ($5.15)  from 
ity  Hall  Square. 

All  the  Way  to  Sweden 's  Baltic — It's  only  a 
■day  trip  to  Sweden's  eastern  shore,  facing 
ie  Iron  Curtain,  and  it's  a  most  pleasant 
uting— one  that  takes  you  through  the 
eartland  of  the  old  aristocracy  to  courtly 
lanor  houses  and  through  a  green  country- 
ide  pervaded  by  a  quiet  air  of  landed-gen- 
'y  elegance. 

Start  with  an  adventure:  Take  the  8  a.m. 
'ater-skimming  hydrofoil  (one  way  $1.30; 
iservations  necessary)  to  Ma  I  mo,  the  mod- 
■n  Swedish  port  city  across  from  Copen- 


hagen. You  will  then  be  able  to  go  on  the 
9  a.m.  tour  of  the  castle  country.  Or  rent  a 
car  and  make  it  a  day  of  informal  exploring, 
sightseeing,  and  tasting  Swedish  delicacies. 

Follow  well-marked  roads  through  Lund, 
an  old  university  seat,  to  Kristianstad  until 
the  left  turnoff  to  Bosjokloster  (33  mi; 
53  km),  a  gracious  ancestral  estate  built 
around  a  medieval  convent  and  set  amidst 
splendid  gardens  overlooking  a  lake.  It  is 
open  to  the  public  in  summer. 

Then  drive  on  to  Kristianstad  for  visits 
to  nearby  Backaskog  Castle  and  gardens, 
and  Trolle  Ljungby,  a  fairy  tale  palace.  Next 
stop  is  Ahus  for  a  look  across  the  Baltic. 

Tour  (Sydsvenska  Dagbladet  Snallposten; 
daily  in  summer;  $8  including  lunch)  covers 
approximately  the  same  territory,  departs  near 
ferry  pier,  returns  at  8  p.m. 

Funen,  Isle  of  Fairy  Tales— Hans  Christian 
Andersen  was  born  and  lived  in  the  old  city 
of  Odense,  on  Denmark's  central  island, 
Funen,  and  the  mood  and  beauty  of  this 
garden  land  lent  his  artful  tales  their  spe- 
cial tranquil  quality,  whether  they  were  gay 
or  sad.  His  neat,  tiny  house,  on  a  cobble- 
stone street,  has  become  something  of  a 
shrine;  its  collections  include  original  draw- 
ings for  his  works  and  many  other  items. 

But  this  is  only  one  stop  on  your  tour  of 
Andersen  land.  Start  from  Copenhagen 
about8:30  so  you'll  be  in  Roskilde,  on  Rt.  1, 
at  9  when  the  800-year-old  cathedral  opens. 
Here,  most  of  Denmark's  kings  are  en- 
tombed in  splendorous  sarcophagi.  Next, 
about  2  miles  (3Vz  km)  beyond  Slagelse, 
take  the  side  road  to  Traelleborg,  an  ancient 
Viking  camp  replete  with  ramparts,  moats, 


ruins,  and  one  reconstructed  building. 

Then  return  to  the  main  road  and  drive  to 
Halsskov,  where  you  catch  the  45-minute 
ferry  to  Knudshoved:  it  runs  hourly  from  6 
a.m.  to  midnight  (round-trip,  small  car  with 
driver  $6.50;  passengers  $1.60  each). 

Another  18  miles  (29  km)  along  Rt.  1-E66 
brings  you  to  Odense.  See  the  Andersen 
house,  of  course  (summer  9-9);  his  child- 
hood home  (summer  10-5);  St.  Knuds',  Den- 
mark's most  impressive  Gothic  church ;  and 
Old  Funen  Village,  a  colorful  open-air  muse- 
um of  thatched-roof  rural  buildings  (sum- 
mer 10-sunset). 

For  a  typically  Danish  lunch,  eat  at  the 
Sortebro  Kro  in  Funen  Village.  Or  try  Den 
gamle  Kro  or  Den  grimme  Aelling  (The  Ugly 
Duckling),  both  excellent  restaurants. 

Then  drive  south  on  country  roads  through 
Fangel  and  Brobyvaerk  to  Egeskov,  a  16th- 
century  nobleman's  castle,  in  whose  walls 
the  body  of  a  young  woman  was  immured  by 
her  father  in  a  fit  of  medieval  anger.  The 
castle  park  is  open  9-9. 

If  you  still  have  time,  return  to  Knuds- 
hoved via  Svendborg,  one  of  Denmark's 
loveliest  ports;  otherwise  head  straight 
northeast  on  Rt.  8  to  Rt.  1  and  the  ferry. 

Daily  bus  tour  in  summer  by  Copenhagen 
Excursions  departs  City  Hall  Square  at  8:30, 
returns  9  p.m.  ($19.80  including  meals). 


LANGUAGE  PROBLEMS? 

You  don't  need  to  know  a  foreign  lan- 
guage to  get  along  in  Europe,  but 
you'll  enjoy  your  trip  more  if  you  lis- 
ten to  language  records  in  advance, 
or  take  an  adult  education  course  to 
brush  up  on  a  language  you  had  in 
school,  or  at  least  come  to  Europe 
equipped  with  foreign  phrase  books. 

in  Holland  and  Scandinavia,  you'll 
have  no  trouble  in  any  case:  English 
is  almost  a  second  language. 

In  Germany  and  Switzerland,  you 
might  encounter  problems  in  some 
rural  areas,  but  police  often  speak 
English  or  will  find  someone  who  does 
—perhaps  at  the  nearest  Verkehrsamt 
(tourist  bureau). 

In  France,  in  the  small  towns,  go  to 
the  Syndicat  d'lnitiative  (Chamber  of 
Commerce)  for  language  help. 

In  Italy  and  Spain,  ask  for  Turismo 
(short  for  tourist  bureau). 

And  wherever  you  are,  the  staffs  of 
the  better  hotels  speak  English. 


\MSTERDAM 

A  Delightful  Day's  Drive  in  Tulip  Land — This  car  trip  is  a  real  joy 
llilmost  any  time  of  year,  but  of  course  the  ideal  months  are  April  and 
May,  when  the  tulips  are  in  stunning  bloom.  In  any  case,  you  should 
Btart  out  early  enough— say  about  8:30 — to  include  the  world's 
argest  flower  auction,  at  Aalsmeer,  in  your  leisurely  journey. 
The  best  plan  is  to  leave  Amsterdam  on  Rt.  E-10.  At  nearby  Meer, 
I  urn  left  for  Aalsmeer  to  tour  the  huge,  fragrant  flower  auction  hall. 
I'  hen  follow  the  interesting  dike  road,  so  typical  of  the  Netherlands, 
Iplong  ancient  Haarlem  Lake  to  Sassenheim.  Turn  right  here  on 
^-99  for  a  drive  through  the  bulb  fields  to  the  famous  Keukenhof 
I  "ulip  Gardens.  If  it  isn't  the  season  for  tulip  bulbs,  you  can  continue 
o  Bennebroek  for  a  visit  to  the  Linnaeushof,  where  you'll  find  flow- 
ers all  year  round. 

'  Next,  drive  to  Haarlem  for  a  late  lunch  of  fillet  of  sole  (tong  Pi- 
jtasso)  at  Brinkmann's  on  the  city's  central  square.  Then  stop  to  see 
jfhe  many  fine  paintings  at  the  Franz  Hals  Museum  (10-5;  Sun., 
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holidays  1-5).  Afterwards,  follow  the  road  north  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  river  to  Spaarndam  to  see  the  monument  to  the  mythical  boy  who 
held  his  finger  in  the  dike  to  keep  Holland  from  being  flooded.  Note 
the  houses  that  stand  below  dike  level,  with  bridges  running  from 
the  dike-top  to  second-floor  front  doors.  You  may  then  want  to  drive 
on  the  dike  to  Halfweg  and  Schiphol  Airport,  turn  left  to  Ouderderk, 
and  dine  on  capon  at  the  riverside  restaurant  Paardenburg.  From 
here,  the  best  road  back  to  Amsterdam  is  along  the  Amstel  River. 

Holland's  Picture-Book  Cruise— Among  the  foremost  pleasures 
of  the  Netherlands  is  to  ride  a  comfortable  sightseeing  boat  along 
the  scenic  Vecht  River,  through  tranquil  canals  spanned  by  toylike 
drawbridges,  out  onto  the  lovely  Loosdrecht  Lakes,  past  orchards, 
color-splashed  farms,  and  sparkling  resorts.  If  you  take  the  8:43 
a.m.  train  to  Utrecht  (round-trip  $1.36),  you  can  catch  the  10  a.m. 
boat  (round  trip  $1.74),  which  stops  for  lunch  at  Restaurant  Van  Dyk. 
After  eight  hours  of  sightseeing,  the  boat  returns  to  Utrecht  at  6 — 
in  time  for  you  to  catch  the  train  back  to  Amsterdam  at  6:42. 
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LONDON 

The  Homes  of  Royalty— Visit  two  of  old  England's  most  magnificent, 
treasure-filled  palaces,  Windsor  Castle  and  Henry  Vlll's  Hampton 
Court,  and,  on  the  same  trip,  see  Runnymede,  that  peaceful  mea- 
dow where  King  John  signed  the  momentous  Magna  Carta. 

Conducted  tour  (American  Express,  Frames  Tours,  daily  mid-March 
thru  Oct.;  $6.20  including  lunch)  begins  by  bus,  with  a  stop  at 
quaint  Stoke  Poges,  where  Grey  wrote  his  "Elegy  in  a  Country 
Churchyard."  Then,  from  Maidenhead,  you  ride  a  Thames  River 
boat  to  Windsor  Castle,  where  English  sovereigns  have  lived  for 
850  years.  You  can  see  famous  St.  George  Chapel  and,  when  the 
court  is  not  in  residence,  the  Royal  Apartments. 

After  lunching  on  roast  beef  and  Yorkshire  pudding  at  Castle 
Hotel,  continue  by  bus  through  Runnymede  to  the  sumptuous  river- 
side palace  and  gardens  of  Hampton  Court.  Note  the  fascinating 
astronomical  clock  over  luckless  Anne  Boleyn's  Gateway. 

Cook's  tour  of  same  area  (season  weekdays,  $5.60)  skips  Thames  boat 
ride  but  includes  Eton,  the  great  English  boys'  school.  Other  tours  by 
British  Railways,  London  Transport,  and  Rickards  Universal  Sightseeing. 

Shakespeare's  England— You'll  have  no  trouble  getting  used  to 
driving  on  the  "wrong  side"  of  the  road ;  so  rent  a  car  and  start  off 
early  in  the  morning  into  the  soft,  misty  English  countryside,  toward 
Oxford,  the  fairy-tale  landscape  of  the  Cotswolds,  and  Shake- 
speare's Stratford-upon-Avon. 

Heading  out  of  London  on  A4-M4,  you'll  first  pass  impressive 
Windsor  Castle  (see  above  tour),  but  you  won't  have  much  time 
for  a  stopover:  Oxford  is  57  miles,  and  you'll  want  to  have  plenty 
of  time  there  to  ramble  on  its  High  Street,  called  one  of  Europe's 
most  beautiful,  and  stroll  through  Magpie  and  Logic  Lanes  into 
tranquil  quadrangles  and  flower-laden  gardens  amidst  time-mel- 
lowed buildings,  to  the  deer  park  at  Magdalen  College,  and  pastoral 
Christ  Church  meadow. 

A34  brings  you  to  the  Cotswolds — tiny  hamlets  of  thatched-roof, 
honey-colored  cottages,  and  flowers  everywhere.  At  Chipping  Nor- 
ton, turn  left  on  A44,  then  right  on  a  marked  side  road  to  the  en- 
chanting medieval  village  of  Chipping  Campden. 

Follow  A46  into  Stratford,  93  miles  from  London.  In  this  world- 


famous  village,  founded  in  1196  and  still  a  thriving  market  to 
with  half-timbered  houses  built  in  the  first  Elizabeth's  reign,  y 
will  undoubtedly  want  to  see  Shakespeare's  birthplace,  the  ha 
some  gardens  at  Anne  Hathaway's  Cottage,  and  the  modern  Roll 
Shakespeare  Theatre. 

Try  the  tasty  chicken  at  Welcombe;  then  drive  19  miles  on  A46|l 
Coventry.  Lady  Godiva's  statue  stands  there,  and  so  does  the  fafl 
ous  new  cathedral,  consecrated  in  1962  to  replace  the  old  edifiAl 
bomb-gutted  in  the  disastrous  Coventry  raid  of  the  air  blitz.  t|I 
quickest  way  back  to  London  is  on  the  superhighway  (94  miles)! 

Evan  Evans  tour  (Th.,  Sat;  May-Oct.,  $14.70)  includes  Oxto] 
Stratford,  and  a  theatre  matinee.  Daily  tours  ($8.70;  no  theatre)  ^ 
also  offered  by  Frames,  American  Express,  and  Rickards. 
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The  Canterbury  Trail— Follow  the  route  of  Chaucer's  pilgrirj 
along  A2  through  verdant,  flowered  fields  and  orchards  to  venJ 
able  Canterbury,  65  miles  from  London. 

When  you  pass,  as  Chaucer  did,  through  14th-century  West  Ga{ 
you  enter  a  medieval  town  famed  for  its  Tudor  houses  and  Gotr 
cathedral — England's  Mother  Church — where  Becket  was  martyr 
in  1170.  Wherever  you  turn,  you  encounter  a  fascinating  past: 
Martin's  Church,  oldest  in  England;  Weaver's  House,  where  Hug' 
not  refugees  lived;  Fa  I  staff  Inn,  in  business  for  more  than  500  yea 

Then  drive  to  Dover  (15  miles)  to  another  celebrated  sight— t 
famous  white  cliffs.  You  can  explore  massive  Dover  Castle  and  str 
past  elegant  lawns  of  Kearsney  Abbey  before  continuing  along  tH 
rugged  coast  to  Folkstone  (7  miles),  then  on  A20  to  Ashfor: 
miles)  for  a  choice  meal  of  baked  lamb  at  the  Wife  of  Bath  (cloi 
Sunday  evening  and  Monday).  A  pleasant  route  back  to  Lond 
(56  miles)  is  via  Sevenoaks. 

A  Must  for  Golfers— The  British  Isles  are  the  home  of  golf. 
half  an  hour  out  from  London  Airport  you're  on  famed  Wentw 
Green,  with  two  of  the  world's  top  18-holers,  where  many  of  En 
land's  elite  swing  clubs  all  year  around.

ROME 


Splendors  of  the  Past — Ancient  Rome's 
most  opulent  estate,  famed  Hadrian's  Villa, 
lies  but  a  short  distance  from  the  sophisti- 
cated, modern  capital.  In  a  one-day  car 
trip,  you  can  first  visit  this  memorable  relic 
of  imperial  grandeur,  with  its  vine-covered 
ruins  looming  ghostlike  against  the  vivid 
sky,  and  afterwards  take  delight  in  the  lux- 
uriant Renaissance  gardens  and  sculp- 
tured waters  of  Villa  d'Este  in  nearby  Tivoli. 
After  18  miles  (27  km)  on  Rt.  5,  turn  right 
for  Hadrian's  Villa  (Villa  Adriana).  Don't  miss 
the  most  beautiful  part:  a  canal  framed  by 
Egyptian  statues. 


Later,  at  Villa  d'Este,  a  Renaissance  mas- 
terpiece remodeled  from  a  13th  century 
convent,  you'll  find  so  many  fountains  you 
may  feel  as  though  you're  walking  on  the 
bottom  of  the  sea.  There's  water,  water 
everywhere,  and  lush  tropical  foliage,  al- 
most jungle-thick.  Be  sure  to  listen  to  the 
"Fountain  of  the  Owl."  For  lunch,  try  the  de- 
licious souffle  at  Ristorante  Sibilla. 

Returning  to  Rome  take  the  road  to  your 
left  after  3.7  miles  (6  km)  to  Palestrina  for  a 
sweeping  view  of  the  country.  In  the  muse- 
um here,  note  the  mosaic  of  the  Nile. 

All-day  American  Express  tours  (Sun., 
Tu.,  Th.;  $9.30)  also  include  other  points  of 
interest.  CIT  has  daily  morning  tours  ($4.50). 

World  War  II  Battleground— Once  again, 
Anzio  is  a  holiday  resort,  just  as  it  was  for 
emperors  like  Nero.  For  beachhead  veter- 
ans, a  visit  here  will  be  a  journey  into  mem- 
ories; indeed,  they  might  find  it  difficult  to 
relate  the  rebuilt,  modern  town  to  the  shat- 
tered one  they  knew  so  well. 

From  Rome,  turn  right  for  Anzio  and  Net- 
tuno  after  12  mi.  (20  km)  on  Rt.  7.  Total  dis- 
tance is  36  miles.  After  you  visit  the  now 
peaceful  beaches,  stop  at  the  ruins  of  Nero's 
Villa  nearby.  For  dinner,  you  may  want  to  try 
lobster  (aragosta)  on  the  seaside  terrace  at 
the  Turcotto,  on  Viale  Mallazi,  Anzio. 

Outside  Nettuno,  on  road  to  Rt.  148,  is 
the  American  Military  Cemetery.  From  Rt. 
148,  take  the  first  right  to  Cisterna,  where 
another  savage  battle  was  fought.  If  you 
swing  left  on  Rt.  7  to  Velletri,  you  can  see 
that  city's  lovely  14th  century  cathedral. 
And  try  to  include  a  portion  of  the  tour  below. 

This  trip  is  best  made  by  car,  but  many  trains 
and  buses  go  to  Anzio  (round  trip  $1.15). 


Medieval  Villages — Rent  a  car  to  explo 
the  old  hamlets,  their  houses  crooked  und 
the  weight  of  centuries,  that  perch  on  tl 
hills  surrounding  Rome.  Each  has  a  pa 
rama  of  lakes,  woods,  mountains,  and  som 
times  the  Eternal  City  itself,  looking  like  <' 
eternal  mirage,  with  the  dome  of  St.  Peter 
floating  into  the  azure  Italian  sky. 

Start  your  drive  on  beautiful  Via  App 
Antica,  lined  with  gardens  and  villas,  aloi 
which  the  Roman  Legions  marched.  Be  su 
to  stop  at  No.  110,  the  Catacombs  of  8 
Calixtus,  and  then  also  see  the  Jewi: 
Catacombs  at  No.  119-A. 

After  13  miles  (21  km)  a  road  on  your  le 
climbs  to  Castel  Gandolfo,  the  Pope's  sur 
mer  palace,  with  its  fine  view  of  Lake  ^ 
bano.  Then  follow  road  signs  to  some  srm 
and  picturesque  villages:  Albano,  Genzan 
Nemi,  Rocca  di  Papa.  In  the  last,  you  C£ 
rent  donkeys  on  the  city's  main  square.  R 
turn  via  Marino,  Grottaferrata,  and  Fra 
cati,  whose  handsome  Villa  Aldobrandi 
may  be  visited  by  first  applying  at  Via 
Carrara  24,  Rome. 
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A  World  Older  than  Rome— Still  half  lo 
in  time  is  the  mysterious  realm  of  the  Etru 
cans,  whose  cities  of  the  dead,  adorned  wil 
fascinating  frescoes,  stand  north  of  Rom 

Drive  27  miles  (44  km)  on  Rt.  1  fro; 
Rome  to  Cerveteri,  a  2700-year-old  necro 
olis — a  whole  city  built  for  the  worship  of  tr 
dead.  Stop  for  fish  soup  at  //  Gobbo  in  Civic 
vecchia,  and  see  the  fortress  Michelange 
helped  design.  Visit  Tarquinia,  anothi 
Etruscan  city;  then  continue  via  Vetralla 
Viterbo  to  view  the  Palace  of  the  Popes,  bin 
in  1266.  Return  to  Rome  via  Bracciano,  wi' 
its  lake  and  medieval  castle. 
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Disneyland  Castle  of  Crazy  King  Ludwig— You've  never  seen  any- 
ig  like  the  Neuschwanstein  Palace,  built  high  over  a  quiet  little 
\it)e  lake  near  the  Austrian  border  by  King  Ludwig  II  of  Bavaria, 
Dse  architectural  fantasies  nearly  bankrupted  his  country  about  100 
Irs  ago.  Ludwig  lived  in  a  dream  world  and  just  kept  on  building 
Jtles  one  after  another,  each  more  gilded  and  ornate  than  the  last, 
jschwanstein,  turret  piled  on  turret,  looks  like  something  cooked 
'by  a  drunken  pastry  chef.  It's  a  chuckling,  gawking  delight  to  all 
litors;  the  inside  is  gold  and  plush,  and  voluptuously  ornamented,

fo  the  Top  of  Germany's  Highest  Mountain— You  don't  have  to  climb 
jnder  your  own  power.  Simply  buy  a  Zugspitze  railroad  excursion 
ket  ($6;  age  4-10  $4.20),  which  includes  the  complete  round  trip, 
^t  by  rail  to  the  Alpine  resort  of  Garmisch,  and  from  there  to  the 
f21-foot  Zugspitze  summit  by  cable  car  and  cog  railway.  (Trains 
^ve  Munich's  central  station  daily  between  6:37  and  9:05  a.m.;  the 
2St  return  is  at  9:20  p.m.) 


If  you  wish,  you  can  spend  the  whole  day  in  the  panoramic  gla- 
cier world  of  the  high  Alps,  getting  a  terrific  sun-and-snow  tan 
to  boot,  and  a  good  meal  at  the  Schneefernerhaus  up  on  the 
mountain.  Or  you  can  go  up  and  then  wander  around  colorful 
Garmisch,  scene  of  the  1936  winter  Olympics.  If  possible,  visit 
the  roaring  canyon  of  the  Partnach  River,  the  Partnachklamm, 
an  hour  by  foot.  It  is  so  narrow,  and  the  cliffs  rise  so  high  on  both 
sides,  that  some  parts  of  the  gorge  barely  get  daylight.  An  out- 
standing place  to  dine  is  at  the  Hotel  Marktplatz  in  Garmisch. 

If  you  are  driving,  you  can  include  Garmisch  (though  probably 
not  the  Zugspitze  and  the  Partnach  gorge)  in  a  magnificent  one- 
day  Alpine  round  trip  that  takes  you  on  to  Mittenwald— watch 
Germany's  famous  violin  makers  at  the  Geigenbau  Reiter  work- 
shop—and to  Innsbruck,  Austria,  110  miles  from  Munich.  Then 
drive  east  along  the  scenic  Inn  valley  for  20  miles  (33  km),  turn- 
ing left  at  Jenbach  back  up  into  the  high  mountains  and  Ba- 
varia. Stop  at  the  justly  popular  resort  area  of  Lake  Tegernsee. 
Stroll  on  the  charming  lakeside  promenades  or  take  a  boat  ride 
at  dusk  (IV2  hours;  75c),  and  dine  at  the  exquisite  Hotel  Bach- 
ma/'ron  the  lake,  before  returning  to  Munich  via  the  fast  Autobahn. 

Romantic  Highway  to  the  Middle  Ages— Germany's  aptly 
named  Romantische  Strasse  links  a  precious  string  of  medieval 
cities,  virtually  unchanged  over  the  centuries.  In  a  single  day 
you  can't  cover  the  whole  route  as  it  winds  through  hi  lis  from  one 
idyllic  vista  to  the  next.  But  you  can  see  the  prime  jewels  of  the 
chain,  Dinkelsbuhl  and  Rothenburg.  The  trip  is  roughly  130 
miles  each  way,  but  the  first  40  miles  west  on  the  Autobahn  (turn 
off  at  Augsburg-West  for  Donauworth)  are  fast. 

Once  in  Dinkelsbuhl  you'll  want  to  linger.  Its  cobblestone 
streets  and  enchanting,  Tudor-like  Fachwerk  houses  will  hold 
you  for  hours.  Don't  miss  the  Deutsches  Haus,  which  dates  back 
to  1440  and  is  now  a  cozy  hotel  and  restaurant.  (Try  to  visit  here 
during  the  famous  annual  children's  pageant  in  July,  commem- 
orating the  amazing  day  of  the  Thirty  Years'  War  when  pleading 
children  saved  the  city  from  destruction.)  Rothenburg  is  the 
most  beautiful  of  all,  still  walled  and  perched  on  a  hilltop.  Simply 
see  as  much  of  it  as  time  permits.  (Eat  at  the  Eisenhut  or  at  the 
Golderner  Hirsch.) 

Where  Words  Were  Said  That  Changed  Your  World— Hitler 

launched  his  conquests  from  Berchtesgaden,  starting  an  his- 
torical chain  reaction  that  even  today  makes  us  walk  the  brink 
of  disaster.  Hitler's  house  was  blown  to  bits  after  the  war,  but 
its  ruins  still  litter  a  hillside,  and  the  mountain-top  "Eagle's 
Nest"  he  built  for  himself  is  now  a  public  teahouse. 

The  fastest  way  to  Berchtesgaden  is  on  the  Autobahn.  After 
passing  Lake  Chiem,  cross  into  Austria  and  fork  right  to  Konig- 
see-Berchtesgaden  road.  Stop  at  the  salt  mines  for  an  exciting 
one-hour  tour  two  miles  into  the  mountain  (8-4).  Then  turn  left 
on  Rt.  305  for  3'/2  miles  (6  km)  to  the  U.S.  Army  rest  center. 
Near  the  "off  limits"  sign,  a  short  path  leads  to  the  ruins  of  Hit- 
ler's house.  You  can  drive  to  the  mountain  tunnel  entrance  of  the 
435-foot  elevator  that  takes  you  to  the  teahouse,  Kehlstein-Haus, 
on  the  spectacular  summit. 

You  may  then  want  to  follow  the  signs  to  nearby  Lake  Konig- 
see  and  make  a  IVi-hour  trip  on  the  lake  to  the  enchanting  St. 
Bartholomae  mountain  chapel.  If  time  permits,  return  via  the 
Austrian  music  festival  city  of  Salzburg,  home  of  Mozart  (14 
miles),  where  you  can  take  a  2V2-hour  city  bus  tour  (9:30  a.m. 
and  3:00  p.m.;  $1.60)  leaving  from  Mirabell  Platz.  The  best  res- 
taurants here  are  the  Goldener  Hirsch  and  Till  Eulenspiegel.  The 
Autobahn  takes  you  back  to  Munich  in  about  90  minutes. 


HANKFURT 

rnturesque  Voyage  on  the  Rhine — Long  re 
tfrded  as  a  must  in  any  tour  of  Europe,  a 
p-iise  down  the  Rhine  is  also  one  of  your 
fcatest  travel  bargains  today. 
'  ror  many  miles,  the  river  steamers  slip  by 
Wraced  vineyards  and  their  colorful  wine 
plages,  and  past  forested  slopes  crowned 
'1th  medieval  castles.  On  most  river  boats, 
lere'sa  holiday  air;  their  restaurants  serve 
Ijlicious  meals,  including  the  Rhine 
'Imon. 

To  start  your  river  tour  from  Frankfurt, 

jke  the  7 :46  a.m.  train  to  Mainz  and  catch 

lie   8:45    steamer   there    for   a    four-hour 
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cruise  to  Coblenz.  Or  you  can  wait  in  Mainz 
for  the  1 1  a.m.  boat,  taking  time  to  see  part 
of  this  2000-year-old  city;  among  its  attrac- 
tions are  the  Roman-German  Museum  and 
the  Gutenberg  Printing  Museum  (two-hour 
guided  tour,  $5). 

Even  if  you  take  the  11  a.m.  boat  from 
Mainz,  you'll  arrive  easily  in  Coblenz  by 
4:30.  You  can  return  to  Frankfurt  the  same 
day  on  one  of  the  many  evening  trains. 

A  Flight  Over  the  Iron  Curtain  to  Berlin — 

This  is  an  exciting  one-day  trip,  available 
also  from  Munich  and  other  major  German 
cities.  It  can  be  included  on  some  air  itiner- 
aries (round  trip  from  Frankfurt,  $34.56). 


The  wonderof  this  Red-ringed,  cosmopoli- 
tan city  and  the  Wall  beyond  is  an  experi- 
ence no  American  visitor  to  Europe  should 
miss.  Leave  Frankfurt  at  9 :20  a.m.,  arriving 
at  10:40.  Take  a  cab  to  the  famous  Gedach- 
nichtskirche  monument  —  a  bombed-out 
church — and  sight-see  up  Kurfurstendamm, 
Berlin's  elegant  main  street.  Lunch  at 
Kempinski  or  Kurfurstendammkeller. 

Afterwards,  you  can  take  your  choice  of 
various  two-  to  four-hour-long  tours;  some 
cover  West  Berlin,  and  others  extend  into 
East  Berlin  (Berliner  Stadtrundfahrt  Severin 
&  Kuhn  and  Berliner  Baren  Stadtrundfahrt). 
The  last  plane  from  Berlin  to  Frankfurt 
leaves  at  6:30  in  the  evening. 
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BARCELONA 

The  Holy  Mountain:  Montserrat— Nearly  a 

mile  high,  it  pokes  a  craggy  thousand-fin- 
gered rock  summit  into  the  sky  above  its 
ancient  monastery,  now  the  colorful  scene 
of  about  600  Spanish  weddings  each  year! 

Drive  l'/2  hours  (37  miles)  on  N.2  through 
orchards,  vineyards,  and  olive  groves  to  the 
cable  car  station  (AEREO)  on  eastern  slope. 
(Trips  every  20  minutes,  6  a.m. -7  p.m.  Mon- 
astery tours  in  English  every  half  hour.) 

Have  the  guide  show  you  the  crown  of  the 
"Black  Madonna":  2,400  diamonds,  146 
emeralds,  30  pearls;  and  see  the  glass 
vials  once  filled  with  tears  shed  at  Palestine 
funerals.  Hear  monks  sing  mass  at  10:30, 


boys'  choir  at  1  p.m.  (daily).  Then  try  the 
tasty  Catalonian  sausage  (butifarra  con  to- 
mate)  at  the  monastery  restaurant. 

For  a  full-scale  panorama,  ride  the  cable 
car  from  the  monastery  to  St.  John's  peak 
(every  20  minutes,  stops  from  2-3  p.m.). 

Drive  back  to  Barcelona  on  N.2  and  C.244 
via  Igualada  and  the  wine-growing  town  of 
Villafranca ;  then  east  on  N.340.  If  you  have 
time,  turn  west  on  N.340  to  visit  the  old 
Roman  city  of  Tarragona,  and  then  return 
to  Barcelona  along  the  coast  highway. 

Daily  bus  tours  from  Barcelona  by  Julia, 
Cook's,  Terminaltur,  $5.  Or  take  the  train 
from  Plaza  de  Espana  to  the  cable  car  sta- 
tion. (Departures  at  8:30  and  10:30,  returns 
at  1 :20,  4:30,  7:15;  round  trip  $1.50.) 


Beaches  of  the  Bikini  Set— Allow  a  lol 
lazy  day  for  a  drive  up  the  sunny  shorell 
north  of  Barcelona,  the  "Costa  Brava,"  l<f 
popular  with  the  international  crowd: 
fishing  ports,  sandy  public  beaches,  romj 
tic  coves,  fragrant  slopes  of  pine. 

Take  N.2,  and  get  out  of  your  car  fo| 
harbor  stroll  at  quaint  Arenysde-Mar. 
ter  Santa  Susana,  follow  the  right  forkl 
Blanes.  Peek  at  the  sea  from  the  mediel 
ramparts  of  Tossa,  then  "window-shop"1 
the  outdoor  market  by  its  church.  Midv 
on  the  twisting  stretch  between  Tossa 
San  Feliu,  detour  to  San  Grau  hermit 
upland  for  a  sweeping  view. 

There  are  lots  of  spots  where  you 
swim  and  sun-bathe  with  celebrities. 


MADRID 


Spain's  Two  Biggest  Tourist  Attractions— And  when  we  say  "big- 
gest" we  sure  mean  it!  One  is  El  Escorial,  a  combined  church,  pal- 
ace, and  royal  mausoleum,  675  feet  wide  and  525  long,  built  four 
centuries  ago  because  King  Charles  V  wanted  a  suitable  burial 
place.  It  stands,  grand  and  austere,  in  the  empty  foothills  30  miles 
west  of  Madrid.  The  other,  nearby,  is  the  absolutely  fantastic  Val- 
ley of  the  Fallen  (Valle  de  los  Caidos),  Franco's  immense  war  me- 
morial that  took  20  years  to  build :  a  900-foot  basilica  was  tunneled 
into  a  mountain,  and  topped  by  a  500-foot  cross! 

Unless  you  go  by  organized  tour,  your  best  bet  for  this  and  the 
other  Madrid  trips  is  to  hire  an  English-speaking  guide  at  one  of 
the  official  government  tourist  offices.  His  services  will  cost  you 
only  $5  a  day,  plus  lunch  and  transportation. 

If  you  are  driving,  set  out  for  El  Escorial  on  N.6  to  Guadarrama; 
here  turn  south  on  C.600.  Count  on  three  hours  for  a  full  visit 
to  this  fabulous  place  (84c).  Don't  miss  the  frescoed  Hall  of  Bat- 
tles, one  wall  depicting  scenes  from  the  Moorish-Christian  fight 
for  Granada.  In  the  basilica,  look  for  Benvenuto  Cellini's  magnifi- 
cent marble  statue  of  Christ,  near  the  choir  stalls.  (Church  open 
7:30-12:30,  3-7;  other  sections  10-1,  3-7.) 

At  the  Valley  of  the  Fallen,  climb  to  the  observation  platform  on 
the  cross  for  a  most  memorable  view. 

If  there's  time  left,  rejoin  N.6  to  Villacastin  on  the  Segovia-Avila 
highway,  and  drive  to  Avila,  70  miles  (112  km)  from  Madrid.  This 
walled  city  of  saints  and  songs  calls  itself  the  closest  spot  to  the 
heavens  in  all  Spain.  Visit  the  birthplace  of  St.  Theresa  of  Avila, 
now  a  chapel  in  the  church  named  after  her,  and  the  Relics  Room  at 
the  church  entrance  (6:30-1:30.  3-9:30).  Also  see  the  beautiful 
Cathedral  of  Avila  and  its  museum  (till  sunset).  Drive  back  to  Villa- 
castin, then  on  N.6  through  Villalba  to  Madrid. 

Daily  American  Express  and  Cook's  tours  ($5)  do  not  include  Avila, 
which  is  covered  on  their  Segovia  excursions  (see  tour  below). 

The  "Castles-in-Spain"  Highway— You  can't  cover  it  all  in  one 
day,  but  you  can  go  to  Segovia,  whose  medieval  cathedral,  often 
called  "The  Lady  of  Spanish  Cathedrals"  because  of  its  elegance, 
and  a  dramatic  castle-fortress,  the  Alcazar,  both  ride  the  crest  of  a 
towering  bluff.  And  just  outside  of  Segovia,  you  can  visit  the  royal 


palace  and  the  incredibly  beautiful  gardens  of  La  Granja. 

In  the  cathedral  museum,  see  the  gilded  carriage  propelled i 
processions  by  four  men  hidden  inside.  At  the  Alcazar,  look  i 
medieval  missile  that  had  a  one-mile  firing  range!  Walk,  or  dr 
down  hill  to  Plaza  Azoguejo,  where  the  118-arch  Roman  Aquedil 
is  at  its  highest— it  carries  the  town's  drinking  water  even  tod£| 
Lunch  with  a  view  at  Meson  de  Candido   and  have  caramel  custa 
(flan  al  caramelo)  for  dessert.  In  the  afternoon,  try  to  see  the  vail] 
church  where  St.  John  of  the  Cross  is  buried,  and  don't  leave 
govia  without  a  glimpse  of  San  Esteban  tower. 

By  car,  Segovia  is  a  two-hour-plus  ride  of  55  miles  (88  km)  thro 
the  hills:  N.6  to  Villacastin,  then  N.110.  An  alternate  route  fon 
return  trip  is  N.601-N.6  via  Villalba. 

American  Express  tours  (Wed.,  Fri.;  $8),  Cook's  (Tu.,  Th.,  Sat; 
include  Avila.  Melia  tours  (Tu.,  Th.,  Sun.;  $5.50)  do  not. 

The  Hanging  Houses  of  Cuenca— Built  on  the  side  of  an  ancie 
Moorish  fortress,  the  medieval  town  of  Cuenca  clings  to  the  sidesj 
two  river  gcrges,  3,000  feet  up.  Its  crooked  paths  are  so  stee| 
housewives  ride  donkeys  when  they  shop.  You  best  get  there 
8  a.m.  bus  from  Madrid's  Auto-Res  terminal  ($1.66),  returning 
6:39  p.m.  train  C$2.86);  driving  would  take  you  3  hours  each  w& 

At  Cuenca,  climb  the  winding  high  road,  exploring  the  pictil 
esque  alleyways  on  your  right  for  views  below.  Just  after  San  Felif 
church,  ascend  the  rocky  path  at  your  left  to  a  major  lookout.  (J 
excellent  brochure  in  English  on  the  best  panoramas  is  availat| 
at  Cuenca's  tourist  office.  Calle  Calderon  de  la  Barca  28.) 

You  should  also  try  to  visit  the  Anglo-Norman  Gothic  cathedr.l 
the  only  one  in  Spain.  In  its  sacristy  (9-1,  4-8),  see  the  "Dolorosa! 
an  outstanding  wood  sculpture.  Then  climb  to  the  castle  prison  fl 
a  superb  view;  afterwards,  descend  the  path  to  the  right  of  tl| 
cathedral  to  see  the  Hanging  Houses. 

Spain's  Oldest  City— Today's  Toledo  looks  just  about  the  way  J 
celebrated  adopted  citizen,  El  Greco,  painted  it  four  centuries  ag 

What  is  perhaps  El  Greco's  best  painting,  "The  Burial  of  Col.II 
Orgaz,"  hangs  in  Santo  Tome  church  (10-1:30,  3-7).  On  the  seconl 
floor  of  El  Greco's  house,  now  a  museum,  are  other  canvasses  ar| 
the  spinning  wheel  his  wife  used  while  the  master  worked. 

Two  of  the  city's  historic  synagogues  still  remain ;  be  sure  to  vi 
at  least  El  Transito  (10-2,  3:30-7)  to  see  the  Hebrew  wall  inscrij 
tions,  the  Gardens-of-Lebanon  sculptured  ceilings,  and  the  netlif 
window  panes  of  marble.  At  San  Juan  church  (10-1,  3-7),  look  fl 
the  mother  swan  and  her  brood,  in  stone,  resting  gracefully  atoptl 
daintily  sculptured  cross  above  the  side  entrance.

ARE  YOU  PAYING  TOO  MUCH  IN  PROPERTY  TAXES  ON  YOUR  HOMI 


You  may  well  be,  simply  because  your 
house  was  valued  too  high  by  the  tax 
assessor.  Yet  at  the  same  time,  you 
could  mistakenly  believe  your  home 
carries  too  low  a  valuation.  Sound  im- 
possible? Here's  how  it  works. 

Your  tax  bill  is  based  on  assessed  val- 
uation, which  might  be  only  $6,000  even 
though  your  house  is  worth,  say, 
$20,000.  (That  would  be  the  case  if  as- 
sessments were  pegged  at  30  per  cent 
of  market  value.)  Most  cities  assess 
property  at  only  25  to  50  per  cent  of 
market  value,  and  some  go  as  low  as  10 
per  cent.  Strangely  enough,  the  lower 
the  percentage  yardstick  used,  the  more 
likely  there  will  be  inequities. 

Whatever  the  percentage  in  your 
community,  it  is  supposed  to  be  applied 
uniformly  to  every  house.  If  your  assess- 
ment is  higher  than  it  should  be  in  rela- 
tion to  other  homes,  it's  up  to  you  to 
present  the  facts  that  prove  it. 

Your  first  step  is  to  check  the  as- 
sessed valuation  of  your  house  at  the 
assessor's  office.  At  the  same  time,  look 
up  the  assessments  on  some  nearby 
houses.  (Anyone  can  ask  to  see  the  as- 
sessments on  any  property  in  the  city.) 
This  can  indicate  whether  yours  is  out 
of  line  in  your  immediate  neighborhood. 

Community  factors  may  offer  grounds 


for  lowering  your  assessment.  Your 
house  may  be  affected  by  a  new  high- 
way or  jet  airport,  by  factory  smoke  or 
noise,  by  increasing  commercial  de- 
velopment—or even  by  your  lack  of 
city  water  and  sewer  service.  Depreci- 
ation should  also  be  called  to  the  asses- 
sor's attention,  including  such  things  as 
old-fashioned  plumbing,  heating,  or 
wiring,  as  well  as  structural  defects  like 
a  cracked  foundation,  wet  basement,  or 
termite  damage. 

To  appeal  your  assessment,  dis- 
cuss your  case  with  the  tax  assessor; 
then  back  up  your  visit  with  a  letter 
presenting  specific  reasons  for  a  reduc- 
tion. You  may  also  have  to  state  your 
case  to  a  Board  of  Review,  sometimes 
called  a  Board  of  Relief.  You're  entitled 
to  a  private  hearing,  if  desired,  and  you 
may  wish  to  bring  along  your  lawyer. 
If  you're  turned  down,  you  can  take 
your  case  to  court,  but  in  general  this 
is  inadvisable.  The  expense  may  be 
more  than  it's  worth,  and  even  if  you 
win,  the  court's  ruling  is  good  only  for  a 
year;  after  that  you  may  be  hit  again 
with  a  higher  assessment. 

Besides  the  individual  assessment, 
your  tax  bill  is  determined  by  the  city 
tax  rate— but  there  is  little  you  can  do 
about  that,  since  it's  the  same  for  every- 


body. This  year  it  may  come  to,  say, 
per  $100.  A  house  assessed  at  $6,<>nn 
therefore  taxed  $540.  Or  it  may  be  I 
on  the  "mill"  — a  thousandth  of  a  doll; 
A  90-mill  rate  on  a  $6,000  assi>ssmej 
also  results  in  a  $540  tax  bill.  But  if ; 
other  house  like  yours  happens  to 
assessed  at  only  $4,000,  the  owner  pa| 
$360.  Thus  you  can  see  how  a  rath 
small  difference  in  the  assessment 
make  a  large  difference— 50  per  cent 
this  case — in  the  total  taxes  paid 
year  by  the  homeowner. 

One  other  point  to  remember 
that  your  assessment  may  be  based 
the  estimated  value  of  your  house 
to  ten  years  ago,  when  the  last  gene 
assessment  was  carried  out.  Say 
was  1957,  and  building  costs  have  sir 
risen  by  20  per  cent.  All  properties  i 
tinue  to  be  appraised  according  to 
cost  or  market  value  in  1957.  A  hoi 
that  just  sold  for  $20,000  in  19651 
therefore  appraised  at  $16,000,  its  pij 
sumed  value  in  1957;  its  assessed 
tion  is  figured  according  to  the  local  pi 
centage  yardstick  in  order  to  determi* 
its  current  taxable  value. 

Whatever  the  case  in  your  area, 
you  can  ask  is  that  your  house  be  i 
praised  and  assessed  on  the  same  ba| 
as  all  similar  homes  have  been. 


HOW  CAN  YOU  MAKE  THE  BEST  MORTGAGE  DEAL? 


The  larger  your  down  payment,  the  less  your  mortgage  cost 
over  the  years.  Suppose  you  get  a  53^  per  cent,  20-year  loan 
for  $15,000.  In  20  years,  you'd  pay  back  $24,763— or  $9,763 
in  interest.  If  instead  you  pay  down  $5,000,  reducing  the  loan 
to  $10,000,  it  would  cost  you  $16,500  in  20  years— or  $3,263 
less  interest  than  the  $15,000  loan. 

The  term  (time  period)  of  a  loan  is  important,  too.  In  the 
example  above,  your  $10,000  costs  $6,500  for  the  20-year 
period.  If  you  spread  the  $10,000  loan  over  25  years  because 
of  the  smaller  monthly  payments,  you'll  pay  back  $18,423 — 
or  almost  $2,000  more  for  just  five  additional  years. 

When  you  look  for  a  mortgage,  check  these  sources: 

Savings  banks.  Some  lend  up  to  90  per  cent  of  appraised 
value  and  give  you  up  to  30  years  to  pay,  but  the  usual  loan 
is  still  75  per  cent  and  25  years.  Interest  rates  range  from  51  ■, 
to  6  per  cent  on  the  unpaid  balance,  often  figured  like  this: 
51  2  per  cent  if  you  make  a  25  per  cent  down  payment;  5:!4 
per  cent  for  20  per  cent  down,  and  6  for  10  per  cent.  Loans 
are  usually  limited  to  $40,000. 

Savings  and  loan  associations.  Most  loan  up  to  90  per 
cent  of  appraised  value,  with  up  to  30  years  to  pay.  The  in- 
terest rates  vary  from  a  rare  5}  ■>  per  cent  to  more  than  7  per 
cent;  the  median  is  near  6  per  cent.  There  is  no  loan  limit. 


Commercial  banks.  Some  now  loan  up  to  75  per  cent| 
appraised  value,  although  66%  per  cent  is  more  usual.  Co! 
mercial  bank  rates  generally  run  from  5]4  to  5%  per  cei 
the  loan  limit  ordinarily  is  kept  to  $25,000. 

Insurance  companies.  Their  loans  range  up  to  75' 
cent  of  appraised  value,  and  usually  are  for  25  or  30  years,  <1 
pending  on  state  law  and  the  company  involved.  Rates  vs 
from  53  2  to  6  per  cent.  However,  only  a  few  insurance  fir  J 
make  loans  directly;  most  go  through  mortgage  companij 
which  act  as  brokers  by  placing  your  mortgage  with  t! 
lender  best  suited  to  your  requirements. 

You  may  get  an  FHA-  or  VA-insured  mortgage  throii 
any  of  the  above  lenders,  provided  they  are  willing— all 
many  are  not.  Terms  fixed  by  law  for  FHA  mortgages  ;l 
quite  liberal— currently  5]4  per  cent  interest  plus  one-hl 
per  cent  premium,  or  534  per  cent  altogether,  with  up  to 
years  to  pay.  Down  payment  is  small  and  monthly  payme 
low,  but  interest  cost  is  high  over  the  long  life  of  the  lo  • 

Wherever  you  decide  to  get  your  loan,  be  sure  you  ms  | 
this  basic  five-point  check: 

1.  Fees.  These  vary  widely,  from  one  per  cent  of  the : 

Two  lenders  offering  mortgages  at  il 
per  cent  may  be  more  than  $100  apart  on  fees.

LAWN  TOOLS 

Broom  rake.  Ideal  for  leaves. 
For  heavy  duty,  get  kind  with 
looped  spring  braces  between 
handle  and  spacer  bar.  Avail- 
able with  flat  steel  or  wire  teeth. 


Double-duty  rake.  Sharp  teeth 
on  one  side  remove  lawn  thatch, 
lift  crabgrass  stolons  for  mower. 
Flanged  teeth  on  other  side  pul- 
verize seedbed  soil. 


Half-moon  grass  edger.  Sharp, 
curved  cutting  blade  trims  sod 
and  soil  away  from  paving.  Use 
to  get  a  neat,  trim  lawn  edge 
around  flower  borders. 


Grasshook.  For  cutting  tall  grass 
and  weeds  under  fences  and 
shrubs.  Scythe-shaped  blade, 
on  long  or  short  handle,  gathers 
plant  tops  in  for  cutting. 


"V"-cut  weeder.  For  cutting 
dandelions  and  other  taprooted 
lawn  weeds  below  ground. 
Comes  with  long  or  short  han- 
dle. Useful  for  cutting  aspara- 
gus spears. 


Grass  shears.  For  trimming  the 
grass  a  mower  misses.  There 
are  two  types  of  blade  opera- 
tions, one  depending  on  scissor 
action,  the  other  (shown)  on  a 
vertical  squeeze  of  handles. 


PRUNING  TOOLS 

Hedge  shears.  Use  to  shear 
hedges,  deciduous  shrubs,  and 
specimen  evergreens.  Type  with 
a  notch  in  the  throat  of  blades 
cuts  woody  branches  up  to  % 
inch  in  diameter. 


Lopping  shears.  Sturdy  hook- 
and-blade  cutting  tip  is  just  the 
thing  for  pruning  large  branches 
of  trees  and  shrubs.  Long  han- 
dles give  good  leverage. 
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Extensions  are  for  people 
who  can't  be  two  places  at  once.

Pruning  shears.  There  are  two 
basic  types:  hook-and-blade  for 
extra-close  trimming,  and  the 
anvil.  Get  a  good  pair  — cheap 
models  don't  hold  up. 


DIGGING  TOOLS 

Floral  shovel.  Small  size  makes 
this  an  outstanding  tool  for  dig- 
ging planting  holes  or  trans- 
planting flowers  in  border.  A 
must  for  the  avid  gardener. 


Garden  spade.  The  best  tool  for 
spading  garden  beds,  for  dig- 
ging large  planting  holes,  or  for 
lifting  out  big  plants  with  a  ball 
of  soil.  You  really  need  this  one. 


Hand  trowel.  Ideal  for  setting 
out  bulbs  and  small  plants.  For 
a  starter,  get  one  with  a  medi- 
um-width blade  to  cover  a  wide 
range  of  small  digging  chores. 


Spading  fork.  A  good  tool  for 
deep  turning  of  soil  or  lifting 
plants  bare-root.  Also  useful  for 
digging  bulbs  and  root  crops. 
Get  one  with  sturdy  tines. 


Garden  rake.  For  final  working 
of  seedbed  to  break  up  clods 
and  level  soil.  For  general  soil 
working,  get  one  with  curved, 
extra-heavy  outside  teeth. 


Speedy  cultivator.  This  is  just 
the  thing  for  working  hard  or 
caked  soil.  You  can  expect  bet- 
ter service  from  one  with  head 
and  shank  forged  in  one  piece. 


Garden  hoe.  Use  for  loosening 
soil  crust  and  for  weeding. 
Choose  from  a  variety  of  blade 
widths  and  depths.  The  shallow 
depth  is  best  for  most  jobs. 


Swan-neck  hoe.  Great  for  weed- 
ing and  loosening  soil  around 
plants.  Arched  neck  makes  it 
easy  to  cultivate  hard-to-reach 
areas  behind  the  plants. 


Warren  hoe.  The  heart-shaped 
blade  is  designed  to  make  plant- 
ing furrows.  When  pulled  along 
row,  wide-flared  ears  on  top  pull 
soil  over  the  seed.

All  forerunners  of  the  gas  and  electric 
irons  were  not  just  alike.  One  flatiron  (or 
sad  iron,  as  they  frequently  were  termed) 
was  pointed  on  each  end  instead  of  pointed 
on  one  end.  This  type  was  first  known  as 
"Mrs.  Potts'  Sad  Iron"  and  was  manufac- 
tured in  this  country.  It  featured  a  detach- 
able handle  and  hood  which  could  be  fastened 
to  any  one  of  three  iron  bases,  two  of  which 
were  always  kept  hot  on  the  stove.  Frequent- 
ly the  hood  was  lined  with  asbestos  to  keep 
the  handle  cool  and  retain  heat  in  the  base. 

Then  there  was  the  charcoal  iron,  which 
was  heated  by  its  own  self-contained  supply 
of  charcoal  and  came  complete  with  a  smoke- 
stack, which  on  occasion  perversely  sprin- 
kled soot  on  whatever  happened  to  be  around 
when  it  was  in  use. 

In  addition  to  the  flatiron,  there  was  the 
fluter  (see  sketch),  which  had  a  corrugated 
base  and  roller  and  was  designed  to  press 
ruffles.  These  were  made  by  several  manufac- 
turers and  they  bore  such  intriguing  trade 
names    as    "Geneva's,"    "The    Best,"    and 
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"Good  Luck."  An  easier-to-handle  fluting 
machine  had  come  into  use  by  the  1890s. 

All  of  these  first  irons  were  considerably 
heavier  than  the  ones  we  have  today.  And  in 
addition,  the  housewife  had  to  use  her  own 
judgment  in  determining  "right"  ironing 
temperature  for  different  fabrics. 

Because  of  its  weight,  any  of  these  early 
sad  irons  with  one  flat  end  can  be  converted 
into  an  interesting  and  attractive  doorstop 
or  bookend  by  painting  or  drawing  a  simple, 
colorful  scene  on  its  flat  bottom  surface  and

l  isn't  easy  for  young  people  to  find  summer  jobs— and 
■  problem  gets  tougher  all  the  time.  This  summer  an

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pating.  Other  highly  successful  training  experiments  were 
the  baby  sitting  clinic  and  a  hostess  helper  training  clinic. 
One  of  the  most  interesting  aspects  of  the  Youthpower 
idea  is  its  flexibility.  The  basic  plan  is  adaptable  to  any 
size  community,  with  or  without  a  Manpower  office.  Princi- 
pal requirements  for  setting  up  a  Youthpower-type  job 
clearing  house  are: 

1.  A  group  of  adult  sponsors.  This  could  be  a  Manpower 
office,  or  a  civic  club  or  service  organization,  a  local  business 
firm,  or  PTA  group.  Main  responsibilities  of  the  "parent" 
group  would  be  to  enlist  the  support  of  the  business  com- 
munity; provide  an  office,  office  supplies,  telephone  service, 
and  financial  assistance  to  cover  costs  of  advertising  and 
mailings.  Once  the  project  is  underway,  the  teen-agers  can 
and  should  assume  responsibility  for  operating  the  job  bureau. 

2.  A  capable  staff  of  volunteer  workers.  Enlisting  young 
people  to  man  the  job  bureau  should  begin  as  far  in  advance 
of  opening  day  as  possible — before  they  make  other  plans 
for  the  summer.  Most  likely  source  of  workers  will  probably 
be  the  high  schools  and  colleges — so  it's  essential  to  win  the 
cooperation  of  school  authorities.  In  Milwaukee,  many  vol- 
unteers were  signed  up  through  "The  Other  98" — a  teen-age 
service  group.  College  students  interested  in  business  ad- 
ministration, personnel  work,  public  relations  and  advertis- 
ing make  particularly  effective  workers.  Other  sources  of 
volunteers:  sororities  and  fraternities,  school  clubs,  religious 
youth  organizations,  community  organizations  such  as  Junior 
Achievement  and  Y-Teens.  Once  recruited,  volunteers  should 
participate  in  a  training  program  to  familiarize  them  with 
office  procedure  and  with  Youthpower  objectives. 

3.  The  backing  of  the  community.  Obviously,  the  more 
backing  the  project  has,  the  more  new  job  areas  it  can  open 
up  for  teen-agers.  Make  sure  the  business  leaders  of  the 
community  are  contacted  while  the  project  is  still  in  the 
planning  stage.  Seek  their  counsel  at  the  outset— and  keep 
them  posted  every  step  of  the  way  via  meetings,  letters, 
mailings,  personal  contact — and  personal  "thank  you's" 
whenever  they  hire  a  teen-age  worker. 

In  winning  the  support  of  the  community  at  large,  local 
newspapers— as  demonstrated  by  Youthpower's  experience 
—can  be  of  inestimable  value— and  it  should  be  simple 
enough  to  enlist  their  help.  Newspaper  editors  are  exposed 
every  day  to  the  consequences  of  teen-age  idleness,  restless- 
ness, and  rootlessness.  And  most  of  them  will  bend  over-  back- 
ward to  support  any  community  effort  to  solve  the  problem. 
In  Milwaukee,  radio  and  television  interviews  and  public 
service  announcements  gave  added  impetus  to  the  project. 
Other  ways  to  alert  the  community:  mailings  to  business- 
men and  homeowners  calling  attention  to  specific  jobs  teen- 
agers can  fill;  a  "speakers  bureau"  of  young  volunteers  to 
address  civic  clubs,  women's  clubs,  PTA  groups,  etc.;  ad- 
vertisements in  daily  and  neighborhood  newspapers. 

While  the  Youthpower  experiment  in  Milwaukee  repre- 
sented community-wide  effort  to  meet  the  problem  of  teen- 
age unemployment  during  the  summer,  the  basic  idea  could 
be  carried  out  successfully  on  a  much  more  modest  scale — 
confined,  say,  to  a  single  school  or  neighborhood.  Why  not 
suggest  it  at  your  next  civic  club  or  PTA  meeting?  Certainly 
it's  more  constructive  than  worriedly  wondering  "what  the 
younger  generation  is  coming  to!"

ices  drop  to  as  little  as  15c  to  20c  a 
oot,  depending  on  the  surface  wood, 
pity,  surface  finish,  and  quality  of 
ood  backing.  In  general,  though, 
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you'll  have  to  pay  at  least  40c  to  50c  a  square 
foot  for  plywood  panels  that  glow  with  that 
soft  "hand-rubbed"  effect.  Like  nearly  all  of 
the  paneling  described  below,  plywood  is 
generally  '4-inch  thick,  with  some  top-of- 
the-line  grades  thicker.  It's  made  in  sheets 
four  feet  wide  and  from  7  to  10  feet  long, 
with  or  without  a  series  of  vertical  grooves 
to  simulate  vertical  planks.  (The  7-foot 
panels  are  ideal  for  many  basements.) 

Hard  board  panels  are  noted  for  their  tough- 
ness, dent-resistant  surface,  and  low  cost. 
They're  available  in  a  wide  variety  of  wood 
grain  patterns  and  colors.  The  surface  pat- 
tern is  applied  via  a  high-fidelity  photo 
reproduction  process.  The  panels  are  coated 
with  a  rugged  factory-applied  surface  finish, 
and  generally  range  in  price  between  20c 
and  33c  a  square  foot.  The  higher-priced 
kinds  are  coated  with  a  virtually  indestruct- 
ible baked-on  melamine  finish. 

Plastic  laminate  paneling  will  give  your 
walls  the  same  rugged  surface  that  you  get 
with  a  plastic  laminate  counter  top.  It's  now- 
available  in  different  photo-process  surfaces, 
including  handsome  wood  grains,  or  solid 
colors,  or  distinctive  patterns,  and  each  with 
random  grooving,  if  desired.  Since  it's  re- 
sistant to  almost  anything  that  may  splatter 
on  a  wall,  it's  especially  good  for  hard-knock 
areas  in  a  house.  The  kind  with  a  surface 
veneer  of  1/32-inch  thick  plastic  laminate  is 
generally  tough  enough  for  walls,  as  well  as 
being  more  economical  than  the  kind  with  a 
1;  16-inch  surface.  Total  paneling  thickness 
runs  from  '  4  to  '  £  inch.  Prices  range  from 
60c  to  about  $1.25  a  square  foot,  sometimes 
more  depending  on  brand,  panel  quality,  and 
surface  veneer. 

Gypsum  board  paneling,  one  of  the  newest 
kinds  to  hit  the  market,  is  lowest  in  cost,  with 
prices  ranging  from  about  33c  down  to  a 
mere  10c  a  square  foot.  It's  the  same  %/%-  or 
1  2-inch  gypsum  board  ("dry  wall")  widely 
used  for  interior  walls,  except  that  the  sur- 
face is  finished  in  attractive  colors  and  pat- 
terns or  imprinted  with  a  photo-process 
wood-grain  appearance. 

The  least  expensive  kinds  are  coated  with 
a  synthetic  lacquer  finish,  better  ones  with  a 
top-notch  vinyl  coat  that  is  washable.  Un- 
like regular  gyTpsum  board,  the  paneling  hap- 
pily requires  no  taping  and  spackling  at  the 
joints;  you  nail  it  up  with  matched  moldings.

PLAIN  TALK  ABOUT  FAMILY  HEALTH 

THE  MENACE  OF 
CHILDHOOD  POISONING 


By  Gordon  G.  Greer 

The  particulars  change  with  each  incident, 
but  the  stories  follow  similar  patterns. 

•  Three-year-old  Andy  is  playing  unattend- 
ed in  the  yard  late  in  the  afternoon.  His 
mother,  who  usually  keeps  a  close  watch  over 
him,  is  preoccupied  today  caring  for  the  boy's 
sick  sister.  Andy  wanders  into  the  open  ga- 
rage, finds  a  shiny  container,  and  decides  to 
sample  its  contents.  The  taste  isn't  .very 
pleasant,  so  he  takes  only  a  few  swallows,  but 
a  few  swallows  of  antifreeze  is  enough.  With- 
in hours,  the  boy  is  dead. 

•  Unobserved  by  her  mother,  who  is  seven 
months  pregnant  and  resting  briefly  before 
dinner,  two-year-old  Louise  slips  up  to  the 
bathroom  and  swallows  an  unknown  quan- 
tity of  drain  cleaner  she  finds  beneath  the 
sink.  Six  months  later  she  is  still  on  a  liquid 
diet  and  has  already  been  admitted  to  the 
hospital  several  dozen  times  for  treatment  of 
her  scarred  esophagus. 

•  Two  preschool-age  sisters  explore  an  up- 
stairs closet  and  discover  some  hidden  "can- 
dy"— flavored  children's  aspirin.  They  gulp 
down  the  contents  of  two  full  bottles.  Lucki- 
ly, they  are  taken  quickly  to  a  doctor,  who 
empties  their  stomachs  and  reports  to  the 
parents  that  the  girls  will  survive  without 
damage.  They  could  just  as  easily  have  per- 
ished. More  children  are  fatally  poisoned 
by  aspirin  than  by  any  other  product,  and  80 
per  cent  of  all  aspirin  poisonings  are  attri- 
buted to  flavored  tablets. 

In  a  careful  investigation  into  the  pre- 
cise circumstances  surrounding  such  trage- 
dies and  near-tragedies — which  each  year  in- 
volve more  than  half  a  million  children  under 
five  in  this  country— the  Children's  Hospital 
Medical  Center,  in  Boston,  made  a  number  of 
discoveries  that  all  parents  should  keep  per- 
manently in  mind. 

•  The  vast  majority  of  childhood  poisonings 
occur,  not  at  random,  but  when  the  victim's 
mother  is  having  a  bad  day  and  small  trou- 
bles distract  her  attention.  She  may  be  sick, 
exhausted,  preoccupied,  or  worried.  Often, 
she  is  also  pregnant. 

•  Most  poisonings  involve  children  big 
enough  to  walk  but  not  over  three  years  old. 

•  The  most  dangerous  time  of  day  is  during 
the  hour  just  before  the  evening  meal. 

•  The  unpleasant  taste  of  a  potential  poison 
has  little  deterrent  value.  Toddlers  will  swal- 
low virtually  anything. 

•  A  broken  home  or  a  constantly  tense  rela- 
tionship between  parents  makes  a  youngster 
more  likely  to  poison  himself.  In  effect,  he 
may  be  feeding  his  insecurity  by  popping 
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something     anything     into  his  mouth 

•  Parents  tempt  disaster  when  they 
estimate  a  young  child's  ingenuity  or 
estimate  his  ability  to  heed  orders 
day,  dozens  of  children  poison  themsel' 
getting  medicine  out  of  safety  cap 
bottles  they  are  often  told  never  to 
but  which  are  left  within  their  reach. 

•  A  large  number  of  youngsters  poison 
selves    in    unfamiliar    surroundings 
visiting,  moving,  or  on  vacation  trip: 
products  kept  away  from  them  at  hoi 

Because  relatively  few  products  are 
inently  labeled  as  poisonous  if  misused 
parents  are  far  off  in  their  estimates  ( 
many  such  items  exist.

He  will  not  advi 
procedure,  however,  if  the  child  is  eitl 
conscious  or  convulsive,  or  if  the  poisor 
corrosive  substance,  which  might  rupt 
esophagus  on  its  way  back  up,  or  a  pet 
product,  which  might  pass  into  the  lur 
damage  them.

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HOW  IMPORTANT  IS  LOW  MILEAGE  WHEN  YOU  CHOOSE  A  USED  CAR? 


The  average  car  is  driven  about  9,000  miles  a  year.  It  might 
seem  safe  to  assume,  then,  that  a  two-year-old  car  with  only 
9,000  miles  on  it  will  be  a  good  buy.  Usually  it  will  be,  but  a 
car  of  the  same  age  with  twice  the  mileage  might  very  well 
be  the  better  car  for  you. 

The  deciding  factor  will  often  lie  in  the  type  of  maintenance 
schedule  followed  for  the  car.  A  recent  survey  of  used  car 
dealers  showed  most  mechanical  difficulties  can  be  traced  to 
improper  care  rather  than  to  outright  wearing  out  of  the  car. 

As  one  automotive  engineer  summed  it  up,  average  trip 
mileage  is  the  main  consideration:  how  many  miles,  on  the  av- 
erage, the  car  was  driven  each  time  the  engine  was  started. 
When  an  engine  is  first  started,  midsummer  or  midwinter, 
it  is  far  below  normal  operating  temperature.  The  automatic 
choke,  standard  on  most  late  model  cars,  is  partially  closed 
to  give  the  engine  the  mixture  needed  to  keep  going.  This 
rich  recipe  causes  a  soot  build-up  in  the  engine;  the  power 
plant  must  get  rid  of  the  resulting  contaminants. 

This  can  be  accomplished  only  if  the  engine  reaches  the 
normal  high  internal  temperature  needed  to  burn  away  the 
accumulations  inside  the  combustion  chambers  and  boil 
away  the  unburned  gasoline  and  water  vapor  that  mix  into 
the  crankcase  oil.  All  car  manufacturers  and  the  American 
Petroleum  Institute  agree  that,  after  each  starting  of  an 
engine,  the  car  should  be  driven  at  least  five  miles  to  bring  it 
up  to  the  proper  operating  temperature  necessary  to  clear 
out  the  ash  and  remove  damaging  oil  dilutants. 

But  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  says  that  60%  of  all 
car  trips  are  less  than  five  miles  in  length. 

A  car  which  accumulates  only  9,000  miles  in  two  years  is 
probably  a  short-trip  car,  one  driven  mostly  around  town 
with  only  an  occasional  trip  on  the  open  highway.  Buy  a  car 
like  this,  especially  if  it  has  been  improperly  maintained,  and 
you  may  be  in  for  trouble.  The  combustion  chambers  may  be 
full  of  carbon  and  the  valve  guides  may  be  gummed  up  to 
cause  sticking  and  possibly  burned  valves.  Worse,  the  filter 
screen  on  the  oil  pump  as  well  as  some  of  the  internal  oil  pas- 
sages in  the  engine,  may  be  partially  clogged. 

Take  a  car  like  this  out  on  the  road,  let  it  out  at  turnpike 
speeds  .  .  .  and  you  might  ruin  the  engine.  One  driver's  recent 
sad  experience  is  typical  of  what  can  happen  when  a  car's 
way  of  life  is  suddenly  changed  from  slow  to  fast: 

He  bought  a  "little  old  lady's"  car,  a  low-mileage  cream 
puff  that  had  been  driven  only  in  town  at  speeds  rarely  over 
30  mph.  On  the  open  road,  the  new  owner  was  annoyed  to 
find  that  the  sludged-up  engine  would  not  propel  his  auto 
more  than  50  mph  no  matter  how  much  gas  he  gave  it.  Finally 
after  several  miles,  the  engine  got  thoroughly  hot  and 
loosened  up  enough  for  him  to  get  the  car  up  to  speeds

By  the  time  he  reached  his  destination  several  hundr 
miles  away,  the  engine  was  ready  for  the  repair  shop.  Soi 
of  the  rings  had  broken,  valves  were  sticky  and  burned,  a 
several  bearings  were  damaged.  The  high  speed  and  hi 
temperature  (normal  for  a  highway-driven  car)  had  shak 
loose  large  amounts  of  carbon  grit  and  sludge  and  circulat 
them  through  the  engine,  clogging  the  oil  filter  and  partia 
blocking  some  of  the  oil  passages.  As  a  result,  many  vi 
engine  parts  were  lacking  necessary  lubrication— althou 
the  car  had  an  oil  and  filter  change  before  starting  out. 

In  another  instance,  advice  from  a  mechanic  preven 
similar  buyer  from  ruining  the  town-driven  used  car  he 
just  purchased.  The  engine  of  this  vehicle,  before  being  si 
jected  to  highway  speeds,  was  torn  down  and  thorougl 
cleaned.  This  included  the  removal  of  a  great  deal  of  slue 
and  the  replacement  of  several  acid-damaged  parts. 

How  can  the  car  that's  largely  highway-driven  be  in 
good  or  better  shape  in  spite  of  having  traveled  thousands 
miles  more?  A  modern  car  is  designed  to  withstand  high 
speeds  and  high  temperatures,  so  engine  wear  will  be  almi 
imperceptible  provided  the  car  is  properly  maintained.  A 
high-mileage  drivers,  people  who  must  depend  upon  th 
car  in  the  performance  of  their  work,  tend  to  give  their  c 
regular  maintenance  service  and  oil  changes.  It's  not  unco 
mon  for  a  salesman's  car  to  have  traveled  over  100,000  m; 
before  it  begins  to  use  an  excessive  amount  of  oil. 

What  about  other  kinds  of  wear?  Doesn't  the  higher  sp< 
with  its  higher  vibration  rate  cause  faster  wear  on  a  c? 
steering  mechanism,  springs,  and  shock  absorbers,  as  it  <t 
on  the  tires?  No.  In  fact,  the  mechanical  parts  are  less 
to  suffer  damage  and  wear  from  the  higher  speeds  on  s: 
highways  than  from  the  chuckholes,  brick  pavement, 
steep,  bouncy  driveways  the  city  car  is  subjected  to. 

Other  important  considerations:  the  highway  car  is 
and  braked  far  fewer  times  per  thousand  miles;  the  typi 
city  car  will  carry  more  passengers  (many  of  whom  will 
children)  with  consequently  more  door  slams,  window  i; 
ings  and  lowerings;  and  it  will  also  suffer  more  upholste 
rug-interior  finish  wear  per  thousand  miles. 

You  should  consider  several  factors— who  owned  the 
previously,  how  it  was  driven,  and  how  well  the  factory  m£ 
tenance  suggestions  were  followed.  Obviously,  with  care  i 
driving  habits  being  equal,  the  lower  mileage  car  should 
the  better  buy.  But  don't  automatically  rule  out  the 
with  above-average  mileage— for  instance,  a  year-old  mc 
with  18,000  miles  on  it.  Even  though  it  has  traveled  m 
miles,  it  could  be  a  better  car  for  you  than  the  low-mile 
sharpie  that  has  always  been  a  city  dweller.

Yes,  this  is  a  prefab  house,  and  we  present  it 
here  to  demonstrate  that  the  trend  to  better 
design  is  one  of  the  many  good  things  happen- 
ing to  manufactured  houses  in  1965.  This  one, 
the  Manufactured  Home  of  the  Year,  was  built 
by  the  Home  Manufacturers  Association  to 
show  just  how  great  a  house  of  this  type  can 
be — and  how  well  high  quality  and  good  design 
adapt  to  houses  built  in  a  factory. 

The  story  of  the  house  begins  with  its  design 
by  Robert  Martin  Engelbrecht,  A. I. A.  The  flex- 
ible floor  plan  functions  smoothly  for  a  family 
with  any-age  children. 

In  addition  to  the  plan  shown  on  this  page, 
it  can  also  be  built  as  a  four-bedroom  home 
with  detached  garage;  we  show  that  plan  on 
page  88.  Because  of  the  excellent  design,  the 
house  can  be  oriented  to  the  best  advantage 
on  almost  any  lot. 

While  nearly  every  house  is  prefabricated  to 
some  degree  today,  this  one  is  especially  well 
suited  to  the  most  modern  techniques.  Both 
the  exterior  and  atrium  walls  of  all  three  of  the 
living  area  sides  are  identical,  except  shorter 
outside  windows  in  the  kitchen  have  panels  be- 
low. With  standardization  of  large  parts  like 
these,  precision  manufacturing  speeds  pro- 
duction at  a  fast,  economical  clip.  Roof  con- 
struction, too,  reaps  the  same  benefits. 

Quality  can  go  into  a  prefab  house  just  as 
well  as  in  a  more  conventionally  built  job.  When 
you  shop  through  a  model  manufactured  home, 
size  it  up  the  same  way  you  would  any  other. 
Look  for  materials  and  equipment  that  will  give 
you  long,  trouble-free  service.  Materials  like 
the  siding  on  this  house,  which  won't  need 
painting  for  at  least  15  years,  are  readily  avail- 
able and  save  costly  upkeep  later.  Expect  to 
find  well-known  brand  names  on  appliances, 
windows,  other  components. 

As  this  house  proves,  better  design  is  being 
built  into  manufactured  homes — and  you'll 
find  builders  can  now  offer  you  a  wide  variety 
of  styles  and  sizes.

The  handsome  street  side  (.left  above)  is  just 
the  beginning  of  this  house.  The  perspective 
drawing  and  plan  show  how  the  whole  interior 
wraps  around  the  exciting  atrium  (opposite).

Above  right  This  private  view  from 
the  living  room  lets  adults  leave  the 
bustle  of  the  world  behind.  Yet  the 
outdoors  is  only  one  step  away 
through  a  sliding  glass  door.  All 
these  doors  operate,  so  that  every 
part  of  the  house  has  convenient  ac- 
cess to  the  20-foot-square  atrium. 

The  quarry  tile  floor  takes  the 
brunt  of  inside  traffic — it  rims  the 
atrium  in  all  three  wings. 
Opposite  The  handsome  fireplace 
hood  hangs  from  the  ceiling  over  the 
separate,  free-standing  hearth.  And 
those  comfortable  chairs  around 
the  coffee  table  roll  to  let  you  watch 
the  fire,  enjoy  the  view  outside,  or 
join  the  main  conversation  grouping 
at  the  far  end  of  the  room.

Here  are  flowers  that  thrive  when  the  heat  is  on — 
and  give  you  the  long-lasting  variety  of  colors  you 
want  in  your  garden.  Another  point:  they're  easy 
to  plant,  easy  to  care  for,  so  your  gardening  chores 
will  be  minimal  during  the  dog  days.  To  enjoy  sun- 
drenched color  all  summer  long  in  your  garden — 
and  in  your  home — order  seeds  of  annuals,  plants 
of  perennials  now — and  plant  within  6  weeks. 
Left.  Envy  is  an  appropriate  name  for  this  apple- 
green  zinnia.  Yes,  it's  really  green.  Like  all  zin- 
nias, this  one  does  best  in  sun,  but  to  intensify 
color,  place  in  filtered  light  or  cover  with  cheese- 
cloth. Envy  combines  well  with  all  garden  colors 
and  even  stands  out  among  other  greens.  The 
flowers  measure  3-4  inches  on  2%-foot  stocky 
plants  that  need  no  staking  against  wind  and  rain. 
Right  above.  Blue  Glitter  is  a  hardy  aster  in  new 
dwarf  form.  You're  looking  at  bloom  produced  the 
first  season — you  can't  ask  much  more  of  a  small 
plant.  Unlike  many  garden  blues,  this  one  has  an 
electric  quality  that  really  glitters.  The  plants  form 
mounds  16  inches  high  and  wide— ideal  for  limited 
space.  No  trouble — just  divide  in  early  spring, 
when  crowded,  for  a  big  crop  of  fall  blooms. 
Right.  The  red-hot  poker  isjustasvividas  its  name 
implies.  If  you  want  a  perennial  that  cries  out  for 
attention,  this  will  do  it.  The  variety  shown  is  a  de- 
pendable old-timer  that  grows  3  to  4  feet  high  and 
is  best  displayed  against  a  green  shrubbery  back- 
ground or  to  the  rear  of  a  flower  border.  Other 
varieties  are  shorter  growing  (up  to  2  feet  tall)  and 
come  in  quieter  tones  of  ivory  or  primrose.  Space 
plants  2  feet  apart.

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Left.  Tall-growing  perennial  phlox  make 
a  show  by  themselves,  but  also  do  won- 
ders mixed  with  other  flowers.  Masses  of 
a  single  color  make  a  beautiful  splash, 
but  some  shades,  such  as  the  cerise  of 
Von  Hochburg  in  the  garden  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Kenneth  Kraft,  benefit  when  tem- 
pered by  white  flowers. 

Plant  phlox  in  full  sun,  out  in  the  open, 
and  you'll  have  few  mildew  problems. 
But,  to  play  it  safe,  dust  or  spray  plants 
every  week  to  10  days  with  a  spray  mix- 
ture containing  a  fungicide. 
Right.  This  variety  of  annual  China  aster 
is  called  Early  Bird.  The  bright  blooms 
measure  a  big  3-4  inches  across  and 
come  in  shades  of  blue,  red,  pink,  and 
white.  These  are  the  new  bush-type, 
multistemmed  asters  that  produce  such 
an  abundance  of  flowers  in  a  little  space. 

Set  plants  14-16  inches  apart  in  deep- 
ly turned  soil  to  which  peat  moss  and 
plant  food  have  been  added.  Keep  soil 
moist,  not  wet,  during  growing  season 
and  feed  each  month.  We  had  no  trouble 
with  wilt  or  yellows,  about  the  best  rec- 
ommendation we  can  give  a  China  aster. 
Left.  Hardy  hibiscus  are  just  that — hardy 
everywhere.  Flowers  the  size  of  a  dinner 
plate  appear  for  about  three  months. 
Each  bloom  lasts  only  a  day — whether 
it's  out  of  water  or  in — but  newones  open 
daily.  Plants  become  large — to  4  feet  in 
height  and  spread,  even  if  you  tie  back 
the  multiple  stems. 

Allow  enough  space  at  the  start  so  you 
won't   have   to   transplant   after  two   or 
three  years.

THE  CHINESE  WAY 
Confucius  might  have  said  it:  "Bet- 
ter to  skip  vegetable  entirely  than  to 
overcook  it!"  For  this  is  the  principle 
on  which  all  Chinese  cookery  is  based 
—just  enough  cooking  to  bring  out 
the  texture  and  flavor  of  food. 

With  vegetables,  particularly,  Chi- 
nese consider  the  time  element  vital 
in  preserving  crispness,  color,  and 
flavor.  With  green  vegetables,  for  ex- 
ample, they  "cook  to  color,"  keeping 
three  stages  of  color  change  in  mind: 
bright  green,  dark  green,  and  olive. 
Cooking  stops  when  the  vegetables 
are  between  "bright"  and  "dark" 
green  (usually  closer  to  "bright"). 

This  is  how  the  "stir-fry"  or  "toss- 
cook"  method  of  cooking  has  become 
a  trademark  of  the  Oriental  cook. 

After  the  vegetables  are  washed 
and  drained,  they're  cut  in  bite-size 
pieces,  if  necessary.  Then  they're  put 
into  a  sizzling  hot  skillet  containing 
hot  cooking  oil,  bacon,  or  chicken  fat. 
(The  Chinese  use  a  wide,  shallow 
bowl  called  a  "wok.")  A  little  fresh 
ginger,  garlic,  or  onion  may  be  added 
to  the  oil. 

The  vegetables  are  quickly  stirred 
and  fried.  Then  a  little  salt  and  mono- 
sodium  glutamate  are  added,  and  the 
vegetables  are  cooked,  covered,  over 
high  heat  for  a  short,  short  time,  till 
just  tender,  with  a  shake  or  two  of 
the  skillet  to  keep  them  stirred.  Crisp 
the  vegetables  are!  Tender!  Bright  in 
color  and  delectable  in  flavor!  Try 
the  "stir-fry"  method  and  you'll 
make  it  your  own!  Left— Snow  Peas 
with  Water  Chestnuts,  at  top,  are 
delicately  flavored  with  chicken  broth 
and  soy,  crisp  as  crisp  because  they 
have  been  stir-fried. 

Oriental  Asparagus,  at  bottom, 
proves  the  merit  of  the  Chinese  ap- 
proach to  vegetable  cookery.  The 
slender-tender  stalks  of  this  favorite 
spring  vegetable  couldn't  possibly 
taste  better! 
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JAPANESE  TEMPURA 
It  turns  vegetables  into  fare  that  is 
"suteki"  (really  great!)— tempting 
enough  to  set  before  an  Emperor!  Or, 
to  serve  as  new  and  different  appe- 
tizers at  your  next  party!  Since  the 
tempura  must  be  served  piping  hot, 
it's  best  done  for  small  groups  (not 
more  than  6  to  8  people). 

Tempura  is  simple.  Batter-dipped 
pieces  of  vegetable  (or  sea  food)  are 
deep-fat  fried  till  light  brown,  with 
an  almost  "sheer"  crust,  and  not  a 
trace  of  greasiness.  Your  guests  en- 
joy watching— and  munching — as 
you  fry  the  vegetables  and  transfer 
them  to  a  draining  rack  at  the  side. 

Provide  your  guests  with  indi- 
vidual napkin-lined  plates  or  little 
baskets,  and  chopsticks  which  they 
use  to  dunk  the  drained  tempura- 
fried  vegetables  in  a  special  tempura 
sauce.  The  sauce  is  rich  in  soy,  indis- 
pensable to  Oriental  cooking.  For 
condiments,  offer  grated  radish  com- 
bined with  grated  turnip,  and  grated 
fresh  gingerroot. 

In  our  photograph  at  left,  we've 
used  asparagus  spears,  parsley,  sliced 
sweet  potatoes,  spinach,  mushrooms, 
and  green  beans.  Try  other  vege- 
tables, too— it's  fun  to  experiment. 

To  make  sure  your  vegetables  do 
turn  out  just  right — 

1.  Wash  and  dry  vegetables  well.  Cut 
into  slices  or  strips  where  necessary. 

2.  Keep  sauce  and  condiments  cov- 
ered and  chilled  if  prepared  ahead. 

3.  Mix  batter,  not  too  much  at  one 
time,  just  before  using.  Don't  over- 
stir:  a  few  lumps  help  make  that 
crisp,  feather-light  crust. 

4.  Keep  the  batter  well-chilled  while 
using— a  couple  of  ice  cubes  do  the 
trick  without  diluting  the  batter. 

5.  Use  one  set  of  tongs  to  dip  vege- 
tables into  batter,  another  set  to  re- 
move from  hot  oil. 

6.  Use  a  fresh,  bland  cooking  oil  for 
frying.  A  deep  electric  skillet  with  a 
good  thermostatic  control  will  keep 
the  hot  oil  at  an  even  temperature  of 
360  to  365°.  Don't  cook  too  much 
food  at  one  time;  skim  off  tiny  drops 
of  batter  that  form  on  surface  of  fat. 

7.  Drain  the  tempura-fried  foods  on 
rack  set  on  a  tray ;  serve  piping  hot.

Broccoli  Souffle  with  Mush- 
room-Pimiento  Sauce 

A  souffle  with  stamina!  Easy  to 
make,  and  not  half  as  fragile  as 
it  looks — 

1  10-ounce  package  frozen 
chopped  broccoli 

2  tablespoons  butler  or 
margarine 

2  tablespoons  all-purpose  flour 

1  >  teaspoon  salt

4  egg  yolks 

4  stiff-beaten  egg  whites 

Cook  broccoli  following  pack- 
age directions.  Drain  very  thor- 
oughly. (Chop  any  very  large 
pieces.)  Add  butter  to  broccoli; 
cook  and  stir  over  high  heat  till 
butter  is  melted  and  any  excess 
moisture  has  evaporated.  Re- 
move 2  tablespoons  broccoli  and 
set  aside  for  garnish.  Blend  in 
flour  and  salt.  Add  milk  all  at 
once.  Cook  and  stir  over  medi- 
um heat  till  mixture  thickens 
and  bubbles.  Remove  from 
heat;  stir  in  Parmesan  cheese. 
Beat  egg  yolks  till  thick  and 
lemon-colored.  Slowly  add  broc- 
coli to  egg  yolks,  stirring  con- 
stantly. Gradually  pour  broc- 
coli mixture  over  beaten  egg 
whites,  folding  together  thor- 


oughly. Pour  into  ungreased  1- 
quart  souffle  dish.  Bake  in  a 
moderate  oven  (350°)  for  20 
minutes;  then  ring  top  cf  souf- 
fle with  the  reserved  chopped 
broccoli.

I  would  like  to  transplant  several 
blooming  stock  plants  to  another 
part  of  my  garden.  What  lime  of 
year  is  best  for  this  task?  M.A.S., 
San  Francisco,  California 

Since  stocks  are  annuals  and 
such  comparatively  short-lived 
plants,  it's  hardly  worth  the 
trouble  to  transplant  them.  It 
would  be  almost  as  fast,  and 
certainly  easier,  to  buy  several 
dozen  more  of  these  inexpensive 
plants  at  a  nursery.  However,  if 
there  is  a  sentimental  value 
connected  with  the  ones  you 
have  and  you  want  to  save 
them  for  as  long  as  possible, 
soak  the  soil  around  them 
throughly  for  a  couple  of  days 
before  moving  them.  Then, 
transplant  them  with  good- 
sized  root  balls  (at  least  6  inches 
in  diameter)  to  the  new  loca- 
tion. They  need  sun  and  a  well- 
drained  soil. 

My  Xatal-plum  (Carissa  grand- 
iflora)  is  spreading  too  wide. 
How  can  I  make  it  more  compact? 
L.C.,  Long  Beach,  California 
The  natural  tendency  of  the 
Natal-plum  is  to  spread  out 
wide— and  for  this  reason  it  has 
been  recommended  for  many 
years  as  a  fine  ground  cover 
throughout  Southern  Califor- 
nia. However,  with  sufficient 
pruning  at  regular  intervals, 
it's  possible  to  direct  its  growth 
upward  with  ease.  I've  seen 
fine,  8-  to  10-foot-tall  hedges  of 
this  plant  in  Santa  Barbara.  In 
general,  prune  back  to  inside 
buds  so  the  new  growth  goes 
upward.  You  can  prune  safely 
between  February  and  Septem- 
ber while  the  plant  is  in  active 
growth.  Three  simple  prunings 
per  season  should  do  the  trick.

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If  you're  only  a  sometimes  handyman  or  if  you're  just  getting 
started  on  setting  up  a  workshop,  this  build-it-yourself  unit  is 
exactly  what  you  need.  It's  basically  just  a  set  of  metal  shelves,  a 
piece  of  plywood,  and  two  folding  sawhorses. 

The  plywood  sheet  doubles  as  a  cover  for  the  shelf  unit  and  a 
workbench  top.  With  the  plywood  cover  in  place  over  the  shelves, 
your  whole  shop  takes  up  only  a  scrap  of  space  in  the  corner  of  a 
garage  or  utility  rocm.  But,  it  takes  only  a  minute  to  unfold  the 
sawhorses,  lay  the  plywood  top  across  them,  and  be  ready  for 
work.  And,  the  work  you  can  do  in  a  shop  just  this  simple  is  really 
amazing.  With  the  basic  portable  electric  tools  and  hand  tools 
shown  here,  you  can  build  or  repair  about  anything  that's  likely 
to  come  your  way  as  a  homeowner. 

You  can  put  this  shop  together  in  an  afternoon  or  a  couple  of 
evenings.  Start  with  the  sawhorses.  A  couple  of  lengths  of  2x6 
makes  the  cross  pieces.  Buy  the  folding  metal  legs  and  just  screw 
them  on  according  to  instructions.  You  buy  the  metal  shelves,  too, 
and  bolt  them  together.  Cut  a  piece  of  perforated  hardboard  to  go 
on  one  end  of  the  shelves  for  a  tool  board.  Lay  it  over  the  end  of 
the  shelf  unit  and  drill  holes  through  the  hardboard  and  the  shelf 
uprights  to  receive  bolts  or  self-tapping  metal  screws.  Now  cut  a 
piece  of  %-inch  plywood  to  fit  over  the  front  of  the  shelves,  be- 
tween the  metal  uprights.  You  can  make  a  much  improved 
bench  top  by  cutting  a  piece  of  }  s-inch  tempered  hardboard  the 
same  size  and  fastening  it  to  the  plywood  with  a  few  brads  around 
the  edges.  The  hardboard  makes  a  hard,  smooth  work  surface 
and,  when  it  gets  scarred  and  dirty,  you  can  pry  loose  the  brads 
and  turn  it  over.  Fasten  a  couple  of  turn-buttons  to  the  fronts  of 
the  shelf  uprights  to  keep  the  plywood  cover  in  place.  Attach 
them  with  long  bolts  through  the  uprights.  Use  a  short  length  of 
compression  spring  under  the  turn-buttons  as  spacers,  if  neces- 
sary. Now  put  some  hooks  on  the  tool  board,  hang  up  your  tools, 
and  stow  away  your  other  gear! 

One  other  thing  you  need  is  a  good  light.  No  other  piece  of 
equipment  you  can  buy  will  do  as  much  for  you,  so  install  at  least 
one  40-watt  two-tube  fluorescent  light  in  your  new  shop.

On  fresh, 
chilled  poultry  it  may  not  be 
on  the  individual  bird,  but 
may  be  printed  on  the  box  in 
which  the  birds  were  shipped. 

Remember  that  the  round 
inspection  mark  denotes  food 
that  is  safe  and  wholesome, 
but  it  does  not  identify  eat- 
ing quality.  That's  the  job  of 
the  U.S.  grade  mark— the 
shield-shaped  mark  you  find 
on  the  cut  of  meat  or  on  the 
poultry. 

U.S.  grades  on  fresh  meat, 
as  you  know,  are:  Prime, 
Choice,  Good,  Standard, 
Commercial,  and  Utility. 
U.S.  "Choice,"  for  example, 
means  that  the  cut  you  buy 
is  of  high  eating  quality, 
with  well-marbled  meat  that 
should  be  tender,  juicy,  and 
flavorful. 

In  addition  to  government 
grades,  individual  packers 
have  their  own  systems  of 
grading  and  branding.  These 
brands— usually  two  or  three 
different  ones  to  indicate 
meats  of  different  quality — 
are  actually  the  packer's 
"signature"  on  his  product, 
his  assurance  to  you  of  qual- 
ity meat. 

'The  U.S.  Grade  A  mark 
on  poultry  means  that  the 
bird  is  full-fleshed,  meaty, 
and  well  finished,  with  an 
attractive  appearance.  Re- 
member: inspection  is  for 
wholesomeness,  and  grading 
for  quality. 

Do  Federal  Regulations  Permit 
Addition  of  Extenders? 

Federal  regulations  per- 
mit extenders  in  meat  only  if 
they  serve  a  useful  purpose. 
Even  then,  federal  regula- 
tions specifically  limit  the 
amounts  of  extenders  that 
may  be  used.  For  example, 
sausages,  such  as  frankfur- 
ters and  bologna,  may  con- 
tain no  more  than  3  J  '2  per 
cent  of  cereal,  starch,  starch 
vegetable  flour,  soya  flour, 
nonfat  dry  milk,  or  dried 
milk,  either  individually  or 
collectively. 

Do  Poultry  Products  Have  to 
Contain  at  Least  A  Certain 
Amount  of  Poultry? 

An  additional  protection 
to  consumers  has  been  an- 
nounced recently  by  USDA. 
It  is  a  regulation  establish- 
ing minimum  poultry-meat 
content  requirements  for 
various  poultry  food  prod- 
ucts such  as  poultry  chop  su- 
ey,  stew,  a-la-king,  creamed 
poultry,  and  others.

You  can  fill  your  garden  with  glorious  color  this  fall  if  you  take 
cuttings  from  your  mums  or  divide  them  each  spring.  For  com- 
pact, heavy-flowering  plants,  dig  out  the  matted  old  clumps  and 
replace  with  vigorous  new  growth.  Start  a  few  extra  plants  (a  ma- 
ture clump  yields  20  or  more  new  ones)  of  your  favorites  for  gifts 
or  to  trade  for  varieties  not  in  your  collection.

Take  3-  to  4-inch  cuttings  when  new  growth 
is  8  to  10  inches  high.  Remove  all  but  the 
small  top  leaves  and  stick  the  lower  J/3  of  the 
stem  in  a  flat  filled  with  damp  vermiculite  or 
sterilized  sand.  Space  cuttings  an  inch  apart 
and  set  flat  in  bright,  indirect  light.  Keep 
moist.  Give  plants  needed  humidity  and 
eliminate  watering  needs  by  putting  flat  in  a 
large  plastic  bag  first  2  weeks. 


After  about  3  weeks  in  the  flat,  the  cuttings 
are  ready  to  shift  into  individual  pots.  Use 
a  good  potting  soil  mix,  either  a  commercial 
kind  or  one  you  make  yourself  by  combining 
equal  parts  of  soil,  peat  moss,  and  vermicu- 
lite. Firm  the  premoistened  soil  about  the 
roots  and  water  thoroughly.  Move  the  plants 
gradually  into  brighter  light  until  they  are 
ready  to  be  planted  outside. 


For  best  effect,  set  plants  10  to  15  inches 
apart  in  the  garden,  grouping  5  or  more  of  a 
variety  to  get  masses  of  each  color.  Water 
thoroughly  and  keep  soil  moist  until  plants 
are  well  established.  To  induce  branching, 
pinch  out  growing  tips  when  plants  are  5  or 
6  inches  tall.  Continue  pinching  back  of  new, 
3-inch-long  growth  until  early  July — then 
let  grow  to  form  blooming  shoots. 


To  increase  your  mums  by  dividing  the  old 
plants,  lift  each  clump  and  shake  soil  from  the 
roots.  Cut  or  break  off  best  rooted  growths 
and  reset  immediately  in  soil  to  which  peat 
moss  or  leaf  mold  has  been  added.  If  weather 
is  hot,  shade  for  a  week  with  paper  cones  set 
over  plants.  Spray  or  dust  plants  and  soil 
around  them  with  a  multipurpose  pesticide. 
Feed  each  month  through  July.

Properly  used,  they  can  add  substantially 
to  the  enjoyment  of  your  trip. 

New  car  music  systems.  You  can  have  "the  music  you  want 
when  you  want  it"  in  your  car  as  well  as  at  home.  Most  of 
the  systems  are  tape  players,  mounted  under  the  dashboard, 
designed  to  give  you  up  to  two  uninterrupted  hours  of  your 
favorite  Broadway  tunes,  classics,  popular,  or  folk  music— 
or  even  entire  plays— on  each  easy-load  tape  cartridge.  A 
unit  which  plays  through  any  car  radio  sells  for  as  little  as 
$60  installed.  Stereo  systems  run  up  to  about  $150.  Another 
car  music  system,  at  $70,  lets  you  play  standard  45-rpm 
records  through  the  radio. 

Traveling  television  is  an  almost  guaranteed  way  to  soothe 
fidgety  youngsters  in  the  back  seat:  they'll  enjoy  cartoons 
or  their  favorite  serials  as  the  miles  go  by.  All  of  the  new 
small-screen  transistorized  TV  sets  are  available  with 
brackets  to  suspend  them  from  the  back  of  the  front  seat, 
facing  the  rear,  and  cables  which  plug  into  the  cigarette 
lighter  socket.  Most  state  laws  permit  this  turnpike  TV 
only  if  it  is  mounted  where  the  driver  can't  see  it  or  reach 
the  knobs.  For  TV-watching  on  bay  or  lake,  you  can  buy  a 
transistorized  television  set  that  plugs  into  any  boat's  12-volt 
electrical  system. 

The  automobile  radio— the  granddaddy  of  all  out-of-home 
entertainment  gadgets— has  increased  its  versatility  to  be- 
come the  mobile  equivalent  of  the  family  hi-fi.  To  make  the 
miles  go  more  quickly  and  pleasantly,  you  can  now  add  FM 
to  your  car  radio.  For  as  little  as  $75  installed,  this  gives  you 
a  far  larger  choice  of  programs,  clearer  reception— and  usu- 
ally fewer  commercials.  One  automobile  manufacturer  is 
offering  a  complete  FM  stereo  radio  for  automobiles,  com- 
plete with  four  speakers  to  surround  you  with  music. 
A  transistor  radio  is  a  necessity  on  any  vacation  trip,  if  only 
for  keeping  you  posted  on  news  and  weather  forecasts.  But 
now  there  are  many  special -purpose  variations  that  multiply 
the  usefulness  of  radio  as  a  traveling  companion. 

That  little  six-transistor  which  serves  you  so  faithfully 
at  home,  for  example,  may  go  completely  mute  among  the 
Grand  Tetons— so  close  to  nature,  but  so  far  from  radio 
stations.  A  good  quality  eight-  or  ten-transistor  radio  is 
far  more  efficient  in  pulling  in  distant  stations.  If  your 
radio  will  be  used  for  a  substantial  amount  of  music  listen- 
ing, your  best  bet  is  probably  an  AM-FM  transistor  radio, 
available  from  about  $30  up.  And  bear  in  mind  that  the 
larger  portable  radios  generally  have  much  better  tone  than 
the  pocket  types. 

You  can  now  wake  up  to  music  in  that  far-away  motel  or 
camp,  with  a  battery-operated  clock  radio,  which  combines 
two  useful  travel  gadgets  into  one  and  usually  occupies  no 
more  luggage  space  than  a  small  alarm  clock.  Because  it 
doesn't  plug  into  the  wall  outlet  in  the  first  place,  the  clock 
won't  stop  when  you  pack  it  away  for  another  day  of  travel.

Versatile  radios:  For  vacation  sea  captains,  entertainmei 
radios  are  being  combined  with  useful  nautical  instrumen 
at  a  cost  as  low  as  $100,  or  even  less.  Two-band  radios  d 
signed  for  the  boating  enthusiast  provide  reception  of  re, 
ular  broadcasts  as  well  as  the  marine  frequencies,  for  th 
all-important  Coast  Guard  weather  bulletins.  Some  of  the: 
even  have  built-in  radio  direction  finders. 

On  an  overseas  trip,  a  globe-trotting  short-wave  rad 
can  add  to  the  excitement.  In  Europe,  where  reception 
the  regular  broadcast  band  is  often  difficult  due  to  inte 
ference,   both   FM   and  short-wave  are  important.   Shor 
wave  radio  will  also  give  you  clear  reception  of  broadcas 
from  all  the  exciting  places  you  might  not  have  time 
visit,   and   keep  you  in   touch  with   home  through  din 
broadcasts  from  the  United  States.  Good  multi-band  shor 
wave  transistor  radios,   some  with   FM,   are  available 
about  $100  and  up. 

If  you're  traveling  by  air,  you  may  as  well  tuck  your  rad 
away  in  a  suitcase,  because  use  by  passengers  is  strictly  fo: 
bidden  on  a  majority  of  the  airlines. 

How  about  bringing  a  portable  phonograph  along  on  your  v 
cation?  You  may  not  use  it  every  day,  but  it  can  be  mighty 
soothing  at  those  desperate  times  when  the  rain  pelts  dow 
on  the  roof  of  the  beach  cottage.  Phonograph  music  can  be  e. 
pecially  helpful,  too,  in  relieving  that  homesickness  whic 
small  children  sometimes  feel  during  the  first  few  evenings  < 
the  vacation.  Playing  some  of  the  child's  favorite  recorc 
from  home  is  as  effective  as  a  treasured  rag  doll  or  tedd 
bear  in  making  a  sleepy  youngster  feel  secure  at  bedtim 

And  then  there's  the  joy  of  music  as  big  as  all  outdoors- 
even  when  camping  out,  or  on  the  beach.  For  this,  the  pow< 
cord  has  been  snipped  off  the  phonograph,  and  the  batter 
has  come  in.  As  little  as  $40  or  $50  buys  a  tiny  radio-phont 
graph  no  bigger  than  a  cigar  box,  which  will  play  for  hou 
under  the  trees.  Even  stereo  is  moving  outside  to  provide  b 
music  under  the  stars.  You  can  buy  a  four-speed  batter 
operated  portable  with  automatic  changer  for  about  $15 
Some  of  these  portables  operate  from  flashlight  cells.  Othe 
have  batteries  which  must  be  recharged  from  house  currei 
after  about  four  hours'  playing  time.  Obviously,  on  a  campir 
trip  far  from  the  nearest  wall  outlet,  you're  not  going  to  ha\ 
much  opportunity  to  recharge  a  battery,  so  for  this  purpo: 
you'll  probably  prefer  a  model  with  disposable  batteries.  C 
the  other  hand,  for  a  trip  to  the  beach  and  back  again  to  tl 
conveniences  of  civilization,  the  portable  with  rechargeab 
batteries  will  be  a  more  economical  choice.

If  the  devic 
new,  it  won't  hurt  to  bring  along  the  sales  slip  or  receip 
just  to  avoid  being  eyed  as  a  possible  international  tapt 
corder  smuggler  on  your  return  through  U.  S.  Customs 
Bring  along  extra  batteries.  It's  surprising  how  many  pe 
forget  that  battery-operated  devices  won't  operate  witbfcizei 
batteries!  Before  leaving  on  vacation,  why  not  treat  ther 
a  fresh  supply  of  energy?  There  are  literally  hundred 
types  of  batteries,  and  often  the  right  kind  is  impossibl 
find  just  when  you  need  it  most.  A  set  of  spares  may  pre\ 
serious  disappointment.  One  extra  set  of  the  standard 
priced  carbon-zinc  batteries  is  enough  for  the  average  ra 
But  phonographs  and  tape  recorders — because  they  Y 
motors — usually  eat  up  batteries  at  a  faster  clip.

VACATION  HIGH  SPOTS  IN  CANADA 

Canada— second  largest  nation  in  the  world— offers  incredible  vacation  variety,  and  the  red 
carpet  of  welcome  is  out  for  visitors  all  year  long.  This  article  describes  some  Canadian  high  lights, 
beginning  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  including  the  Rockies,  the  wilderness  lake  country,  the  Thousand 
Islands,  the  fascinating  cities  of  Montreal  and  Quebec,  and  the  maritime  province  of  Nova  Scotia. 


SUNNY  VANCOUVER  ISLAND

Nature — most  generous  with  North  America  to  begin 
with — must  have  saved  a  smile  of  special  fondness  for 
Vancouver  Island,  off  British  Columbia's  coast.  Despite 
the  island's  northern  latitude,  at  the  U.S. -Canadian  bor- 
der, its  climate  is  wonderfully  mild.  Wildflower  meadows 
blossom,  and  great  forests  grow  with  unbelievable  rich- 
ness. From  sunny  swimming  beaches,  you  can  watch 
ships  sail  up  the  Strait  of  Georgia  toward  Alaska. 

Few  islands  so  accessible  to  tourists  are  this  inviting: 
sparkling  glaciers  crown  its  highest  mountains;  deep 
fjords  create  a  wild,  romantic  coastline;  streams  churn 
with  countless  salmon;  gardens  bedazzle  with  blooms. 

You  can  reach  this  lovely  land  by  ferry  from  Anacortes, 
Washington,  passing  the  green  San  Juan  Islands  on  your 
way;  or  from  Port  Angeles,  on  the  Olympic  Peninsula;  or 
from  the  B.C.  mainland,  embarking  at  the  city  of  Van- 
couver (surprisingly,  it's  not  on  Vancouver  Island  at  all). 
Service  is  frequent  on  all  runs,  especially  in  summer  (time 
en  route  85  minutes  to  Sx  %  hours;  auto  prices  $5  to  $6  one 
way,  passengers  $2  to  $3,  children  5-11  half-price;  round- 
trips  at  reduced  rates). 

The  provincial  capital  of  Victoria  is  best  known  for 
Butchart  Gardens,  just  north  of  the  city.  Here  are  some 
20  acres  of  glorious  gardens,  exquisitely  landscaped  in  a 
multitude  of  styles,  all  with  a  stunning  profusion  of  flow- 
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ers.  Allow  plenty  of  time!  (Summer  hours  8:15-11;  $1.50, 
12-17  60c;  no  charge  Oct.  15  to  April  11.) 

In  Victoria  itself — a  city  of  gardens  against  a  backdrop 
of  blue  bay  and  ice-crowned  peaks  beyond —get  a  map  of 
drive-yourself  routes  at  the  visitors  bureau,  across  from 
the  Empress  Hotel.  Don't  miss  Thunderbird  Park  with 
its  fine  totem  poles;  the  Undersea  Gardens  of  Oak  Bay 
Marina,  displaying  octopuses  and  giant  anemones  (10-10; 
$1.10,  6-12  55c);  Olde  English  Village,  with  replicas  of 
Shakespeare's  birthplace;  Maritime  Museum  (summer 
10-9,  otherwise  10-5;  50c);  and  the  Parliament  buildings. 
Lunch  on  smorgasbord  at  the  Net  Loft,  and  dine  on  con- 
tinental specialties  at  the  Swiss  Restaurant.  For  sea  food 
in  an  unusual  setting,  "board"  the  popular  dining  room 
of  the  Princess  Mary,  a  retired  steamer. 

For  outdoor  fun,  you  can  fish  (salmon  charters  at  Oak 
Bay  Marina  $6  an  hour  with  guide,  tackle,  bait;  3  hours 
minimum);  play  golf  at  the  Upland  Golf  club;  and  swim 
at  public  beaches  on  Cordova  Bay.  Outside  Victoria,  visit 
lovely  Goldstream  Park  and  stroll  under  its  long  rows 
of  towering  red  cedars. 

By  all  means,  try  to  make  a  leisurely  trip  up  the  island 
and  headquarter  at  one  of  the  many  provincial  parks 
along  the  way  (camping  first  3  nights  free,  then  $2  a  night). 
Take  Highway  1  north,  past  Saanich  Inlet,  famous  for 
its  salmon  fishing,  and  particularly  beautiful  at  sunrise. 
Off  to  your  left  is  trout-filled  Lake  Cowichan  on  a  19-mile 
spur  into  mountainous  logging  country. 

Also  inland  is  Port  Alberni,  a  colorful  frontier  fishing 
and  logging  center.  On  your  way,  visit  delightful  Little 
Qualicum  Falls  and  see  the  gigantic  Douglas  firs  of  Mac- 
Millan  Park.  From  Alberni,  short  drives  take  you  to  two 
other  provincial  parks,  Sproat  Lake  and  Stamp  Falls 
(on  a  salmon  spawning  stream) ;  you'll  enjoy  the  day- 
long cruise  to  spectacular  fjords  on  the  west  coast  aboard 
the  "Lady  Rose"  (8  a.m.  Mon.,  Tue.,  Th.,  Fri.). 

Back  on  the  coast  road,  you'll  pass  Qualicum  Beach,  a 
top-notch  resort.  At  Courtenay,  turn  15  miles  into  the 
hills  to  Forbidden  Plateau  Lodge  for  a  splendid  panorama, 
dinner,  and  guided  packtrips  to  trout  lakes  in  the  snow- 
capped Forbidden  Plateau  country.  Campbell  River,  169 
miles  from  Victoria,  is  another  fisherman's  paradise  for 
steelhead  and  salmon.  To  top  off  your  trip,  visit  nearby 
Elk  Falls,  the  most  dramatic  waterfall  on  Vancouver 
Island,  and  drive  20  miles  inland  to  the  edge  of  Strathcona 
Park  for  splendid  wilderness  views. 
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THE  CANADIAN  ROCKIES 

The  Rocky  Mountains  are  a  commanding  presence  in  the 
western  United  States,  but  the  climax  of  their  great  show 
occurs  in  Alberta  and  British  Columbia.  For  both  mag- 
nificence and  accessibility,  these  Canadian  Rockies  have 
to  be  ranked  first. 

Along  the  Banff-Jasper  highway,  you  behold  not  just 
one  or  two  "famous"  peaks,  but  a  whole  panorama  of 
heights  and  brilliance.  Even  in  July  there's  a  universe  of 
white,  broken  by  the  forest's  upthrust  of  emerald,  and 
gemmed  by  cliffs  in  crimson  hues.  Hundreds  of  high 
waterfalls  cast  rainbows  across  lakes  that  mirror  an  iri- 
descent world  of  snow.  And  these  are  not  field-glass  ex- 
hibits; any  tourist  can  feel  their  majesty  from  close  up. 

You  can  step  right  out  onto  glaciers  up  to  3,000  feet 
deep  that  are  still  slowly  moving  and  inexorably  reshap- 
ing the  earth.  Athabasca  Glacier  in  the  Columbia  Icefield 
is  a  mass  of  shimmering  beauty  barely  half  a  mile  from 
your  parked  car,  and  you  can  roll  onto  it  in  a  unique 
"snowmobile."  From  the  great  Andromeda  Ice  Fall 
above,  this  glacier  has  been  growing,  melting,  crushing, 
receding,  and  advancing  for  thousands  of  years. 

MOve  on  down  into  the  valley  and  there,  almost  surely, 
a  mother  moose  will  lift  her  head  from  under  cold  lake 
water,  snort,  and  dare  you  to  endanger  her  calf.  A  big 
bull  moose  will  likely  be  a  statue  in  bronze  nearby. 

Beware  the  "friendly"  bears,  often  irritable  on  their 
government  dole.  Photograph  them,  along  with  the  elk, 
antelope,  buffalo,  and  countless  smaller  creatures.  Hunt- 
ing? Certainly,  if  you  get  a  license  and  guide:  anything 
from  a  grizzly  to  a  grouse. 

The  town  of  Banff  is  an  ideal  starting  point  for  your 
Canadian  Rockies  vacation;  complete  data  on  the  nearby 
national  parks  (camping  included)  is  available  here.  You 
can  stay  at  the  renowned  Banff  Springs  Hotel — or  in  al- 
most equal  luxury  at  other  lodges— for  $6  to  $18  a  day 
for  two.  In  any  case,  be  sure  to  visit  that  big  hotel  and 
the  even  more  resplendent  Chateau  Lake  Louise  with  its 
vast  floral  gardens.  The  view  of  Victoria  Glacier  from  the 
Chateau  is  never  to  be  forgotten. 

Yet  even  that  scene  is  not  "the  best."  The  superlative 
must  be  reserved  for  something  quieter,  more  elusive, 
more  easily  missed.  Named  Emerald  Lake,  it  is  precisely 
that — a  "gem  of  purest  ray  serene"  in  a  forest  primeval. 
It's  off  the  main  road  in  Yoho  National  Park,  but  only  a 
short  way.  Nothing  you  have  seen  can  match  it  in  sheer 
poetic  beauty  and  serenity  of  mood. 

Near  Banff,  take  the  hair-raising  but  dependable  lifts 
up  Mount  Norquay,  Sulphur,  or  Whitehorn.  Pause  at 
unbelievable  Moraine  Lake:  you'll  gasp  at  the  Ten  Peaks 
and  their  stunning  valley,  all  sculptured  in  snow.  Here, 
as  at  Emerald  Lake,  people  speak  in  reverent  tones. 

Fill  your  active  hours  with  golf,  or  with  boating,  cy- 
cling, horseback  riding,  tennis,  or  just  dining  and  danc- 
ing. There  are  excellent  public  swimming  pools,  and 
hardy  souls  have  even  been  known  to  brave,  the  icy 
mountain  streams. 

Jasper,  on  northward,  is  European  in  charm,  a  picture- 
book  village  in  the  Rockies.  Maligne  Lake,  nearby,  is  one 
of  the  world's  largest  and  prettiest  glacial  pools.  Lac 
Beauvert,  seen  from  Jasper  Lodge,  is  a  classic  Alpine 
travel  poster— just  as  deep-green  Peyto  Lake,  farther 
south,  is  unreal,  unlikely,  yet  there!  Both  might  well  be 
figments  of  an  artist's  imagination. 
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Eighty  miles  down  the  mountain  slopes  from  Banff,  on 
the  broad  plains  of  Alberta,  you  greet  Canada's  fastest 
growing,  swingingest  city— Calgary.  Ranching,  meat 
packing,  and  a  bonanza  of  oil  and  natural  gas  have  built 
this  frontier  town  into  a  modern  metropolis.  Most  famous 
event  here  is  the  annual  Calgary  Stampede,  held  the  sec- 
ond week  in  July  (this  year  the  5th  to  the  10th.)  Each  day 
there's  a  four-hour  Western  spectacular:  bronc  riding, 
calf  roping,  wild  horse  racing,  Brahma  bull  riding,  even 
wild  cow  milking.  In  the  evenings,  chuck  wagon  races  and 
fireworks  are  high  lights. 

Accommodations  are  scarce  during  Stampede  days,  so 
write  well  ahead  for  reservations.  A  good  source  of  help 
is  Calgary  Tourist  and  Convention  Assn.,  Mewata  Park, 
Calgary,  Alberta.  And  for  a  calendar  list  of  the  30  or  so 
"stampedes"  in  the  four  Western  provinces,  write  the 
Canadian  Stampede  Managers  Assn.  in  Calgary. 

Biggest  all-year  attraction  in  the  area  is  St.  George's 
Island,  with  Canada's  largest  zoo  (and  children's  zoo), 
plus  the  remarkable  Natural  History  Park.  Here  you'll 
see  46  life-size  dinosaur  models  in  realistic  landscaped 
surroundings.  No  better  place  for  children  to  learn  about 
prehistoric  life  could  be  imagined.  (Daily;  free.) 

A  few  blocks  away  is  the  gleamingly  modern  Calgary 
Aquarium,  and  the  fascinating  fish  hatchery  next  door. 
Both  are  located  in  Calgary  Brewery  Gardens,  one  of  the 
loveliest  in  Canada.  Also  on  this  site  is  the  "Horseman's 
Hall  of  Fame,"  featuring  wax  figures  of  famous  Indian 
and  white  leaders.  (Buildings  open  daily  10-5;  free.) 

On  a  bluff  southwest  of  Calgary,  you'll  find  a  third 
great  tourist  stop:  Heritage  Park,  a  new  60-acre  prairie 
settlement,  with  a  Canadian  Mountie  stockade,  a  sod 
shanty  home,  harness-maker's  shop,  general  store, 
smithy,  and  a  little  red  schoolhouse  with  outdoor  plumb- 
ing. A  fire  station  and  Indian  village,  plus  a  big  operating 
train  complete  the  scene.  (Adults  25c,  children  free.) 

For  just  plain  family  fun,  visit  the  lavish  Happy  Valley 
amusement  park  ($1  a  car).  And  you  might  also  want  to 
view  the  Saturday  afternoon  cricket  matches  in  Riley 
Park,  or  see  the  unusual  north-country  sport  of  curling  on 
one  of  Calgary's  elaborate  indoor  ice  rinks. 
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A  LOOK  AT  CANADA'S  FAR 
NORTH  COUNTRY 

Canada's  "Far  North"  stretches  over 
thousands  of  square  miles  to  the  Arc- 
tic Circle  and  beyond.  Most  of  this 
vast  and  magnificent  land  is  still 
nearly  inaccessible  except  by  plane. 
But  in  Manitoba,  a  single  paved  road 
leads  more  than  500  miles  due  north 
of  North  Dakota,  to  the  mining  town 
of  Flin  Flon. 

This  hardy  community  of  14,000 
is  gateway  to  fabulous  hunting  and 
fishing.  The  sportsmen's  opportuni- 
ties are  dramatized  each  July  1  to  5 
by  the  Flin  Flon  Trout  Festival,  with 
colorful  Indian  dances,  log-scaling  ex- 
hibitions, canoe  derby,  and  of  course 
a  lunker  trout  contest. 

In  nearby  lakes  up  to  300  feet  deep, 
big  northern  pike,  walleyes,  lake 
trout,  arctic  grayling,  and  char  may 
be  caught.  Moose,  elk,  deer,  and  bear 
abound.  And  as  for  ducks,  Manitoba 
is  justly  termed  the  "waterfowl  fac- 
tory of  North  America."  (For  per- 
sonal assistance  in  planning  a  Far- 
North  trip,  write  the  Director  of 
Tourist  Development,  511  Norquay 
Bldg.,  Winnipeg,  Manitoba.) 


Other  fishing  centers  along  the  Flin 
Flon  highway  are  shown  on  our  map. 
You  can  obtain  an  excellent  lake-by- 
lake  guide  from  the  Carling  Conser- 
vation Club  in  Winnipeg. 

Partway  up  the  northern  highway 
is  Riding  Mountain  National  Park, 
which  preserves  a  huge  forested  re- 
gion dotted  by  small  glacial  lakes. 
Probably  the  most  beautiful  spot  of 
all  is  jewel-like  Clear  Lake  near  the 
southern  park  boundary.  Most  vaca- 
tioners at  Riding  Mountain  head- 
quarter (summer  season  only)  at  the 
town  of  Wasagaming,  which  has  an 
exceptionally  scenic  golf  course. 

Any  northern  expedition  will  likely 
also  take  you  to  Manitoba's  progres- 
sive capital  city  of  Winnipeg,  a  tour- 
ist center  in  its  own  right.  The  stately 
Legislative  Building  is  one  of  the 
handsomest  parliaments  in  Canada. 
Assiniboine  Park  features  a  zoo,  con- 
servatory, and  a  lovely  traditional 
"English  Garden." 

Just  across  the  Red  River  from 
Winnipeg  is  its  sister  city  of  St. 
Boniface — the  largest  center  of 
French-Canadian  culture  west  of 
Quebec.  You  can  get  a  walking-tour 
map  from  the  chamber  of  commerce;

and  don't  miss  the  famed  Basilica. 
You'll  also  enjoy  a  19-mile  side  trip 
to  Lower  Fort  Garry,  the  only  remain- 
ing stone  trading  fort  of  the  fabulous 
Hudson's  Bay  Company. 


LAKE  SUPERIOR  WILDERNESS 

If  it's  scenic  variety  you're  after,  visit  Canada's  new 
"Near  North"  along  the  rocky  shore  of  Lake  Superior. 
When  highway  engineers  finally  closed  this  gap  in  the 
Trans-Canada  Highway  in  1960,  automobile  tourists  for 
the  first  time  could  see  these  wilderness  lakes,  white- 
water  rivers,  virgin  timberlands — even  some  mighty 
cliffs  and  chasms  that  would  no  doubt  be  called  "moun- 
tains" if  only  there  were  no  Rockies  as  a  standard. 

Lake  Superior  commands  all  the  majesty  of  a  great 
northern  sea.  The  new  road  winds  through  birch  forests 
and  tall  evergreens — sometimes  along  the  lakeshore, 
often  high  atop  a  granite  bluff.  On  rainy  days,  the  drive 
may  seem  a  bit  forbidding,  but  when  the  sun  bursts  sud- 
denly upon  these  trees  and  whitecapped  waters,  you

know  how  the  Vikings  were  once  inspired  by  similar 
Scandinavian  domains  across  the  Atlantic. 

You  can  include  this  splendid  north-country  drive  in 
an  east-west  automobile  trip  that  might  otherwise  take 
you  along  many  miles  of  less  scenic  freeways  or  turn- 
pikes. The  Trans-Canada  Highway— toll-free  all  the 
way — is  as  good  as  any  you'll  drive  this  summer:  no  sharp 
curves,  no  steep  grades,  excellent  paving,  and  wide 
shoulders.  Traffic,  with  rare  exceptions,  is  no  problem 
on  this  Ontario  stretch,  either. 

From  Marathon  to  White  River,  and  Wawa,  the  highway 
departs  Lake  Superior  and  crosses  some  of  the  prettiest 
woods-and-water  country  in  Canada.  Lakes  here  are 
gems:  some  emeralds,  some  diamonds,  some  translucent 
pearls.  Seldom  do  you  spy  a  boat  or  even  a  side  road ;  yet 
you  can  fish — from  shore  or  your  own  portable  boat  or 
canoe — for  only  the  price  of  an  Ontario  license  (nonresi- 
dents $6.50;  three-day  permit  $3.25).  Cabins  and  fishing 
camps  are  springing  up  each  year;  get  details  from  cham- 
bers of  commerce  at  the  three  towns  mentioned  above. 
Another  source  of  help  is  Upper  Lake  Superior  Travel 
Council,  609  Public  Utilities  Bldg.,  Port  Arthur,  Ontario. 

The  Province  of  Ontario  has  diligently  opened  new 
parks  and  campgrounds  along  Highway  17,  and  a  com- 
plete list  of  camping  facilities  is  available  in  the  free  book- 
let, "Camp  Sites  and  Roadside  Parks  in  Ontario."  (Write 
the  Department  of  Tourism  and  Information,  67  College 
St.,  Toronto,  Ontario.)  Campgrounds  fill  up  early  in  the 
day,  however,  so  it's  best  to  stop  at  least  by  3  p.m.  The 
same  advice  holds  for  motel  accommodations;  excellent 
new  units  are  being  completed  each  year,  but  the  total 
number  of  visitors  keeps  increasing  also. 
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ALGONQUIN  PROVINCIAL  PARK 

To  a  motorist  surveying  it  from  any  hilltop  along  High- 
way 60,  Algonquin  Provincial  Park  appears  as  green  and 
uncorrupted  as  it  must  have  been  4,000  years  ago  when 
the  Laurentian  Indians  first  pitched  camp  in  these  On- 
tario watersheds.  Here,  sandwiched  between  the  Ottawa 
River  and  Lake  Huron,  is  a  3,000-square-mile  sanctuary 
where  the  needs  of  wild  creatures  still  come  first. 

The  human  visitor  must  make  his  bivouac  on  a  canoe 
trail,  or  bring  tent  or  trailer  to  a  campground,  or  accept 
the  modest  comforts  of  a  lakeshore  lodge.  Wildflowers 
scent  the  air  with  a  woodsy  fragrance,  and  in  roadside 
clearings  deer  nibble  tidbits  from  the  hands  of  youngsters 
and  pose  gracefully  for  snapshots  in  return.  Back  in  the 
bush  are  wolves  and  moose,  but  usually  it's  only  the 
sharp-eyed  canoeist  who  sees  them. 

Just  140  miles  north  of  Toronto  and  105  west  of  Ot- 
tawa, the  park  preserve  is  within  an  easy  day's  drive  of 
the  U.S.  cities  of  Detroit  and  Buffalo.  At  either  the  east 
or  west  park  gateway  on  Highway  60,  you  can  stock  up 
on  maps.  Rangers  wall  also  give  you  full  details  on  canoe 
routes,  hiking  trails,  and  all  scheduled  park  activities. 
(Daily  park  sticker  is  50c,  the  annual  Ontario  permit 
good  in  all  provincial  parks  costs  $3.50.) 

Camping  and  canoeing  are  Algonquin's  chief  attrac- 
tions. The  eight  major  campgrounds  offer  tables,  water, 
and  sanitation  facilities,  plus  trailer  space  (but  no  elec- 
tricity). Camping  fee  is  $1  a  day,  with  the  maximum 
stay  limited  to  28  days. 

Canoeing  usually  begins  late  in  April,  when  the  ice  goes 
out,  and  continues  into  late  October;  the  best  time  is  July 
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and  August.  Outfitters  arrange  "voyages"  of  one  day  or 
even  several  weeks;  they  pack  complete  gear  from  chow 
to  sleeping  bags,  teach  you  basic  woodsmanship,  and 
then  have  your  car  driven  to  a  preselected  spot  at  the 
end  of  your  canoe  trail.  For  complete  information  on 
canoeing  and  boating,  write  the  Superintendent,  Algon- 
quin Provincial  Park,  Ontario,  Canada. 

Life  at  the  park's  five  lodges  is  unexpectedly  luxurious, 
and  includes  excellent  meals  plus  a  wide  variety  of  group 
and  individual  activities.  Rates  run  from  $10  to  $15  a 
day  per  person  (American  plan) ;  overnight  rates  without 
meals  average  $5  to  $8  per  person.  The  official  Algonquin 
Park  guide,  available  free  from  the  Superintendent,  gives 
details  on  the  facilities  at  each  lodge. 
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THOSE  1,000  ISLANDS 

The  best  view  of  these  islands  is  from 
the  back  of  a  soaring  sea  gull— next 
best  from  an  airplane  or  sight- 
seeing boat.  But  the  vacationer  gets 
his  most  lasting  impression  of  the 
Thousand  Islands  while  crossing  the 
Canadian  span  of  the  Ivy  Lea  In- 
ternational Bridge,  high  above  the 
waters  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway. 
Where  Lake  Ontario  spills  into  the 
St.  Lawrence  River,  gemlike  islets 
are  sprinkled  for  50  miles  between 
Kingston  and  Brockville,  Ontario, 
and  Cape  Vincent  and  Alexandria, 
New  York.  Once  a  "millionaires' 
playground,"  these  1,870  separate 
dots  make  up  the  oldest  resort  area 
in  the  East,  convenient  to  half  the 
population  of  North  America. 


Provincial  Highway  2  meanders 
along  the  Canadian  shore,  while  fast 
traffic  whizzes  down  Highway  401, 
Ontario's  newest  and  longest  free- 
way, a  few  miles  north  of  the  river. 
More  than  three  million  visitors  a 
year  come  to  this  region  just  to  re- 
lax, or  to  camp,  fish,  swim,  golf,  and 
explore  islands:  some  of  them  20 
miles  long,  with  permanent  residents, 
resorts,  parks — and  others  no  more 
than  a  protruding  rock  with  a  tree. 

Popular  starting  point  for  Thou- 
sand Islands  tours  by  auto  or  boat 
is  Kingston,  once  destined  to  be  the 
capital  of  all  Canada.  Across  the  har- 
bor is  Old  Fort  Henry,  built  during  the 
War  of  1812  as  a  defense  against 
threatened  American  attacks  that 
never  came.  It's  now  restored  as  a 
very  colorful  museum. 
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The  most  complete  sight-seeing 
cruises— 80  miles,  five  hours— leave 
from  Kingston  ($3.50,  5-11  $1.50,  un- 
der 5  free).  Shorter,  less  expensive 
trips  are  also  offered  here  and  at 
other  Canadian  and  U.S.  ports.  For 
details,  write  to  the  1,000-Island  In- 
ternational Council,  Box  428,  Alex- 
andria Bay,  New  York. 

By  car,  you'll  want  to  make  the 
famed  circle  tour  from  Kingston  to 
Gananoque,  then  over  the  Interna- 
tional Bridge  to  Alexandria  Bay  and 
Clayton  on  the  American  side.  An 
auto  ferry  then  takes  you  from  Cape 
Vincent  to  Wolfe  Island  and  back  to 
Canada  at  Kingston.  Two  hundred 
islands  can  be  seen  from  the  Ivy  Lea 
bridge  spans,  and  ocean  liners  often 
pass  underneath. 

Farther  downriver  is  Upper  Canada 
Village,  an  authentic  restoration  of 
a  19th-century  community.  These  40 
buildings  were  rescued  and  moved, 
intact,  from  the  path  of  the  Seaway. 
Today,  townspeople  in  period  cos- 
tumes stroll  along  the  streets,  while 
"Grandma"  spins  wool  and  a  house- 
wife bakes  bread  in  a  wood-burning 
oven.  Visitors  may  ride  a  stagecoach, 
an  oxcart,  even  a  bateau  in  a  canal.

MONTREAL 

The  perfect  place  to  begin  enjoying  Montreal  is  Place 
Ville-Marie,  a  new  business  and  entertainment  complex 
in  the  heart  of  the  city.  The  Queen  Elizabeth,  Montreal's 
newest  hotel,  is  part  of  it,  as  is  the  Royal  Bank  of  Can- 
ada, an  aluminum-and-glass  tower  you  can't  miss. 

Tour  guides  compare  Place  Ville-Marie  with  some  of 
the  famous  plazas  of  Europe— though  that's  reaching  a 
bit  far  to  romanticize  something  built  in  1962.  (But  do 
any  Old  World  plazas  have  57  smart  shops  and  a  place  to 
park  your  car  underground?)  In  the  glittering  Galerie  de 
Boutiques,  the  shopping  promenade,  the  shops  are  a  de- 
light; but  the  prices,  except  for  woolens,  china,  and 
French  perfume,  are  about  the  same  as  in  the  U.S. 

Then  take  the  ascenseur  to  the  observation  deck.  Here 
you  have  a  panoramic  view  of  the  island-city  of  Montreal 
— largest  in  the  Commonwealth,  second-largest  French 
speaking  community  in  the  world,  and  the  busiest  inland 
seaport  anywhere  (1,000  miles  from  the  sea!).  You  can 
see  the  Laurentian  foothills,  the  St.  Lawrence  Seaway, 
and — on  clear  days — even  parts  of  New  York  and  Ver- 
mont. On  wall  maps  you  can  locate  places  down  in  the 
city  you  want  to  visit:  LaFontaine  Park,  the  Botanical 
Gardens,  Mont  Royal  with  its  steel  cross  illuminated  at 
night,  St.  Helen's  Island  (site  of  the  1967  World's  Fair). 
Before  leaving,  have  lunch  at  the  cafeteria  on  the  shop- 
ping promenade;  the  French  menu  is  magnifique. 

From  Place  Ville-Marie,  it's  a  short  walk  to  Dominion 
Square  (get  maps  at  the  municipal  tourist  office  here). 
Tarry  at  the  Cathedral  of  St.  James  and  Mary  Queen  of 
the  World,  a  replica  of  St.  Peter's  in  Rome.  Observe  also

the  abstract  sculpture  entitled  "Woman  Reclining  in 
Three  Parts"— they  say  that's  what  happened  to  a  tour- 
ist who  tried  to  see  all  Montreal  in  one  day! 

Then  walk — or  better,  ride  with  a  guide— to  the  Old 
Montreal  section.  Here,  the  gloomy  exterior  of  Notre 
Dame  Church  gives  no  hint  of  the  light  and  color  inside, 
including  one  of  the  most  beautiful  chancels  ever  created 
by  the  hand  of  man  to  the  glory  of  God.  Two  blocks  east 
is  Chateau  de  Ramezay,  an  early  French  government 
building,  now  a  historical  museum.  Down  near  the  fas- 
cinating waterfront  is  Notre  Dame  de  Bonsecours,  the 
"sailors'  church,"  with  models  of  ships  presented  by  sea- 
men hanging  above  its  pews.  And  don't  overlook  nearby 
Marche  Bonsecours,  the  city's  original  open-air  market. 
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QUEBEC 

When  Jacques  Cartier  and  his  men  sailed  up  the  St. 
Lawrence  in  1535,  they  saw  a  towering  cape  that  spar- 
kled in  the  sunlight  as  if  studded  by  diamonds.  "Que- 
bec!" (What  a  beak!)  a  French  sailor  is  supposed  to  have 
exclaimed— thereby  naming  what  is  now  the  capital  city 
of  this  Canadian  province — or  anyway,  that's  the  story. 

Quebec-within-the-walls — a  storybook  scene  of  gray 
buildings  and  green  rooftops — includes  the  famous  Cita- 
del and  the  many-turreted,  800-room  hotel,  Chateau 
Frontenac.  This  is  a  town  of  many  levels,  with  streets 
zigzagging  at  odd  angles.  It's  said  Quebec  must  be  ex- 
perienced, not  merely  visited.  Chateau  Frontenac  is  such 
an  experience,  but  its  rates  are  high  (double  with  bath, 
$15-23).  You  may  want  to  try  one  of  the  quaint  but  well- 
appointed  guest  houses.  The  Old  Quebec  Tourist  Home 
Association  (all  the  address  you  need)  will  assist  you. 

For  transportation,  you  can  take  buses  and  cabs,  as 
well  as  two-wheeled  buggies  called  caleches  and  Victoria 
carriages  ($5  per  party  per  hour);  but  you  will  inevi- 
tably do  a  good  deal  of  walking  in  Quebec.  In  any 
case,  National  Battlefields  Park  and  the  Citadel  are  a  good 
first  stop.  Here  you  can  visit  the  museum  of  the  Royal 
22nd  Regiment,  have  a  45-minute  tour,  and  watch  the 
changing  of  the  guard.  This  impressive  ceremony— with 
the  troops  in  scarlet  tunics  and  black  bearskin  shakos — 
takes  place  at  10  each  morning,  weather  permitting. 

From  the  Citadel,  take  the  Governors'  Promenade,  a 
boardwalk  nearly  half  a  mile  long  skirting  the  cliffs  high 
above  the  St.  Lawrence  and  "Lower  Town."  Here  you 
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have  a  sweeping  view  of  the  mighty  river  and  harbor  dis- 
trict. By  a  series  of  stairs  totaling  310  steps  (a  good  rea- 
son for  going  down  rather  than  up),  you  descend  to 
Dufferin  Terrace  and  the  Chateau  Frontenac. 

At  the  end  of  Dufferin  Terrace  is  an  elevator  that  looks 
like  an  enclosed  cable  car.  For  a  dime  it  takes  you  still 
farther  down  the  cliffside  to  Lower  Town.  Here  you'll  find 
an  interesting  little  church,  Notre  Dame  des  Victoires; 
the  main  altar  was  carved  in  the  shape  of  a  fort,  com- 
plete to  the  smallest  detail  of  windows  and  turrets.  Near- 
by is  a  ferry  station,  from  which  you  can  take  a  marvel- 
ous hour-long  round  trip  across  the  St.  Lawrence  to  the 
town  of  Levis  (the  ride  costs  just  30c). 
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NOVA  SCOTIA 

After  three  days  in  Nova  Scotia,  vis- 
itors may  join,  at  no  expense,  North 
America's  oldest  social  club,  VOrdre 
de  Bon  Temps,  founded  in  1606  ex- 
pressly to  provide  rousing  good 
times.  And  as  you  quickly  discover, 
this  maritime  province  is  so  rich  in 
vacation  pleasures  that  you'll  never 
regret  qualifying  for  this  unusual 
club  many  times  over. 

To  wit:  you'll  find  excellent  fishing, 
fine  resorts  and  campgrounds,  quaint 
coastal  villages,  challenging  golf 
courses,  delicious  lobsters,  sunny 
beaches,  authentic  Scottish  festivi- 
ties, fascinating  glimpses  of  history 
— and  some  of  the  most  delightful 
scenery  you  ever  laid  eyes  on. 

Despite  its  being  "far  out"  geo- 
graphically—about one-fifth  of  the 
jet-flyway  to  Europe— Nova  Scotia 
is  easy  to  reach.  Almost  an  island,  it 
is  connected  to  New  Brunswick  by  a 
smidgen  of  land  (and  thus  is  acces- 
sible by  car).  But  you  can  also  take 
a  splendid  5-hour  ocean  voyage  from 
Bar  Harbor,  Maine,  to  Yarmouth, 
N.S.,  aboard  the  "M/V  Bluenose." 
(June-August  car  $21.10,  adults  $7:20, 
5-12  $3.60;  lower  rates  round-trip  and 
off-season.  Departs  Bar  Harbor  8  a.m. 
daily  in  season;  from  Yarmouth  1^:30 
p.m.;  reserve  space.) 

On  docking  at  Yarmouth,  drive 
north  on  Route  1,  keeping  track  of 
landmarks  in  your  Nova  Scotia  Tour 
Book,  obtainable  free  from  the  N.S. 
Travel  Bureau,  Provincial  Bldg., 
Halifax.  Your  route  takes  you  along 


blue  St.  Mary's  Bay  and  through  the 
lands  of  the  Acadians— French  set- 
tlers whose  ancestors  were  persecuted 
during  the  French  and  Indian  Wars. 

Continue  to  Annapolis  Royal,  the 
province's  historic  center.  Visit  Fort 
Anne,  site  of  the  first  French  bastion 
and  scene  of  many  battles  and  pirate 
raids.  Don't  miss  Port  Royal  (7  miles 
down  a  side  road),  dating  back  to 
1605;  this  is  the  oldest  colonial  set- 
tlement north  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 
Its  fortified  "Habitation"  has  been 
reconstructed  in  authentic  detail  and 
staffed  with  expert  guides. 

Return  to  Route  1  and  continue 
through  the  lush  orchards  of  the 
Annapolis  Valley,  a  splendid  apple- 
growing  region,  especially  lovely  at 
blossom  time  in  late  May. 

If  possible,  time  your  arrival  in 
Windsor  so  you  can  see  the  amazing 
phenomenon  of  the  "tidal.bore"  rush- 
ing up  from  the  Bay  of  Fundy.  At 
low  tide.  Windsor's  harbor  is  a  vast 
mud  flat,  but  with  the  twice-daily 
coming  of  the  tide,  it  fills  up  to  a 
depth  that  could  accommodate  large 
freighters.  Tidal  times  change  daily, 
so  obtain  charts  from  the  N.S. 
Travel  Bureau.  Other  good  "tide- 
watching"  points  are  at  Truro,  and 
at  Moncton,  New  Brunswick,  on  the 
other  side  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy. 

From  Windsor,  a  fast  45  miles 
brings  you  to  Halifax,  the  provincial 
capital,  an  important  trade  and  mili- 
tary port  since  the  1740s.  The  pleas- 
ant hillsides  of  Halifax  overlook  quiet 


waterways,  and  there  is  an  exquisite 
city  park,  the  Public  Gardens.  Don't 

miss  the  hilltop  Citadel  with  its 
splendid  harbor  panorama  and  mili- 
tary museum;  Province  House,  Can- 
ada's oldest  Parliament;  venerable 
St.  Paul's  Church,  earliest  Protestant 
church  remaining  in  the  Dominion; 
Point  Pleasant  Park  along  the  har- 
bor, and  the  interesting  port  itself. 
You  may  even  see  a  Russian  "trawl- 
er" berthed  for  supplies  and  jammed 
with  more  electronic  gear  than  any 
sailor  needs  to  snag  a  fish. 

For  fine  sea  food,  brought  in  by 
local  fishermen,  dine  at  the  Flamingo; 
other  good  restaurants  in  the  Halifax 
area  include  the  Cameo,  Brass  Rail, 
and  the  Citadel  Motor  Inn. 

Now  is  a  good  time  to  make  a  side 
trip  to  Peggy's  Cove,  the  most  pic- 
turesque fishing  village  in  Nova 
Scotia.  Set  against  a  sparkling  white 
lighthouse  on  wave-polished  granite, 
it  seems  almost  contrived  for  travel- 
poster  purposes.  The  trip  here  takes 
just  40  minutes  (south  on  Route  33), 
and  it's  entirely  delightful. 

Continue  on  Route  7,  paralleling 
the  coast — but  be  sure  to  detour  now 
and  then  to  visit  the  craggy  coves 
(with  their  charming  little  settle- 
ments) you'll  find  all  along  this 
stretch.  Finally  you  reach  Antigonish, 
traditional  center  of  Scottish  Nova 
Scotia,  where  many  people  still  speak 
Gaelic  and  follow  Highland  customs. 
The  famous  Highland  Games  of  Can- 
ada are  held  here  each  July  (this 
year  the  16- 17th). 

Then  take  Route  4  across  Canso 
Causeway  to  Cape  Breton  Island. 
This  is  Nova  Scotia's  most  spectacu- 
lar region,  where  mountains,  much 
like  those  of  JScotland,  rise  straight 
from  the  sea:  mysterious  in  drifting 
mists,  glorious  and  sharp  in  the  sun. 
It's  130  miles  from  Antigonish  to  the 
Cabot  Trail,  an  excellent  road  cir- 
cling the  wonderland  of  Cape  Breton 
Highlands  National  Park. 

Then  stop  for  clamming  in  In- 
gonish  Inlet  fjord;  dine  at  the  fine 
Keltic  Lodge;  walk  the  cliff  trails  be- 
yond the  lodge,  through  fragrant 
spruce  forests  and  flower-strewn  mea- 
dows high  above  the  crashing  surf. 
And  detour  to  Cape  North,  where  the 
island  ends  with  overpowering  fi- 
nality— it's  a  side  trip  you  mustn't 
miss.

PANELING  AND  FLOORING

paneling,  though  sometimes  at 
a  small  extra  cost.  They  rate 
special  attention,  since  even 
the  most  painstaking  do-it- 
yourselfer  cannot  duplicate  the 
rugged,  long-lasting,  furniture- 
like surface  they  offer.  A  good 
factory  finish  also  makes  the 
panel  resist  fading  or  yellowing 
with  age.  The  finish  protects 
against  stains,  bruises,  crayon 
and  lipstick  marks,  and  makes 
it  a  cinch  to  keep  your  paneling 
clean  and  handsome. 

You'll  find  several  grades  of 
finishes  usually  available.  For 
example,  you  can  buy  plywood 
paneling  with  varying  thick- 
nesses of  factory-applied  lac- 
quer. Or,  for  a  small  extra  cost, 
you  can  get  paneling  with  an 
unexcelled  clear  plastic  finish 
which  is  the  result  of  some  20 
steps  of  factory  application. 

Which  paneling  for  you?  The 
chief  consideration  is  the  kind 
you  like  best.  Look  over  an  as- 
sortment at  a  good  showroom 
or  lumber  yard.  Take  note  of 
paneling  in  the  homes  of  friends 
to  give  you  a  line  on  the  kind 
that  will  retain  its  beauty  over 
the  years.  The  type  of  room 
you're  paneling  also  makes  a 
difference.  In  general,  light- 
toned  paneling  goes  best  in  a 
dark  room  or  one  with  limited 
natural  light;  darker  kinds  in 
bright  rooms.  Light  tones  also 
make  a  room  look  bigger. 

Vertical  board  paneling  is 
easier  to  install  on  walls  that 
are  broken  up  with  windows, 
doors,  and  corners,  and  leaves 
a  minimum  of  waste  due  to  cut- 
ting. Sheet  paneling  is  easier  to 
install  on  large,  unbroken  walls 
— and  remember  that  it's  avail- 
able with  random  grooving.  Be 
sure  to  ask  if  matched  moldings 
are  available  for  your  paneling, 
as  they  improve  the  over -all 
appearance  as  well  as  speed  up 
the  installation.  Putty  sticks 
for  covering  nail  holes  also 
should  be  available. 

Special  tips  Because  water 
and  moisture  can  be  murder  on 
paneling,  take  precautions  be- 
fore you  panel  a  basement,  a 
below-grade  wall,  or  bathroom 
where  moisture  could  infiltrate. 
Specify  paneling  with  a  water- 
repellent  treatment  or  one 
made  with  built-in  moisture 
protection.  If  you  have  a  chron- 
ic leak  or  wetness  condition,  as 
in  a  basement,  eliminate  the 
moisture  first.  If  necessary,  seal 
the  wall  surface  with  a  synthet- 
ic sealer  before  the  paneling 
goes  up.  No  paneling  should  be 
used  for  a  shower  stall  unless 
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it's  specifically  made  for 
purpose.

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WHAT  KIND  OF  LIFE  INSURANCE  DOES  A  WOMAN  NEED? 


A  great  many  life  insurance  poli- 
cies are  available  to  women  today — 
and  it's  possible  to  tailor  them  to 
each  family  and/or  working  situa- 
tion. Take  these  examples,  roughly 
in  order  of  increasing  insurance  need: 

The  single  working  girl — just 
out  of  school — often  has  no  one  de- 
pendent upon  her.  She  probably 
needs  some  savings,  however,  so  her 
best  bet  is  a  policy  which  builds  cash 
values  rapidly.  For  about  $20  per 
month,  a  21-year-old  secretary  can 
buy  an  endowment  policy  which  has 
a  cash  value  of  $850  in  five  years.  By 
borrowing  on  the  policy  then,  or  sim- 
ply cashing  it  in,  she  could  pay  her 
wedding  expenses,  or  purchase  furni- 
ture for  an  apartment.  (If  she  died 
in  the  meantime,  a  $10,000  death 
benefit  would  go  to  her  parents  or 
other  beneficiary.)  Some  policies 
even  guarantee  her  future  husband 
the  right,  after  marriage,  to  acquire 
insurance  on  his  life  without  evidence 
of  his  insurability. 

The  career  woman  needs  to  sup- 
plement her  future  retirement  in- 
come from  Social  Security  and  her 
company  pension  (if  any).  For  a 
monthly  premium  of  $50,  a  45-year- 
old  woman  can  get  a  life-insurance 
annuity  guaranteeing  her  a  lifetime 
income  of  about  $75  per  month, 
starting  at  age  65.  Dividends — 
which  are  not  guaranteed,  however — 


could  increase  this  income  to  about 
$87  per  month.  If  death  occurs  before 
retirement,  the  annuity  benefit  to 
her  beneficiary  usually  equals  the  to- 
tal premiums  paid  or  the  cash  value 
of  the  policy,  whichever  is  greater. 
(A  so-called  "retirement-income" 
policy  for  the  same  premium  pro- 
vides a  greater  death  benefit  in  early 
policy  years,  but  the  retirement  in- 
come is  lower.) 

The  career  woman  with  de- 
pendents obviously  requires  greater 
financial  protection  during  the  de- 
pendency period.  For  her  death-ben- 
efit need  alone,  term  insurance  is 
cheapest.  A  35-year-old  woman  can 
protect  her  dependents  for  the  next 
ten  years  with  a  $10,000  term  policy 
for  an  average  monthly  premium  of 
about  $6.  With  "term,"  no  cash  val- 
ue is  created;  but  for  around  $15  a 
month,  she  can  buy  $10,000  in  or- 
dinary life  which  will  have  a  cash 
value  of  about  $1,400  after  ten  years, 
and  by  age  65  will  provide  her  a  life- 
time retirement  income  of  approxi- 
mately $30  per  month. 

The  working  wife  possesses  an 
earning  power  well  worth  insuring — 
in  addition  to  her  usual  "domestic" 
value.  If  her  income  helps  pay  living 
expenses,  her  death  could  cause  dras- 
tic family  financial  problems.  Thus 
a  policy  emphasizing  protection,  such 
as  "term,"  may  be  the  best  idea.  On 


the  other  hand,  if  a  good  share  of  he; 
earnings  is  going  into  savings,  a  poli 
cy   which   also   builds   cash   values 
(such  as  ordinary  life)   may  make 
more  sense. 

The  housewife  who  doesn' 
work  is  perhaps  most  often  over- 
looked from  a  life  insurance  stand 
point.  A  surviving  husband  left  win 
children  at  home  could  find  expenses 
up  sharply— perhaps  $200  to  $300  s 
month — if  an  outsider  had  to  can 
for  youngsters  and  maintain  th< 
home.  The  husband  also  loses  tb 
benefit  of  joint-return  income  ta: 
rates,  and  his  Social  Security  benefit 
will  be  less  if  he  is  unmarried. 

To  cover  these  potential  financi 
losses,  a  protection-plus-cash-valu 
type  of  policy — such  as  ordinary  lif< 
— can  be  purchased  on  the  wife's  lifej 
The  cash  values  may  later  be  used  t 
help  send  the  children  to  college,  oj 
provide  additional  income  after  thj 
husband's  retirement.  However 
funds  are  limited,  a  term  policy  is  fa 
better  than  no  protection  at  al 
Many  companies  offer  term  coverag 
for  a  wife  (at  quite  favorable  rates 
through  a  rider  which  can  be  attache 
to  a  policy  on  the  husband's  life.  Thes 
so-called  "family  policies"  automa 
ically  insure  the  husband  with  ordii 
ary-life  insurance  and  the  wife  an 
children  with  lesser  amounts  of  ten 
insurance. 


HOW  MUCH  COLLEGE  COST  SHOULD  A  YOUNGSTER  EARN? 


It's  just  about  impossible  for  him  to  take  care  of  it  all, 
except  perhaps  at  the  few  remaining  state  universities 
and  other  public  colleges  that  charge  less  than  $1,000  a 
year  for  room  and  board.  (Even  there,  "putting  yourself 
through  college"  is  a  difficult  proposition.)  The  typical 
total  price  tag  on  a  four-year  college  education  has  now 
reached  about  $10,000-  and  is  climbing  ever  higher- 
while  student  pay  scales  have  lagged  far  behind.  More- 
over, there's  increasing  competition  for  jobs:  as  costs  rise, 
more  youngsters  from  middle-income  as  well  as  lower-in- 
come families  find  they  need  extra  cash  for  college. 

But  the  situation  is  not  hopeless.  Almost  any  serious 


student  can  still  earn  a  significant  part  of  his  expense 
A  work  load  of  12  to  15  hours  a  week — at  the  most  20- 
is  still  possible  despite  today's  heavy  academic  deman< 
Indeed,  surveys  show  that  students  who  work  for  part 
their  own  money  often  do  better  in  their  classes,  too. 

Students  applying  for  financial  aid  these  da 
usually  find  that  colleges  do  not  offer  full,  outright  grant 
Instead,  they  provide  packages  consisting  of  part  ou 
right  grant  plus  part  loan—  plus  a  campus  job.  Unless  f 
some  reason  the  student  can't  work,  he  is  usually  expet 
ed  to  accept  the  job  along  with  the  rest  of  the  aid  packag

organized  enterprise.  At  a  major  institution  like  the  Univ 
sity  of  Missouri,  the  campus  payroll  yields  students  a  milli 
dollars  a  year.  Student  employment  on  many  campuses  n 
ranks  next  below  scholarships  as  the  most  important  form 
financial  aid.  At  Princeton  and  Yale,  student  enterprises  1 
selling  campus  souvenirs,  magazines,  and  snack  foods  h 
been  organized  into  regular  jobs  awarded  to  students 
are  in  need  of  assistance. 

How  much  a  youngster  can  earn  depends  on  the  locat 
and  size  of  the  college,  and  on  his  specific  skills.  But  typica 
working  students  earn  $300  to  $400  during  the  acade: 
year,  and  are  able  to  save  another  $350  to  $450  from  sum 
employment.  (The  figures  are  for  men  students;  the  wo 
average  $100  a  year  less.) 

Students  living  on  campus  now  find  college  costs  r 
ning  about  $2,500  a  year  for  all  expenses — including  tuiti 
board,  books,  clothing,  and  incidentals.  Comparing  tl 
average  income  and  outgo  figures,  it's  easy  to  see  that  a 
student  should  be  able  to  earn  about  one-fourth  to  one-t 
of  his  total  yearly  college  bill. 

Almost  all  students  hold  at  least  a  summer  job,  coll 
report.  Private  institutions  report  that  25  to  50  per  cen 
their  students  also  work  during  the  school  year;  at  state 
versifies  and  public  colleges,  where  family  income  usuall 
lower,  often  two-thirds  or  more  of  the  students  have  sch 
term  jobs.  Many  of  the  latter  group  earn  half  or  mon 
their  expenses.  Students  in  or  near  large  cities  find  more 
ployment  opportunities  and  also  get  higher  rates — o: 
$1.25  an  hour  or  more  in  campus  employment,  and  mor< 
campus.  But  at  small-town  colleges,  campus  jobs  may  pa: 
little  as  75  cents  an  hour,  and  at  some  Southern  schools, 
hourly  rate  may  be  only  50  cents. 

Freshmen,  especially,  shouldn't  count  on  large  earni 
Some  colleges  discourage  students  from  working  during  t 
critical  first  year,  and  in  any  case  try  to  limit  work-hour 
10  or  12  a  week.  Many  colleges  have  a  sliding  pay  scale,  v 
freshmen  receiving  the  lowest  rates. 

Students  with  special  skills  can  raise  their  earn 
considerably.  Competent  typists  are  in  demand,  and  o 
earn  $1.25  to  $1.50  an  hour.  Tutoring  also  pays  well — o 
$2.50  to  $5.00  an  hour — compared  to  as  little  as  50  tc 
cents  for  baby-sitting. 

Other  well-paid  student  specialties  include  part-time 
pliance  repairing;  computer  programming;  work  with  yc 
recreation  groups;  and  assisting  on  university  research  p 
ects.  Because  they  pay  for  meals  and  thus  are  wrorth  al 
$400  to  $500  a  year,  the  traditional  campus  "hashing" 
have  become  prizes;  they're  often  awarded  as  part  of 
financial  aid  package  of  job-scholarship-loan. 

Recently,  a  new  campus  employment  program  was  aut 
ized  under  the  Federal  government's  "war  on  poverty." 
ministered  by  the  colleges,  these  jobs  will  be  available  on!

Ask  what  assessmeJ 
are  in  the  works.  What  improvements  are  still  to  come?  Hi 
about  future  school  expansion?  Are  high-cost  items  like  wal 
and  sewer  lines  and  paved  streets  already  in?  Or  will  youf 
"buying"  them  later — after  you're  a  homeowner? 


HOW  MUCH  OF  A  RISK  ARE 
COMMON  STOCKS? 

Not  much-  if  you  have  a  reputable  investment  coun 
and  you're  willing  to  settle  for  modest  growth  plus  averi 
dividends  of  about  four  per  cent. 

You  first  decide  what  kind  of  common  stocks  fit  your 
vestment  goals.

Several  h 
died  companies  listed  on  the  "Big  Board"  have  even 
dividends  from  25  up  to  98  years. 

Ask  your  investment  broker  about  these  vital  points:  e 
company's   sales   and    earnings   record,    dividend    hist( 
management  background,  demand  for  existing  products 
services,  and  research  and  development  program.  Most 
portant,  ask  him  for  the  latest  market  studies,  issued 
brokerage  firms,  and  the  current  proxy  statement  and 
nual  report  of  each  company.  If  sales  and  earnings  hav 
mained  in  a  rut  for  several  years,  watch  out.  Think  tv 
about  any  company  that  has  had  frequent  strikes  or  a 
turnover  in  management  personnel  or  products. 

Be  careful  of  a  spotty  dividend  record.  On  the  other  hi 
good  dividends  don't  necessarily  mean  growth.  Some  c 
panies  pay  dividends  regularly,  but  don't  put  anything  I 
into  the  business;  their  stock  prices  often  stagnate,  too. 
beware  of  "non-recurring"  earnings  from  the  sale  of  ass 
they  can  make  a  company  look  good  for  one  year  but  do 
reflect  regular  or  potential  earnings.

PLAIN  TALK  ABOUT  FAMILY  HEALTH 

COMING  NEXT:  DENTAL  INSURANCE 

By  Gordon  G.  Greer 


As  recently  as  five  years  ago,  the  questions 
most  often  asked  about  dental  insurance  were 
Ca)  is  it  financially  feasible?  and  (b)  do  many 
people  really  want  it?  To  judge  by  the  evi- 
dence accumulated  since  then,  the  answer  in 
both  cases  is  yes.  The  number  of  Americans 
with  dental  insurance  has  already  doubled 
since  1960— to  1,500,000  people— and  a  ten- 
fold increase  is  anticipated  no  later  than 
1975,  with  perhaps  an  even  faster  growth 
thereafter.  Thus  the  questions  have  assumed 
a  different  tone:  Who  qualifies?  Who  pays? 
What  treatment  is  provided?  Who  adminis- 
ters the  program?  How  much  does  it  cost? 
What  possible  drawbacks  exist? 

Since  all  these  factors  are  interdependent, 
and  since  no  one  program  suits  every  situa- 
tion, the  best  answers  come  from  examples. 

•  When  the  president  of  an  Eastern  supply 
company  decided  to  add  group  dental  insur- 
ance to  his  firm's  package  of  fringe  benefits  a 
few  years  ago,  a  plan  was  set  up  to  cover  em- 
ployees and  their  families  for  whatever  dental 
care  they  needed — checkups,  X-rays,  extrac- 
tions, dentures,  orthodontics,  or  anything 
else.  The  company  has  assumed  the  cost  of 
the  premium,  but  each  employee,  through  the 
process  of  "co-insurance,"  pays  for  part  of 
his  own  family's  care:  40  per  cent  of  the  cost 
of  full  denture  replacements  and  of  ortho- 
dontic benefits,  20  per  cent  of  all  else.  A  de- 
ductible clause  is  also  included  by  which  each 
individual  must  pay  the  first  $25  of  his  per- 
sonal bill  the  year  he  enters  the  plan,  then 
$10  in  each  succeeding  year.  The  family  de- 
ductible is  $75  the  first  year  and  $30  in  suc- 
ceeding years.  (The  deductible  does  not  ap- 
ply, however,  to  the  six-month  oral  exams.) 
The  annual  cost  to  the  company  for  this  pro- 
gram is  about  $100  per  family. 

•  The  administrators  of  a  West  Coast  labor 
union's  welfare  fund  also  wanted  comprehen- 
sive dental  insurance,  which  a  number  of  un- 
ions have  negotiated  for  their  members,  but 
they  disliked  both  the  deductible  clause  and 
the  "co-insurance"  features.  Simply  to  elim- 
inate these  features,  however,  would  make 
the  plan  too  expensive  to  support.  After 
weighing  a  number  of  alternatives,  they  de- 
cided not  to  cover  union  members  them- 
selves, but  to  pay  the  full  bill  for  the  children 
of  members— each  of  whom  now  costs  the 
welfare  fund  an  annual  average  of  $56. 

•  A  man  who  belongs  to  no  labor  union  and 
whose  firm  provides  no  dental  insurance 
asked  his  own  insurance  agent  to  write  a  com- 
prehensive policy  covering  his  family's  total 
dental  bill.  The  agent  was  forced  to  de- 
cline. He  explained  that  his  company,  like  al- 
most all  others,  is  confining  its  dental  con- 


tracts to  groups.  They  have  not  yet  developed 
a  one-family  policy  at  a  price  they  consider 
realistic  and  attractive— though  such  plans 
are  being  tested  and  researched. 

Despite  the  abundance  of  available  pro- 
grams, many  experienced  underwriters  are 
wary  of  dental  insurance.  What  makes  them 
uneasy  is  our  national  bad  habit  of  putting 
off  trips  to  the  dentist,  partly  to  save  the 
money.  They  fear  that  a  program  of  dental 
insurance  might  suddenly  release  our  financial 
inhibitions  and  send  everyone  running  to  the 
nearest  dentist's  office  for  the  repair  of  teeth 
too  long  neglected.  The  claims  would  be  enor- 
mous. Dr.  George  E.  Mitchell,  of  the  Public 
Health  Service,  a  leading  authority  on  dental 
matters,  estimates  that  to  treat  the  existing 
backlog  of  dental  needs  would  cost  $15  billion 
for  the  first  year  alone,  or  nearly  $80  for  each 
person  in  the  country. 

These  visions  of  hordes  of  policyholders 
rushing  to  submit  to  the  nearest  dental  drill 
have  not  yet  fully  materialized,  but  under- 
writers must  still  keep  their  costs  realistic 
with  one  or  more  of  the  following  provisions. 

Enrollment  requirements.  Because  many 
people  who  enter  a  dental  insurance  program 
have  teeth  that  have  not  been  well  cared  for, 
their  largest  drain  on  the  program's  resources 
is  likely  to  come  in  the  first  year  or  so — in 
what  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  "restora- 
tion phase"  of  a  program  of  dental  health.  In 
subsequent  years — the  "maintenance  phase" 
— their  cost  to  the  plan  usually  drops.  There 
may  therefore  be  certain  provisions  in  the 
contract  for  alleviating  early  expenses.  Per- 
haps an  enrollment  fee  is  levied.  Or  sometimes 
such  benefits  as  dentures  and  bridges  are 
withheld  for,  typically,  a  year.  Formerly,  new 
members  were  often  required  to  repair  all 
"pre-existing"  dental  conditions  at  their  per- 
sonal expense,  but  that  provision  is  seldom 
found  in  newer  contracts. 

Deductibles.  In  a  number  of  dental  insur- 
ance programs,  everyone  covered  by  the  pol- 
icy must  pay  for  the  first  part  of  his  own  care 
each  year.  Typically,  this  deductible  is  $25 
per  person,  up  to  $75  per  family.  Provision 
may  be  made  for  reducing  these  figures— 
sometimes  eliminating  them  altogether— af- 
ter the  first  or  second  year. 

Co-insurance.  In  many  plans,  including 
those  with  deductible  clauses,  each  member 
must  pay  for  a  certain  percentage  of  the 
treatment  he  receives  himself — often  around 
20  or  25  per  cent  but  sometimes  substantially 
more.  It  depends  on  the  money  available  for 
the  program  and  on  the  nature  of  the  cover- 
age being  offered.  A  distinction  may  also 
be  made  between  services  regarded  as  "basic"

MAINTENANCE 


Have  the  cooling  system  checked  com- 
pletely. This  should  include  flushing 
the  entire  system  and  refilling  with 
new  liquid.  If  water  is  put  in,  be  sure  a 
rust  inhibitor  is  added,  and  if  your  car 
is  equipped  with  air  conditioning  you 
should  have  anti-freeze  put  back  into 
the  car.  Have  all  belts  checked  for  wear 
and  adjustment  (if  your  car  has  power- 
assists  or  air  conditioning,  you'll  find 
several  vital  belts  under  the  hood) .  The 
thermostat  should  be  checked  for  prop- 
er type  and  operation.  Radiator  and 
heater  hoses  should  be  checked  for  leaks 
or  signs  of  deterioration. 

Have  the  car  lubricated  if  it's  due 
(check  the  owner's  manual).  And  while 
the  car  is  up  on  the  lift,  have  the  entire 
exhaust  system  checked  for  leaks  or 
signs  of  impending  failure.  This  is  also 
a  good  time  to  check  tires  for  uneven 
wear,  nails,  bulges,  cuts,  and  signs  of 
tread  damage.  If  tread  wear  is  uneven 
or  bumpy  have  the  wheel  alignment 
and  balance  checked.  If  you  have  any 
doubt  about  the  condition  of  the  tires, 
install  new  ones  before  your  trip.  The 
old  set  might  last  several  thousand 
miles  for  town  driving  BUT  a  trip 
means  high  temperature  build-up  and 
heavier- than-usual  loads  in  the  car. 
While  at  the  service  station,  have  all 
lights  checked  for  burned  out  bulbs, 
faulty  switches  (especially  stop  light), 
and  have  headlight  aim  checked. 

Unless  you  recently  had  an  oil  and 
filter  change,  get  this  done  now.  Buy 
an  extra  quart  of  oil  to  carry  in  the 
trunk.  You  might  have  to  add  a  quart 
en  route  and  be  unable  to  get  your 
brand.  While  this  is  not  a  disaster,  it's 
better  to  add  the  same  brand  oil  that's 
already  in  the  crankcase.  Check  power 


steering  hoses  and  replace  if  there  is  any 
sign  of  leakage  or  weakening.  If  your 
car  is  still  under  warranty,  and  you 
have  to  have  maintenance  work  done 
on  your  trip  in  order  to  keep  the  war- 
ranty in  effect,  be  sure  to  get  a  receipt 
with  the  date  and  mileage  noted  on  it. 

Trip  driving  demands  more  from 
your  brakes — Have  the  linings  checked 
(on  all  four  wheels).  Also  check  brake 
lines  and  wheel  and  master  cylinders  for 
signs  of  leaks.  Have  the  brakes  adjusted 
for  top  performance,  including  a  check 
to  be  sure  of  equal  braking  pressure  on 
all  four  wheels.  If  your  car  is  equipped 
with  self-adjusting  brakes,  have  the  ad- 
justers checked  for  proper  operation 
while  the  brake  drums  are  off  for  check- 
ing the  linings. 

Have  a  good  tune-up  mechanic  go 
over  your  car.  The  points  and  spark 
plugs  should  be  checked  carefully  and 
either  replaced  or  adjusted  for  maxi- 
mum efficiency.  Improper  functioning 
points  and  plugs  or  improper  engine 
tune  can  add  drastically  to  your  gaso- 
line bill.  Other  economy  ruiners  that 
should  be  checked  are  the  carburetor 
and  automatic  choke. 

If  you  plan  to  tow  a  trailer  on  your 
trip,  be  sure  the  trailer  is  in  top  shape 
too.  Check  brake  and  signal  lights, 
hitch,  safety  chains,  and  tires  carefully. 
Trailer  wheels,  due  to  their  smaller  size, 
must  turn  faster  than  those  of  the  car- 
check  bearings  and  repack  if  needed. 
Trailer  towing  requires  a  different  type 
of  driving  so  review  procedures.  If  your 
car  has  never  towed  a  trailer  before, 
certain  alterations  may  be  necessary. 
Most  new  car  dealers  will  be  glad  to  dis- 
cuss your  towing  situation  and  recom- 
mend special  equipment  or  alterations 
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that  are  necessary  for  towing  a  trailer. 

If  your  trip  is  to  be  rather  extensive 
and  will  take  you  into  unfamiliar  parts 
of  the  country,  you  might  consider  join- 
ing one  of  the  auto  clubs  or  using  the 
free  tour  services  offered  by  most  major 
oil  companies.  Membership  in  the  auto 
clubs  is  not  expensive  and  the  services! 
available  can  make  your  trip  much  more 
enjoyable.  When  you  have  determined! 
your  general  route,  the  auto  club  or  tour 
service  will  map  the  area  to  be  visited 
in  detail,  showing  the  best  routes  tc| 
take,  and  side  trips  and  attractions  tha 
are  of  interest.  You'll  also  get  a  list  oi 
recommended  places  to  stay  and  places 
to  eat.  If  you  indicate  that  yours  wil 
be  a  camping  trip,  you'll  also  get  a  list 
ing  of  camping  areas.  Garages  and  serv 
ice  stations  that  offer  prompt  and  ade- 
quate service  are  also  listed  so  that  1 
you  do  have  trouble  you'll  know  when 
to  go  for  dependable  service  at  reason 
able  prices. 

While  on  the  trip,  there  are  severa 
"everyday"  maintenance  chores  tha' 
should  be  tended  to.  Check  the  tire: 
every  morning  before  taking  off — checl 
when  "cold"  to  get  an  accurate  reading 
Check  the  battery  daily  and  have  radi 
ator,  oil  and  transmission  level  checke< 
daily  or  whenever  you  stop  for  gas.

SAFETY  INSIDE  THE  CAR 

We  feel  that  everyone  in  the  car  should    have  seat    beltsJ 
The  National  Safety  Council  agrees  and  has  figures  to  showj 
that  between  1,100  and  1,200  child  passengers  (in  each  of  the 
age  groups  between  0-4  and  5-14)  are  killed  annually.  Small 
children  do  best  in  the  special  harnesses  made  for  themj 
Older  children  who  like  to  look  out  the  window  can  be  pi. 
on  pillows,  then  belted  in  place — be  sure  the  belt  contains  nc 
slack.  Children  should  sit  squarely  on  the  seat  and  not  stand 
up  or  lean  out  windows.  Don't  give  them  suckers  or  ice  crear 
on  a  stick  that  could  injure  eyes  or  mouth  in  a  sudden  bump| 
swerve,  or  stop.  Take  along  plenty  of  toys  and  games  for  plaj 
but  no  large,  heavy,  or  sharp-edged  toys — and  allow  nothing 
on  the  package  shelf. 

Children  should  ride  in  the  back  seat.  There's  more  padj 
ding  and  less  danger  of  injury  in  a  sudden  stop.  Take  alonjf 
some  equipment  for  vigorous  play  and  stop  several  time] 
a  day  to  allow  children  to  play  and  work  out  the  kin! 
Take  along  food  for  snacks  en  route  but  if  drinks  are  includedl 
use  paper  cups — no  glasses  or  bottles. 

If  your  children  have  ever  shown  a  tendency  for  motioil 
or  car-sickness,  consult  your  doctor  about  a  preventive  medil 
cine.  If  anyone  becomes  car-sick  en  route  (adult  or  child)  sto| 
the  car  and  let  him  walk  around  long  enough  to  get  plenty 
fresh  air.  Once  back  on  the  road,  keep  the  "patient"  in  thj 
front  seat  and  head  for  the  nearest  drug  store  for  a  motion 
sickness  preventive.  Most  of  these  medicines  should  be  ac 
ministered  15-30  minutes  before  traveling,  so  wait  awhile  be 
fore  continuing. 

What  if  someone  in  your  car  should  require  medical  atter 
tion?  Get  to  the  nearest  town  as  quickly  as  possible  and  scol 
at  the  first  drug  store  or  service  station  for  directions  to  th| 
nearest  hospital,  doctor,  or  clinic. 

Never  start  a  journey  on  an  empty  stomach.  A  low  blooc 
sugar  content  is  the  commonest  source  of  fatigue  and  drowsj] 
ness,  and  the  most  unsuspected .  While  driving,  light  meals  c| 
easily  digested  foods  are  your  best  bet.  Munch  often  alonl 
the  way  between  meals. 

DRIVING  WHERE  YOU  DON'T  OFTEN  DRIVE 

Hilly  areas  call  for  constant  attention  and  skill.  Watch  al 
signs  and  road  markings  and  obey  them  religiously.  What! 
just  over  the  crest  of  the  next  hill — a  car  in  the  wrong  lane 
a  piece  of  machinery  barely  moving— or  loose  livestock? 
prepared  to  swerve  or  stop  suddenly. 

Mountain    driving    requires    a    specific    skill.    Remembel 
that  higher  altitudes  cause  your  engine  to  lose  horsepower- 
at  high  altitudes,  engines  may  develop  only  half  their  rate| 
horsepower — so  allow  extra  latitude  for  acceleration 
passing.  After  driving  in  the  mountains  for  a  while,  your  «| 
may  appear  extremely  sluggish.  If  this  happens  a  glance 
the  rear  view  mirror  will  probably  show  you're  climbir 
quite  an  incline. 

The  combination  of  higher-  altitude  and  extra  strain  on  til 
engine  often  causes  your  car  to  overheat.  If  you  have  air  coil 
ditioning,  turn  it  off  and  look  for  a  place  to  stop.  After  you'll 
off  the  road,  run  the  engine  at  fast  idle  for  several  minutes,  | 
allow  the  water  pump  to  circulate  the  coolant  more  rapidlf 
If  the  engine  cools  down,  leave  the  conditioner  off  and  pr| 
ceed  to  the  nearest  service  station  for  a  checkup.  If  the  engiil 
doesn't  cool  off,  turn  the  engine  off  and  look  under  the  hocl 
for  the  trouble.  Check  fan  belts  and  hoses,  and  the  radiattl

for  leaks.  Don't  remove  the  radiator  cap  you'll  think  "ol< 
faithful"  is  in  there.  Let  the  engine  cool  while  you  seou 
around  for  water.  If  water  is  available,  wait  at  least  15  mill 
utes,  then  remove  cap  with  extreme  caul  ion  and  run  the  en 
gine  at  fast  idle  while  adding  water  slowly.  If  no  water 
available,  you  can  "limp  on"  by  cooling  15  minutes  the) 
driving  a  mile,  cooling  another  15  minutes,  then  driving,  etc 
until  you  get  to  help. 

Another  vital  organ  that  suffers  in  mountain  driving  is  th 
braking  system.  The  higher  altitudes  plus  heavy  use  resul 
in  overheating.  The  fluid  may  boil  and  you'll  experienc 
"brake  fade."  This  is  only  a  temporary  situation  so  at  th 
first  sign  of  fading  (brakes  feel  mushy)  pull  off  the  road  an 
wait  for  half  an  hour.  Always  try  brakes  before  long  dowr 
grades  and  apply  intermittently  and  sparingly  to  avoi 
overheating.  Also  down-shift  the  car  to  a  lower  gear  (stanc 
ard  or  automatic  transmission)  to  let  the  engine  help  wit 
braking  on  long  or  steep  inclines. 

Desert  driving  isn't  as  bad  as  many  people  think.  Hov 
ever,  before  taking  off  across  a  wide  expanse  of  desert,  sto 
at  a  service  station.  Check  tires  carefully — don't  have  thei 
overinflated  for  this  portion  of  your  trip!  Be  sure  the  radiate 
is  full  and  if  you've  had  overheating  trouble,  take  along  son- 
extra  water.  Have  the  gas  tank  filled  and  the  oil  level  checke( 
Drive  reasonably  and  keep  your  eye  on  the  temperatui 
gauge.  Air  conditioning  is  wonderful  for1  desert  driving  but 
the  system  is  of  marginal  capacity,  it  may  cause  engir 
overheating.  If  this  happens,  turning  off  the  conditioner 
your  first  corrective  step. 

If  your  car  appears  to  be  out  of  gas  but  the  tank  is  full 
then  what?  It's  probably  a  vapor  lock.  Put  a  damp  clol 
over  the  fuel  pump  and  fuel  line  for  a  few  minutes — chanc 
are  you'll  soon  be  on  the  road  again. 

Sudden  storms  (rain  or  sand)  frequently  occur  in  tl 
desert.  You're  smart  to  pull  off  the  road  and  wait  them  oi 
as  they  are  usually  of  short  duration.  If  you  feel  you  must  j 
on,  sandstorm  driving  calls  for  low-beam  headlights  ai 
careful  driving. 

Driving  in  the  rain  on  a  highway  that  has  been  dry  f 
quite  a  while  can  be  very  treacherous.  Why?  During  d 
periods  oil  drippings  and  finely  powdered  tire  dust  build  u 
The  first  few  minutes  of  a  light  rain,  especially,  spread  tl 
slick  mixture  of  oil  and  rubber. 

Recent  research  shows  a  real  danger-  of  front  wheel  ski 
in  a  heavy  rain  due  to  "hydroplaning."  Tires  actually  lea 
the  road  at  certain  speeds  (usually  50-60  mph)  and  act  mu 
like  a  water  ski  skimming  along  the  surface  of  the  \vat< 
If  you  must  drive  in  a  heavy  rain,  slow  down,  allow  ext 
space  between  you  and  the  car  ahead  and  increase  tire  pr< 
sure  by  about  }4  (don't  try  this  on  cheap  or  badly  worn  tire 

Freeway  driving  is  very  different.  You  should  have 
"navigator"  to  watch  an  up-to-date  map  carefully  and  pi 
pare  you  well  in  advance  for  exits  and  entrances.  Note  ■ 
said  up-to-date  map — last  year's  map  may  be  confusing 
out-dated  in  many  areas.  Once  on  the  freeway,  maintair 
speed  consistent  with  other  traffic  but  don't  latch  onto 
group  of  cars  traveling  at  the  same  speed.  This  is  the  p 
liminary  to  a  multiple  car  pile-up.  If  you  miss  an  exit,  go 
to  the  next  one.  Never  stop,  back  up,  or  try  a  U-turn. 

Always  enter  a  freeway  with  plenty  of  gas.  Running  out 
gas  is  listed  as  one  of  the  top  causes  of  breakdowns  on  fr 
ways.  Imagine  being  on  an  inner  lane  with  cars  zipping 
on  both  sides  at  70  mph  and  you  with  a  dead  engine!  Ever

In  the  first  instance,  each  post  is  set,  then  t 
next  is  located  from  it.  This  way,  it  is  possible  to  make  i 
series  of  minor  errors  which  will  add  up  to  quite  a  noticeabl< 
amount.  The  second  way  is  better,  where  the  location  of  eacl 
post  is  determined  by  measuring  all  the  way  from  the  firs] 
post  in  line.  If  one  post  is  misplaced,  the  others  aren't  a 
fected  and  the  chance  of  accumulated  errors  is  eliminate!

You  a 
run  this  cable  underground  or  even  under  water  with  coi 
plete  safety.  The  light  fixtures  themselves  have  metal  stak 
on  the  bases,  so  you  can  stick  them  into  the  ground  an 
where,  and  change  them  around  easily. 

You  can  get  pole  lights,  mushroom  fixtures,  underwat 
lamps,  floods,  and  many  other  styles.  Complete  kits  a 
available  which  include  just 
about  everything  you  need: 
transformer,  cable,  and  lights. 
Or  you  can  buy  individual 
parts  to  suit  yourself. 

One  thing  you  do  need  that 
the  kit  can't  supply  is  an  out- 
side outlet  to  plug  the  trans- 
former into.  The  best  way  to  arrange  this  is  to  have  an  el 
trician  install  an  exterior  duplex  (two  plug-in)  outlet  son 
where  on  the  outside  of  your  house  convenient  to  your  b 
becue  area  and  preferably  with  an  on-off  switch  inside  1 
house.

You  can  b 
a  fixture  that  makes  it  easy  to  install  an  exterior  outlet  yo 
self.  Of  course,  you  must  know  enough  about  electricity 
find  a  house  circuit  close  to  an  exterior  wall  that  isn't  alrea 
loaded  to  near  its  capacity.  About  all  you  have  to  do  with  t 
fixture  is  drill  a  hole  through  the  wall  and  attach  the  wires 
If  you're  going  to  have  a  lot  of  widely  dispersed  low-volt; 
lights  in  your  yard,  you'll  wantTto  place  your  house-po^ 
outlet  so  the  transformer  can  be  connected  to  the  12-vj 
cable  somewhere  near  the  center  of  the  system.  Since 
volts  can't  be  pushed  through  the  wires  very  efficiently  mi 
further  than  200  feet,  you  need  to  locate  the  transformer 
cordingly.  An  electrician  can  run  a  line  from  your  hou 
derground  to  any  location  in  the  yard  where  you  deci 
have  an  outlet  for  your  transformer. 

Once  your  exterior  outlet  is  installed,  the  rest  is  easy, 
should  lay  the  cable  around  approximately  where  you 
it  and  clip  on  the  lights  in  likely  locations.  After  you've 
the  lights  for  a  few  evenings,  change  any  that  don't  suit 
and  bury  the  cable,  if  necessary.  All  you  really  have  to 
to  bury  the  cable  is  to  cut 
through  the  sod  with  a  shov- 
el, slip  the  cable  underneath, 
then   replace   the   sod.    You 
can  also  run  it  along  the  edge 
of  a  sidewalk  or  rut  it  under 
the  bricks  in  a  patio.

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Laying  concrete  involves  hard 
work  but  if  you  have  small 
areas-  or  larger  areas  that  can 
be  broken  down  into  smaller 
sections— there's  no  reason  you 
shouldn't  tackle  it.  However  if 
you  have  a  large  area,  such  as  a 
driveway,  that  does  not  lend 
itself  to  smaller  sections  and  if 
time  is  short,  you'd  do  better  to 
call  in  a  professional. 

If  you're  building  a  large  pa- 
tio or  sidewalk,  you  can  make 
the  job  easier  by  blocking  the 
area  off  into  smaller  segments 
and  pouring  these  individually. 
The  small  grids  may  be  three  or 
four  feet  square,  but  probably 
should  never  be  over  five  feet 
square.  The  best  method  for 
breaking  up  large  areas  is  with 
permanent  or  temporary  forms 
of  2x4s.  For  curved  areas,  use 
two  1x4s  nailed  together  after 
they  have  been  put  in  place. 
You  can  also  use  \%"  tempered 
hardboard  provided  you  place 
the  stakes  much  closer  together 
to  eliminate  bulges.  The  form- 
ing materials  should  be  coated 
with  oil  so  their  removal  will  be 
easier  after  the  concrete  is  set. 

If  temporary  forming  is  used, 
you  can  eliminate  much  of  the 
forming  work  by  pouring  alter- 
nate slabs,  then  filling  the  in- 
tervening slabs  after  the  forms 
are  removed. 


HEADER  BOARD 


If  the  gridwork  will  be  left  as 
part  of  the  finished  slab,  use 
redwood,  cedar,  or  other  rot- 
resistant  wood  for  this  purpose. 

All  forms  and  headers  should 
be  anchored  firmly  in  place  by 
stakes  driven  into  the  ground. 
Set  the  forms  so  that  their  top 
surface  represents  the  level  de- 
sired for  the  finished  slab. 

Check  all  forms  for  level.  If 
the  slab  adjoins  or  is  near  the 
house,  the  forms  should  have  a 
drop  of  about  %  inch  per  foot 
away  from  the  house.  If  the  slab 
will  join  the  house  or  other  wall, 
an  expansion  joint  should  be  in- 
stalled to  avoid  buckling  of  the 
slab  in  hot  weather. 

Unless  your  climate  is  sub- 
ject to  extreme  temperature 
changes,  or  the  patio  is  being 
placed  over  unstable  ground, 
there  is  probably  no  need  for  re- 
inforcing rods  or  mesh.  If  in 
doubt,  consult  a  competent  en- 


gineer for  specific  advice. 

Preparation  of  the  surface  to 
be  covered  is  very  important. 
The  surface  should  be  cleared 
of  all  debris,  weeds,  trash,  and 
sod.  Concrete  of  uniform  thick- 
ness is  less  liable  to  crack  so 
shave  of!  all  high  spots  and  fill 
in  low  areas.  All  filled  areas 
should  be  tamped  firmly  and 
watered  to  eliminate  future 
settjing.  It's  also  a  good  idea  to 
thoroughly  soak  the  area  to  be 
paved  the  night  before.  This 
will  minimize  future  settling 
and  cracking  and  will  also  pre- 
vent dry  soil  from  removing  the 
moisture  from  the  concrete  too 
rapidly. 

Patio  and  sidewalk  paving 
should  be  3  to  4  inches  thick, 
driveways  4  to  6  inches.  Con- 
crete is  sold  by  the  cubic  yard 
and  most  ready-mix  companies 
will  deliver  a  minimum  of  one 
yard.  To  find  the  amount  need- 
ed, multiply  the  length  by 
width  by  thickness  in  feet  and 
divide  by  27.  For  a  three-inch 
slab  on  a  20x25-foot  area,  mul- 
tiply 25x20x^  (3  inches  is  \i 
of  a  foot)  then  divide  by  27. 
An  area  this  size  would  take 
about  4^  yards  of  material. 

After  the  concrete  is  poured 
into  the  forms,  it  should  be 
worked  into  place  within  half 
an  hour.  This  should  include 
spreading  and  vertical  tamping 
with  a  rake  to  eliminate  air 
pockets.  Once  in  place,  rest  the 
edge  of  a  straight  2x4  on  the 
top  edge  of  the  headers  and  see- 
saw it  back  and  forth  (common- 
ly called  screeding)  to  remove 
the  excess  concrete.  After  the 
excess  is  removed,  "float"  the 
surface  to  smooth  out  irregular- 
ities. A  float  trowel  may  be  pur- 
chased or  you  can  make  one  by

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attaching  a  sturdy  handle  to  a 
piece  of  1x6  about  11  inches 
long. 

There  are  many  surface  tex- 
tures that  may  be  used  for  the 
final  finish.  The  most  common 
ones  are: 

A  smooth  surface  is  produced 
by  using  a  steel  trowel.  Do  not 
trowel  until  the  shiny  film  of 
surface  water  has  disappeared 
(usually  30-45  minutes  after 
floating).  A  very  smooth  finish 
will  require  at  least  3  trowel- 


ings.  Use  light  pressure  the  firs 
time  over,  then  greater  pressun 
with  each  succeeding  troweling 
This  surface  is  the  easiest 
clean  and  is  a  must  if  the  ar< 
will  be  used  for  dancing  or  as 
shuffleboard  court.

HOW-TO  FOR  WOODEN  DECKS 


Planning  to  build  a  deck  but 
don't  know  where  to  start? 
While  every  deck  represents  a 
specialized  installation,  there 
are  certain  basic  facts  and  con- 
struction techniques  that  will 
help  you  get  started. 

First  of  all,  what  material 
should  be  used?  About  any  di- 
mension lumber  may  be  used  — 
you'll  need  2x4s  for  the  deck 
material  and  heavier  material 
(2x6,  2x8,  or  even  2x10s)  for  the 
joists.  The  materials  may  be  fir, 
pine,  or  other  standard  lumber. 
However,  for  minimum  upkeep 
and  maximum  life,  redwood 
would  be  the  best  bet.  The 
original  cost  of  redwood  is 
more,  but  it  is  virtually  rot-  and 
insect-proof  and  will  withstand 
the  ravages  of  time  and  weather 
—even  when  left  unfinished. 

The  span  table   given   here 

will  give  you  an  idea  of  what 

size  joists  you  will  need  for  your 

particular  job.  All  spans  given 

[are  for  use  with  the  joists  placed 

m  two-foot  centers.

■ethods  of  attaching  the  bot- 
im  end  of  posts  to  the  piers 
page  36.  The  number  of 
ts  required  will  vary  with 
e  size  beam  used.  If  2x10s  are 
d  for  the  beam,  the  distance 
tween  posts  should  not  ex- 
ed  10  feet.  This  means  that, 
eluding  the  cantilevered  sec- 
n,  the  maximum  width  deck 
r  2  posts  would  be  about  14 
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feet.  The  pier  for  a  4x4  post 
should  be  at  least  6  inches  in 
diameter  with  the  bottom  flared 
to  a  diameter  of  10  to  12  inches 
and  should  extend  out  of  the 
ground  enough  to  prevent  the 
post's  contacting  the  earth.  If 
other  than  redwood  posts  are 
used  they  should  be  pressure- 
treated  to  prevent  rot  and  at- 
tack by  insects.  The  concrete 
piers  should  extend  into  the 
ground  below  the  frost  line  for 
your  area. 

There  are  several  ways  to 
anchor  the  deck  to  the  house. 
One  important  consideration  in 
attaching  the  deck  is  to  be  sure 
that  the  finished  surface  of  the 
deck  will  be  at  least  one-half 
inch  below  the  level  of  the  floor 
inside  your  house.  This  distance 
may  be  increased  if  desired  and, 
in  many  cases,  it's  a  good  idea 
for  the  deck  to  be  one  full  step 
below  interior  floor  level.

The  top  sketch  (above)  illus- 
trates the  use  of  joist  hangers 
for  attaching  deck  joists  to  the 
house.  Fasten  a  joist  supporting 
cleat  of  same  dimensions  as  the 
deck  joists  to  the  house.  If  sid- 
ing is  of  wood  this  can  be  easily 
accomplished  with  spikes.  If 
your  basement  does  not  have  a 
finished  ceiling,  a  sturdier  in- 
stallation can  be  achieved  by 
bolting  through  the  cleat  and 
the  joist  header  as  shown.  If 
you  have  lap  siding,  then  a  strip 
of  the  siding  can  be  inverted 
and  used  as  a  shim  to  hold  the 
cleat  perpendicular.  If  house  is 
of  masonry  construction  then 


expansion  shields  and  lag  bolts 
must  be  used  to  attach  the 
cleat.  The  joist  hangers  are  then 
attached  to  the  cleat  and  joists 
set  in  and  fastened.  You  can  al- 
so use  the  other  method  shown 
—  nail  a  2x4  and  2x6  together, 
as  shown  in  sketch,  then  fasten 
this  unit  to  the  foundation  with 
lag  bolts  and  expansion  shields. 
With  this  method,  the  deck 
joists  rest  on  the  2x4  and  are 
toenailed  in  place.

Sketches  above  show  methods 
of  constructing  outer  ends  of  a 
deck.  Method  A  is  usually  used 
where  the  desired  span  can  be 
achieved  without  cantilevering. 
Method  B  is  best  if  a  larger 
deck  is  desired.  Cantilevered 
section  should  not  extend  over 
two  feet  beyond  the  posts.  With 
this  type  construction  the  ends 
of  the  joists  are  usually  left  ex- 
posed. If  a  more  finished  ap- 
pearance is  desired,  a  header  of 
the  same  size  as  the  joists  can 
be  fastened  across  the  joist 
ends.  If  a  built-in  railing  is  de- 
sired, the  posts  can  extend 
above  the  deck  as  shown  in 
Method  C,  then  a  2x4  attached 
to  the  top  of  the  posts  to  form 
the  railing. 

The  spaces  between  the  deck- 
ing material  should  be  at  least 
>4  inch  to  allow  proper  drain- 
age. Wider  spaces  may  be  used 
but  may  pose  a  spike-heel  or 
furniture  stability  problem.

HOW  TO  SET  POSTS 

A  lot  of  outdoor  building  centers  around  your  ability  to 
a  post      properly:  exactly  where  you  want  it,  straight  up  a 
down,  or  plumb,  and  set  to  stay  as  a  sturdy  support   tha 
won't  break,  lean,  or  rot  away. 

You  needn't  worry  about  posts  lotting  if  you  buy  the  rigSl 
kind  to  begin  with.  Redwood,  cypress,  and  cedar  are  prac 
tically  impervious  to  rot,  and  you  can  buy  posts  of  Dougla* 
fir,  pine,  and  other  common  woods  that  have  been  pressure- 
treated  with  preservative. 

For  fences  and  other  light  building,  you  can  just  bury  post 
in  the  ground,  particularly  if  the  post  will  get  some  suppor 
from  other  members  fastened  to  it.  Under  most  circurn 
stances,  three  feet  is  deep  enough. 

When  you're  setting  a  line  of  posts,  the  best  plan  is  to  se 
the  first  and  last  posts  in  line,  properly  spaced,  then  set  th 
intervening  posts,  using  a  chalk  line  between  the  first  am 
last  posts  to  keep  the  others  in  line.  Toss  a  couple  of  handful 
of  gravel  in  the  hole  to  promote  drainage  before  putting  ii 
the  post.  Use  a  length  of  metal  pipe  with  a  pipe  cap  on  th 
end  to  tamp  dirt  around  the  post.  Fill  the  hole  about  a  thin 
full  and  tamp  lightly  so  the  post  will  stand  alone.  Now  chec 
it  for  plumb  with  your  level  on  two  adjoining  sides  and  mov| 
it  as  necessary  to  line  up  with  your  chalk  line.  When  the  pot 
is  plumb  and  properly  placed,  finish  filling  in,  tamping  as  yoj 
go.  Mound  the  earth  up  around  the  bottom  of  the  post 
help  drainage.  Set  posts  in  concrete  if  they'll  be  subjected 

much  strain,  such  as  the  pos 
on  each  side  of  a  gate,  or  pos 
for  a  fence  that  must  stand  u 
in  high  winds.  Dig  the  post  hoj 
about  three  times  larger  in  d 
ameter  than  the  size  of  the  j 
To  add  to  the  stability  of  t 
post,  use  a  spade  to  flare  it  o 
a  little  at  the  bottom.

There  are  several  ways  to  set  posts  on  a  concrete  slab 
pier.  Probably  the  most  common  way  is  to  simply  imbed  | 
large  bolt  in  the  wet  concrete,  then  drill  a  hole  into  the  er 
of  the  post  so  it  will  slip  over  the  bolt.  Screw  a  nut  on 
threaded  part  of  the  bolt  and  put  on  a  large  washer.  Tl 
helps  prevent  rot  by  keeping  the  post  from  direct  contal 
with  the  concrete.  You  can  use  a  metal  plate  instead  of  a  bd 
to  fit  into  a  slot  cut  in  the  end  of  the  post,  or  set  two  lengt  j 
of  scrap  iron  in  the  concrete  on  each  side  of  the  post.  Both 
these  methods  make  a  stronger  installation  than  just  settiil 
the  post  on  a  bolt,  but  involve  a  little  more  work.  All  thrl 
methods  require  that  you  get  the  metal  fittings  set   vej 
exactly.  You  can  buy  a  metal  fitting  that  lets  you  be  less  a| 
curate  in  the  original  positioning  of  the  bolt  in  the  slab, 
consists  of  circular  plate  and  metal  nailer  which  you  bolt 
the  slab.  Then  the  post  is  nailed  into  this  fitting.  You  cj 
move  the  circular  plate  around  as  necessary  to  get  the  pej 
exactly  positioned.

Finishing  your  outdoor  project  is  probably  the  most  tit 
consuming  part  of  the  job.  You'll  want  to  pick  the  best 
of  finish  so  it  will  last  as  long  as  possible. 

Exterior  stains  come  in  a  wide  range  of  colors  and  are  ve 
easy  to  apply.  You  can  just  slap  them  on  with  a  brush,  or,  | 
large  areas,  spray  them  on.  Most  stains  have  built-in  pres 
atives,  and  at  least  one  type  polymerizes  the  wood  to  makd 
hard,  impervious  surface.  Check  carefully,  however,  bef(| 
using  stains  on  furniture,  since  many  types  will  come  off 
clothing.  Yqu  won't  have  to  refinish  a  stained  project 
many  years,  and  when  you  do,  about  all  you  have  to  d< 
clean  off  the  dust  and  apply  more  stain. 

Varnish-like  stain,  especially  made  for  exterior  use  on  r^ 
wood,  works  well  on  other  woods,  too.  This  product  is  a 
more  expensive  than  other  exterior  stains,  but  it's  well  wo^ 
the  extra  money  for  use  on  outside  furniture.  The  first 
will  soak  into  the  wood,  but  the  second  coat  forms  a  toi 
film,  much  like  varnish.  You  refinish  as  you  would  with  v| 
nish,  too.  Sand  away  the  gloss  or  use  liquid  sander  before  i 
plying  more  coats. 

Polyurethane  varnish  is  about  the  toughest  clear  finish 
can  put  on  wood.  It's  expensive,  but  when  used  on  smaj 
projects,  the  price  difference  is  negligible.  It  doesn't  work  | 
over  oil  stains  or  other  finishes,  however,  so  apply  it  onlj 
clean,  dry  wood.  You'll  get  an  almost  indestructible  glo| 
surface  requiring  very  little  maintenance. 

Exterior  latex  paint  is  a  snap  to  apply  and  extremely 
to  refinish.  You  have  to  prime  new  wood  with  an  oil  b| 
primer  in  most  cases,  but  after  that,  the  exterior  latex 
on  with  a  brush  or  roller  just  like  inside  wall  paint.  It 
for  ages  wherever  it  isn't  exposed  to  a  lot  of  abrasive  w^ 
and  you  can  touch  it  up  or  refinish  it  with  practically  no  i 
face  preparation.  Another  nice  feature:  after  you  finish 
job  you  can  just  throw  all  your  painting  tools  in  a  bucket  I 
wash  them  out  under  the  outside  faucet  with  plain  watei 

Trim  and  shutter  enamel  is  just  what  it  says — an  enal 
inexpensive  enough  to  be  used  on  large  areas.  While  it  doej 
last  as  long  as  the  kind  of  enamel  you'd  paint  a  piece  of 
niture  with,  it's  a  good  practical  cost  compromise  for  a  fed 
screened  porch,  or  similar  project.  It's  quite  similar  to  ol| 
enamel  in  application. 

Exterior  enamel  is  a  must  for  painted  surfaces  that  get  cl 
of  wear.  You  use  it  just  as  you  would  inside — a  sealef 
primer  goes  on  the  bare  wood  first,  then  two  or  three  coalf 
enamel,  lightly  sanded  between  coats.  The  sealer  is  imj 
tant,  because  outside  wood  is  subjected  to  extremes  of 
perature  and  lots  of  moisture  which  crack  the  enamel  <| 
unless  the  wood  is  properly  sealed.  To  refinish,  sand  ligl 
or  use  liquid  sander  to  insure  proper  adhesion  of  new  firl 

House  paints,  except  for  the  exterior  latex  type,  arerl 
very  good  idea  for  smaller  outside  projects.  Of  course,  <| 
new  garage  or  addition,  they're  fine.  But  house  paint  is  nl 
to  chalk  off  over  the  years,  constantly  shedding  its  dirty  [ 
side  skin  to  show  new  pigment  underneath.  For  this  real 
you'll  have  some  smudges  on  clothing  wherever  people J 
going  to  be  milling  around. 

No  finish  at  all  isn't  a  bad  idea  for  some  kinds  of  wcj 
Redwood,  cypress,  and  other  woods  naturally  resistant  t<  1 
elements  will  weather  to  a  beautiful  patina.

EUROPE  IN  THE  FALL 

Along  the  Rhine  in  the  fall,  river 
steamers  slip  by  terraced  vine- 
yards and  colorful  wine  villages, 
past  forested  slopes  turning  to  red 
and  gold.  .  . 

West  of  the  French  Alps,  in 
the  sun-drenched  Saone  Valley, 
the  hillsides  are  clustered  wi'h 
fragrant  grapevines.  .  . 

In  the  rich  Siviss  Ticino  coun- 
try, the  land  still  blossoms  with 
lush  semi-tropical  greenery — 
palm  trees,  oranges,  flowers.  .  . 

These  three  regions  provide 
just  a  sampling  of  the  excellent 
weather  you'll  discover  in  a 
fall  trip  to  Europe.  In  Rome, 
it's  often  80°  in  September, 
with  an  average  of  about  six 
days  of  rain.  Other  big  cities 
boast  the  same  pleasant  temper- 
atures: Athens,  83°;  Paris,  69°; 
Geneva,  63.°  In  the  last  two 
of  these  cities,  there's  often  less 
rain  in  September  than  in  any 
other  month  of  the  year. 

THINGS  TO  DO 

You'll  be  surprised  to  find  more 
special  events  in  Europe  dur- 
ing September  and  October 
than  in  the  summer  months.  In 
Germany  alone,  there  are  100 
opera  productions  and  many 
festivals,  including  the  Beetho- 
ven Festival  in  Bonn,  the 
Munich  Festival,  and  the  Folk 
Festival  in  Stuttgart. 

Italy  offers  a  wide  array  of 
late-summer  events,  from  Grand 
Prix  racing  to  the  International 
Dog  Show  and  several  renowned 
antique  shows. 

England— often  your  first 
stop — has  a  crowded  events 
schedule  too.  Shakespearean 
plays  run  at  Stratford-on-Avon 
until  November,  and  the  rest  of 
the  British  theater  is  in  full 
swing.  For  variety,  you  could 
see  the  Ryder  Cup  races,  the 
Horse  of  the  Year  show,  or  even 
the  English  sheep  dog  trials. 


LOWER  TRANSATLANTIC  FARES 
Ship.  During  the  fall  season, 
steamship  rates  are  generally 
lower.  Around  August  15th, 
you'll  find  fares  usually  are  re- 
duced about  10  per  cent. 

On  October  1,  the  European 
excursion  fares  begin  on  round 
trips  from  New  York  to  South- 
ampton, England.  For  a  30-day- 
or-less  stay  in  Europe,  fares 
start  at  $660  for  first  class,  $406 
for  cabin  class,  and  $316  for 
tourist.  In  the  summer,  you'd 
pay  from  $286  more  for  first 
class,  $172  more  for  cabin  class, 
and  $116  more  for  tourist  class 
on  the  same  New  York  to 
Southampton  run. 

Plane.  On  August  4th,  there's 
a  reduction  in  economy  plane 
fares  to  Europe.  Before  then, 
peak-economy  rates  are  in  ef- 
fect; this  means  a  New  York-to- 
London  economy  flight  costs 
$484.50.  After  the  4th,  air  lines 
switch  to  their  regular  economy 
rates;  then  the  economy  flight 
to  London  costs  $399. 

Air  lines  also  offer  a  21 -day 
excursion  fare  from  August  30 
to  November  4th.  During  this 
period,  you  can  get  a  round- 
trip  economy  flight  from  New 
York  to  London  for  $300,  pro- 
viding you  stay  in  Europe  from 
14  to  21  days.  With  this  fare 
plan,  you  leave  either  New  York 
or  London  on  Monday-through- 
Thursday  flights.  After  Novem- 
ber 4th,  this  21-day  fare  in- 
creases $35.  Check  your  travel 
agent  for  the  latest  rates. 

BETTER  ACCOMMODATIONS 

By  Labor  Day,  most  tourists 
have  headed  for  home,  and  you 
are  almost  certain  to  get  a 
better  room  for  the  money  than 
during  the  summer. 

For  example,  a  double  room 
might  cost  between  $16  and  $20 
in  the  summer,  depending  on 
whether   it   faced   a    court   or 


looked  out  on  a  view.  In  thJ 
fall,  you  might  well  pay  onlj 
$16— and  still  get  more  desir 
able  accommodations.

Usually,  a  motor  coach  will 
meet  your  group  at  each  stop 
and  take  you  to  the  hotel  for 
less  than  a  dollar  each;  by  com- 
parison, a  special  escort  and  a 
private  car  would  cost  you  $10. 
Tour  operators  also  save  by 
buying  hotel  rooms  and  serv- 
ices at  group  rates. 

Many  group  tours  travel  by 
private  motor  coach  for  the  en- 
tire tour.  This  cuts  transporta- 
tion costs,  and  usually  is  more 
convenient  than  public  trans- 
portation; the  same  bus  also 
takes  you  sight-seeing,  with 
most  trips  about  100  to  200 
miles  a  day.

Economy  in  houses  takes  many  forms 
—not  nearly  enough  "economical" 
houses  have  the  excellence  they 
should.  But  this  one  does. 

The  economy  is  the  result  of  design 
and  not  the  substitution  of  cheap  ma- 
terials, low-grade  equipment,  and 
skimpy  construction.  The  plan  was  de- 
veloped to  conform  to  today's  most 
economical  building  techniques— and 
the  styling  adapts  to  today's  materials 
just  as  well.  With  the  wide  range  of 
products  available  when  you  build  this 
house,  it  would  be  smart  to  invest  in 
quality  throughout  because  you'll  get 
so  much  basic  house  for  your  money. 

Plan  Many  "economical"  houses  fail 
because  they  try  to  do  too  much  in  too 
little  space.  But  this  house  succeeds  in 
offering  real  livability  and  uncramped 
convenience  to  a  big  family  in  only 
1,584  square  feet  of  living  space. 

The  core  is  the  efficient  arrange- 
ment of  two  bathrooms,  laundry,  utili- 
ty room.  If  you  choose  to  build  this 
house  with  a  basement,  the  stairs 
could  fit  into  the  space  of  the  utility 
room  and  the  laundry. 

Around  the  core,  the  bedrooms  are 
grouped  in  the  quiet  end  of  the  house. 
|The  bustle  of  work  and  play  is  concen- 
trated in  the  kitchen-family-hobby 
room  area.  You  could  plan  a  2-car 
garage  and  increase  the  size  of  the 
hobby  room  at  very  little  extra  cost. 

The  over-all  dimensions  of  the  house 
are  52  feet  wide  by  36  feet.  A  2-car  ga- 
rage would  add  another  10  feet. 
Left  Simplicity — without  unneeded  dec- 
bration — gives  this  house  a  handsome, 
welcoming  look.  Good  proportions  give 
the  house  its  style.  The  overhang  ex- 
tends here  to  shade  the  windows. 
Right  This  kind  of  styling  is  well  adapt- 
ed to  easy  application  of  modern  ma- 
terials.

The  siding  is  wood,  painted  with  one 
of  today's  longer-lasting  paints.  You 
could  choose  from  many  siding  mate- 
rials—some prefinished,  some  with 
permanent  finishes— to  duplicate  the 
I  traditional  effect. 
Right  Because  the  garage  was  sepa- 
rated from  the  house,  there  is  space 
for  this  wonderful  outdoor  living  area 
—something  every  traditional  house 
should  have.  The  "floor"  is  old  brick, 
easily  laid  on  a  bed  of  packed  sand. 
The  arcade  adds  a  note  of  style  that 
an  ordinary  breezeway  wouldn't.

SMALL  TREES  FOR 
BIG  EFFECT 

By  Hamilton  Mason  and  Garden  Staff 

Here's  a  great  way  to  give  your  home  and 
patio  a  personalized  touch  and  a  quick 
change  of  scene.  Grow  several  different 
kinds  and  sizes  of  plants  in  attractive  con- 
tainers and  move  them  about  as  your  need 
or  whim  dictates.  Another  thing:  contain- 
er gardening  gives  the  opportunity  to 
grow  many  subtropical  plants  anywhere 
in  the  country— no  matter  what  the  cli- 
mate. Just  bring  indoors  during  winter. 
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Warm-climate  Formosa  azaleas,  either 
shrub  or  tree  form,  are  now  colorful  possi- 
bilities for  container  growing  anywhere. 
These  evergreen  plants  are  always  attrac- 
tive, even  without  the  spring  mass  of 
bloom.  Grow  in  acid  soil  and  feed  azalea- 
camellia  fertilizer  in  spring  and  midsum- 
mer. Plants  need  filtered  light,  or  a  few 
hours  of  early-morning  sun.  Prune  the 
plants  right  after  they  bloom. 
Left.  The  calamondin  orange  is  a  con- 
stantly ornamented  plant  that  can't  fail  to 
give  pleasure.  It  flowers  and  sets  fruit  in- 
termittently all  year  long,  so  it  is  not  un- 
usual to  find  green  and  ripe  fruit  and 
flowers  on  the  plant  at  the  same  time. 
Citrus  trees  are  big  eaters,  so  feed  them 
well  during  sunny  months  and  keep  soil 
moist.  Bring  inside  during  winter.

Right.  Crape-myrtle,  a  Southern  garden 
glory,  is  now  available  in  dwarf  forms  for 
container  growing.  You  can  choose  white, 
pink,  rose,  or  reddish  purple.  The  crinkled 
flowers  make  up  in  beauty  of  form  and 
color  for  their  lack  of  fragrance. 

Flowers  appear  on  new  spring  growth, 
so  if  you  want  to  prune  for  size  or  shape, 
do  this  only  in  very  early  spring  before  the 
new  leaves  start  to  put  out.  When  flowers 
fade,  cut  them  off  with  an  inch  or  two  of 
stem  and  chances  are  you  will  have  a  sec- 
ond bloom  before  frost  strikes.  Grow  in 
full  sun,  water  when  dry,  and  feed  month- 
ly from  May  to  August.  In  winter,  take 
plant  and  container  to  a  cool  basement 
and  water  sparingly  only  every  4-6  weeks.

Left.  Fig  trees  in  containers  are  still  a  bit 
on  the  unusual  side — but  this  variety, 
Celeste,  lends  itself  well  to  such  treat- 
ment, especially  if  you  add  a  bit  of  dolo- 
mitic  lime  once  a  year  to  sweeten  soil  it's 
growing  in. 

A  fig  oddity:  flowers  are  inside  the  fruit 
so  don't  look  for  them  to  foretell  fruit  for- 
mation. Prune  only  to  maintain  size  and 
do  it  during  the  winter  or  very  early 
spring  when  the  plant  is  dormant. 

Fig  plants  are  ornamental  at  all  times  of 
the  year.  The  bold,  handsome  leaves  are 
decorative  from  spring  through  fall.  After 
they  go,  the  angular  stems  have  a  rugged 
beauty  throughout  winter.  Whether  you 
keep  the  plant  in  sight,  or  out  of  the  way 
when  dormant,  you'll  still  have  to  water 
lightly  on  occasion,  same  as  crape-myrtle.

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SMALL  TREES  FOR 
BIG  EFFECT 

Right.  Perch  your  chrysanthemum  blos- 
soms on  a  long  stem  for  a  brilliant  ball  of 
color.  The  plant  pictured  is  Yellow  Dela- 
ware, a  florist  variety,  but  you  can  treat 
some  standard  garden  varieties  in  the 
same  manner— blossoms  in  most  cases 
are  smaller,  but  the  effect  is  the  same. 

Grow  plant  in  full  sun  during  summer, 
keeping  trunk  free  of  growth  (see  gera- 
nium tree).  When  buds  break  in  fall,  move 
where  desired  during  the  several  weeks 
the  flowers  are  at  their  colorful  best. 
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Left.  The  Bonanza  peach,  due  to  its  dwarf 
size,  is  an  ideal  container  plant  for  en- 
hancing patio,  porch,  or  garden  the 
year  round.  Delicate  pink  blossoms  in 
the  spring  are  followed  by  a  midsummer 
display  of  fruit  that  is  both  decorative  and 
delicious.  The  glossy  foliage  is  an  attrac- 
tion in  itself,  and  the  interesting  branch- 
ing habit  adds  a  fine  pattern  to  comple- 
ment any  setting. 

Grow  in  full  sun,  but  move  plant  where- 
ever  you  wish  while  it  is  in  flower  or  fruit. 
To  maintain  desired  shape,  prune  lightly 
after  flowering— the  removal  of  some 
blooming  wood  will  not  reduce  fruit  crop. 
In  cold  climates,  protectthe  roots  by  bury- 
ing container  in  ground  or  by  covering 
well  with  a  loose  mulch  of  leaves  or  straw. 
Uncover  in  springfor  repeat  performance. 
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Right.  The  popular  geranium  reaches  a 
spectacular  new  dimension  when  trained 
in  a  tree  form.  Any  of  the  large-growing 
varieties,  such  as  the  3-year-old  Mrs.  E. 
G.  Hill  shown  here,  can  be  treated  in  this 
manner.  The  beautiful  blossoms  appear 
to  greatest  advantage  and  attract  consid- 
erable attention  when  displayed  against 
the  elevated  globe  of  foliage. 

Tree-form  geraniums  are  expensive  to 
buy  (from  $10  up),  but  you  can  grow  your 
own.  Choose  a  sturdy  plant  and  remove 
all  but  the  strongest  stem.  Tie  the  stem 
to  a  stake  and  remove  lower  side  branches 
gradually  asthe  plant  increases  in  height. 
Allow  side  branches  to  develop  fully  above 
the  point  chosen  for  stem  length.  Set  in  a 
sunny  spot  that  is  protected  from  the 
wind;  feed,  water  regularly.

Left.  Stephanotis  is  a  strikingly  useful 
vine  to  ornament  a  narrow  and  difficult 
space.  It  produces  fragrant  flowers  in 
abundance  during  the  summer. 

Start  with  a  small  plant,  as  it  will  grow 
rapidly  after  the  first  year.  Plant  in  po- 
rous soil  and  feed  sparingly  every  other 
month,  spring  to  fall.  You'll  enjoy  using 
the  waxy  blooms  for  lasting,  exotic  cor- 
sages or  small  table  bouquets. 

Stephanotis  is  an  aristocratic  relative 
of  the  common  milkweed,  but  you  can  re- 
ly on  it  not  to  become  a  pest.  However, 
you'll  have  to  guide  the  twining  stems  a 
bit  to  keep  them  where  you  want  them. 
This  is  a  tender  plant,  so  move  indoors 
before  the  first  touch  of  frost.  Although  it 
is  evergreen,  water  only  occasionally  in 
winter  when  it  is  not  growing.

Chicken  Whirlibirds 

Jelly  glaze  is  great  on  grill-broiled 
chicken  pieces,  too — 

Select  broiler-fryer  chickens, 
about  2  to  2 '  ■>  pounds  each. 
Salt  cavities  of  each  bird.  Fas- 
ten neck  skin  to  back  with  nail 
or  skewer.  Tie  with  cord  to  hold 
nail.  To  mount  chicken  on  spit, 
place  holding  fork  on  rod,  tines 
toward  point ;  insert  rod  through 
chicken,  pressing  tines  of  hold- 
ing fork  firmly  into  breast  meat. 

To  tie  wings:  use  24  inches  of 
cord.  Slip  cord  under  back  of 
chicken;  bring  ends  of  cord  to 
front,  looping  around  each  wing 
tip.  (Make  slip  knots  so  wings 
can't  straighten.)  Tie  in  center 
of  breast,  leaving  equal  cord 
ends.  Now  take  an  18-inch  piece 
of  cord  and  slip  under  tail.  Loop 
cord  around  tail,  then  around 
crossed  legs.  Tie  very  tightly  to 
hold  bird  securely  on  spit,  again 
leaving  cord  ends.  Pull  together 
cords  attached   to   wings  and 


legs;  tie  tightly.  Fasten  remain- 
ing chickens  on  spit  in  same 
way,  using  holding  fork  for 
each.  Adjust  holding  forks  and 
tighten  screws.  Test  balance. 

Attach  spit  to  rotisserie  and 
turn  on  motor.  Use  medium 
coals  at  back  of  firebox  with  a 
drip  pan  under  revolving  birds. 
Baste  chickens  frequently  with 
a  mixture  of  J  2  cup  salad  oil  and 
]/i  cup  lemon  juice.  During  the 
last  30  minutes  of  roasting, 
brush  chicken  frequently  with 
Special  Chicken  Basting  Sauce. 
(Allow  about  2  hours  roasting 
time  without  barbecue  hood  — 
1%  hours  with  hood  down.) 

To  remove  chickens  from 
spit,  loosen  holding  fork  for 
bird  nearest  tip.  Using  a  large 
2-tined  fork,  gently  slide  chick- 
en off  spit  onto  carving  platter. 
Repeat  for  remaining  chickens. 
Special  Chicken  Basting  Sauce: 
Combine  34  cup  salad  oil,  34 
cup  dry  sauterne,  34  cup  chick- 
en broth,  2  tablespoons  lemon 
juice,  2  tablespoons  apple  jelly, 
1  teaspoon  salt,  J  ■>  teaspoon 
monosodium  glutamate,  1  tea-, 
spoon  snipped  parsley,  3  2  tea- 
spoon prepared  mustard,  3^ 
teaspoon  Worcestershire  sauce, 
and  dash  each  celery  seed,  rose- 
mary, and  pepper.

Rotisseried  Rolled 
Rib  Roast 

Here  are  basic  instructions  for 
roasting  on  the  rotisserie — 

Select  a  5-  to  6-pound  rolled 
rib  roast.  Have  meatman  tie 
roast  at  1-inch  intervals  with 


heavy  cord  to  make  compact. 
(If  meat  is  lean,  have  outside 
covered  with  a  thin  layer  of  fat, 
then  trussed  securely.) 

Insert  spit  through  center  of 
roast  and  adjust  holding  forks. 
Test  balance  by  rotating  spit 
with  ends  of  rod  in  upturned 
hands.  If  roast  is  off  center,  re- 
mount. Insert  meat  thermom- 
eter at  slant  into  heaviest  part 
of  roast  so  tip  is  in  center  but 
not  touching  fat  or  metal  spit. 

Arrange  hot  coals  at  back  of 
firebox,  and  drip  pan  in  front  of 
coals  and  under  roast.  Attach 
spit,  turn  on  motor.  Roast 
about  2  to  234  hours  for  me- 
dium rare  or  till  done  to  your 
liking.  Meat  thermometer  will 
register  140°  for  rare,  160°  for 
medium,  170°  for  well-done. 
Two  to  3  servings  per  pound. 

About  15  to  20  minutes  be- 
fore roast  is  done,  brush  on 
RanchoSauce:  Heat 34  cup  extra- 
hot  catsup  with  J  £  cup  butter 
or  margarine  just  till  blended.

ental  care  and  such  expensive  "specialty"  services  as  ortho- 
ontics  and  dentures.  For  the  former  the  patient  may  pay 
5  per  cent,  and  for  the  latter  maybe  50  per  cent. 

Maximum  benefits.  To  safeguard  a  program  from  financial 
evastation  at  the  hands  of  a  few  gigantic  bills,  ceilings  may 
>e  placed  on  total  benefits.  One  typical  plan  limits  yearly 
jenefits  to  $500  for  any  one  person  and  $1,500  per  family. 
Others  have  graduated  maximums  that  are  higher  in  later 
^ears.  There  may  also  be  a  lifetime  maximum  of,  say,  $1,000 
>er  person.  In  different  policies,  restrictions  may  exist  in 
various  other  forms.  Each  claim  may  have  a  $50  ceiling,  for 
example,  or  each  person  may  be  limited  to  one  claim  a  year. 
Dccasionally,  the  program's  schedule  of  allowances  may  be 
ower  than  the  fee  the  dentist  charges — and  if  the  plan  pays 
)nly  a  part  of  the  cost,  the  patient  must  pay  the  rest. 

Exclusions.  "Elective"  measures  and  "specialty"  services, 
uch  as  orthodontic  and  periodontal  treatment,  are  frequent- 
y  left  uncovered— or,  if  covered,  mean  additional  premiums 
)r  a  greater  co-insurance  factor. 

How  are  these  programs  organized?  Who  administers 
;hem?  Most  programs  today  are  one  of  four  basic  types  that 
experience  has  proved  most  workable. 

The  "group  practice"  or  "clinic"  plan— also  called  the 
'closed  panel"  plan— is  the  oldest  of  the  four.  In  a  typical 
jrogram,  a  labor  union  or  business  firm  hires  or  contracts 
\-ith  an  appropriate  number  of  dentists  to  provide  whatever 
services  are  covered  in  its  contract.  The  work  may  be  done 
jither  in  private  offices  or  in  a  clinic  facility.  On  some  closed 
panels,  the  dentists  receive  straight  salaries;  on  others,  they 
get  a  fixed  fee  for  each  patient  or  for  each  service  they  pro- 
vide. In  any  case,  the  money  comes  not  from  their  patients 
Dut  from  the  representatives  of  management  and  labor  who 
idminister  the  funds. 

Critics  of  this  scheme,  though  aware  of  its  economy,  op- 
pose it  on  several  counts.  For  one  thing,  the  subscriber  may 
lave  a  narrow  choice  of  dentists — he  must  always  choose 
•ome  member  of  the  panel.  For  another,  the  plan  is  geographi- 
cally confining;  how  can  the  employees  of  a  company's 
iranch  office,  say,  use  a  clinic  in  some  far-away  city?  Also, 
he  time-honored  sanctity  of  the  dentist-patient  relationship 
s  shattered  by  the  intrusion  of  whatever  third  party  sets 
'ees  and  controls  the  operation. 
Dental  service  corporations,  inspired  by  the  example  of 
■lue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield,  offer  one  alternative  preferred 
)y  organized  dentistry.  Presently  established  in  21  states, 
l  ind  in  full  operation  in  eight  of  them,  these  service  corpora- 
ions  are  initiated  and  steered  by  the  dental  societies  of  indi- 
idual  states  to  negotiate  nonprofit  plans.  The  recent  es- 
ablishment  of  a  coordinating  body  called  the  National  As- 
sociation of  Dental  Service  Plans  makes  multi-state  pro- 
rams  possible.  Contracts  are  tailored  to  particular  needs,  but 
lways  guarantee  that  the  patient's  choice  of  dentists  will  not 
>e  unduly  restricted. 

Independent  nonprofit  insurance  companies  are  similar  to 
lental  service  corporations  but  are  not  linked  to  dental  so- 
:ieties.  The  prefer  joint  control  by  consumers  and  dentists. 
Commercial  insurance  companies  that  are  financially  sound 
nd  experienced  represent  a  fourth  approach:  policies  set  up 
>y  established  organizations  that  assure  the  same  freedom 
o  both  dentists  and  subscribers  that  the  service  corporations 
>rovide.  There  is  of  course  the  matter  of  profits;  the  company 
eeps  a  part  of  each  premium.  But  sometimes  an  efficient 
ommercial  operation  costs  less  than  the  price  of  a  program 
dministered  by  a  fledgling  nonprofit  corporation.

YOU  PLAN  YOUR  TRIP

Guard  against  film-fatalities  on  your  next  trip  with  a  few 
of  these  easy-to-follow  suggestions.  Don't  assume  you  can 
fit  camera  and  film  into  your  luggage  at  the  last  minute. 
Provide  space  for  it  in  advance.  Best  solution  is  a  gadget 
bag  with  top  layer  priority  for  things  you'll  need  soon  or 
most  often.  Always  keep  bag  and  camera  handy. 
Begin  before  your  trip:  If  you  haven't  used  your  camera 
regularly,  take  it  off  the  shelf  a  few  weeks  before  you  leave. 
Put  two  or  three  rolls  of  film  through  and  study  the  prints 
for  any  evidence  of  faulty  function. 

How  to  take  pictures  in  a  car.  First  a  word  of  caution:  don't 
ever  carry  a  camera  or  film  in  the  glove  compartment  or  on 
the  rear-window  shelf.  These  are  the  two  warmest  spots. 
If  you  must  leave  equipment  unattended  in  the  car,  put  it 
on  the  rear  floor,  covered. 

A  car  gets  you  further  from  the  beaten  path  than  plane 
or  train,  giving  you  more  chances  for  unusual  pictures.  (If 
you  travel  by  other  means,  it's  worth  renting  a  car  at  your 
destination  just  for  the  sake  of  the  pictures.)  In  a  car 
you're  confronted  with  a  new  picture  possibility  every  min- 
ute, so  preset  the  camera  with  proper  exposure,  and  focus 
a  little  short  of  infinity;  for  nearby  subjects  you  can  shift 
focus.  Get  as  close  to  the  windshield  as  possible,  to  minimize 
the  effect  of  its  curvature.  Don't  brace  your  arms  on  the  dash, 
or  you'll  pick  up  vibration.  Shooting  from  the  open  side  win- 
dows, remember  that  motion  at  90  degrees  to  the  camera 
blurs  much  more  than  when  it's  coming  directly  toward  you. 
Use  fastest  possible  shutter  speed,  and  "pan"  with  the  subject. 
Plane  or  train.  Keep  your  camera  in  hand  baggage;  don't 
put  it  in  a  suitcase  you  won't  have  handy  on  the  trip.  It's 
entirely  possible  to  get  good  shots  through  plane  windows — 
and  especially  through  the  glass  domes  of  trains.  In  either 
case,  don't  brace  yourself  against  the  window-  frame;  this 
would  pass  on  the  engine  or  roadbed  vibration.  Do  shoot  at 
right  angles  to  the  glass,  to  minimize  distortion  by  its  curva- 
ture. On  clear  days  from  the  air,  patterns  on  the  ground  will 
be  most  interesting;  if  you're  above  clouds,  watch  for  sun- 
rise or  sunset. 

When  you  arrive.  The  best  pictures  are  always  made  by 
someone  with  a  fresh  eye,  yet  one  who  has  had  a  chance  to 
learn  and  feel  something  about  the  place.  Don't  start  photo- 
graphing immediately;  look  around,  enjoy  the  fascination  of 
seeing  a  new  place.  Buy  picture  post  cards.  Strange,  when 
you  have  your  own  camera?  No:  you're  there  to  take  a  differ- 
ent kind  of  picture,  and  the  cards  will  help  familiarize  you 
with  the  place.  (You  can  even  incorporate  them  in  your  slide 
show  later,  if  they  provide  something  you  missed.  Just  copy 
them  with  a  close-up  attachment.) 

About  processing.  Find  out  when  you  buy  film  whether  it 
can  be  processed  where  you  are  going.  You  may  not  want  to 
have  this  done,  but  it's  a  good  thing  to  know.  Within  the 
U.S.,  the  handy  prepaid  processing  bags  furnished  with  most 
brands  can  be  dropped  in  the  nearest  mailbox,  and  the 
pictures  will  be  waiting  when  you  get  home.  Abroad,  it's 
better  to  save  all  exposed  rolls  until  you  get  home,  unless 
you'll  be  gone  longer  than  three  or  four  weeks.  Keep  ex- 
posed rolls  in  their  metal  cans,  and  above  all,  protect  them 
from  heat  and  high  humidity.  Then  you'll  always  be  sure  of 
a  perfect  picture  record  of  your  trip.

START  MUMS 

FROM  CUTTINGS-NOW 


Few  flowers  give  as  much  return  for  the  investment 
as  do  chrysanthemums.  They'll  give  you  enjoyment 
for  weeks,  displayed  both  indoors  and  out.  Take  cut- 
tings now  to  increase  your  stock  of  chrysanthemums 
for  countless  blooms  this  fall.  Newly  purchased  plants 
can  be  set  out,  too.  Here,  we  show  steps  for  rooting. 


For  healthier  mums,  start  each  year,  in  June,  by  tak- 
ing 3-  to  4-inch  cuttings  of  new  growth  from  old 
plants.  Place  cuttings  in  a  plastic  bag,  held  closed 
with  clip-type  clothespin  to  prevent  wilting. 

Old  clumps  can  be  divided  and  sturdy  individual 
plants  set,  but  you  risk  carry-over  of  disease. 


Remove  lower  leaves  from  cuttings,  dip  cut  ends  in  a 
rooting  hormone  powder,  and  insert  in  perlite,  or 
peat-sand  mixture.  Keep  the  rooting  material  moist, 
but  not  wet,  as  cuttings  will  rot. 

Wrap  porous  containers  in  aluminum  foil  to  pro- 
tect the  surface  of  the  table  from  moisture.

Cuttings  will  root  in  a  few  weeks  and  should  then  be 
potted  in  individual  containers.  Use  a  potting  soil 
mixture  of  equal  parts  enriched  garden  loam,  peat, 
and  coarse  sharp  sand. 

The  composition  flat  used  here  can  also  serve  to 
hold  several  small  pots  of  rooted  cuttings. 
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After  plants  are  well  established,  remove  from  pots, 
then  set  out  in  rich  soil  in  a  sunny  garden.  Keep  them 
watered  and  feed  a  complete  plant  food  every  2-3 
weeks  until  flower  buds  show  color. 

In  humid  areas,  keep  mums  mulched  to  lessen  dis- 
ease problems  hastened  by  back  splash  of  rain.

You  may  have  used  a  fertilizer  Loo  high  in  nitrogen.  Thi: 
will  force  out  luscious  top  growth— but  at  the  expense  o. 
flowers.  You'd  be  better  off  using  one  of  the  old,  establishes 
acid  plant  foods— the  kinds  suitable  for  camellias,  rhodo 
dendrons,  and  azaleas.  These  plant  foods  have  an  acid  reac 
tion  which  dogwoods  like.  Since  this  is  just  the  second  seasoi 
of  growth,  go  easy  with  the  plant  food.  One  light  feeding  nov 
and  another  in  early  August  should  suffice. 

My  6-year-old,  10-foot-high  carob  tree  has  never  produced 
flower  or  seed  pod.  Why?  S.J.C.,  Goleta,  Californu 

Perhaps  your  tree  is  a  seedling.  Grafted  trees  guarant© 
worth-while  seed  pods.  In  any  event,  your  tree  should  even 
tually  produce  the  pods  you  are  seeking.  Keep  in  mind  tha 
these  trees  like  a  soil  that  is  kept  on  the  dry  side.  If  soil  i 
kept  too  wet,  this  "breadfruit"  tree  of  the  Bible  will  go  U 
foliage  instead  of  fruit.  Also,  overwatering  results  in  such  i 
shallow  root  system  that  the  tree  will  blow  over  easily  ii 
heavy  winds,  so  water  only  during  extended  dry  periods. 

What's  the  best  way  to  prune  lilacs?  Also,  when  should  the  suck 
ers  at  the  base  of  the  shrub  be  transplanted?

The  best  time  to  prune  lilacs  is  immediately  after  the.1 
have  flowered.  Better  yet,  cut  plenty  of  long-stemmed  beau 
ties  for  indoor  decorations  and  you  will  have  taken  care  o 
needed  pruning  at  the  same  time.  Dig  suckers  any  time  be 
tween  mid-December  and  mid-January  when  the  parent  lila< 
is  dormant.  Set  these  new  plants  in  well-drained  soil  in  a  sun 
ny  spot.  Sun  is  especially  vital  in  all  coastal  gardens  sinci 
lilacs  are  subject  to  mildew.  For  the  same  reason,  give  then 
an  airy  site.  Contrary  to  common  belief,  you  need  not  ad( 
lime  to  the  soil  around  these  plants  in  the  West. 

Our  small  holly  tree  is  loaded  with  berries  each  year,  but  count 
less  leaves  turn  yellow  and  drop  off.  Could  this  be  caused  by  th 
malathion  I  use  on  all  my  plants?

As  long  as  there  is  no  dropping  of  foliage  on  the  rest  of  thi 
plants  in  your  garden,  there's  no  reason  to  blame  the  troubL 
on  the  malathion.  How  about  the  drainage?  Hollies  revel  ii 
the  moisture  found  all  through  the  Pacific  Northwest,  bu 
they  won't  tolerate  excess  moisture  around  the  roots;  so  bi 
certain  the  soil  drains  well. 

A  certain  amount  of  foliage  drop  is  to  be  expected,  sino 
nature  gets  rid  of  the  old  foliage  on  the  holly  and  replaces  i 
with  beautiful,  new,  prickly  green  leaves  each  spring.  Checl 
for  scale  insects,  which  can  weaken  holly  plants.  Black,  soot} 
mold  is  the  usual  telltale  evidence  that  scale  insects  are  ou 
of  hand.  Control  this  with  a  garden  fungicide.

y  peonies  jailed  to  bloom  this  year.  The  buds  had  small  holes 
n  their  centers.  Could  ants  be  responsible?

When  peonies  fail  to  bloom,  it's  usually  traceable  to  one 
if  the  following  four  causes:  1)  too  much  shade  (they  like  full 
on) ;  2)  lack  of  plant  food  (clumps  grow  for  15  or  20  years  in 
ne  place,  thus  depleting  soil  nutrients) ;  3)  roots  set  too  deep 
;they  won't  stand  more  than  2  inches  of  soil  over  crown);  4) 
jeony  blight  (symptoms:  buds  and  young  shoots  turn  brown, 
lying  long  before  flowers  get  a  chance  to  open). 

It  is  doubtful  whether  ants  would  be  active  in  your  tern- 
ary as  early  as  mid-May.  The  blight  sounds  like  it's  the  real 
;ulprit.  That's  why  it  is  always  wise  to  apply  a  fungicide  2  or 
J  times  during  March,  April,  and  early  May.  The  old  stand- 
jys  were  Bordeaux  mixture  or  micronized  copper.  In  recent 
years,  folpet  has  been  doing  a  better  job. 


Would  you  please  tell  me  how  and  when  to  start  ceanothus  from 
suitings?  I  would  like  to  devote  quite  an  area  to  this  ivonderful 
ilue-liowered  native  ground  cover. 

K.E.B.,  Walnut  Creek,  California 
Specialists  who  propagate  native  California  plants  find 
they  have  best  results  by  taking  4-inch-long  ceanothus  cut- 
tings from  half-ripened  wood  during  July  and  August.  They 
pace  the  cuttings  about  an  inch  apart  in  flats  of  coarse  sand. 
In  35  to  40  days  the  rooted  plants  are  ready  to  be  transferred 
to  individual  pots  filled  with  a  good  soil  mix  containing  equal 
parts  of  sand,  leaf  mold,  and  loam.  When  well  established,  in 
5  to  8  weeks,  they  are  ready  to  be  spaced  3  feet  apart  in  a 
sunny  part  of  the  garden. 

have  just  learned  there  are  both  annual  and  perennial  forms  of 
dianthus  and  gypsophila.  Which  ones  are  best  for  this  area  ay\d 
what  special  purposes  do  they  fulfill? 

G.B.K.,  Santa  Monica,  Calijornia 

Your  southland  weather  is  so  kind  to  plants  that  many  of 
the  dianthus  varieties,  normally  treated  as  annuals  in  the 
East,  continue  to  grow  successfully  for  3  to  5  years.  Bravo,  a 
fire-red  dianthus,  is  comparatively  new  and  popular.  So  is 
the  pink-flowered  Gaiety.  All  dianthus  thrive  in  sunny  spots 
in  well-drained  soil.  Set  the  plants  6  to  8  inches  apart  where 
they  get  at  least  6  hours  of  sun.  If  soil  is  too  rich,  the  dianthus 
puts  on  heavy  foliage  with  few  flowers,  so  keep  them  growing 
on  the  "lean"  side  for  best  flowering. 

The  late  and  great  L.  H.  Bailey,  dean  of  American  horti- 
culture, devoted  an  entire  book,  "The  Garden  of  Pinks,"  to 
this  family.  Gypsophila,  because  it  offers  airy  branches  of 
blooms  for  filler  work  in  bouquets,  should  be  generously 
planted.  Both  annual  and  perennial  forms  are  worth  growing. 

Will  white  birch  trees  withstand  the  cold  weather  oj  the  Mother 
Lode  country?  We  are  moving  up  to  Nevada  City  and  would  like 
to  enjoy  the  effects  of  birches  in  our  landscape.

They'll  thrive  in  that  area.  The  cold  weather  actually  im- 
proves the  growth  and  brings  on  better  fall  color  than  you 
now  enjoy  in  the  southland.

power  steering  or  power  brakes  are  difficult  to  handle  with 
their  power  off.  If  you  do  experience  trouble  on  the  freeway, 
get  to  the  shoulder  if  possible,  raise  the  hood,  and  hang  a 
white  handkerchief  on  the  side  toward  traffic.  If  you'  can't 
make  it  to  the  shoulder  with  the  car,  get  all  occupants  out 
and  clear  of  traffic  as  quickly  as  possible. 

Rural  driving  calls  for  progressing  slowly,  being  alert, 
and  expecting  anything.  On  gravel  roads,  slow  down  and 
keep  your  wheels  in  the  well-worn  grooves.  If  you  must  leave 
the  grooves  to  meet  a  car,  avoid  sudden  steering  or  braking— 
loose  gravel  is  treacherous.  In  many  parts  of  the  country, 
stray  farm  animals  are  a  hazard  and  are  responsible  for  many 
accidents  especially  at  night. 

Always  heed  "Deer  Crossing"  signs.  Over  80,000  deer 
are  killed  by  automobiles  every  year.  If  you  come  upon  deer 
or  other  animals  at  night,  dim  your  lights  and  blow  your  horn 
in  short  blasts.  Bright  lights  cause  animals  to  freeze  in  their 
tracks;  dim  lights  allow  them  to  decide  which  way  to  flee 
from  the  road  (but  don't  count  on  it). 

Rural  railroad  crossings  are  another  hazard.  While  they 
are  always  marked,  many  of  them  do  not  have  warning  sig- 
nals that  can  be  seen  at  night. 

Night  driving  in  unfamiliar  territory  should  be  approached 
with  caution.  Eyes  that  test  perfect  in  vision  tests  have  only 
75%  vision  at  night  and  this,  coupled  with  the  narrow  light 
tunnel  of  your  headlights  and  increased  fatigue,  helps  ex- 
plain why  night  driving  is  considered  2 }.  ■>  to  3  times  as  dan- 
gerous as  daylight  driving.  If  you  know  you'll  be  driving  at 
night,  wear  sunglasses  during  the  day,  but  get  them  off  when 


darkness  starts  to  descend.  And  stay  away  from  so-called 
"night  driving"  glasses     there  aren't  any. 

The  windshield  should  be  clean  inside  and  out.  The  l 
side  should  be  cleaned  almost  as  often  as  the  outside — it  col 
lects  deposits  from  the  heater  or  air  conditioner  and  from 
people  smoking  inside  the  car. 

Be  sure  headlights  are  clean  before  driving  at  night.  A 
single  day's  accumulation  of  dust  and  bugs  can  cut  their 
output  by  half. 

Remember:  most  states  have— or  are  considering-  laws 
making  it  illegal  to  drive  after  dark  with  parking  lights. 

Look  at  a  spot  slightly  above  and  ahead  of  your  headlights 
beam.  If  you  look  at  the  dark  road  side,  your  eyes  will  have 
trouble  adjusting  to  oncoming  headlights. 

Don't  look  into  the  headlights  of  oncoming  cars,  just  kee; 
your  line  of  sight  ahead  or  slightly  to  the  right. 

TRAFFIC  VIOLATIONS 

We  know  you  aren't  planning  to  be  arrested  for  speeding 
or  other  traffic  violations  while  on  your  trip— but  what  if 
you  are?  Unfamiliar  roads  and  strange  city  ordinances  may 
be  your  downfall.  If  stopped  in  your  own  state,  expect  a 
ticket  and  a  summons  to  appear  in  court  at  some  future  date; 
some  magistrates  may  allow  you  to  pay  the  fine  by  mail. 

If  you're  out  of  state,  the  matter  will  have  to  be  settled 
before  you  can  continue  your  journey.  If  you  plead  guilty 
a  fine  will  be  collected  and  you  can  be  on  your  way.  Not 
guilty  means  you'll  have  to  wait  for  a  trial  at  a  later  date 
or  post  bond  before  continuing  your  trip. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  most  auto  liability  insurance 
does  not  guarantee  bail  bond.  Some  however,  will  reimburse

you  for  it  up  to  a  certain  limit.  If  you're  an  auto  club  mem- 
ber, bond  will  be  provided  by  the  club.  One  other  important 
point  to  remember:  most  courts  will  accept  only  cash— a 
check  is  very  seldom  acceptable. 

AVOIDING  CAR  THEFT 

Tourists  are  prime  targets  for  thefts  from  cars.  The  well- 
versed  thief  knows  that  the  tourist's  car  will  be  loaded  with 
clothes,  cameras,  luggage,  and  other  valuables.  He  also 
knows  that  the  chances  of  the  theft  being  reported  are  less 
(only  about  1  of  every  5  tourist  thefts  is  reported).  To  report 
the  theft  usually  means  staying  around  to  press  charges  and 
testify,  and  most  tourists  want  to  be  on  their  way.  There  are 
several  things  you  can  do  to  minimize  the  chance  of  theft 
from  your  car: 

•  Keep  things  of  value  in  the  trunk.  Not  only  is  it  the 
safest  place  in  the  car,  but  it  keeps  things  out  of  sight.  And 
most  thieves  feel  it's  not  worth  the  time  and  effort  to  open 
a  trunk  "on  speculation." 

•  Always  lock  your  car— even  if  it  will  be  unattended  for  a 
very  short  time.  If  you  must  leave  valuables  in  the  passenger 
compartment,  hide  them  to  remove  the  temptation  provided 
by  "visible"  valuables. 

•  When  you  check  in  at  a  hotel  or  motel,  make  unpacking 
the  car  one  of  your  first  projects.  Then  if  you  take  off  on  side 
trips  or  just  drive  downtown  to  look  around,  the  temptation 
for  thieves  will  be  absent. 

•  Take  care  where  you  park  your  car.  Avoid  alleys  and 
dark  streets.  Even  the  most  skillful  thieves  need  time  to 
break  into  a  locked  car — they  do  their  best  work  in  the  dark. 

•  Keep  valuable  papers  and  identification  cards  with  you 


;it  all  times.  Don't  try  to  hide  them  in  the  car  smart  thieves 
know  all  the  hiding  places.  The  same  goes  for  keys — there  is 
no  safe  hiding  place  for  them. 

ACCIDENTS 

In  case  of  accident,  you  must  stop.  If  anyone  is  injured, 
give  all  aid  possible  but  don't  try  to  move  an  unconscious 
or  badly  hurt  person.  Stop  severe  bleeding  and  keep  the 
victim  warm.  Call  police  immediately  and  describe  nature  of 
accident  so  they  can  dispatch  ambulances,  doctors,  or  other 
necessary  equipment. 

Obtain  names  and  addresses  of  any  witness  and  get  license 
numbers  and  other  pertinent  information.  If  possible  make 
a  sketch  of  cars  involved,  showing  direction  of  travel,  posi- 
tion at  impact,  and  the  road  conditions. 

Report  the  accident  immediately  to  your  insurance  com- 
pany, preferably  to  your  local  agent.  He  can  then  tell  you 
what  to  do  or  will  get  in  contact  with  the  agent  nearest  the 
scene  of  the  accident.  Also  make  out  any  accident  reports  re- 
quired in  the  state  where  the  accident  occurred. 

If  your  car  is  disabled  and  cannot  be  driven,  make  nec- 
essary arrangements  to  get  it  to  a  repair  garage,  but  don't 
give  the  go-ahead  on  repairs  until  insurance  representatives 
have  given  approval.  Some  insurance  will  pay  for  car  rental 
or  other  means  of  transportation  to  return  you  and  your 
passengers  home— check  this  out  carefully  with  the  agent  be- 
fore deciding  what  method  of  transportation  to  use.

As  part  of  your  family's  "See  the  USA"  program,  visit  the  immortal  places  where  our  land  was  born  and  our 
way  of  life  was  nurtured.  Each  area  described  here  is  worth  a  vacation  in  itself,  but  even  if  you're  just  passing 
through,  you'll  wantto  visit  the  fascinating  landmarks— fine  museums,  whaling  ships,  pioneervillages,  love- 
ly mansions,  stirring  battlefields  where,  with  shivers  of  your  imagination,  you  can  hear  the  sound  of  cannon. 


Massachusetts:  From  the  Pilgrims  to  Paul  Revere 


The  coast  of  Massachusetts  shaped  her  des- 
tiny. Her  natural  harbors  sheltered  small 
bands  of  New  England's  earliest  settlers, 
exhausted  from  the  arduous  trek  across  the 
ocean.  Her  waterfronts  resounded  with  the 
slap  of  sails  as  sleek  clipper  ships  set  oft  for 
distant  ports  and  whaling  barks  rode  in  low, 
brimming  with  blubber.  Privateers  har- 
rassed  the  enemy  from  these  ports.  Now 
you  will  see  pleasure  craft  docked  side  by 
side  with  fishing  fleets. 

The  wide  harbor  at  the  mouths  of  the 
Charles  and  Mystic  Rivers  naturally  gave 
rise  to  a  prosperous  port,  the  city  of  Boston. 
Here  the  seeds  of  the  American  Revolution 
burst  forth,  and  today,  in  the  city  itself  and 
in  many  places  nearby,  you  can  relive  many 
important  moments  of  our  country's  past. 

In  Boston,  walk  the  well-marked,  lV^-mile 
Freedom  Trail  starting  at  the  Boston  Com- 
mon, the  country's  oldest  public  park, 
where  cattle  grazed  and  pirates  dangled  by 
their  necks.  The  gold-domed  State  House 
glistens  at  the  north  end  of  the  Common. 
Inside  are  relics,  paintings,  and  statues. 
You   pass  the   Park  Street  Church,  where

antislavery  speeches  rang,  to  the  Old  Gran- 
ary Burying  Ground.  Weathered  stones 
mark  the  graves  of  Samuel  Adams,  Paul  Re- 
vere, John  Hancock,  and  Mary  Goose,  who  is 
believed  to  be  the  "Mother  Goose"  of  chil- 
dren's books.  Next  you  see  King's  Chapel, 
first  Unitarian  Church  in  America;  then, 
the  site  of  our  first  public  school  (1635).  A 
statue  of  Benjamin  Franklin  stands  on  the 
lawn  of  City  Hall.  Look  into  the  Old  Corner 
Book  Store,  gathering  place  of  literary 
giants,  and  the  Old  South  Meeting  House, 
open  daily,  where  patriots  plotted  the  Bos- 
ton Tea  Party. 

Five  Americans  fell  in  the  bloody  Boston 
Massacre  in  front  of  the  Old  State  House  in 
1770.  Later,  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence was  read  from  the  balcony.  The  re- 
stored building  (closed  Sundays  and  most 
holidays)  houses  a  fascinating  collection 
including  tea  from  the  Boston  Tea  Party. 
Fiery  gatherings  at  Faneuil  Hall  earned  it 
the  name  of  "The  Cradle  of  Liberty,"  and 
its  first-floor  market  still  thrives.  During  the 
week,  you  can  visit  the  military  museum  on 
the  floor  above. 


Cape  Ann 


A  few  blocks  north,  from  the  oldest  house 
in  Boston  (1670),  Paul  Revere  spotted  the 
lantern  signal  atthe  Old  North  Church  (25c; 
closed  Sunday)  and  rushed  out  on  his  his- 
toric ride.  The  belfry  where  the  lanterns 
hung  has  been  replaced,  but  the  bells  are 
the  same  that  heralded  the  news  of  Corn- 
wallis'  surrender. 

At  nearby  Copp's  Hill  Burying  Ground,  the 
British  trained  heavy  cannon  on  Charles- 
town  and  Bunker  Hill  across  the  water.  At 
the  battle  site,  actually  on  Breed's  Hill,  walk 
up  the  221-foot  granite  obelisk  for  a  grand 
view  of  the  harbor.  Try  to  spot  "Old  Iron- 
sides," the  restored  44-gun  frigate  Consti- 
tution, stalwart  victor  of  40  battles.  She 
may  be  boarded  atthe  Naval  Shipyard  from 
9:30  to  4  every  day. 

The  battered  lanterns'  light  shining  from 
the  Old  North  Church  spire  sped  Paul  Re- 
vere to  Lexington  (State  2A).  The  next  day 
75  grim  Minutemen  gathered  on  the  tiny 
village  green.  A  monument  and  a  large, 
gray  boulder  mark  the  approximate  line 
these  few  men  stood  to  face  the  oncoming 
British,  400  strong.  A  shot  rang  out,  then 
several,  and  eight  Minutemen  fell  before 
their  comrades  were  forced  to  retreat.  Near- 
by, visit  the  Hancock-Clarke  House,  where 
Samuel  Adams  and  John  Hancock  rushed 
from  bed  at  Paul  Revere's  alarm;  Buckman 
Tavern,  bullet  holes  still  in  the  door;  and 
Monroe  Tavern,  British  headquarters.  All 
three  are  open  from  10  to  5  (Sundays  1  to  4) 
from  April  to  October  12.  A  combination 
ticket  costs  $1.25. 

At  Concord,  a  few  miles  west  on  2A,  the 
Minuteman  Statue,  familiar  symbol  on  our 
war  bonds,  guards  historic  North  Bridge  to 
mark  "the  shot  heard  'round  the  world"  in 
the  second  skirmish  that  day.  Concord  later 
became  a  citadel  of  American  literature: 
Thoreau,  Emerson,  Hawthorne,  the  Alcotts 
all  lived  and  wrote  here.  Several  houses  pre- 
serve the  aura  of  their  day:  Hawthorne's 
Old  Manse;  the  Orchard  House,  where 
Louisa  May  Alcott  wrote  "Little  Women;" 
Emerson's  house  on  Cambridge  Turnpike. 

The  Antiquarian  Museum  across  from  the 
Emerson  House  displays  17  rooms  with  an- 
tiques from  1685  to  1870;  one  of  the  lan- 
terns from  the  Old  North  Church;  and  a 
diorama  of  the  Concord  fight.  The  museum 
is  open  every  day  from  April  to  November 
11  (50c,  25c).  South  of  town  lies  Walden 
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Pond,  where  the  site  of  Thoreau's  cabin  is 
marked.  You  can  follow  peaceful  walks,  fish 
the  gentle  lake,  or  swim  atthe  public  beach. 

The  war  that  erupted  near  these  quiet 
walks  was  finally  won,  and  the  new  nation 
grew  and  prospered.  For  a  vivid  idea  of  the 
dramatic  days  of  whaling,  visit  New  Bed- 
ford, 30  miles  east  of  Providence,  R.I.  The 
Old  Dartmouth  Historical  Society  and  Whal- 
ing Museum  will  stir  your  imagination:  a 
full-rigged,  half-size  model  of  the  whaler 
Lagoda;  replicas  of  a  cooperage,  a  sail  loft, 
a  rigging  loft;  harpoons,  oars,  scrimshaw. 
Open  daily  July  and  August;  closed  Mon- 
days and  holidays  the  rest  of  the  year  (75c, 
25c).  Look  into  the  Seaman's  Bethel  men- 
tioned in  Melville's  "Moby  Dick." 

The  great  China  and  East  India  trade 
brought  wealth  to  many.  In  Salem,  north  of 
Boston  on  Highway  127,  the  mighty  homes 
of  prosperous  sea  captains  are  filled  with 
exotic  mementos  of  far-off  lands.  The  Derby 
Wharf  here  was  a  base  for  privateering  and 
trade.  Also  take  a  look  at  the  House  of  Seven 
Gables,  built  in  1668  and  named  for  Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne's  book.  From  June 
through  October  you  can  visit  "The  Witch 
House,"  where  some  of  19  victims  of  Sa- 
lem's terrible  witch  hunt  days  were  ex- 
amined before  being  hanged  on  Gallows  Hill, 
and  the  Pioneers'  Village,  which  recreates  a 
1630  Puritan  settlement— including 
thatched  pine  cottages,  pillories,  and  black- 
smith's forge  (40c,  15c  each). 

A  few  miles  from  Salem  the  popular  resort 
town  of  Marblehead  rises  on  a  rocky  point 
near  excellent  swimming  beaches.  Narrow 
streets  and  charming  old  houses  quietly 
evoke  the  past.  The  beautiful  harbor,  once  a 
busy  fishing  port,  is  now  filled  with  yachts. 


In  Gloucester,  on  Highway  127  up  the 
rocky  coast  on  historic  Cape  Ann,  a  bronze 
statue  salutes  the  thousands  of  fishermen 
who,  since  1623,  have  left  the  safe  harbor 
and  never  returned.  Continue  around  Cape 
Ann  on  #127  and  #127A,  the  scenic  coast 
trail  that  skirts  the  water,  dipping  down  by 
small  sandy  beaches,  then  rising  high  on 
sea-drenched  rocks. 

Just  as  Massachusetts'  deep  harbors 
were  welcome  sights  for  her  returning 
ships,  so  these  bays  provided  shelter  years 
earlier  for  new  settlers.  Most  famous  is  the 
harbor  at  Plymouth,  south  of  Boston  on 
Highway  3.  In  December,  1620,  the  Pilgrims 
stepped  ashore  on  to  Plymouth  Rock,  now 
enshrined  in  an  imposing  granite  portico. 
Behind  the  monument  rises  Cole's  Hill, 
where  over  half  the  102  settlers  were  bur-' 
ied  that  first  desperate  year.  Mayflower  II, 
an  exact  replica  of  the  Pilgrims'  ship,  is 
usually  moored  near  the  rock;  you  can 
board  her  from  mid-April  through  Novem- 
ber (75c,  50c). 

The  fascinating  Plimoth  Plantation  two 
miles  south  resurrects  an  entire  communi- 
ty of  1627:  thatched  huts  made  of  hand- 
hewn  lumber,  a  heavily  timbered  fort,  an 
Indian  campsite,  costumed  "settlers"  toil- 
ing to  conquer  that  sparse  soil  (75c,  50c 
mid-April  through  November  29). 

Miles  Standish  and  John  and  Priscilla  Al- 
den  are  buried  in  Duxbury  6  miles  north. 
Nearby,  the  130-foot  Standish  Monument 
rises  300  feet  above  sea  level.  From  its  top 
on  a  clear  day,  you  look  across  Cape  Cod  Bay 
to  Provincetown.  The  255-foot  Pilgrim's 
Monument  there  overlooks  the  harbor 
where  the  Mayflower  first  moored  and  the 
Mayflower  Compact  was  drawn  before  the 


Pilgrims  crossed  to  Plymouth.  Moderate 
admission  fees  include  entrance  to  the  ad- 
jacent museum. 

On  the  very  hook  end  of  Cape  Cod  on  High- 
way 6,  Provincetown  today  is  an  enchanting 
mosaic  of  past  and  present.  It  is  still  an  im- 
portant fishing  town,  and  at  low  tide  you 
can  see  the  rotting  piles  ot  its  many  wharves 
that  harbored  whaling  barks  and  smugglers' 
ships.  Narrow,  crooked  lanes,  weathered 
salt  box  houses,  ramshackle  fishermen's 
shacks— all  speak  of  the  sea.  One  of  these 
shacks  houses  the  famous  Provincetown 
Playhouse,  where  Eugene  O'Neill's  plays 
were  first  performed.  The  town  is  a  thriving 
art  community,  and  you'll  certainly  want 
your  camera,  it  not  a  palette.  Several  muse- 
ums contain  Pilgrim  relics,  excellent  art 
work,  and  oceanographic  information. 

Provincetown  is  a  place  to  wander  and  re- 
lax. Miles  of  shifting  sand  dunes  form  the 
ocean  beach ;  swimming  is  wonderful  in  the 
bay  side,  too.  Take  time  to  travel  leisurely 
along  the  whole  Cape,  and  stop  at  Hyannis 
Port,  long  the  summer  home  of  the  Ken- 
nedys. Boats  leave  frequently  from  nearby 
Hyannis  for  Nantucket  and  Martha's  Vine- 
yard, historic  fishing  islands  and  vacation 
communities. 

If  you're  returning  west  along  the  Massa- 
chusetts Turnpike,  turn  off  at  Highway  20  to 
Old  Sturbridge,  a  thrilling  re-creation  of  a 
typical  New  England  village  150  years  ago. 
Its  200  acres  of  rolling  meadow  and  wood- 
land hold  39  reconstructed  buildings.  Cos- 
tumed "townspeople"  demonstrate  crafts 
such  as  spinning  and  candle  dipping.  A  pil- 
lory is  there  for  picture-taking,  and  a  horse- 
drawn  wagon  offers  rides.  The  village  is 
open  all  year  ($2.50,  $1). 


Washington:  City  of  Decision 

Gettysburg 


In  our  nation's  capital,  today  and  yesterday 
merge  magically  into  a  timeless  sense  of 
purpose:  history  is  the  wellspring  of  this 
lovely  city,  and  you  know  that  the  present  is 


already  history  even  as  it  is   being  lived. 

The  very  shrine  of  our  country  lies  right 

here,  in  Washington,  D.C.,  at  the  National 

Archives  just  off  the  Mall,  the  broad,  long 
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park  that  forms  the  axis  of  the  city  between 
Capitol  Hill  and  the  Lincoln  Memorial.  In  the 
Archives,  which  are  open  daily  until  10  p.m., 
you'll  see  the  Constitution,  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  and  one  of  the  original 
copies  of  the  Bill  of  Rights. 

The  men  who  try  to  govern  by  these  docu- 
ments do  most  of  their  work  in  the  office 
buildings  flanking  the  Capitol,  but  you  can 
observe  them  translating  their  work  into  ac- 
tion under  the  dome  itself.  You  can  apply  in 
advance  to  your  congressman  or  senator  for 
passes,  or  take  the  25-minute  organized 
tour  which  goes  briefly  into  the  House  and 
Senate.  The  25-cent  tours  leave  every  15 
minutes  from  9  to  3:55. 

While  you  can 'tenter  the  working  quarters 
of  the  President,  you  can  visit  the  White 
House  and,  if  you  are  lucky,  get  a  glimpse  of 
the  man  himself.  You  might  even  get  to 
shake  his  hand.  Conducted  White  House 
tours  leave  at  frequent  intervals  from  the 
gate  on  East  Executive  Avenue  from  10  to 
noon,  Tuesday  through  Saturday.  Make  sure 
to  show  up  long  ahead  of  time. 

Just  a  little  way  down  Pennsylvania  Ave- 
nue is  the  Post  Office  Building,  where  the 
Philatelic  Sales  Agency  and  Exhibit  offers 
interesting  displays  on  stamp  design  and 
manufacture  and  always  shows  part  of  its 
huge  international  collection.  Three  more 
blocks  down  Pennsylvania  is  the  FBI,  whose 
weekday  one-hour  tour  is  an  experience  no 
family  would  want  to  miss.  You  can  peek  in- 
to laboratories  where  criminologists  ex- 
amine evidence,  and  watch  G-men  show  off 
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their  rapid-fire  marksmanship  in  a  shooting 
gallery.  Just  two  blocks  up  10th  St.  from  the 
FBI  is  Ford's  Theatre  (now  closed  for  reno- 
vation and  restoration),  where  Booth  assas- 
sinated Lincoln,  and  directly  across  the 
street  from  the  theatre  is  the  house  where 
Lincoln  died. 

Turning  south  toward  the  Mall  again, 
you'll  find  the  New  Museum  of  History  and 
Technology  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
a  huge,  modern  building  whose  exhibits, 
ranging  from  First  Ladies'  dresses  to  steam 
engines,  will  keep  everyone  in  your  family 
entranced  for  hours.  Heading  east  on  the 
Mall  toward  the  Capitol,  you'll  come  to  the 
National  Gallery  of  Art,  one  of  the  world's 
finest  museums. 

East  of  the  Capitol  on  "The  Hill"  are  the 
Supreme  Court  (free  guided  tours)  and  the 
Library  of  Congress,  where  you  can  marvel 
at  Thomas  Jefferson's  rough  draft  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  and  Lincoln's 
drafts  of  the  Gettysburg  Address.  Both 
buildings  are  open  daily. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  Mall  are  the  older 
buildings  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
displaying  the  pioneering  treasures  of  our 
technology— the  plane  the  Wright  brothers 
flew  at  Kitty  Hawk,  Lindbergh's  "Spirit  of 
St.  Louis,"  John  Glenn's  "Friendship  7," 
and  the  towering  Vanguard,  Polaris,  and 
Atlas  missiles. 

Off  the  Mall  down  14th  St.  is  the  Bureau 
of  Engraving  and  Printing,  where  the  gov- 
ernment makes  money  at  a  speed  astound- 
ing to  anyone  who  has  to  work  for  it.  Free 
30-minute  tours  are  conducted  on  weekdays 
between  8  to  11  and  12:30  to  2.  And  back 
on  the  Mall,  constructed  so  that  you  can't 
possibly  miss  it,  is  the  555-foot  needle  of 
the  Washington  Monument,  whose  observa- 
tion platform  provides  a  magnificent  pano- 
rama of  the  city.  A  10c  elevator  ride  takes 
you  to  the  top.  For  a  nighttime  view,  it's  also 
open  until  11  p.m.,  March  to  Labor  Day. 

For  the  rest  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
you'll  be  better  off  in  your  car  than  on  your 
feet.  Drive  westalongthe  Mall  to  the  magnif- 
icent Lincoln  Memorial,  then  cross  the 
Potomac  to  Arlington  National  Cemetery, 
sacred  preserve  of  many  who  died  for  our 
country,  including  President  John  F.  Ken- 
nedy. The  cemetery  is  open  until  7  in  sum- 
mer; the  Honor  Guard  at  the  Tomb  of  the 
Unknown  Soldier  changes  every  hour.  On 
the  grounds  just  above  the  Kennedy  grave 


stands  the  Custis-Lee  Mansion,  home  of 
Robert  E.  Lee  after  his  marriage  to  Martha 
Washington's  granddaughter.  A  short  drive 
north  from  the  cemetery  brings  you  to  the 
famed  Marine  Corps  Memorial  depicting 
the  flag-raising  at  Iwo  Jima. 

Then  follow  the  Potomac  south  past  the 
Pentagon  to  Mt.  Vernon,  the  beautiful  plan- 
tation George  Washington  called  his  home 
for  45  years  (75c,  teen-agers  40c).  On  your 
return,  cross  14th  St.  Bridge  and  stop  off  at 
the  Jefferson  Memorial,  an  inspiring  shrine 
all  too  often  overlooked  by  tourists. 

Another  automobile  excursion,  this  one 
on  the  city  side  of  the  Potomac,  takes  you 
north  on  16th  St.  past  the  Russian  Embassy 
(just  beyond  the  Statler  Hilton)  to  Massa- 
chusetts Avenue,  a  boulevard  of  embassies; 
one  after  another,  you'll  pass  these  foreign 
outposts  with  their  multicolored  flags.  Turn 
into  lovely  Rock  Creek  Park  and  drive  south 
to  Pennsylvania  Avenue  and  M  Street.  This 
brings  you  into  Georgetown,  the  oldest,  and 
now  the  most  fashionable  part  of  Washing- 
ton, which  was  a  thriving  port  and  tobacco 
market  long  before  the  capital  was  estab- 
lished. Georgetown's  fine  houses  of  Federal 
and  Georgian  architecture  have  been  reno- 
vated and  are  now  the  homes  of  many  of 
the  capital's  most  prominent  citizens.  It  is 
the  social  center  of  the  district. 

The  Chesapeake  &  Ohio  Canal,  starting  at 
Rock  Creek,  crosses  Georgetown  and  goes 
for  many  miles  out  into  the  country.  You  can 
take  a  two-hour  trip  by  mule-drawn  boat 
through  one  of  the  old  locks  of  the  canal 
(for  reservations  call  NA  8-7363). 

Just  a  40-minute  drive  east  of  Washing- 
ton, on  the  shores  of  Chesapeake  Bay,  stop 
at  Annapolis,  Maryland.  This  charming  city 
was  the  first  capital  of  the  United  States 
after  the  Revolution,  and  still  maintains  the 
flavor,  in  architecture  and  mood,  of  those 
early  days.  Call  at  the  headquarters  of  His- 
toric Annapolis,  Inc.,  18  Pinkney  St.,  to  hire 
a  specially  trained  guide  for  a  fascinating 
walking  tour  ($5  per  person).  Tours  also  in- 
clude the  U.S.  Naval  Academy  and  its  Naval 
Museum.  Don't  miss  the  State  House,  still 
in  use,  where  the  Treaty  of  Paris  was  ratified 
ending  the  American  Revolution. 

Four  famous  Civil  War  landmarks  lie  with- 
in easy  driving  distance  to  the  west  and 
north  of  Washington.  Gettysburg,  just  north 
of  the  Pennsylvania  line,  is  the  most  im- 
portant. Here  is  where  the  tide  turned  when, 


on  July  3,  1863,  murderous  Union  fire 
turned  back  Pickett's  charge.  But  although 
this  was  the  crucial  battle,  there  were  many 
others.  To  get  a  clear  picture  of  the  momen- 
tous events  that  took  place  here,  start  your 
tour  at  the  Visitors  Center  and  see  the  12- 
minute  orientation  slide  lecture,  the  muse- 
um, and  the  famous  358-foot  Cyclorama 
(50c).  Then  go  to  the  Gettysburg  National 
Museum  to  see  battle  relics  and  a  half-hour 
re-creation  of  the  3-day  fight  on  an  electric 
map  (65c,  40c).  Now  you  are  ready  for  the 
battlefield  tour.  You  can  use  the  25-cent 
National  Park  Service  handbook,  hire  a 
licensed  guide  for  $3  or  $5,  go  on  special 
buses  equipped  with  tapes  of  battle  sounds 
and  Raymond  Massey's  narration  ($2.50, 
$1.25),  or  hire  a  3-hour  tape  for  your  car 
($5).  On  all  tours,  you'll  pass  President 
Eisenhower's  farm. 

Antietam  National  Battlefield  marks  the 
site  of  the  Civil  War's  bloodiest  day,  on 
September  17,  1862.  Some  23,000  men  fell 
dead  or  wounded  in  this  concentrated  bat- 
tleground that  can  be  covered  in  a  10-mile 
tour— in  one  spot  alone,  Union  General 
Sumner  lost  2,000  men  in  20  minutes. 

Nearby  Harpers  Ferry  was  the  scene  of 
John  Brown's  daring  raid  of  1859.  Here  the 
waters  of  the  Potomac  and  the  Shenandoah 
meet  beneath  the  ramparts  of  a  mountain 
at  the  gateway  to  three  states.  From  its 
heights  on  West  Virginia  soil,  you  can  look 
across  the  rivers'  confluence  to  both  Mary- 
land and  Virginia.  Thomas  Jefferson  had  a 
favorite  spot  here  where  he  liked  to  sit  and 
meditate;  it's  now  called  "Jefferson's 
Rock,"  and  it's  just  a  few  minute's  walk  up- 
hill from  the  historic  settlement,  now  under 
reconstruction  as  a  national  monument. 
You  can  drive  to  Harpers  Ferry  from  An- 
tietam on  back-country  roads,  or  from 
Washington  via  Frederick,  home  of  Francis 
Scott  Key  and  Barbara  Fritchie. 

Manassas  National  Battlefield  Park,  near 
Bull  Run  west  of  Washington,  was  the  site  of 
the  first  important  battle  between  the  North 
and  South.  Here,  General  Jackson  earned 
his  nickname  "Stonewall,"  as  he  held  his 
ground  against  the  Yankees  and  then  routed 
them  in  1861.  The  Rebels,  with  Lee  in  com- 
mand, were  victorious  once  again  the  next 
year,  forcingthe  Union  troops  to  withdraw  to 
Washington.  An  electric  map  explains  the 
troop  movements;  self-guided  tours  from 
the  visitors  center  explore  the  battlefield. 


Connecticut  Coast:  Whaling  Ships  and  Nuclear  Subs 


You'll  never  doubt  that  Connecticut  and 
Rhode  Island  are  part  of  New  England:  their 
shady  village  commons  and  neat  churches 
are  echoes  of  the  England  of  Old,  which  had 
left  its  stamp  on  the  Massachusetts  colony 
and  on  the  early  settlers  who  eventually 
sought  wider  horizons,  down  toward  Long 
Island   Sound.    In   this   lovely  shore   land, 
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you'll  find  much  room  for  exploration  and 
excitement,  particularly  if  you're  intrigued 
by  the  lure  of  the  sea. 

There's  Mystic's  fabulous  Seaport,  a  veri- 
table nautical  Disneyland.  The  Seaport  is  a 
faithful  reproduction  of  a  19th-century 
coastal  village,  with  cobblestone  streets, 
quaint    shingled    houses,    an    apothecary, 


cooper's  and  woodcarving  shops,  a  little  red 
schoolhouse,  and,  of  course,  the  wonderful 
harbor  with  its  old-time  sails.  There  are  five 
vessels  that  you  can  board:  the  "Joseph 
Conrad,"  a  square  rigger  still  in  service  as  a 
training  ship  for  Mariner  Scouts;  the 
"Dorothy  Parsons,"  a  Chesapeake  "Bug- 
eye;" the  "Bowdoin,"  Admiral  MacMillan's 
Arctic  exploration  ship;  the  "L.  A.  Dunton," 
a  Gloucester  fishing  schooner;  and  the 
"Charles  W.  Morgan,"  the  last  American 
whaler  in  existence.  Climb  down  into  her 
dank,  dark  holds  and  cramped  sleeping 
quarters  to  get  an  unforgettable  idea  of  how 
her  crew  lived  for  months  and  years  at  sea. 
Several  museums  re-create  an  almost  for- 
gotten life.  There  are  fascinating  ship 
models,  marine  paintings  and  prints,  log- 
books, intricate  whalebone  carvings,  and 
rows  of  weirdly  beautiful  figureheads,  each 
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a  symbol  unique  to  its  own  ship.  The  "Sea 
Community"  film,  which  was  shot  on  loca- 
tion at  the  Seaport,  plays  every  hour,  and 
there  are  daily  shows  at  the  Planetarium  on 
the  grounds.  The  Old  Seaport  is  open  daily 
from  9  to  6  ($2.50,  50c).  You  can  tour  the 
grounds  on  a  horse-drawn  "barge." 

And  you  can  leap  forward  in  time  to  Gro- 
ton,  home  of  the  U.S.  Submarine  Service, 
port  of  nuclear  submarines.  Write  to  its 
Public  Information  Office  for  a  guided  tour, 
or  take  a  one-hour,  7-mile  boat  ride  on  the 
Thames,  past  submarines  and  other  points 
of  interest  ($2,  $1).  For  a  history  of  sub- 
marines from  the  distant  days  of  Alexander 
the  Great  to  modern  atomic  power,  visit 
Submarine  Library  and  Museum  (closed 
Sundays  and  June). 

Traveling  in  this  area  is  easy.  The  Con- 
necticut Turnpike  (95)  and  U.S.  1  and  1A 
run  through  Connecticut,  often  close  by  the 
shore.  Rhode  Island  Rt.  138  joins  1A,  leads 
to  the  ferry  to  Newport,  and  continues  into 
Massachusetts. 

Essex,  nearest  New  York,  was  one  of  the 
foremost  shipbuilding  centers  in  the  Colo- 
nies, and  today  is  a  main  yachting  basin  in 
the  East.  The  warship,  the  "Oliver  Crom- 
well," was  built  here  and  was  the  forerun- 
ner of  the  American  Navy.  In  Essex,  see  the 
collection  of  American  furniture  in  Pratt 
House,  open  weekday  afternoons  from  July 
to  mid-September  (50c). 

Old  Lyme,  east  of  Essex,  is  a  beautiful 
village  built  by  sea  captains.  There  is  an 
Arts  and  Crafts  exhibition  in  the  Art  Gallery 
in  late  summer  (50c). 

Nearby  New  London,  just  across  the 
Thames  from  Groton  (site  of  a  1781  massa- 
cre led  by  Benedict  Arnold),  was  famous  as 


a  whaling  center  in  the  great  days  of  sail.  It's 
now  a  bustling  port,  filled  with  the  salty 
tang  of  the  sea  and  ancient  houses,  too;  the 
earliest — Hempsted — dates  from  1678,  and 
is  open  daily  from  May  15  to  October  15 
(75c,  25c).  See  also  the  Shaw  Mansion, 
which  served  as  navy  headquarters  for  the 
state  during  the  Revolution  (50c,  25c; 
closed  Sunday  and  Monday);  Ye  Ancientest 
Burial  Ground  (1653),  peaceful  maze  of 
weathered  gravestones;  and  the  Nathan 
Hale  Schoolhouse,  where  he  taught. 

North  of  town  on  the  Thames  River,  visit 
the  U.S.  Coast  Guard  Academy  (during 
week,  phone  office  of  Commanding  Officer 
for  permission;  none  needed  oh  weekends) 
and,  nearby,  the  Lyman  Allyn  Museum. 
You'll  see  a  fine  collection  of  antique  furni- 
ture, plus  early  American  and  modera 
French  paintings  (closed  Monday). 

From  Mystic,  ramble  one  mile  more  along 
this  scenic  coast  to  the  Den i son  Homestead, 
built  in  1717,  open  afternoons  for  50c,  and 
the  Pequotsepos  Wildlife  Sanctuary  nearby, 
with  a  tree  museum. 

Take  a  tiny  detour  through  Stonington, 
where  the  18th  Century  welcomes  you  in  an- 
cient streets  and  houses  and  the  harbor  is 
filled  with  modern  pleasure  craft.  Note  Can- 
non Square  and  Old  Lighthouse  Museum. 

Stop  at  Old  Fort  Ninigret,  too  (U.S.  1  just 
before  Charlestown),  thought  to  be  the  ruins 
of  an  early  Dutch  trading  post  and  an  Indian 
Burial  Ground.  A  few  miles  farther  on — 3 
hours  from  Mystic  if  you  tarry  along  the  way 
— switch  to  U.S.  1A  for  the  Jamestown  Toll 
Bridge  (65c)  and  the  Jamestown-Newport 
Ferry  (every  half-hour  in   season;   $1.25). 

An  unusual  town  for  more  than  300  years, 
Newport  is  noted  for  memories  and  modern 


fun.  A  yachting  center  now,  with  excellent 
fishing  and  swimming  nearby,  it  was  the 
site  of  the  state's  first  school  open  to  the 
public,  and  the  oldest  newspaper  in  Ameri- 
ca still  in  continuous  publication,  once 
edited  by  Ben  Franklin's  brother,  James. 
Quakers  and  Jews  from  England  and  Hol- 
land helped  build  the  town;  the  Touro 
Synagogue  (1763)  is  one  of  its  famous  at- 
tractions. As  early  as  the  1720s  the  town 
was  noted  as  a  summer  resort,  though  most 
of  its  memorable  mansions  date  from  the 
past  century. 

Check  in  at  Preservation  Society  in  Wash- 
ington Square  for  maps,  information,  prices, 
and  hours  for  visiting  houses.  Take  an  orien- 
tation trip  along  Ocean  Drive  on  the  south 
shore  of  the  island  to  Belleue  Avenue;  re- 
turn via  rows  of  famous  vacation  estates. 
Then  go  on  to  three-mile  Cliff  Walk  to  see 
more  shore-side  pleasure  palaces. 

Best  known  of  these  millionaires'  man- 
sions are  The  Breakers,  an  Italian  Renais- 
sance extravaganza,  with  stables  and  chil- 
dren's Victorian  playhouse  nearby;  Marble 
House,  William  K.  Vanderbilt's  summer  re- 
sort patterned  after  Versailles;  and  The 
Elms,  a  French  chateau  with  gardens.  These 
mansions  were  built  primarily  for  nighttime 
entertaining— lavish  dinner  parties  and 
dancing  until  dawn.  Floodlights,  splashing 
fountains,  and  background  music  re-create 
this  gay  atmosphere  at  The  Elms  on  Sunday 
evenings  during  July  and  August  until  9 
p.m.,  and  The  Breakers  is  open  Sunday 
evenings,  too.  Belcourt  Castle,  dark  in 
Gothic  gloom,  rich  in  medieval  armor  and 
tapestries,  stays  open  Sunday  evenings  un- 
til 7  p.m.  in  July  and  August.  There  are  also 
many  Colonial  buildings  in  Newport. 


Hudson  Valley:  Majestic  Hills  and  a  Momentous  Past 


On  that  long-ago  day  in  1609  when  Henry 
Hudson  sailed  into  the  mighty  river  that 
now  bears  his  name,  he  was  searching  for  a 
passage  to  the  riches  of  India.  Instead,  he 
discovered  one  of  the  most  beautiful  valleys 
in  America,  and  when  he  retreated,  disap- 
pointed by  the  absence  of  spices  and  in- 
cense around  him,  he  left  a  legend  behind. 
Today  local  people  maintain  that  when 
thunder  rolls  among  the  Hudson  hills,  it 
isn't  really  thunder;  it's  the  crew  of  that 
ancient  ship  playing  nine  pins.  The  men  re- 
turn again  and  again  to  this  majestic  valley, 
unable  to  leave  its  enchantment. 

Washington  Irving's  Rip  Van  Winkle  and 
Ichabod  Crane  live  on  in  the  area.  So  do 
memories  of  George  Washington  and  of  ear- 
ly   pioneering.    During    the    Revolutionary 


War,  the  British  tried  to  divide  the  colonies 
by  driving  a  wedge  into  the  valley;  several 
decades  later,  the  river  carried  immigrants 
from  many  countries  to  a  frontier  retreating 
from  Illinois. 

West  Point  developed  here,  and  Robert 
Fulton  tried  out  his  steamboat  on  this  splen- 
did water,  ignoring  critics  who  laughed  be- 
cause they  said  he  wanted  to  "go  to  Albany 
in  a  tea  kettle."  Historic  mansions— the 
Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt  home  in  Hyde 
Park  is  one — add  interest  to  the  modern 
landscape,  and  the  oldest  hotel  in  America 
is  open  for  business  in  Rhinebeck.  Called 
the  Beekman  Arms,  it  dates  from  1700;  the 
management  still  enforces  a  rule:  "No 
boots  to  be  worn  in  bed." 

The  Algonquin  Indians  called  the  Hudson 


Explore  the  Fabulous  Finger  Lakes  Region 


If  you're  traveling  to  the  Hudson  Valley 
by  way  of  the  New  York  Thruway,  take 
time  to  see  the  Finger  Lakes  area  stretch- 
ing south  between  Rochester  and  Syra- 
cuse. These  long,  narrow  lakes,  cut  deep 
by  glaciers,  offer  superb  outdoor  recrea- 
tion for  vacationing  families,  plus  plenty 
of  accommodations. 

The  scenery  is  spectacular.  In  Letch- 
worth  State  Park  in  the  west,  the  tumul- 
tuous Genesee  River  rages  through  17 


miles  of  an  awesome  600-foot-deep  can- 
yon. Near  Ithaca,  home  of  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, the  Taughannock  Falls  are  the 
highest  straight-drop  waterfalls  east  of 
the  Rockies.  Exciting  trails  wind  past 
stony  grottos  and  cascading  streams  in 
the  gorge  at  Watkins  Glen,  on  the  south- 
ern tip  of  Lake  Seneca.  By  way  of  con- 
trast, sunny  lakeside  slopes  near  Naples 
and  Hammondsport  glisten  with  some  of 
the  nation's  best  vineyards. 
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"the  river  that  flows  two  ways,"  because  of 
its  tidal  action.  Today  it  is  an  easy  matter  to 
imitate  the  tide  and  drive  both  ways  along 
it,  seeing  the  sights  on  both  sides.  U.S.  9W 
leads  up  the  west  bank  of  the  Hudson  from 
New  York  City's  George  Washington  Bridge, 
U.S.  9  up  the  east  bank.  Bridges  up  river 
cross  at  Bear  Mountain,  Newburgh-Beacon, 
Poughkeepsie,  Kingston-Rhinecliff,  Hud- 
son, and  Albany.  On  Lake  Champlain  there 
are  ferries  between  Port  Kent  and  Burling- 
ton, Vt.,  and  at  Essex  and  Plattsburgh. 

When  you  come  to  the  World's  Fair,  an 
elaborate  capsule  of  fascinating  current 
history,  be  sure  to  allow  extra  days  for  this 
fabulous  area.  You  can  start  right  in  New 
York  City — along  with  skyscrapers,  night 
clubs,  and  Broadway's  theaters,  it  is  rich  in 
history.  Most  of  its  landmarks  of  the  past  are 
gathered  at  Manhattan's  tip,  in  and  around 
the  settlement  that  the  Dutch  established, 
the  British  enlarged.  Before  exploring  the 
area,  don't  miss  a  spectacular  view  of  the 
harbor  at  a  truly  historic  price — the  nickel 
ride  on  the  Staten  Island  Ferry  from  Battery 
Park.  Where  clipper  ships  once  sailed,  you'll 
see  all  sorts  of  crafts,  from  great  ocean 
liners  to  tiny  tugboats.  In  the  distance  is  the 
new  Verrazano-Narrows  Bridge,  the  world's 
longest  suspension  span.  The  round  trip 
takes  about  an  hour,  and  you  pass  the 
Statue  of  Liberty  each  way. 

Back  on  Manhattan,  start  at  Bowling 
Green  just  north  of  the  Battery.  At  this  tiny 
downtown  square  Peter  Minuit  supposedly 
purchased  Manhattan  Island  from  the  In- 
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dians  for  $24  worth  of  beads.  A  few  blocks 
up  past  Broadway's  towering  office  build- 
ings is  Trinity  Church,  at  the  corner  of  Wall 
Street.  The  original  Church  was  chartered 
in  1697,  and  Alexander  Hamilton  and  Rob- 
ert Fulton  are  buried  in  the  venerable 
churchyard. 

Walk  down  the  narrow  gorge  of  Wall 
Street,  which  runs  along  the  site  of  a  wooden 
wall  that  marked  the  city's  northern  bound- 
ary in  the  1630s.  At  Wall  and  Nassau 
Streets,  near  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange, 
is  the  spot  where  the  Federal  Hall  stood  at 
the  time  of  the  Revolution— here  our  first 
Congress  met  and  Washington  took  his  in- 
augural oath  as  our  first  President. 

Drive  a  short  distance  north  along  Broad- 
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way  to  City  Hall  Park,  where  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  was  read  in  1776.  Across 
from  it  is  St.  Paul's  Chapel  of  Trinity  Parish, 
finished  in  1766.  George  Washington  went 
there  to  pray  in  the  pew  marked  by  the  Presi- 
dential Coat  of  Arms.  Still  later,  in  1783,  he 
said  farewell  to  his  troops  at  Fraunces  Tav- 
ern, 54  Pearl  Street. 

Just  beyond  the  city  you'll  find  more  re- 
minders of  ancient  days  mixed  into  modern 
towns.  A  few  minutes  off  U.S.  9,  in  the  com- 
munities of  Irvington  and  Tarrytown  is  the 
area  Washington  Irving  immortalized  as 
Sleepy  Hollow.  Just  off  Route  9  is  Sunny- 
side,  the  cozy  home  he  called  his  "snug- 
gery," furnished  as  it  was  when  he  lived  in 
it  more  than  a  hundred  years  ago  ($1,  50c). 

Nearby  at  Croton-on-Hudson  there's  an- 
other famous  house,  Van  Cortlandt  Manor, 
an  17th  century  mansion  well  known  to 
Franklin,  Lafayette,  and  other  Colonial  not- 
ables. Today  its  gardens  and  buildings  have 
been  restored  to  their  former  magnificence. 
In  addition  to  the  manor,  visit  the  Ferry 
House,  once  a  tavern  where  early  travelers 
could  eat  and  spend  the  night.  In  those  days 
tavern  owners  were  required  to  "keep  two 
good  spare  beds,  one  whereof  to  be  a  feath- 
erbed." Handsome  reproductions  of  Dutch 
and  English  antiques  in  Van  Cortlandt 
Manor — candlesticks,  tea  sets,  dishes — are 
sold  there  at  moderate  prices. 

West  Point,  50  miles  north  of  New  York 
on  U.S.  9W,  is  the  oldest  military  post  in 
the  nation ;  troops  have  been  stationed  there 
since  1778,  when  Washington  had  fortifica- 
tions erected  on  the  spot  and  ordered  a 
500-yard  chain  to  be  strung  across  the  river 
to  keep  British  ships  from  sailing  upstream. 
At  the  Military  Academy,  founded  in  1802, 
visit  the  museum  and  the  Cadet  Chapel,  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  Gothic  buildings  in  the 
U.S.,  both  open  daily;  and  see  the  remnants 
of  the  great  chain  of  Trophy  Point.  From 
September  through  early  October  and  dur- 
ing May,  there  are  regimental  parades  on 
Monday  and  Tuesday  at  5:30,  brigade  pa- 
rades on  Thursday  at  5:30,  brigade  reviews 
on  Saturday  at  12,  11:30  on  days  of  home 
football  games.  Details  at  Thayer  Gate. 
Hotel  Thayer,  on  the  grounds,  offers  lodging 
and  meals. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  river,  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt's  Hyde  Park  home  stands  four 
miles  above  Poughkeepsie,  filled  with  his 
furniture,  ship  models,  and  gifts  from  for- 
eign heads  of  state.  You  can  visit  the  home 
and  library  daily.  Note  the  Dresden  Room, 
named  for  the  beautifully  wrought  Dresden 
chandelier  and  mantel  set  which  his  father 
purchased  in  Germany  in  1866.  F.D.R.'s 
grave  and  that  of  his  wife  are  in  the  Rose 
Garden  northeast  of  the  house. 

For  a  glimpse  of  the  princely  manner  in 
which  millionaires  lived  before  income  tax- 
es, stop  off  at  the  Vanderbilt  Mansion.  A 
magnificently  furnished  American  palace — 
one  of  the  finest  examples  of  Italian  Renais- 
sance architecture  in  the  U.S.— it  was  the 
country  retreat  of  Frederick  W.  Vanderbilt, 
grandson  of  the  Commodore. 

Farther  up  the  river,  where  Albany  is  to- 
day, Henry  Hudson  ended  his  voyage,  151 
miles  from  New  York  City.  The  Dutch  es- 
tablished a  colony  there  in  1614,  six  years 
before  the  Pilgrims  landed  at  Plymouth.  By 
1754  it  had  grown  into  a  bustling  fur  trading 
post.  Today  it's  the  state  capital  and  the 


site  of  still  more  colonial  mansions— Ten 
Broeck,  open  daily  from  3  to  4,  and  Schuy- 
ler. Every  half-hour  there  are  guided  tours 
of  the  Capitol,  which  resembles  a  French 
chateau.  On  the  east  bank  of  the  river,  see 
Fort  Crailo  where,  in  1758,  Dr.  Richard 
Shuckburgh,  a  British  surgeon,  wrote 
"Yankee  Doodle." 

A  short  distance  to  the  southeast  off  Rt. 
66,  one  mile  west  of  Old  Chatham,  drive  in- 
to a  remnant  of  America's  inventive,  pio- 
neering past  and  see  the  Shaker  Museum, 
which  contains  inventions  made  by  a  re- 
ligious group  called  the  Shakers.  Among 
other  treasures  there,  you  will  note  a  washing 
machine,  a  tilt-back  chair,  and  a  circular 
saw.  This  last  was  produced  by  a  practical 
woman  who,  after  watching  unimaginative 
men  struggle  with  a  straight  saw,  fashioned 
a  round  one  and  tried  it  out  on  her  spinning 
wheel.  The  museum  is  open  daily,  May 
through  October  ($1.25,  40c). 

Bennington,  about  40  miles  northeast  of 
Albany  on  Rt.  7  in  Vermont's  Green  Moun- 
tains, is  known  now  for  its  college  and  its 
chamber  music  concerts  in  August,  but  in 
Revolutionary  days  its  fame  had  c  wilder 
tinge.  Ethan  Allen's  Green  Mountain  Boys 
headquartered  there.  New  Yorkers  called 
them  the  "Bennington  mob,"  but  on  August 
16,  1777,  that  mob  won  a  victory  which 
started  Britain's  General  Burgoyne  on  his 
downfall  toward  final  defeat.  The  306-foot- 
high  Battle  Monument  there  commemo- 
rates this  victory  and  provides  a  fine  view  of 
the  countryside  as  well  (50c,  25c;  closed  in 
winter).  Other  memorable  sights:  Old  First 
Church,  which  is  open  from  late  May  to  late 
October,  and  the  oldest  Stars  and  Stripes, 
exhibited  in  the  Historical  Museum  (50c, 
15c;  closed  January  and  February). 

Several  miles  north  of  Albany  is  Saratoga 
National  Historical  Park,  where  in  1777  one 
of  our  nation's  most  decisive  battles  was 
fought.  American  troops  stopped  General 
Burgoyne's  advance  on  Albany  and  the  tide 
of  the  Revolution  turned.  Self-guiding  leaf- 
lets of  the  battlefield— which  you  can  tour, 
weather  permitting,  from  April  through 
November — are  available.  Close  to  these 
monuments  is  Saratoga  Springs.  During 
the  Grant  Administration  it  became  one  of 
the  nation's  most  elegant  summer  resorts. 
Today  it's  famous  for  its  horse  races  in 
August  and  the  mineral  waters  of  its  spa. 

Not  far  away,  another  renowned  play- 
ground, Lake  George,  provides  summer  and 
winter  fun  in  the  foothills  of  the  Adiron- 
dacks,  and  in  addition  offers  demonstra- 
tions of  bullet  molding  and  musket  firing  at 
Fort  William  Henry,  built  during  the  French 
and  Indian  War.  A  family  admission  fee  of 
$3  ($1.25,  35c  individually)  is  effective 
from  May  to  Ncvembsr.  Enjoy  excursion 
boat  trips  on  the  lake,  too. 

Ticonderoga,  at  the  other  end  of  this  30- 
mile-long  finger  of  water,  straddles  the  In- 
dian portage  route  between  Lakes  George 
and  Champlain.  In  1755  the  French  built  a 
stone  fort  there.  The  British  took  it  from  the 
French,  and  in  1775  Ethan  Allen's  Green 
Mountain  Boys  captured  it  from  the  British 
($1,  free;  closed  mid-October  to  mid-May). 

Northeast  of  the  town,  the  Adirondack 
Mountains  climb  higher  and  higher  until 
they  soar  5,344  feet  to  form  the  highest 
peak  in  the  state,  Mount  Marcy.  Below  that 
mountain  lies  Lake  Placid  (Rt.  46),  famous 
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year-round  sports  center.  There  are  lots  of 
water  sports  on  the  lake,  of  course. 

Forsaking  history  for  scenic  enchantment, 
drive  on  to  Ausable  Chasm  (Rts.  86,  9N). 
One  of  the  oldest  natural  attractions  in  the 
U.S.,  it's  a  spectacular  gorge,  20  to  50  feet 
wide,  100  to  200  deep,  cut  by  the  Ausable 
River  as  it  plunges  through  falls  and  rapids 
toward  Lake  Champlain,  IV2  miles  to  the 
east.   Besides  cutting  the  chasm,  the  im- 


patient river  carved  some  of  the  rocks  into 
sculptured  pieces  called  Elephant's  Head, 
Cathedral  Rock,  Jacob's  Well,  and  Devil's 
Oven.  Paths  and  bridges  cross  the  torrent, 
and,  from  May  through  October,  a  boat  car- 
ries passengers  for  a  breathtaking  water- 
level  view  of  the  chasm  ($2.20,  90c). 

Not  far  away  across  Lake  Champlain  in 
Vermont  (Port  Kent-Burlington  ferry)  you'll 
find  three  centuries  of  early  American  mem- 


ories in  40-acre  Shelburne  Museum.  One  of 
Vermont's  most  beautiful  covered  bridges 
leads  into  this  fascinating  grab  bag  of  the 
past— 30  buildings  jammed  with  ancient 
coaches,  buggies,  sleighs,  cigar  store  In- 
dians. There's  even  an  antique  jail,  a  pio- 
neer school,  and  a  Lake  Champlain  side- 
wheeler  steamer.  The  tickets  are  good  for 
two  consecutive  days  from  May  25  to  Octo- 
ber 20  ($1.50,  50c). 


Philadelphia:  Birthplace  of  our  Independence 


NEW  JERSEY 


It  was  in  Philadelphia  that  the  Liberty  Bell 
rang  out  on  the  day  of  our  freedom.  Here,  in 
this  headquarters  of  the  American  Revolu- 
tion, our  Founding  Fathers  signed  the  Decla- 
ration of  Independence,  Benjamin  Franklin 
lent  his  wit  and  wisdom  to  the  cause  of  our 
country,  and  Betsy  Ross  stitched  the  first 
Stars  and  Stripes. 

In  late  spring  and  summer,  a  free  50-min- 
ute  tour  starts  every  half-hour,  from  9  to  5, 
at  Independence  Hall,  the  Liberty  Bell's 
shrine  and  home  of  the  Continental  Con- 
gress, and  covers  a  number  of  other  historic 
buildings  on  Independence  Square,  now  all 
incorporated  into  a  national  historical  park. 
On  summer  evenings  at  8:45  and  10:00,  in 
front  of  Independence  Hall,  you  can  witness 
an  inspiring  drama  in  words,  music,  and 
lights,  "The  American  Bell,"  about  the  be- 
ginnings of  our  Republic. 

Much  of  old  Philadelphia  can  be  covered 
on  a  leisurely  walk  from  Independence 
Square.  Walk  north  to  the  Christ  Church 
Burial  Ground  to  visit  Benjamin  Franklin's 
grave,  then  turn  east  on  Arch  Street  until 
you  see  an  American  flag  hanging  over  a 
door:  here's  the  Betsy  Ross  House.  Close  by 
is  narrow,  cobblestoned  Elfreth's  Alley, 
whose  brick  houses,  dating  back  to  1690, 
are  still  inhabited  today.  Turn  south  for 
Christ  Church,  where  George  Washington, 
Benjamin  Franklin,  and  William  Penn 
worshiped.  Plaques  mark  their  pews.  Then 
go  to  the  nearby  waterfront,  where  the  USS 
Olympia,  Admiral  Dewey's  flagship  in  the 
Battle  of  Manila  Bay,  lies  anchored  in  the 
Delaware  River.  You  can  board  her,  explore 
her  gunnery  stations,  and  see  tbe  interest- 
ing military  museum  aboard  any  day  of  the 
week  (50c,  25c). 

Also  while  in  Philadelphia,  be  sure  to  visit 
at  least  one  of  the  beautifully  restored  and 
furnished  Colonial  houses  in  Fairmont 
Park.  Check  individual  hours.  And  don't 
miss  one  of  the  world's  outstanding  muse- 
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urns  of  scientific  history,  the  Benjamin 
Franklin  Institute,  which  also  houses  the 
fine  Fels  Planetarium.  Many  of  the  exhibits 
in  this  museum,  covering  every  phase  of 
technology  from  railroading  to  atomic  ener- 
gy, can  be  operated  by  visitors.  The  museum 
is  open  daily  except  Monday  from  10  to  5 
(Sunday  from  noon).  General  admission  is 
75c  and  50c.  Check  on  the  times  of  plane- 
tarium showings. 

Less  than  an  hour's  drive  on  expressways 
from  Philadelphia  is  Valley  Forge,  where 
George  Washington  quartered  his  "naked 
and  starving"  Continental  Army  during  the 
bitter  winter  of  1777.  This  encampment  was 
Washington's  worst  ordeal — 3,000  of  his 
men  succumbed  to  disease  or  exhaustion. 
Markers  on  monuments  point  out  historic 
sites;  forts,  defensive  battlements,  and 
Washington's  headquarters  are  still  intact. 

While  Valley  Forge  was  the  scene  of  a  tri- 
umph in  endurance,  the  picturesque  Dela- 
ware River  Valley  northeast  of  Philadelphia 
witnessed  one  of  Washington's  major  vic- 
tories as  a  field  commander — his  crossing  of 
the  icy  river  on  Christmas  night  1776,  to 
bottle  up  and  beat  the  Hessians  at  Trenton. 
Going  to  New  Hope,  on  the  Pennsylvania 
side  of  the  Delaware,  drive  up  Bowman's 
Hill,  off  Highway  32  on  whose  summit  a 
100-foot  stone  tower  commemorates  the 
lookout  point  from  which  Washington's 
scouts  kept  the  British  on  the  other  shore 
under  surveillance.  Climb  the  stairs  of  this 
tower  for  a  lovely  panorama  of  the  now 
peaceful  farmlands  of  Pennsylvania  and 
New  Jersey.  Driving  down  from  Bowman's 
Hill,  you  pass  the  264-year-old  Thompson- 
Neeley  House,  famous  as  "The  House  of 
Decision."  where  Washington  made  his 
plans  for  the  attack.  It's  located  in  a  lovely 
state  park  where  you  can  picnic. 

Four  miles  south,  at  Washington  Crossing, 
visit  the  actual  site  of  the  historic  event, 
when  Washington's  2,400  soldiers  ferried 


across  the  icy  Delaware  during  the  night, 
surprisingthe  British  and  Hessians  from  the 
rear.  The  crossing  is  immortalized  in  what  is 
probably  the  best-known  painting  of  our 
first  president.  The  huge  oil  by  Emmanuel 
Leutze  hangs  in  the  auditorium  of  the 
Memorial  Building  in  Washington  Crossing 
State  Park,  and  a  12-minute  taped  lecture 
tells  the  story  of  the  picture. 

The  crossing  in  the  dark  of  Christmas 
night  took  six  hours;  then  Washington's 
2,400  men  marched  south,  paralleling  the 
river,  to  attack  the  garrison  at  Trenton. 
Trenton's  Old  Barracks,  used  at  one  time  or 
another  by  troops  of  both  sides  in  the  Rev- 
olutionary War,  are  in  excellent  preserva- 
tion and  furnished  with  antiques  (25c,  10c). 

Back  on  the  Pennsylvania  side,  south  of 
Morrisville,  you'll  also  want  to  see  interest- 
ing Pennsbury  Manor,  William  Penn's  1683 
country  estate,  with  its  mansion  and  out- 
buildings reconstructed  and  refurnished  in 
the  perfect  manner  of  their  time. 

West  of  Philadelphia  you'll  find  more  fas- 
cinating Americana  in  Pennsylvania  Dutch- 
land  around  Lancaster,  home  of  the  mis- 
named Kentucky  rifle  that  helped  win  the 
Revolution,  and  of  the  Conestoga  wagon, 
forerunner  of  the  prairie  schooner.  Today 
the  area  is  famous  for  its  "plain  people," 
pious  folk  of  German  and  Swiss  stock  who 
shun  modern  conveniences  like  electricity, 
drive  buggies,  wear  modest,  old-fashioned 
clothing,  and  produce  some  of  the  best  food 
in  the  East:  spiced  fruits,  home-smoked 
hams,  special  cheeses,  apple  butter,  and 
two  kinds  of  shoofly  pie — dry  for  those  who 
coffee-dunk,  wet  tor  those  who  don't.  Buy 
some  at  one  of  the  famous  Farmers'  Mar- 
kets in  Lancaster,  which  are  open  Tuesday, 
Friday,  and  Saturday. 

Then  explore  the  rich  surrounding  farm- 
land that,  in  local  language,  is  "wonderful 
good."  On  the  way,  you'll  probably  pass 
plain  people  in  a  horse-drawn  buggy,  look- 
ing like  a  Currier  and  Ives  print.  For  an  in- 
sight into  their  way  of  life,  go  to  The  Amish 
Farm  and  House  nearby  on  Rt.  30  ($1,  25c). 

See  hand-crafted  articles  on  sale  at  the 
Old  Village  Store  in  nearby  Bird-in-Hand, 
displayed  in  a  cracker-barrel  atmosphere 
guaranteed  to  astonish  supermarket  ha- 
bitues. Visit  the  Landis  Valley  Pennsylvania 
Farm  Museum  (Rt.  222),  filled  with  so  many 
curious  antiques  it's  nicknamed  "Pennsyl- 
vania's attic,"  and  at  Strasburg  sample 
"The  Road  to  Paradise"  and  ride  to  that  vil- 
lage in  red-plush  Victorian  splendor  on  an 
ancient  railroad.  Afternoon  trips  for  $1,  chil- 
dren 50c,  run  daily  mid-June  to  mid-Octo- 
ber, on  weekends  only  the  rest  of  the  year.

Drawers  in  quality  pieces  will 
be  constructed  with  well-cut 
and  well-fitted  dovetail  joints, 
like  the  drawer  shown  here. 

Sides  of  drawers  should  be 
smoothly  sanded  and  waxed. 

Look  for  glue  blocks  in  cor- 
ners underneath  the  drawer 
bottoms.  These  blocks  prevent 
drawer  bottoms  from  falling  out 
as  the  wood  expands  and  con- 
tracts with  temperature  and 
moisture  changes. 

Here  is  a  simple  test  to  tell  if 
a  drawer  fits  well:  pull  it  out 
halfway  and  move  it  from  side 
to  side— there  shouldn't  be 
more  than  ^-inch  of  play. 


This  drawer  has  dovetail  joints 
but  they  are  poorly  cut  and 
fitted— a  sure  sign  that  the 
drawer  will  not  remain  sturdy. 
The  sides  and  the  inside  of 
the  drawer  are  rough  and  splin- 
tery, indicating  poor  quality. 


This  drawer  is  an  example  of 
budget  construction.  The  joints 
are  rabbeted  and  stapled,  and 
the  sides  are  not  sanded— they 
have  only  been  run  through  a 
joiner,  leaving  them  rough.

HOW  TO 
JUDGE  GOOD 
CABINET 
WORK 

Judging  quality  in  the  products 
you  buy  is  often  a  complicated 
and  difficult  matter  because  you 
can't  always  see  costly  workman- 
ship and  materials. 

But  with  a  chest  or  buffet,  and 
other  case  goods  pieces,  you  can 
make  expert  decisions  if  you  are 
aware  of  the  construction  tech- 
niques we  illustrate  here. 

We  have  deliberately  compared 
high  and  very  low  quality  pieces 
to  differentiate  distinctly  between 
good  and  bad  construction.  You 
should  be  able  to  make  decisions 
based  on  these  comparisons. 


Remove  a  couple  drawers  and 
look  at  the  construction  inside. 
Quality  pieces  have  friction- 
free  center  drawer  glides. 

Drawers  that  are  flush  with 
the  sides  of  a  chest  (like  this 
one)  are  kept  from  hitting  the 
back  of  the  chest  by  wood  stop 
blocks,  which  also  keep  the 
drawers  lined  up  properly. 


This  budget  chest  has  cent| 
drawer  guides  made  of  woo 
And  it  lacks  dustproof  panel 
between  drawers  which  woul 
prevent  wood  dust  from  til 
guides  from  dropping  into  tl| 
drawers  beneath. 

Since  these  drawers  are  tl| 
lip  type  they  do  not  need  to : 
as  tightly  as  flush  drawers.

Look  for  interior  finishing. 
Though  the  inside  of  the  furni- 
ture won't  be  as  finished  as  the 
outside,  it  should  at  least  be 
sanded  and  stained  or  waxed. 
Be  sure  to  examine  the  hard- 
ware. Handles  and  pulls  should 
be  easy  to  grasp  and  firmly  at- 
tached. On  good  furniture,  they 
are  harmonious  with  the  styling. 


Notice  the  sharp  contrast  b 
tween  this  chest  and  the  qualit 
one  shown  at  left. 

The  interior  is  rough  and  u 
finished.  No  attempt  has  be< 
made  to  hide  nails  or  joints. 

The  door  catch  is  the  frictic 
type  which  wears  out  quickl; 
A  better,  longer -lasting  catch 
the7  magnetic  type. 


The  backs  of  chests  and  buffets 
should  be  screwed  to  the  frames. 
In  good-quality  furniture,  they 
are  well  sanded  and  stained. 

The  backs  should  also  be  sup- 
ported and  fastened  along  the 
bottom  for  extra  strength. 


The  back  of  this  chest  is  m 
sanded  or  stained;  nor  is  it  fa 
tened  along  the  bottom.
